REMARKS. 


The reason for the reduced number of commitments 
to the Norfolk State Hospital was because that hospital 
was taken over by the Federal Government and the 
authorities of the hospital made provision for the care of 
patients in other hospitals. Allapplications are referred 
to the Boston. office of the Norfolk State Hospital, 
3 Fayette street, Boston. 


GENERAL INFORMATION. 


This department is located at City Hall (basement), 
Room 5. 

The physicians attached to this department for the 
examination of the insane are Dr. Charles G. Dewey 
and Dr. Wiliam H. Prescott. Office, City Hall (base- 
ment), Room 5. Hours, 10.30 a. m. to 12 m. 

Doctor Dewey’s home address, 44 Alban street, 
Dorchester. Telephone, Dorchester 201. 

Doctor Prescott’s home address, 330 Hyde Park 
avenue, Jamaica Plain. Telephone, Jamaica 1370. 

The law relating to the commitment of the insane is 
contained in chapter 504, Acts of 1909. 

Patients are sent to the following public hospitals: 
Boston State Hospital, Worcester State Hospital, Taun- 
ton State Hospital, Danvers State Hospital, West- 
borough State Hospital, Foxborough State Hospital, 
Medfield State Hospital, Norfolk State Hospital, Monson 
State Hospital and Grafton State Hospital. 

Norfolk State Hospital is for dipsomaniacs or ine- 
briates and those who are so addicted to the intemperate 
use of narcotics or stimulants as to have lost the power 
of self-control. 

(No patients are sent to the hospital at present 
because the hospital has been taken over by the Federal 
Government.) 

Monson State Hospital is for sane epileptic patients, 
and insane epileptics are sent to the Grafton State 
Hospital. 


INSTITUTIONS REGISTRATION DEPARTMENT. 5 


Before sending a patient to a private hospital, arrange- 
ments should be made with that hospital for receiving 
the patient. 

No person shall be committed to a hospital for the 
insane, public or private, unless he has been an inhabitant 
of the Commonwealth for six months immediately 
preceding the application for commitment, or provision 
has been made for his maintenance satisfactory to the 
Commission on Mental Diseases, or by reason of insanity 
would be dangerous if at large. 

Commitment forms may be had by applying at the 
office of the Institutions Registration Department, City 
Hall (basement), Room 5, or at the office of the Com- 
mission on Mental Diseases, Room 36, State House. 

Hearings for commitments are held by the judges of 
the Probate Court, Courthouse, Pemberton square, at 
twelve o’clock every day, except Saturdays and legal 
holidays. 

This rule may be somewhat modified during the 
months of July and August, vacation time. 

When application for commitment is made it is 
desirable that the committing physician notify a relative 
of the patient (the nearest one when possible) to apply 
at the office of the Institutions Registration Department 
in order to give the necessary information required. 

Arrangements for the payment of board should be 
made with the superintendent of the hospital to which 
the patient is sent. 

In order to be committed from Boston to a hospital 
for the insane the patient must reside or be in this 
county. 

When a woman is sent to a hospital, unless accom- 
panied by her father, husband, brother or son, one of 
the attendants accompanying her must be a woman. 

Patients are taken to the hospitals by an official 
designated for that purpose, and they are taken 1 in such 
a manner as to avoid all publicity.

I respectfully submit the report of the Law Depart- 
ment for the financial year ending January 31, 1919. 


APPROPRIATION AND EXPENDITURES. 


The appropriation for the department was $57,280.09. 
The expenditures were $54,810.40, as follows:

IMPORTANT LEGISLATION. 


Of the more important legislative acts of the year 1918, 
affecting the City of Boston, there were the following: 
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General Acts. 


There were many General Acts in the nature of war 
measures and of war emergency directly affecting the 
City of Boston as well as other cities and towns of the 
Commonwealth. For example: The city was authorized 
to engage in the business of distributing and supplying 
the necessaries of life. Acts were passed in behalf of 
persons in the military and naval service of the United 
States, exempting them from poll taxes and granting 
relief and aid to be paid by the city. 

A General Act, chapter 146, was passed to prohibit 
the soliciting of money for political purposes from public 
employees. 

Special Acts. 


Chapter 37, which changed the form of nomination 
papers in elections in the City of Boston by doing away 
with the troublesome and unnecessary jurat upon nomi- 
nation papers. 

Chapter 45, which relieved the city on account of the 
high cost of materials from an obligation to install 5 
per cent of unmetered services with meters during the 
year 1918. 

Chapter 52, which left the question of the amount of 
interest on loans negotiated by the city to the deter- 
mination of the Mayor, the City Auditor and the City 
Treasurer. 

Chapter 93, which authorized the reorganization of 
the Assessing Department on the lines of efficient and 
economic administration, simplified the assessment of 
poll taxes and relieved taxpayers from the inconven- 
lence of making oath to property lists only at the office 
of the assessors. 

Chapter 101, which transferred to the Fire Commis- 
sioner, on whom the duty of inspection was already 
imposed, the authority to grant renewal certificates 
for the storage of gasolene. 

Chapter 104, which authorized the use of asphalt 
shingles in certain sections of the city, provided that the 
shingles conform with the standards of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters. 

Chapter 115, which permitted metal garages of limited 
size to be built in outlying districts of the city upon 
certain specifications and as long as such garages were 
no nearer than 5 feet from the lot line or 12 feet from 
any other building.

Chapter 179, which made important and needed 
changes in the 1907 building law of the city specifically 
brought the act up to date with the advance in modern 
concrete construction. 

Chapter 185, which transferred the powers of the 
former Boston Transit Commission to the city, to be 
exercised by a board, consisting either of the Mayor, the 
Commissioner of Public Works and the City Treasurer, 
or of such a board of three persons as the Mayor might 
appoint.

DISPOSITION OF SUITS. 
Decisions of the Supreme Judicial Court. 
Treasurer and Receiver General v. City of Boston. (229 Mass. 83.) 


This case involved the question of the loss of settlements by 
paupers under the provision of section 6, chapter 80, Revised 
Laws, that ‘‘a person who is absent from the commonwealth for 
ten consecutive years shall lose his settlement.’”? The court 
decided that a wife who acquired a settlement in Boston by 
marrying a man then having such a settlement did not lose her 
settlement even though her husband had lost his by absence 
from the Commonwealth for ten years. 


Patrick McGovern et al. v. City of Boston. (229 Mass. 394.) 


This was a bill in equity brought by a contractor to rescind 
a completed contract made with the Boston Transit Commission 
for the construction of a portion of the Dorchester Tunnel and 
to recover the value of the work done on a quantum meruit. 
The contractor contended that borings indicating ledge were 
wilfully concealed and omitted from boring plans submitted, 
and that as a result of encountering such ledge, he was put to 
an additional expense in the performance of the contract. The 
Court decided that the city was not liable on an implied 
contract but only on an express contract in writing, that the 
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Transit Commissioners were public officers, and that the city 
could not be liable even if the Transit Commissioners were 
negligent in their dealings with the contractor. 


Collector of Taxes of Boston v. Rising Sun Street Lighting Com- 
pany. (229 Mass. 494.) 


A personal action at law may be properly brought by the 
City Collector to collect a valid property tax not only on the 
horses, vehicles, tools and furniture, but also on the lanterns, 
burners and other like equipment of a foreign corporation which 
has a contract for lighting the public streets, parks and other 
public places. 


John Briggs et al. v. City of Boston. (230 Mass. 148.) 


Petition of lessees of a building for damages for loss of occu- 
panecy of the basement of the building and the cost of the 
removal of goods therefrom by reason of the acts of the Boston 
Transit Commission in connection with the taking of a horizon- 
tal section of the property for the proposed construction of the 
Washington Street Tunnel. The petition was filed more than 
one year after the Transit Commission had made the taking. 
The law grants compensation for damages sustained by any 
person by reason of property taken or injured upon a petition 
filed within one year after such property is so taken or injured. 
The petitioners had previously assigned their claims for damages 
to the owners who had brought a petition to recover damages, 
and secured a settlement. The Court decided that the peti- 
tioners had no right of action, that the facts did not disclose 
that property had been injured as distinguished from having 
been taken, and as a petition for property taken could only be 
brought within one year by the terms of the statute, the remedy 
of the petitioners was barred. 


Frederick E. Simmons v. County of Suffolk.. (230 Mass. 236.) 


This case involved the construction of General Acts of 1917, 
chapter 340, which increased the salaries of the clerks of police, 
district and municipal courts from three-fifths of the salary 
of the justices of their respective courts to three-fourths of 
such salaries. The plaintiff was an assistant clerk and by the 
provisions of an earlier statute received a salary of two-thirds 
of the salary of the clerk. The Court decided that the salary 
of the assistant clerk was automatically increased to two-thirds 
of the increased salary of the clerk. 


Wiliam T. Hill v. City of Boston. (231 Mass. 372.) 


The mere failure of a city to provide and maintain proper 
lights in its streets — in this instance an underground passage- 
way and staircase forming a part of the way — is not a defect 
under the Highway Act even if the way unlighted is dangerous,

In three contract cases brought by the city, judgment was 
recovered in one, amounting to $70, verdict for the defendant 
was rendered in one, and one case was settled for $5,000. 

One suit for taxes brought by the city was dismissed on 
payment of the tax. 

Two suits were brought to recover aid rendered to paupers. 
In one case judgment for $343 was recovered, the other case 
was dismissed. 

One suit brought by the city to recover verdict rendered 
against 1t on account of the negligence of a contractor was 
settled for $375. 

Many bills, amounting to approximately $10,051.23, were 
collected without suit.

One writ of certiorari brought to quash proceedings 
as to the construction of a garage was dismissed. 

Two petitions were brought in the Land Court to 
register titles in which the City of Boston had an interest. 

One petition was brought to enforce liens for material 
and labor, in which decree was entered distributing 
$1,557.41. 

A petition brought by a city official for reinstatement 
was dismissed. 


ENFORCEMENT OF BUILDING Law. 


From February 1, 1918, to January 31, 1919, there 
were referred by the Building Department to the Law 
Department for prosecution 290 complaints of which 
195 were for insufficient egress and 95 were for other 
violations of the building laws. After action by this 
department had forced the owners to comply with the 
demands of the Building Department, 157 cases were 
closed. 

During the year seven bills in equity were entered 
and disposed of.

Sir,— The Board of Trustees of the Public Library of 
the City of Boston present the following report of its con- 
dition and affairs for the year ending January 31, 1919, 
being their sixty-seventh annual report. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE BOARD. 


The Board. organized May 10, 1918, by the election of 
William F. Kenney, president, Samuel Carr, vice- 
president, and Della Jean Deery, clerk. 

Samuel Carr was reappointed a trustee for the term 
ending April 30, 1923. 


RECEIPTS OF THE LIBRARY. 


The receipts of the library are of two classes: First, 
those which are to be expended by the trustees in the 
maintenance of the library. ‘They consist of the annual 
appropriation by the Mayor and City Council and the 
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income from trust funds, given to the trustees but 
invested by the City Treasurer. During the past year 
these receipts were as follows:

BEQUESTS TO THE LIBRARY. 


On October 15, 1918, the library received from the 
estate of Richard Black Sewall, $25,000, which was 
funded as the ‘‘ Richard Black Sewall Fund,” the income 
to be applied to the purchase of books; and on Decem- 
ber 13, 1918, from the estate of George C. Wales, $5,000, 
which was funded as the ‘‘George C. Wales Fund,” the 
income to be applied to the purchase of books. 


ADDITION TO CENTRAL LIBRARY BUILDING COMPLETED. 


The addition to the Central Library building on 
Blagden street, accepted by the trustees on September 6, 
1918, was constructed within the appropriations allowed 
by the city government. The amount of space thus 
secured has reduced the pressure on several depart- 
ments in the main building, particularly in the Special 
Libraries Department from which the public documents | 
have been removed to the stacks in the main building. 


LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 3 


The Branch Department, which was housed for many 
years in poor quarters in the main building, is now ade- 
quately taken care of in the new structure. The books 
for the branches are conveniently arranged in stacks 
and shelves, and this important section of the library 
service is thereby enabled to more efficiently handle the 
distribution and collection of books for the various 
branches and reading rooms throughout the city. The 
shipping room now has proper facilities, and the locker 
and closet rooms are sufficient to provide for the con- 
venience of the staff occupying the new addition. 
More room, more light, and more air have added to the 
general efficiency and health of the staff of the Branch 
Department. 

The original appropriation for the new building pro- 
vided for the completion of three of the five stack floors 
and these are already filled thus relieving the stacks in 
the main building. The other floors, however, should 
soon be completed to relieve congestion throughout the 
library. 

The Printing and Binding Departments have com- 
modious, well lighted and well ventilated quarters on 
the top floor of the building and as a result of bringing 
these departments into closer affiliation with the Central 
Library, the librarian is able to keep in constant touch 
with them, valuable time is saved and the net results 
are more efficiency and greater economy. ‘The housing 
of all departments of the main library under one roof will 
save the city in time thousands of dollars. | 


BRANCHES AND READING Rooms. 


Applications for new reading rooms have been received 
during the past year from the Mt. Hope-Forest Hills 
district and the Mary Hemenway School section. 
These are renewals of applications made in previous 
years. Similar requests are on file from Wards 19 and 
20, Dorchester. - 

The opening of new reading rooms necessitates a 
special appropriation and thereafter the maintenance 
is provided in the annual budget. Hence the impor- 
tance of careful investigation and decision before recom- 
mending such improvements. The trustees are now 
considering the reading room situation throughout the 
city with a view of determining whether the present 
locations fully accommodate the increasing patronage 
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of the library. As the centers of population are shifting 
and growing, some removals may be found necessary 
and new locations secured for existing reading rooms, 
which may solve the problem of adequate library service 
without increasing the number of stations. 


ROSLINDALE READING Room. 


The Roslindale Reading Room, which had for years 
occupied space in an old and poorly equipped building, 
was removed to quarters in the new Municipal Building, 
corner of Washington and Ashland streets, and opened 
for public use May 10, 1918. The new building is just 
across the street from the old, and contains an assembly 
hall, gymnasium, ward room, and a library room with a 
separate entrance on Washington street. The reading 
room is 56 feet long by 57 feet wide, and is divided by a 
low bookcase into an adults’ room and a children’s 
room. The children’s room has a seating capacity of 
about sixty and the adults’ room, forty. The furniture 
is new and of the best library type. There is shelf room 
for over 8,000 volumes. The new quarters are well 
lighted. 


Business Mern’s BRANCH. 


The trustees last year urged the establishment of a 
Business Men’s Branch of the Public Library in the 
down-town district, and renew the recommendation this 
‘year. The Examining Committee of 1917-18 approved 
the acquisition of a business men’s branch, and this 
addition to the activities of the library is strongly 
indorsed by the Examining Committee this year. This 
improvement is one that should receive the early 
consideration of the Mayor and City Council. 


LIBRARY COOPERATION WITH SCHOOLS, ETC. 


The trustees continue to codperate with the School 
Department and during the past year the library has 
supplied with books 30 branches and reading rooms, 
185 public and parochial schools, 59 engine houses and 
32 other institutions, and sent out, upon the average, 
from the Central Library,’about 400 volumes every day 
by its delivery wagons. The number of volumes sent 
on deposit from the Central Library through the branch 
system was 48,700, of which 10,425 were sent to schools. 
There were also sent from the branches themselves and — 
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from two of the largest reading rooms 52,544 volumes on 
deposit, distributed among 223 places. Of these, 22,635 
were sent to schools. That is to say, not only is the 
collection of the Central Library used as a reservoir from 
which books may be drawn for use in the branches and 
reading rooms, but each of the branches and reading 
rooms is in itself a reservoir from which books are drawn 
for use by teachers in schools in the immediate vicinity. 


SALARY INCREASES DURING THE FISCAL YEAR. 


The problem of adequate compensation to the 
employees of the Public Library is one to which the 
trustees gave serious consideration during the fiscal year. 
Revision of the salary schedule upwards has been 
repeatedly recommended by examining committees, the 
Survey Committee strongly urges more pay for librarians, 
and the trustees have annually, in recent years, put into 
their estimates increases in the personal service depart- 
ment. No branch of the employees of the city deserves 
more consideration in this respect at the present time 
than the employees of the library. 

Taking into account the educational training and 
personal requirements absolutely essential to make a 
good library assistant, the salaries paid are insufficient. 
We must add to this the increase in the cost of living, 
and that the majority of the employees are wholly 
dependent on the compensation received for their 
services. 

The Board has accomplished the best it could with the 
‘appropriation available during the fiscal year just closed. 
They feel that further increases are needed to make this 
branch of the public service an efficient organization. 
Within the limits of the funds at our disposal, by not 
filling existing vacancies in the staff, the Board has 
distributed to the employees the following increases: 

In February, a general increase amounting to $6,838 
for the balance of the year, being the completion of the 
10 per cent increase voted in 1916; in May, a partial 
increase to minor assistants of $1,080 for the balance 
of the year; in June, an increase amounting to $5,941 
for the balance of the year; in June and again in Septem- 
ber, increases to members of the Printing and Bindery 
Departments amounting to $1,775 for the balance of 
the year; in September, an increase to stack runners 
amounting to $800 for the balance of the year; and in 
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October, after another careful and comprehensive study 
of the problem of adjusting salaries of the library, a 
general increase amounting to $4,738 for the balance of 
the year. 

These sums, which total an increase of $21,172 for the 
current year, mean an addition to the salary item of 
the budget for the coming year of $53,000. 

In addition the trustees have included in their budget 
for the coming year the increases in salaries recom- 
mended by the Mayor in his circular of December 4 
addressed to heads of departments. 


STANDARDIZATION OF SALARIES. 


The Board of Trustees has studied with the librarian 
a new salary schedule based on positions, and the amount, 
minimum and maximum that the incumbents should 
receive. So far as funds have been available, the schedule 
has been adopted, and it is the hope of the Board that 
before long it will be possible to make further increases 
until the maximum amounts to be paid are reached. 
As the schedule was drawn on a pre-war-time basis, 
the increase of $100 allowed by the Mayor to those now 
receiving less than $1,800 a year, will be in addition 
to the salary fixed in the schedule. 


PENSION FUND FOR RETIREMENT OF EMPLOYEES. 


The trustees renew the recommendation made in 
previous years that an adequate system of pensions for 
superannuated library employees be adopted by the 
city government. It is manifestly impossible for per- 
sons receiving such rates of compensation as prevail in 
the Library Department to make any provision for the 
emergencies of life or old age. Not only from humani- 
tarian, but also from business considerations, some 
provision should be made which will render it unneces- 
sary to retain in our service those who have been worn 
out by years of work in it. 

There is a means at hand which could easily be used, 
and would in our judgment form a substantial basis for 
the creation of a fund to meet this purpose. The fines 
which are imposed and collected by the library upon 
overdue books, and now paid into the City Treasury, 
amount to about $8,000 a year. If this sum, which is 
really an income that the library creates by imposing 
fines and collecting them in small sums, could be placed 
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at the disposal of the trustees, to be expended in their 
discretion in the retirement of aged employees, we think 
it would accomplish our purpose. We earnestly recom- 
mend such legislation as will place at our disposal for a 
pension fund the fines collected upon overdue books. 


COOPERATIVE AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE TRUSTEES 
AND SIMMONS COLLEGE. 


Recognizing the value of a training school for librarians 
to increase the efficiency of the staff of the Boston Public 
Library, the trustees, through the librarian, have been 
in communication with the corporation of Simmons 
College, to bring about a workable arrangement that will 
prove of benefit to both institutions. As a result of 
several conferences with the librarian, the President of 
Simmons College, Henry Lefavour, has made the follow- 
ing propositions to the Boston Public Library: 


January 20, 1919. 

My pear Mr. Betpen,— The Corporation of Simmons 
College has authorized me to propose the following coéperative 
agreement with the trustees of the Boston Public Library, which 
I hope the trustees will approve and confirm. 

The college may send a class of students to the library each 
year for instruction in library work with children and for unpaid 
practical work to be given by the head of the Children’s Depart- 
ment. 

2. The college will organize and supervise a course of 
instruction in reference or library service to be given each year 
at the library for library employees and will provide the instruc- 
tion so far as it is needed in addition to that to be given by 
heads of departments or other officers of the library. 

3. The college will admit to any of its regular courses in 
library training such employees of the library as its librarian 
may designate, and for this instruction there shall be no charge, 
provided that the total number to be received in any class is 
not so great as to require an additional section or division of 
the class. Should the number of library employees make it 
necessary to form other sections, the cost of the additional 
instruction is to be borne by the Boston Public Library. The 
director of the library school may prescribe educational quali- 
fications for admission to any class. 

The agreement, if accepted by the trustees, is terminable by 
either party on reasonable notice.

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The trustees heartily approve of the plan proposed by 
Doctor Lefavour, and the librarian has been instructed to 
codperate with Simmons College in bringing about such 
relations as will produce the best results in training 
employees for effective service as members of the library 
staff. The agreement proposed by Simmons College is 
most important to the future of the library. 


SURVEY OF THE LIBRARY. 


As announced in the report last year, the trustees 
voted to have a careful survey made of the entire library 
system and selected as the Survey Committee Edwin H. 
Anderson, director of the New York Public Library, and 
Arthur E. Bostwick, librarian of the Public Library, 
St. Louis, Mo., who chose the third member of the com- 
mittee, William H. Brett of the Public Library, Cleve- 
land, O. The following letter, embodying the scope of 
the examination, which the trustees suggested, was 
mailed to the gentlemen selected by the Board for this 
important commission: | 


Boston, January 24, 1918. 
Dr. Epwin H. ANDERSON, | 
Director New York Public Library, New York City, N. Y.: 


Dear Mr. ANDERSON,— Recognizing the value of expert 
advice in the management of any great enterprise, public or 
private, the trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston 
have decided to have a careful survey made of the institution 
with a view to determine its condition and efficiency as com- 
pared with other large libraries of the country. After consider- 
ing the matter carefully we have decided that the following 
subjects are among those which ought to be taken up in this 
survey: 


Collections. 

Methods of acquisition. 
Classification. 

Catalogues. 

Publications. 

Service in its inner relation. 
Service to the public, ete. 
Buildings and equipment.

The Board appointed a committee consisting of the president, 
Rev. Dr. Alexander Mann, and the librarian, Mr. Belden, to 
report on a plan to present to the trustees. That committee, 
with the approval of the Board, cordially invites you to be a 
member of this commission. We have also extended an invita- 
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tion to Mr. Arthur E. Bostwick, librarian of the St. Louis 
Public Library, to act as your associate, the understanding 
being that you gentlemen will select the librarian of some other 
large library to act as a third member of the commission. 

It is the desire of the trustees that this survey shall be con- 
ducted as soon as convenient, and we earnestly trust that you 
may see your way clear to accept this important commission. 
A communication has been sent to the president of your Board 
announcing the purpose of the Boston trustees and telling him 
of our desire that you should undertake this work. We believe 
that the result of this survey will prove to be of lasting benefit 
to the whole public library system of the country. There are 
many features in our library worthy of adoption by similar 
institutions. At the same time we know that there are policies 
in effect in other cities that might well be adopted by our Board. 
This survey is no sense a reflection on any past management of 
the library, but is designed to take advantage of all the improve- 
ments that exist anywhere in this country, and to supply our 
new librarian with data and information that will be of benefit 
to him at the beginning of his administration. 

We should esteem it a favor if you will give this matter your 
early attention and communicate with us as soon as possible.

Committee. 


The committee came to Boston May 26, 1918. The 
members were unable to give more than one week’s 
intimate study to the library system because of their 
inability to be longer absent from their home libraries. 
The committee prepared a report which was presented 
to the Board of Trustees at its first meeting in October. 
Owing to the tragic death of one member, William H. 
_ Brett of Cleveland, which occurred in August, the report 
was signed by only two of the committee. They stated, 
however, that Mr. Brett was in full accord with them in 
substance and spirit. 

The complete report follows: 


To Mr. WiiuiaAM F. Kenney, Dr. ALEXANDER MANN, Mr. 
CuHaruLes F. D. BretpEen, Committee of the Boston Public 
Tabrary : 


The commission invited by your committee to make a survey 
of the Boston Publie Library, having had only a week at its 
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disposal for its actual stay in Boston, believes that the Board 
of Trustees will appreciate that any detailed examination of 
such matters as the library’s system of classification, its cata- 
logue, its method of book selection and purchase and the acquire- 
ment and distribution of supplies has been quite beyond its 
powers. An adequate report on such details would require pre- 
liminary work by a large corps of investigators for a period of at 
least several months. Nor, as we understand the matter, would 
the results of such an investigation be worth the time and 
expense that it would involve. Such details should not only 
conform to the standards generally adopted by the best libraries, 
but they should also be adjusted to local traditions and condi- 
tions, and only so will they produce the best results. Your 
own librarian is eminently able to report to you on these matters 
of detail and to advise and superintend the changes which, in 
every growing library, must be constantly necessary to keep 
it abreast of the times and in close correspondence with the 
varying demands of its service to the public. 

We have therefore limited our inquiry to a few fundamental 
relations and have sought to ascertain whether the way in 
which these are affected by your rules and customs is susceptible 
of change to the advantage of the public service. 

We have gone over the Central Library, visiting each depart- 
ment; we have visited a considerable number of the branch 
libraries and reading rooms, and we have talked freely with 
members of the library staff of all grades and periods of service. 
From these sources the following conclusions have been reached: 

1. The Boston Board of Trustees controls directly a large 
amount of administrative detail that in other libraries is under 
the charge of the lbrarian. It meets weekly, approves all 
book purchases by title and authorizes expenditures for supplies 
by itemized lists. It does not necessarily approve the libra- 
rian’s recommendations for appointments or promotions; and 
it, or its individual members receive and act upon applications 
and complaints from members of the staff, independently of 
action thereon by the librarian. These things are done, so far 
as we know, in no other American library. The usual custom 
is for the Board to convene not oftener than once a month, and 
then either directly or through committees to act on recom- 
mendations of the librarian in such a way as to give him large 
discretion, so that separate items need not necessarily be dis- 
cussed or acted upon by the Board. This course seems to us 
most likely to develop a strong executive with initiative, such as 
is needed in every large institution, public or private. 

The Board, of course, is the ultimate authority in the library. 
The librarian, however, is not only its executive, subject to its 
orders, but also its professional expert and adviser. If the 
Board is not willing to place matters of administrative detail in 
his hands and to follow his advice in all important professional 
matters, he should be replaced by an executive who does have 
the confidence of the Board. 
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We believe that a lack of this confidential relation between 
the Board and its librarian has been an injury to the library 
in the past and is so at the present time. - 

2. We find that the library staff, although in the main com- 
posed of intelligent. and interested assistants, and with some 
notable instances of professional skill and knowledge, is some- 
what out of touch with the trend of the library movement in 
other cities throughout the country. Few members of it have 
ever worked in any other library or have any familiarity with 
methods outside of their own institution. Few have been 
trained in library schools where the teaching of comparative 
methods gives a broad view. Although there is in Boston a 
library school of the first grade — that at Simmons College — 
there seems to have been no effort to make use of it in training 
material for the Public Library work. 

The feeling among a large number of the staff is distinctly 
hostile to the employment of persons outside of Boston. This 
under the conditions already noted means very largely the 
employment of untrained persons, often of limited education, 
receiving these in the lower grades of the staff and promoting 
them from time to time. This works well in some instances 
but it is not a desirable general policy. A large public library 
should receive new blood from without continually and it should 
itself act as a feeder to other libraries. By continual exchange 
of assistants, some entering from without and others leaving, 
promotion is on the whole facilitated, contact with the library 
world is secured and stagnation due to in-breeding is prevented. 
Lack of such contact is particularly apt to foster an idea that 
an institution is operated, not for the benefit of the public, but 
for that of the employees themselves, that length of service is in 
itself a sufficient reason for promotion, and that an appointment 
from without is primarily an act of injustice to the staff. 

3. Lack of organic connection with some training body has 
already been briefly touched upon. Simmons College has been 
mentioned because it is an already existing body doing good 
work. Affiliation with it would benefit the library by furnish- 
ing it with a training agency of the first class and it would benefit 
the college by providing a system in which the students could 
do practical work as part of their training. Lack of such 
facilities seriously hampers any effort to give instruction in a 
subject where laboratory work is at least as necessary as it is in 
medicine orin engineering. It may be, however, that the Boston 
Public Library may prefer to establish its own training agency, 
as some other large public libraries have done. The course of 
lectures just begun in the Children’s Department is a step in 
this direction, although a slight and inadequate one. The 
establishment of a library training course, however, would 
absolutely require the employment of teachers from without, 
and would seem to be unnecessary duplication. In this par- 
ticular case, the present resources of the city seem ample to 
meet the emergency. 
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4. This commission is deeply sensible of the library’s 
inadequate income, and of the fact that some of the changes of 
policy recommended by us are in part dependent on the pro- 
vision of adequate funds by the city. Professional librarians 
of training and experience cannot be attracted from other fields 
without the offer of adequate salaries. Proper training in con- 
nection with the library itself will cost money, whether obtained 
by affiliation or the establishment of a new department. This 
is undeniable. But we would point out that adequate support 
is itself to a considerable extent dependent on popular apprecia- 
tion of the library’s services. Public opinion has often forced 
from a city government reluctant support of a public institu- 
tion. Now there is a general opinion among librarians, whether 
well founded or not, that the Boston Public Library has not of 
late years retained its relative standing among American 
libraries. Its position was once one of pre-eminence, but it is 
so no longer. We find that this opinion is shared to a greater 
or less degree by many citizens of Boston whose influence should 
count heavily in such matters as these. It is possible that 
indications of a change of policy, together with a clear demon- 
stration that further change must be dependent on increased 
- income, might be effective in placing the public opinion of the 
city so solidly behind the library that adequate support would 
follow as a matter of course. 

Our recommendations, so far as they can be formulated, are: 


1. That the by-laws of the Board be amended so as to admit 
of monthly meetings and that the routine of these meetings be 
so changed as not to require approval of all purchases or appoint- 
ments in detail by the entire Board. 

2. That the Board discourage, by formal resolution, the 
reception of complaints or requests from members of the staff, 
singly or collectively, either by the whole Board, or by indi- 
vidual members. 

3. That effort be made to develop in the staff a feeling of 
professional esprit de corps as librarians and to discourage the 
attitude that consideration is due its members as a local body 
of municipal officeholders; that high-grade positions be filled 
freely when necessary by appointments from without, and that 
long service in one grade be not regarded as prima facie evidence 
of fitness for promotion to a higher grade. 

4. That for all library positions, other than those of mes- 
sengers and the clerical and janitorial force, preliminary training 
or experience should be a sine qua non, and that steps should be 
taken to give inexperienced persons an opportunity for training, 
either in direct connection with the library or through some 
school in affiliation with it. 

5. That an effort be made through well-considered publicity 
to inform the public with regard to the benefits of these changes 
of policy and of the fact that these require, for their complete 
realization, an increased income. 
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The tragic death, in Cleveland, on August 24, of Mr. William 
H. Brett, librarian of the Cleveland Public Library and the 
third member of this commission, makes it necessary to send 
in this report without his signature. We know, however, that 
he was fully in accord with us as to the substance and spirit of 
the report as here presented.

It is to be regretted that the committee did not have 
time to take up all the subjects which the Board of 
Trustees regard as important in any survey made of the 
Boston Public Library. 

The report of the Survey Committee has been dis- 
cussed by the trustees at several meetings. Several of 
the recommendations suggested have already been 
carried out by the trustees. The conclusion that certain 
criticisms made in the survey report were shared by 
some citizens of Boston is not borne out by any evidence 
in the possession of the trustees. No communication 
has ever come to the Board in the form of letters or 
complaint that would indicate the existence of such a 
feeling in this community. The trustees, now as always, 
welcome constructive criticism from any source over the 
signature of the writer, believing that the best way to 
accomplish things is to register your disapproval and 
opinion with those who are responsible for the conduct 
of the institution. The Board has an open mind on all 
questions affecting the library and the more interest the 
citizens manifest in it the better will be the results. 

Another criticism made in the report, ‘‘lack of organic 
connection with some training body,” has long been 
recognized by the trustees and an affiliation has recently 
been formed with Simmons College which is mentioned 
in another part of this report. 

The main subjects which the trustees desired to take 
up in the survey, namely: 1. Collections; 2. Methods of 
acquisition; 3. Classification; 4. Catalogues; 5. Publi- 
cations; 6. Service in its inner relation; 7. Service to the 
public, ete., and 8. Buildings and Equipment, still 
remain as questions which should be gone into carefully 
by expert authority, either now or periodically as occasion 
demands. 
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The idea of a more detailed survey along the lines 
indicated in our letter to the Survey Committee has not 
been abandoned. Now that our own librarian has had 
eighteen months’ experience as the executive head of the 
institution he is in a position to know the weak spots in 
the system, and the main purposes sought by the trustees 
will be accomplished through his systematic investigation 
and study of each department. 


EXPERT EXAMINATION OF THE CENTRAL LIBRARY 
BUILDING. 


At the request of the trustees, Mr. Thomas A. Fox, of 
Fox & Gale, architects, made an examination of the 
Central Library building in October, 1918, to determine 
the amount and character of repairs and replacements 
that are necessary and advisable at the present time or 
in the near future. The trustees in considering this 
report took up only those items which Mr. Fox pro- 
nounced as immediately necessary. Mr Fox found that 
in the main the condition of the building, which has been 
in use twenty-four years, 1s fully as satisfactory as could 
be expected. His report, made to the trustees Novem- 
ber 1, 1918, embodies certain recommendations essential 
to prevent the deterioration of the building. He advises 
that the outside masonry, including granite platforms, 
should be gone over, and repointed. The steelwork of 
the library was found to be in excellent condition and no 
repairs were suggested. 

The marble floors are in such condition that the archi- 
tect recommends an immediate appropriation to bring 
them to a state of proper repair. All the marble floors 
should be thoroughly gone over, torn places filled, and in 
some instances new pieces inserted. ‘The stair treads of 
several runs of service stairs have become so worn that 
they must be replaced, and the roofs and flashings of the 
arcade require immediate and thorough repair. Mr. 
Fox is of the opinion that this work should be done early 
this spring, as serious damage will result if the present 
conditions are allowed to continue. 

The main roof of the building needs immediate attention. 
It will be necessary before long to thoroughly overhaul 
and reline the main gutters on the outside of the building, 
and repair and replace a considerable number of flashings 
at the intersection of the tile deck and copper cresting. 
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Under ‘Electric Work” the architect recommends 
that the lighting fixtures throughout the building should 
be overhauled and put in good repair, notably in Bates 
Hall, the Special Libraries, and the Newspaper Room. 

For some time various reports have been submitted 
regarding the book railway and pneumatic tube 
systems but no general repairs or replacements have 
been made. After consultation with tube experts, Mr. 
Fox recommends that as soon as financial conditions 
improve, a thorough overhauling of the tube system is 
necessary to promote efficiency in the handling of books 
to and from the stacks. Some of the recommendations 
included in the architect’s reports have been provided 
for in the estimates of the trustees for 1919-20, and the 
remainder will be taken up as soon as the conditions will 
warrant the trustees to go ahead with these much needed 
repairs and alterations. An important public building 
should not be allowed to deteriorate. | 


ESTIMATES FOR 1919-20. 


The trustees have forwarded to the Mayor and City 
Council their estimates of the expenses of the library 
for the ensuing year in the detailed form called for by the 
schedule of the Budget Commissioner. ‘The salary esti- 
mate for 1919-20 1s based on the present service schedule, 
all positions filled at maximum pay, for fifty-three weeks, 
and include an increase of $100 a year to all employees 
above the runner grade who receive less than $1,800 a 
year, and increase in the pay of laborers of 50 cents a 
day, as suggested in the Mayor’s circular No. 17 to heads 
of departments, dated December 4. This estimate is 
based on the assumption that these increases will take 
effect June 1, 1919. It amounts to $415,191. Since 
the appropriation for salaries for the Library Department 
is made in a lump sum, $15,191 may be deducted from 
this estimate on account of “‘lost time,’ making the total 
estimate for salaries $400,000 or $58,000 more than was 
spent in 1918-19 (estimating the last two months). In 
addition to the above allowance of $100 a year, this 
increase covers one additional week’s pay, 7. e., pay- 
ment for the fifty-third week, amounting to $7,547, and 
$33,000 added to the present salary schedule during the 
current year. 

In this estimate no allowance is made for increases 
other than the so-called grade increase, that is, to em-

ployees who have been appointed or promoted within 
the year, at a minimum salary, and who may be recom- 
mended for advance to the maximum salary. The esti- 
mate includes one additional fireman and one additional 
janitor’s laborer, and some additional assistants at the 
branches. 

To provide for the present salary schedule, all posi- 
tions filled at maximum pay, fifty-three weeks, with an 
increase of 50 cents a day to laborers, engineers, firemen, 
watchmen,-to take effect June 1, 1919, and deducting 
$12,565 on account of ‘‘lost time,’”’ the sum of $384,000 
will be required. 

In the items for the general maintenance of the 
library, apart from the expense for salaries, there is an 
increase of only $20,038 over the expense for last year, 
and this is required by the necessary repairs at the main 
building, the increase in prices of materials and supplies, 
the current needs of the library, and by the natural 
erowth of the system. 

The total amount required for all purposes is, there- 
fore, as shown in the budget schedule, $569,978, being 
$400,000 for salaries and $169,978 for general main- 
tenance. 

Trust Funps. 


The trust funds, that is, property given to the trustees 
in trust for the uses of the library, amount to $570,707.01. 
They are by law required to be invested by the City 
Treasurer. 

A detailed statement of these funds, ‘and the income 
therefrom, is contained in the report of the City Auditor, 
but a condensed statement of them is as follows:

EFFICIENCY AND Co6PERATION. 


No public institution can be successfully carried on 
without the codperation of every individual connected 
with it, and the loyal support of the citizens whose money 
is spent in maintaining it. 

The Boston Public Library holds a proud position 
among the public libraries of the country. It was the 
first great library for the people established in this 
country, and the founders intended that it should be the 
best, both as a scholar’s library and as a popular circu- 
lating medium. 

How well the library has livéd up to the purposes of 
the founders on its scholarly side is attested by the col- 
lections constantly consulted by scholars from every part 
of the world. 

On the popular side, the library has endeavored to 
keep pace with improved methods to meet existing con- 
ditions. There has been a remarkable advance in 
public library administration in this country the last 
twenty years, and changes are always necessary to meet 
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the problems that confront the world in the regeneration 
and rehabilitation of mankind. 

But no permanent success is possible, nor are good 
results obtainable, unless every one interested in its 
advancement works together for the one aim — the plac- 
ing of this institution in the lead of the public libraries 
in this country. ‘The success of the policies adopted by 
the trustees depends on the efficiency of the staff in 
carrying out these policies, led by the executive head of 
the library, who is the administrator and the representa- 
tive of the trustees. 

The trustees feel that everyone connected with the 
library should have a personal pride in it. There are 
men and women in this institution who have given to the 
city the best of their lives in loyal, intelligent service for 
the betterment of the people. There are employees 
here whose example of faithfulness and loyalty is much 
to be commended. The younger generation of library 
assistants should pattern by these painstaking, disci- 
plined workers, who know the value and results of 
conscientious team work. 

The present librarian has been in charge of the insti- 
tution eighteen months, and the Board is of one mind 
in sustaining Mr. Belden in his effort to work out the 
many problems of administration constantly arising in 
the library. 

The trustees, now as always, welcome constructive 
advice and suggestions, believing that the best results 
can be secured only by writing directly to the Board, 
charged with the management of the institution, who 
will give careful attention to all matters that help to 
improve the service which the library gives to the people 
of this city and Commonwealth.

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REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE. 


To the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of 
Boston: | 


GENTLEMEN,— The Examining Committee have the 
honor to submit their report to you. 

The various subcommittees have examined the depart- 
ments referred to them and have made important 
recommendations. These reports are not included here- 
in, but are referred to the trustees for their information. 
Some of the suggestions are matters of administrative 
detail which are subjects for consideration and action 
by the trustees and librarian without especial discussion 
by this committee. Branch libraries and reading rooms, 
for example, which are poorly located or have undesir- 
able surroundings, will doubtless in time be relocated by 
the trustees. The question of heat also will be easier 
of solution, with the increase of fuel, even if another 
winter so mild as the present does not recur for some 
years. There are other subjects, however, so funda- 
mental that they merit careful and special attention. 


CLEANLINESS. 


No effort should be spared to keep every library and 
reading room clean — floors, windows, and entries; such 
cleanliness obviously is more easily obtained at the 
Central Library, with its stone and metal construction, 
than in many of the branch libraries and reading rooms 
with their wooden floors and old construction, but 
it can be maintained if constant attention be given; 
excuses from janitors, whether employed by the city or 
supplied by the owners of the buildings, should not be 
accepted. It is superfluous to comment on the effect of 
lack of cleanliness on contagious and infectious diseases. 


LIGHTING. 


Many of the examples of poor lighting cited by the 
subcommittees can be easily remedied by simple means, 
and without many changes of fixtures. In some 
instances the washing of windows, or the removal of 
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objects in front of them, would accomplish much. In 
the case of the Central Library, however, where a 
thoroughly comprehensive scheme should be adopted, 
any important change should be made only after careful 
study by an expert in conjunction with the best archi- 
tectural advice. The greatest care should be taken that 
such changes should be in harmony with the architecture 
and decorations of the building and in no way injure its 
beauty. 
REPAIRS. 


The comments on lighting apply equally to repairs 
of buildings, especially to repairs of the Central Library. 
In particular the Arcade should receive immediate 
attention; a longer delay will only increase the cost. It 
is not only poor economy to permit a building so beauti- 
ful in design, filled with so many precious books and 
manuscripts, its walls adorned with mural paintings of 
world-wide fame, to show signs of dilapidation, but it is 
a reproach to the city that such a condition could exist. 


Books. 


The amount expended for books seems inadequate 
and should be increased. An increase is necessary 
because of the repeated demands for more books for the 
branch libraries, especially books adapted to the needs 
of the neighborhood population,— Italian, Syrian, Polish, 
and others as the case may be,— for more newspapers 
and magazines, and above all for books which will 
develop true American spirit both in the young and in 
the adult. It is easy to make this latter suggestion and 
it will not be difficult to carry it out with the hearty 
coéperation of teachers, librarians, and the readers 
themselves. It is doubtful if any increase of the pro- 
portion of the present appropriation allotted for the 
purchase of books could be obtained at the expense of 
other departments, most of which would claim that their 
appropriations were already too meager. Certainly too 
little has been spent for repairs and one cannot suggest 
the reduction of the amount appropriated for salaries. 


Music AND FINE ARTs. 


The recommendation of the subcommittee for a 
sound-proof room for a piano and for the exchange of the 
Brown Music Room for the Exhibition Room deserves 
the careful consideration of the trustees and librarian. 
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CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT, 


Much is already done for children both by the library 
itself and in conjunction with the schools. <A closer 
codperation is generally desired and will surely grow 
with each succeeding year. 


PRINTING AND BINDING DEPARTMENT. 


This department does its work well and economically 
even with its reduced force. 


ADMINISTRATION AND FINANCE. 


Since the last report of the trustees William H. Brett, 
librarian of the Cleveland Public Library; E. H. Ander- 
son, Director of the New York Public Library; and 
Arthur E. Bostwick, Librarian of the Public Library of 
St. Louis, were appointed, by the trustees, a Survey 
Commission. After a week’s work this commission — 
of unquestioned competence — handed a unanimous 
report to the trustees, making recommendations helpful 
for discipline and morale. 

This committee believes that no appointments to the 
higher positions of the library should be made except of 
trained, skilled library experts, wherever obtainable, and 
that the minor positions should, as opportunity offers, 
be consolidated with’a view to obtaining fewer and better 
paid employees in such positions. Such changes nec- 
essarily take time, but they should be entered upon at 
once. 

The committee realizes that the past few years have 
been full of trials for the trustees, with the increased cost 
of labor, fuel, supplies of all kinds bringing on the one 
hand greater expenses while on the other hand higher 
taxes made larger appropriations difficult to obtain. 
But these larger appropriations must be granted by the 
city if the Public Library of the City of Boston is to 
grow as it should in usefulness and value or even if it is 
only to maintain its present position. 

The committee gratefully acknowledges the cordial 
help given them in their examination by all in any way 
connected with the library.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. | 


To the Board of Trustees: 


I respectfully submit my report for the year ending 
January 31, 1919. 


_ TRAINING OF LIBRARY ASSISTANTS. 


In comparison with other public libraries of its size 
in the country, the Boston Public Library has a con- 
siderable number of assistants who are ‘‘untrained”’ 
in the modern acceptance of the term; in other words, 
relatively few of the library staff have experienced the 
discipline and training of a library school, or have come 
to this institution taught by service in other institutions. 
It is true that all assistants have passed, before appoint- 
ment or promotion, various grade examinations equiva- 
lent to high school and college entrance tests in English, 
history, current events, and in the higher grades in 
one or more languages, but, until this last year, there 
has been no relation in these tests to the particular 
library position to be filled by the candidate or candi- 
dates. Comparatively few employees have college or 
library school training as a background for their work. 

For a period of ten years, 1908-18, 156 persons were 
promoted within.the service, 4 of whom had a college 
education. Of this number, 106 persons entered in 
the lowest grades and were promoted because of 
experience, length of service, or because they had 
qualified for promotion by examination. From an 
extra or substitute position, 50 were promoted to the 
regular service. For the most part they were grammar 
school pupils; a few only came from high schools, and 
all were residents of Boston. Appointees from outside 
the service during the same period numbered 36 persons, 
14 having had a college education and 2 library school 
training; 2 of the 14 with both. Of the college gradu- 
ates, 6 are no longerin service. Of the 36 appointments, 
9 were nonresidents of Boston. In the above figures, 
“runners”? in the Central Library are not included, 
nor appointments in the bindery and the printing, 
engineer and janitor departments. } 
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In past years, promising assistants, usually grammar 
school graduates, have been advanced from the position 
of stack-runner, held by the most elementary grade 
of regular library assistants, to some other minor 
positions in library work, and then, after passing a 
higher grade general examination, have been advanced 
when vacancies existed to places of higher responsibility. 
While a reasonable number have proved themselves 
efficient, the stress of daily routine, natural inertia, 
and small salaries have prevented many from seeking 
to add to their library knowledge by study at home, 
school or college. Until last year the library offered 
its employees no training courses. The zealous 
assistants were given, however, an allowance of ‘‘time 
off,’ with or without loss of pay according to their 
circumstances, to attend. some course or courses during 
library hours, at their own expense, at some institution 
of learning in Boston or elsewhere. It is to the credit 
of a considerable number of assistants that they have 
availed themselves of this opportunity during the 
years now past. In general, experience in the routine 
work of a regular position, varied by the necessary 
‘‘filling in ’ on Sundays and evenings in other positions, 
in order to eke out a small salary, was the result of 
the system, for the majority of the employees. The 
effect has not been altogether fortunate. ‘There has 
been reasonable discontent, especially among employees 
below the grade of first assistant. With but little 
encouragement:to obtain increased professional training, 
with but little certainty of future advancement, it is a 
satisfaction to note that the rank and file of the staff, 
with comparatively few exceptions, have given to the 
best of their ability loyal service to the public and the 
institution. ) 

In considering the personnel of the Boston Public 
Library it should be borne in mind that it is not only the 
oldest public city library Gn the modern sense) in this 
country but that it has been a pioneer and has tried out, 
with no precedents to guide it, certain experiments 
which have since been adopted in other similar institu- 
tions. It has had and still has on its staff men and 
women well experienced in library work, not a few of 
whom antedate in service the establishment, in 1887, 
of the first “library school.” The situation in which 
the library today finds itself is largely the result of 
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conditions of growth and self-development, the blame 
for which cannot be specifically placed. 

It is a significant fact that 202 employees of the library 
have been ten or more years in service. To be specific, 
87 have been on the staff from ten to twenty years; 81 
from twenty to thirty years; 17 from thirty to forty 
years; 16 from forty to fifty years; and 1 has been in 
service fifty years. 

Whatever may have been the faults of the past, the 
future holds rich promise. Systematic instruction to 
assistants, a part of whose time is given to work with 
children, was begun in the spring of 1918. In the fall 
another course was offered to those who successfully 
passed an examination on the introductory lessons. 
This second class, numbering sixteen women, was formed 
in November, and will continue until May, 1919. The 
work is more advanced that that of the first class, since it 
covers essentially the same ground as the course in work 
with children given at Simmons College every year. 
Two groups of subjects are considered in this course, one 
on the problems presented in the administration of the 
children’s room, the other on book appreciation and 
discussion. Development of discrimination and critical 
ability of the members of the class is furthered by the 
specialized study which each one is expected to pursue 
throughout the year. An outline of this study has been 
given to all. It calls for thoughtful observation of the 
daily work with children in the library to which each is 
assigned, together with a knowledge of the immediate 
neighborhood and of different social organizations at 
' work there. At the end of the course the results of this 
field work will be presented in papers which should form 
a valuable appraisement of work with children in the 
several sections of the city. 

In the report of the trustees mention has been made of 
the plant for codperation with the Library School of 
Simmons College to take effect next September. If suc- 
cessful and if enlarged in its scope in the future, the plan 
will help to solve the problem of library training for 
those assistants now in service without special pro- 
fessional qualifications. It is believed that the library 
employees will wish to do everything on their part to 
help make successful this opportunity of codperation so 
willingly and graciously extended by the Director of the 
School of Library Science, the President and the Corpora- 
tion of Simmons College. 
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Tue Use or Books. 


During the year 2,028,053 books have been lent for 
‘“‘home use,”’ that is, for use outisde the various library 
buildings. This may be compared with 2,074,455, the 
number similarly lent during the preceding year. No 
record has been made of the ‘‘reference’’ use of books, 
that is of those books used in the Central Library and its 
branches and reading rooms, but it doubtess far exceeds 
the recorded home use circulation. 

The loss in circulation of ‘‘home use’’ books is not so 
large as was expected. It was feared that the closing of 
the-schools twice, for long periods, the influenza epidemic, 
the fuel shortage, and the many and varied war activities, 
would have resulted in a marked loss in circulation, but 
such, happily, was not the case. 

The usual statistical tables may be found in the Appen- 
dix to this report, page 57. ‘To prevent a misleading use 
of these and other figures relating to the records of the 
library, the following statement is repeated from former 
reports: 


The tabulated figures are of value in comparison with our 
own similar figures presented in other years, but they should 
not be closely compared with the records of other libraries, 
unless it is certain that such records have been made upon 
exactly the same system as that in use by us. 


Booxs RECEIVED. 


To the library system as it existed at the close of the 
year 1917-18 there have been added 46,914 volumes, 
besides 959 volumes acquired on account of Fellowes 
Athenzeum and deposited in the Roxbury Branch. The 
total number of volumes acquired thus becomes 47,873. 
The details as to the manner in which they were acquired 
arranged so as to permit comparison with the preceding 
year, as well as a table including the accessions by 
purchase combined with books received by gift or other- 
wise, may be found on page 60 of the Appendix. 

The total cost of books, periodicals, newspapers, photo- 
graphs and lantern slides for the year was $53,146.21, 
divided as follows: Books, $44,345.28; periodicals, 
$6,229.16; newspapers, $2,021.75; photographs and 
lantern slides, $550.02. 
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Of current fiction, 356 titles Gncluding 61 titles of 
foreign fiction, French, Italian and Spanish) have been 
selected from 745 books examined and read. Of these, 
4,690 copies have been bought at a cost of $5,159.79, as 
compared with 206 selected from 684 examined, costing 
$3,847.61, in 1917-18. 

In many directions this has been a year of lessened 
opportunity for book buying. The delaysin importation, 
the strikes in the printing trade, the smaller output of 
books, and the government regulations have all com- 
bined to limit the field of purchase. Although the 
accessions have equaled and even exceeded the average 
of recent years in volume, it is generally conceded that 
they have not measured up in importance. The branch 
libraries and deposit collection, however, were in need of 
current popular books, adult and children’s, which could 
be obtained, and 25,559 were bought for their use, an 
increase of nearly 7,000 volumes over last year. New 
fiction, also, has been bought in more generous quantities 
and in a larger number of titles. Purchases have been 
noticeably stimulated in the subjects covered by the 
series of brief reading lists issued by the library on 
certain questions of the day. 

The acquisition of material relating to the war has been 
continued and has included notably the work of Lucien 
Jonas: ‘‘Champagne et Centre’; ‘‘Verdun’’; ‘‘The 
Vosges”; and ‘‘Nord et Belgique.” The collection of 
war posters has been increased and about 500 have been 
mounted; 3,000 photographs issued by the War Depart- 
ment, Division of Pictures, have been acquired, and a 
collection of popular war songs and marches published 
in France since 1914. 

From auction sales and other sources some books of 
individual importance and a small collection of works on 
Witchcraft and Demonology have been secured, but the 
proportion from auctions has been smaller than usual, 
owing to the growing inability of the library to compete 
with collectors. The Impartial History of the War in 
America, Volumes 1 and 2, Boston, 1781, containing 
twelve plates by Norman; the decorative art of Leon 
Bakst, by Alexandre and Couteau, London, 1913; Roger 
Ascham’s Schoolmaster, London, 1589; and the New 
Atlas and Commercial Gazetteer of China, an exhaustive 
work on China published in Shanghai, 1917, are valuable 
additions. 
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IMPORTANT GIFTS. 


The report of the Chief of the Ordering Department 
notes gifts for the year (exclusive of bequests of money) 
from 5,315 givers, comprising 8,620 volumes, 11,307 
numbers of serials and 52 newspaper subscriptions. 

Eighteen newspapers discontinued their free copies in 
response to the War Trade Board suggestion. Many 
gifts came with the request that all of the books suitable 
for soldiers be turned over to the Library War Service. 
Among the gifts with this proviso the most important and 
interesting was that of Mr. Robert M. Parmelee who 
sent his collection of 112 publications of the Rowfant 
Club (reissues of rare or scarce originals), and one of 300 
volumes of epitaphs collected during many years of 
foreign travel. ‘These were accompanied by 600 volumes 
of popular books for the use of the soldiers.

PERIODICALS. 


The periodicals have been subject to serious delays and 
irregularities, and in order to secure the January issue of 
the popular domestic magazines orders had to be placed 
in September. 

Fairly regular shipments of French and English and 
about fifty German periodicals for 1918 have been 
received, the latter through the American Library Asso- 
ciation Committee on Importations. 


THE NEED FOR MorE Books. 


The demand for more books is continuous and insis- 
tent. Replacements must constantly be made of the 
worn out but worthy volumes*both of non-fiction and 
fiction; many special collections, already noteworthy, 
must be enlarged whenever opportunity serves; serial 
continuations, ever increasing in number, must be kept 
up; books for the student and scholar in all intellectual 
fields must be added as published. All this implies a care- 
ful selection in order that a wise distribution may be 
made to the various departments and that a proper per- 
spective be maintained. An altogether too meager bal- 
ance of available funds is thus left for the purchase of 
children’s books and popular fiction. 

The book circulation of the Boston Public Library and 
its branches is small compared with that of other large 
library systems, but this condition exists because of the 
limited number of popular books purchased and the lack 
of sufficient copies of favorite books. The shelves in the 
children’s rooms in the Central Library and the branches 
are often conspicuously empty of books while the calls 
are continuous throughout the library system for the 
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newer and well-known books, seemingly always in use. 
Since the book appropriation for the main library and its 
thirty branches and reading rooms permits of the pur- 
chase of from two to thirty copies only of new and 
desirable novels, it is small wonder that would-be 
patrons of the library become discouraged when time 
after time their call slips for the work of some popular 
author are returned as ‘‘charge-out.”’ If instead of fifty 
copies of ‘Over the Top’’— an exceptionally large num- 
ber of copies of a volume for this ibrary — three or four 
hundred copies had been purchased, the demand for this 
work would have been reasonably met. The same is 
equally true in a lesser degree not only of any volume of 
popular fiction but of popular non-fiction, to say nothing 
of books in the various foreign languages. While the 
instance noted is perhaps exceptional, it shows how great 
is the need for more money for more books, to insure a 
certain and gratifying increase in the volume of circula- 
tion as a result. In spite of the limitations under which 
book purchases have been made, as much as possible has 
been done to make selections that would meet the widest 
demands without neglecting the real needs of scholars. 


THE CATALOGUE AND SHELF DEPARTMENTS. 


The Chief of the Catalogue Department reports that 
75,843 volumes and parts of volumes have been cata- 
logued during 1918-19. These represent 49,780 titles. 
Details for two successive years may be found in the 
Appendix, page 61. 

There have been 195,540 catalogue cards added to the 
public catalogues (185,899 at Central) during the year. 
Within a few days after the receipt of every new book 
(bound) temporary author, subject, and often title cards 
are filed in the Bates Hall catalogue. Later, these 
temporary cards are replaced by the usual permanent 
ecards. One card for every title printed was sent to the 
Library of Congress as in the fifteen preceding years, in 
return for which the library received galley proofs of the 
ecards of that institution. One card for every title has 
also been sent, as hitherto, to the Harvard College Lib- 
rary in exchange for its printed cards. 

On account of the reduced importations of new books 
of late, the department has been able to give more time 
to the reprinting of the soiled and torn cards in the public 
catalogues. This is naturally an endless task. In spite 
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of all the precautions attendants can exercise the public 
tear out cards, mark on them, spill ink on them, and 
handle them with moist and dirty hands, so that the 
ecards under a popular subject or author soon become 
unsuitable for further use. 

Interesting statistics relating to the number of volumes 
shelved and thus made available for public use, and the 
total number of volumes thus made available at the end 
of each year since the formation of the library, taken from 
the report of the Shelf Department, are to be found on 
page 61 of the Appendix. 


Work WitTH CHILDREN. 


The Supervisor of Work with Children has devoted a 
good portion of the year to the study of conditions in the 
children’s rooms throughout the library system as a 
preliminary step to any future reorganization or 
expansion. 

In twelve of the fourteen branch libraries, a separate 
room is given up to the children, although in some of 
these the conditions are far from satisfactory. Increased 
space is needed at all but nine of the points of admin- 
istration. 

The supervisor says in her report: 


Whenever it is necessary to carry on work with children and 
adults in the same room, there cannot be for either the measure 
of success that might attend their complete separation. At 
the same time, some of the most satisfactory work is carried 
on in reading rooms where the very limitations of space enable 
the librarians themselves to come into contact with the children. 
But in the branches the exacting duties of supervising a large 
building make it necessary to assign assistants to this work, 
and until they are more fully qualified than at present they 
cannot meet the requirements so well as the librarians them- 
selves. On a sufficiently large and properly equipped force 
the vitality of the work depends. 

Extension of the library work with children is severely 
handicapped by an undermanned library staff. It is necessary 
to place restrictions upon the use of the library because there 
is not sufficient force to handle the growth which would 
normally follow a publicity campaign. Our age limit for card 
holders remain at ten years, though this should be abolished 
in favor of a more liberal ruling which would allow any child, 
who can read and write his name, to have a library card. 
Under existing conditions, the branch attendants feel them- 
selves incapable of giving the personal attention imperative 
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to secure orderly conduct among the younger children and so, 
though many of these children are able to read well, they are 
not admitted to the branches and reading rooms. This is 
not only a hardship to the children, but it is bad educational 
policy, as the early years are considered of primary importance 
in forming, habits and receiving impressions. Moreover, it 
is admitted that the younger children are really less likely 
deliberately to cause disorder than are the older ones. 

Children form the greater proportion of readers in the reading 
rooms, and this probably diminishes to a considerable degree 
the use of the rooms by adults. At one reading room, three 
fourths of the readers are children. ‘Their number has almost 
doubled in the past year, owing to the closing of a neighboring 
settlement house. At another reading room, the readers are 
almost all children. The opening of the new Municipal 
Building in Roslindale, with its provision for the library, 
affords more attractive quarters for the children and is bound 
to bring about a growth in both circulation and reading room 
use. 

During the winter months a visitor at some of the libraries 
in the crowded parts of this city is impressed with the almost 
painful dearth of books. Where the homes offer least, the 
opportunity of the library is greatest. Eager and constant 
readers are found in these districts, and the function of the 
library is to supply them with reading — recreational, educa- 
tional, vocational — in much larger larger quantities than we 
have yet been able to furnish. This need cannot be made too 
emphatic. In several places the upbuilding of a small collec- 
tion, not to be taken from the room, helps to satisfy the readers 
who fail to find anything they want among the books for home 
use. Such a collection also furnishes and adorns a room so 
that visitors overlook the empty shelves. 

Enlarged circulation and an improvement in manners 
always accompany an increase in the book supply, for young 
people grow tired of repeatedly unsuccessful applications and 
become indifferent to the library when they fail constantly 
to get what they want when they want it. The demand is 
most insistent for some of the best children’s books and is 
always strong for the books containing stories which have 
been told in the library. It seems impossible to have too 
many fairy tales and books for those who are learning to read. 
A goodly number of the latter are read by grown people 
studying English. 

The war has continued to be the subject of greatest interest. 
There has been much reading of certain popular war books, 
especially the personal narratives, and this has been only a 
little decreased by the armistice. Nearly all readers have 
had a father or brother or cousin in France and this personal 
element has brought new life into the history and geography 
lessons. School requirements have included an entirely new 
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range of topics for debate, for written work and oral report, 
drawn from current events and world problems. 

The reading rooms and children’s rooms are extensively 
used for study while the demands of school reference work 
have taxed their resources to the utmost. Visits to the schools 
generally meet with response in a stimulation of interest 
among the pupils and the development of better codperation 
with the teachers. Changes in the course of study called for 
the addition of new books. The study of European history 
in the sixth grade gives a background to American history 
by emphasis on the great world movements, tracing especially 
as it does the course of civilization around the Mediterranean 
and through Western Europe to America. In the adoption 
of the Junior High School plan of organization different stress 
is laid on subjects formerly studied, and this requires adapta- 
tion of the library’s resources to current needs. 

Requests for codperation in patriotic work included the 
participation of children in the various activities, national in 
their apportionment and world wide in their scope. At 
several of the branches posters on food production made by 
the classes in neighboring schools were judged and placed on 
exhibition. In the children’s room of the Central Library 
a table and shelves are kept supplied with pictures, clippings, 
pamphlets and books for the Junior Red Cross chapters. A 
list of books of suggested reading, compiled by a committee 
of the National Red Cross, has been issued by the library and 
will be used in the school chapters here. 


THE CHILDREN’S Room AT THE CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


Direct circulation of books from the Children’s Room 
at the Central Library was 63,993, an increase of 2,675 
over last year. Special attention has been directed 
towards the Sunday work with a view to systematizing 
and amplifying the service on this always important day 
with children. By the addition of more tables and 
chairs, greater comfort and convenience of readers were 
attained, but the room is still inadequate to meet the 
needs of many young people. 

It is essential that attendants familiar with the 
resources of the department and, as far as may be, of 
the general collection, be present on Sundays. Questions 
are numerous and there is a multitude of opportunities 
to encourage reading tastes through personal attention 
to visitors who never come at other times. The best 
results are obtained only when one of the regular week- 
day attendants is present and this is now possible part 
of the time. Knowledge of the Sunday requirements 
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is equally valuable for the week-day force. Additional 
assistants have been advantageously employed in the 
department this winter. ‘The supervisor is on duty in 
the room at least one Sunday a month during the busy 
part of the year. 

Special lists on a variety of educational topics have 
been made for club leaders and teachers, as well as for 
parents, and there have been frequent requests for 
information on story-telling and other activities con- 
nected with the library’s service to younger readers. 
Several letters of inquiry have come from abroad, 
including one from France, which looked forward to 
the establishment of children’s libraries there as a part 
of the general plan of reconstruction. 

Visiting classes have met at the Children’s Room in 
the Central Library for instruction on the use of books 
and catalogues and for talks on reading. Relations with 
the Boston Trade School and with the office of the 
vocational director have been especially fruitful and 
satisfactory. Beside talks to classes at the library, 
the supervisor has addressed classes in school and at 
mothers’ clubs and has given the course in work with 
children at Simmons College, as well as the courses 
previously described to the assistants in the library. 


Tue CHILDREN’S Story Howur. 


Story-telling under the same direction as in previous 
years has been conducted wherever the library resources 
have made it possible. Although there were inter- 
ruptions in the work, due to the shortage of fuel and to 
the epidemic of influenza, there was a gain during the 
year in the number of groups and no loss of efficiency. 
New groups were established at Warren street, Dor- 
chester, and West Roxbury. 

Partial extracts are quoted from the interesting report 
of Mrs. Mary W. Cronan, in charge of story-telling: 


Children reflect the emotions of their elders. It was there- 
fore to be expected that the war, with its far-reaching effect upon 
our lives, would become the dominant interest of boys and 
girls who often came to the story-hour with a question suggested 
by its issues. Newspapers and magazines abounded with 
classical allusions. These often meant nothing to the majority 
of boys and girls until the stories to which they had reference 
were told. For instance, at one time last fall the headlines and 
cartoons announced, ‘“‘Germany begins to see the handwriting 
on the wall.’? Hundreds of young people, some of them in the 
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high school, had never heard the dramatic story of Belshazzar’s 
Feast, so the telling of it seemed timely and important. Several 
times the newspaper articles contained a warning against 
admitting the wooden horse of Troy to. the Peace Council. 
Boys and girls knew that this was a war to end war. After 
hearing the story retold they saw the significance of the allusion, 
that militarism must be barred from the Peace Conference. 

Although stories of patriotism and idealism are always told at 
the story-hour, this year more instances of present day heroism 
have been used, but not to the exclusion of the older folk-tales 
and legends. 

The year has been marked by a number of experiments in 
combined effort. During the periods of enforced closing of the 
libraries owing to fuel shortage, the hospitality of neighboring 
- institutions was offered in order that the children should not 
be cut off from the pleasure of hearing stories told. One of the 
most rewarding series of visits was made at the Peabody Home 
for Crippled Children at Hyde Park. 

The West Roxbury story-hour was held after school in the hall 
of the new school building close by the branch, thus reaching 
three hundred children and securing the understanding and 
_ cooperation of the teachers and master. The branch librarian 
reports that it brought to the library children who had appar- 
ently never before been interested in books and reading, and 
from the teaching force has come a most cordial expression of 
appreciation of this form of introduction to literature. 

In a story-hour held in a school building there is both gain 
and loss. The gain is apparent; the loss is from a lack of inti- 
mate contact. To the library groups familiar talks about 
‘books and reading may be given, with opportunity to influence 
choice and to create a certain atmosphere within the library 
walls. The school period is more formal, yet it too has a 
socializing influence which is quite worth while. At present, an 
occasional school story-hour, or the use of the school hall when 
the library has no adequate provision, is of distinct advantage. 

For some of the past members of our groups, the realities of 
war have not dimmed the memory of these contacts with the 
romance of fairy tales and legendary heroes. The story-tellers 
“could do a whole lot of good here,”’ writes one boy from France. 


TEACHERS’ Room. 


The work of the Teachers’ Room has been followed 
along the lines established in previous years. Beside 
the permanent collection of books and magazines, tem- 
porary reservations were made for those taking exten- 
sion courses and for classes in the public and private 
schools. A file of the syllabi in use in certain represen- 
tative cities has been added at the suggestion of the 
Boston Normal School, for the purpose of comparative 
study and program making. 
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Changing conceptions of education have called many 
new books into being. The problems of reconstruction 
of secondary schools, training in the ideals of democracy, 
and Americanization loom large in importance By 
careful study there is abundant opportunity to make the 
Teachers’ Room and the service it offers an important 
factor in the educational life of the city. 


Bates HALL. 


The custodian of Bates Hall Reference Department 
states that the year has been marked by a number of 
unusual incidents. The report says: 


Perhaps the most striking incident was the closing of the hall 
for two weeks, during the influenza epidemic. ‘The coal shortage 
last February, on the other hand, resulted in an unwonted 
resort of readers to the hall while the branches of the library 
were closed. The signing of the armistice was almost imme- 
diately reflected in the life of the hall. For at least a year 
preceding both readers and questions were largely animated by 
war interests; but with surprising rapidity the readers returned 
to their former studies, and the reference work of the library 
resumed its accustomed channels. It was as if the whole 
intellectual life of the community had been in uniform and had 
removed it promptly on November 11. 

The central activity of the year has been the revision of the 
reference collection, begun in the fall of 1917, and now almost 
half completed. The sections devoted to history, the domestic 
arts and sciences, and business have been wholly reconstructed, 
and the books on political science, sociology and economics 
have been selected. In all, 3,889 volumes have been handled 
during the year, of which 1,537, formerly on the shelves, have 
been returned to the stacks as no longer of first importance; 
1,613 fresh books have been placed in the collection; and 739 
volumes have been given new locations in the process of reclassi- 
fication. Many subjects, such as forestry, nursing, the science 
of war, the various phases of business, are now adequately 
represented in the hall for the first time; books in other fields, 
including applied science and certain types of statistics, have 
been sent to departments of the library where they can be more 
advantageously handled in conjunction with other material of 
the same sort. In general the aim has been to make gradually 
the reference collection into one great encyclopzedia, where the 
reader may find the most authoritative and recent information 
in the entire field of knowledge, systematically and clearly 
arranged. Such a tool will take time to construct, and must 
grow toward perfection by slow degrees; Bates Hall can cover 
only a portion of the field, and must be supplemented by the 
reference shelves of the special libraries, of the teachers’ collec- 
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tion and of the Statistical Department; but as the center of the 
system, it has the widest and most indefinite range of subjects, 
which requires constant and eager vigilance if it is to be kept up 
to date. Hardly a day has passed during the year without the 
selection of one or more books to be fitted into gaps in the 
collection, quite aside from the revision of whole subjects, as 
they are taken up. ‘The increased use of the shelves is justifying 
the labor expended upon them, and the public is responding to 
the opportunity to see recent books in various fields, which they 
might otherwise miss. 

The work of revision has required extra assistance, and has 
led to the simplification of the methods of record employed. 
The additions to the staff have made possible the placing of an 
assistant at the north end of the hall, heretofore without super- 
vision, where helpful assistance has been given to readers within 
the enclosure. 

A brief card of instruction in the use of the catalogue, reading 
as follows, has been inserted in each catalogue drawer: 


SUGGESTIONS TO USERS OF THE CATALOGUE. 


Printed slips to be used in calling for books (gray for use in the hall, 
eae for books to be used at home) are on all tables in the catalogue 
alcove. 

1. To get a book, write on the call-slip the number at the right-hand 
edge of the catalogue card (including any preceding letters). 

2. To find reference books in Bates Hall (marked B. H. or B. H. Ref.) 
consult an attendant; these books may be used in the hall without formality. 

3. If the catalogue card bears more than one number, each number 
represents a separate copy — usually a separate edition of the book. 

4. Stars (*) before the number of a book denote a restriction upon 
circulation; if such a book is desired for home use consult the attendant 
in charge. 

5. The catalogue of Fiction in English for home use (including trans- 
lations from foreign languages) is in the Delivery Room. 

6. Catalogues of music and musical literature will be found only on the 
upper floor, in the Allen A. Brown Music Room. 


It is believed that these cards, with the two pamphlets on the 
use of the library soon to be issued, will aid readers to procure 
what they want with greater ease and fewer mistakes. 

Manuscript lists of war poetry, of one-act plays, and of 
Spanish fiction have been compiled in the department, and are 
already proving useful; and a filing cabinet has been installed, 
in which are preserved for current reference such valuable but 
ephemeral material of more or less interest. In all its activities 
the department is trying to reach greater efficiency in placing 
the resources of the library at the disposal of the public for 
reference use. 


THE SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


The Special Libraries Department on the third floor 
of the Central Building comprises the following divi- 
sions: Fine Arts (7. e., painting, sculpture, architecture, 
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landscape architecture, town planning, etc.); Industrial 
Arts (including Technology and Applied Science); Music 
(including the Allen A. Brown Music and Dramatic 
Libraries); the Special Collections (Barton, Ticknor, 
Prince, Bowditch, Artz, 20th Regiment, Browning, 
Galatea, Franklin, Lewis). In the Fine Arts Collection 
are included 53,451 photographs, including process pic- 
tures, used for circulation in the schools. During the 
year 3,403 photographs and process pictures were added 
to the collection. 

The department now possesses 7,726 lantern slides, of 
which 297 were added during the year; this collection is 
mainly used in connection with the lectures given at the 
library, but 2,169 slides were lent to Boston schools 
and for other free lectures in Boston. 

Since the last report all the public documents have 
been removed from the Fine Arts section into the Annex, 
stacks and the entire West Gallery has been given over 
to the art collections. 

Every fine art and industrial art book in the depart- 
ment, with the exception of the large cabinet books, 
has already been moved, and are now in regular numeri- 
cal order, as they have not been for many years, so that 
it is entirely possible, even for a ‘“‘runner”’ on his first 
day, to find a book. This now makes a good basis for 
the further development of the alcoves into a good 
reference and working library accessible from the larger 
Fine Arts Reading Room. ‘The large portable bookcases 
have already been removed and the reading room pre- 
sents a more open and attractive appearance. 

In order that the widest possible publicity may be 
given to the facilities which the library offers through 
this group of special libraries, I repeat what was said 
in the report for 1913: 


The valuable books in this group are especially used by 
scholars and students engaged in literary research. Many of 
the volumes can be found in no other library in this country and 
the reading tables in the Barton Gallery are in constant use by 
authors, educators and others who find in this retired reading 
room the quiet and privacy necessary to their work. In the 
Fine Arts Reading Room the tables are usually fully occupied, 
and the considerable number of books on open shelves are freely 
used, as in Bates Hall. The West Gallery leading from this 
reading room is especially devoted to reservations for classes 
from the schools of art and design, in various other study 
classes, and to conferences in connection with the University 
Extension Courses. In the Allen A. Brown Music Room students 
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of music find material obtainable in no other place. The entire 
work of the Special Libraries is in the highest sense educational, 
and the training and experience of the attendants is an essential 
element in the effective public service which is given in these 
rooms. 


Mr. Frank A. Bourne has served as temporary cus- 
todian of Special Libraries since October, 1918. The 
interest and zeal he has brought to his task have been 
reflected in the various departments under his charge. 
It is to be regretted that his term of service to the 
library must of necessity be limited. 


LECTURES AND EXHIBITIONS. 


The use of the lecture hall increases. In addition to 
the Library Lecture Course, on Sunday afternoons and 
Thursday evenings, the hall has been occupied once a 
week by the University Extension Course in English com- 
position, once a week by an Extension Course, a class in 
Spanish, of the Massachusetts Board of Education, once 
a week by the Girls’ City Club, once a week by the 
Library Story-Hour, and by the Library Apprentices 
Class under the Supervisor of Work with Children, once 
every other week by the Ruskin Club, and by numerous 
public meetings of various civic and educational associa- 
tions. The list of free public lectures during the season 
from October, 1918, to April, 1919, may be found on page 
63 of the Appendix. 

Owing to the constant use of space available for exhi- 
bitions in the Central Library and in the branches and 
reading rooms, for the display of posters and cards, 
advertising the numerous war activities, no regular 
program of exhibitions for the winter months was 
arranged. As far as practicable the weekly lectures were 
illustrated by exhibitions of pictures in the Fine Arts 
Department as heretofore. The library has a complete 
set of the war photographs issued by the Committee on 
Public Information, Division of Pictures, Washington, 
and the various sections of the collection were exhibited 
from time to time at the Central Library and the 
branches and reading rooms. 


BRANCHES AND READING ROoMs. 


The total number of branch agencies is 306, as against 
308 a year ago. These include 14 branches, 16 reading 
rooms, 59 engine houses, 32 institutions and 185 public 
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and parochial schools. The number of volumes issued 
on borrowers’ cards from the Central Library through 
the Bank Department is 82,248, as against 81,111 in 1917 
and 73,511 in 1916. 

Under the inter-library loan system, the Branch 
Department lent to other libraries 1,560 volumes, com- 
pared with 1,421 volumes in 1917. 

The number of volumes sent to schools was 33,060, as 
against 37,907 in 1917. The number of individual 
teachers supplied was 943, as against 980 the year pre- 
vious. Taking into account the difficulties of an excep- 
tional year, the figures are satisfactory. 

The total circulation of the branch system was 
1,755,100 volumes as against 1,809,615 volumes in 1917, 
and 1,776,745 volumes in 1916. Three of the branches 
and nine of the reading rooms gained in circulation. 
These figures are noteworthy when it is remembered that 
most of the branches and reading rooms were closed for 
several weeks during the epidemic. 

The number of new books bought for the branches was 
6,497, as against 4,313 in 1917. There have been replace- 
ments to the number of 9,931 volumes, as against 7,197 
in 1917. The additions to the permanent collections of 
the reading rooms were 6,749 volumes, compared with 
3,873 in 1917. Special additions of books were those for 
children, and war books. Technical books have been 
added in moderate number, either directly at the 
branches and reading rooms, or else to the Deposit Col- 
lection, for the common use of all the branch system. 

The Supervisor of Branches calls attention to the fact 
that the intimate relations with the public, as its servants, 
are the most interesting and vital thing in the work of 
the branches and reading rooms. To indicate the people 
they serve and the help they give, the following quota- 
tions are made from the annual reports of their librarians: 


The number of readers using the library is increasing, espe- 
cially of men, who are attracted by the periodicals. As in 
former years not many of our constituency are of foreign birth, 
but a large percentage are of foreign parentage, Irish, German, 
Italian, English, French, Swedish and a few with Russian or 
Polish names. Besides the pupils from the grammar, high and 
Normal schools, we have many students from colleges and a 
few teachers who are doing special work. Several young men 
stationed at a neighboring base hospital come in frequently to 
spend their evenings in the library. 
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In our district are two large shipbuilding plants. In these 
places there are men from all parts of the world, even Japan. 
Without homes, without friends, the library has become a 
haven where they might read at least of the things they 
loved. 

Many have been studying for promotional examinations and 
have depended entirely upon library books. We became so 
interested in their success that we spent much time looking up 
matter and sending to the Central Library for books. Many 
came and told us they had passed successfully, and thanked us 
for the great help we had been to them. 

The friendship and affection of a child gained in intimate 
library ways holds for long. After older brothers and sisters 
cease to read quite so much as in their omniverous reading days, 
we hear from them through the younger children sent to follow 
in their footsteps armed with oral or written introductions and 
kind remembrances. Only yesterday there came to see me one 
of my library boys who enlisted, at sixteen, before the United 
States entered the war, and has returned from active service 
in France, convalescent after shrapnel wounds and gas, but 
whole as to limb. He grasped my hand as he would that of 
a near relative, glad to be once more among his old book 
friends. 

This district is a city in itself; therefore our constituency 
consists of all classes of people and all nationalities. Few of 
the foreign born visit the branch, however. They are reached 
through the children who call for books for their parents. We 
have the working man, the student, the lawyer, the minister, 
the school teacher, and the pupil, and our work varies with the 
demands of each. This last year many soldiers, sailors and 
merchant marines have frequented the branch and have been 
helped in every possible way. 

It grew upon us that our war work was already here. This 
was to run a library so as to meet the needs of the moment and 
_ of the community. In a foreign district where many boys 
were being drafted for the army, and many more would be, 
where no one wanted to go, and the mothers feared, and oh, the 
grandmothers! They knew warfare and they dictated the 
policy of the house. They had so rejoiced that their families 
were safe in America. And now had come this horror that 
they did not understand. It was a time of. lamentation. 
Here was a chance to present another side. It was possible 
for the library to get together clippings and magazine articles 
that helped. The Sunday New York Times and the ‘“‘Century”’ 
helped the most. Some of the clippings, which circulated 
freely, reached great numbers of boys outside the library 
habitués and, when returned, were worn almost beyond filing. 
Boys who had never been inside the library slid in to read the 
war articles and to talk it over with the boys who came every 
night. It was even possible to illustrate; for after a friend

came back from three months at the front and passed on his 
alliterative slogan that the war would be won by the grit of 
the English, the military genius of the French, the gallantry of 
the Italian and the gumption of the Yankee, a group of branches 
got together thirteen posters representing their ideas on the 
four qualities and put them on exhibition here and elsewhere — 
to the real waking up of the men — some of them already in 
uniform at Devens. Simmons College kindly sent a poster 
and exhibited the whole series during a library meeting. The 
posters were seen with much interest by various groups of 
people from all parts of the country during the summer. One 
of them said it was a stroke of real work worth doing. 


In conclusion, the Supervisor of Branches speaks as 
follows of the work of Miss Jordan: 


This is the first full year of service of the Supervisor of Work 
with children. In so far as this concerns the branches, I desire 
to say that excellent results are already apparent. Miss 
Jordan’s visits and advice have been very helpful. Her lecture 
courses, which have been taken by many branch employees, have 
been invaluable, as many of the librarians point out. The very 
existence of this new activity, exercised steadily and with good 
judgment as it has been, has placed emphasis on the importance 
of intelligent work with children all over the system. 


REGISTRATION DEPARTMENT. 


The Chief of the Registration Department notes that 
on January 16, 1918, there were outstanding 101,891 
“live” cards, 40,880 cards have been added since that 
date. During the year, however, 48,212 borrowers have 
allowed their home use privilege to lapse, so that on 
January 15, 1919, there were 94,559 persons holding 
‘‘live” cards, or cards for present use. The shrinkage of 
7,332 registrations from the number at the beginning of 
the library year may be accounted for, in part at least, 
by the activity of citizens in war work of various kinds, 
and through the influenza which necessitated the closing 
of many schools and the branch libraries and reading 
rooms. 

The number of ‘‘live’’ cards held by persons over six- 
teen years of age is 48,682 as against 45,877 held by those 
under sixteen. Cards held by teachers number 4,312; 
by pupils of elementary schools (public and parochial), 
28,618; and by students of higher institutions of learning, 
21,712. Male card holders number 41,016 and female, 
53,543. 
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Of the 7,214 teachers’ cards issued prior to January 
15, 1919, 947 are “‘live” cards; of these 590 are held by 
permanent residents (in addition to their ordinary cards), 
and 357 are held by nonresidents. 

Of the 2,799 special privilege cards issued prior to 
January 15, 1919, 340 are ‘‘live”’ cards; 168 are held by 
permanent residents, and 172 are held by nonresidents. 

The total number of application blanks, borrowers’ 
ecards, certificates, etc., filled in, and filed alphabetically 
during the year, was 110,729. 

A table showing the distribution by wards of the 
holders of ‘‘live”’ cards, in comparison with the total 
population of these wards, may be consulted in the 
appendix to the report on page 65. 


PUBLICATIONS. 


The editor of publications has supervised the follow- 
ing publications during the year: 


Weekly Lists. From January 19, 1918, to January 11, 1919, 
inclusive (Nos. 509-560), fifty-two issues, contains 314 
pages. The edition of each issue was 2,500 copies. During 
the fall of 1918 some extraneous matter intended to promote 
the sale of Liberty Bonds and War Savings Stamps and to 
increase Red Cross membership was included. A few timely 
lists also appeared in certain weekly lists, as follows:

Quarterly Bulletin. Third series, Volume 11, Nos. 1-4, 
inclusive, in March, June, September and December, 1918. 
The four numbers comprised 482 pages, in editions of 2,000 
copies for the first two issues, and 1,500 copies for the last 
two issues. Besides the usual titles of newly added books 
arranged in “dictionary’’ form, and the announcements of 
the Boston Public Library lectures, the Lowell Institute and 
the University Extension Courses (including additional 
announcements by Boston University, the Department of 
University Extension of the Board of Education of Massa- 
chusetts, Northeastern College, Simmons College and the 
Young Men’s Catholic Association), there also appeared in 
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the December 31, 1918, issue four lists illustrative of lectures 

in the Lowell Institute Courses, in all cases prepared by the 

lecturers as follows: The Self-Expression of the Sixteenth 

Century, by Henry Osborn Taylor; Greece, the Forerunner 

of Europe, by Prof. William Scott Ferguson; Chemistry in 

the War, by Prof. Gregory Paul Baxter; Greek and Roman 

Sculpture in American Collections, by Prof. George Henry 

Chase. The customary list of exhibitions in the Central 

Library and branches was omitted this season from the 

Quarterly Bulletin for the first time. 

This series begun last year, prepared and 
issued under the supervision of the Chief of the Cata- 
logue Department, has been continued as follows:

The custodian of the stock room issued during the 
year 1,812,400 call. slips and 266,100 miscellaneous 
forms. 
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The Bates Hall Center Desk, Newspaper and Patent 
Rooms, Central Library. 


The custodian reports the following facts: 

Center Desk.— The maximum attendance of readers 
in Bates Hall was 312 on March 3, 1918, at 5 p. m., a 
decrease of 18, as reported last year. The table of 
attendance shows a decrease for the whole year, due 
largely to the conditions previously mentioned. 

In April, 1918, a list of Boston Views was started, 
and at present 130 books and more than 75 volumes of 
magazines have been indexed. ‘There are 3,100 separate 
titles in the list now available for consultation at the 
center desk. 

Newspaper Room.— The attendance in this room 
always exceeds its seating capacity. The maximum 
for the year was 210 persons on May 5, at6 p.m. The 
use of this room daily, Sundays and evenings, continues 
to be large and satisfactory. At present there are 284 
papers on file in this room. Of this number 197 are 
American and 87 are foreign. The report of last year 
showed 294 papers filed. Three papers were added and 
_ 10 were dropped or ceased publication. No papers 

have been received since early in 1916 from the Central 
Powers. In most every instance the price of papers 
has increased 100 per cent over the previous year. 

The library binds for preservation thirty-one papers. 
This includes all Boston papers and a selected list of 
some of the important papers published in other cities. 
This year 108 volumes were added to the files of bound 
papers, making a total of 8,312 volumes. 

During the year 15,721 persons used 27,856 volumes. 
Last year there were 31,815 volumes used by 17,998 
persons. The decrease was due to the fuel shortage and 
the closing of the rooms during the prevalence of 
influenza. 

Reading in the Newspaper Room is not confined to 
Sunday supplements or to the sporting pages; a great 
amount of serious work is done with the aid of the bound 
volumes of old newspapers. They are consulted for 
speeches, for records of births and deaths, for art 
criticisms, as well as for stock and market quotations 
and information in regard to shipping. 

To the files of the early nineteenth century papers 
104 numbers of the New England Palladium for the 
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year 1801-02 were added, also five numbers of the 
Boston Evening Bulletin for 1827. 

Patent Room.— The Patent Room collection has been 
enlarged by the addition of 446 volumes. The total 
number in this room is 14,427. Since the majority of 
the users of this room make use of the open shelves, 
it is impossible to give accurately the number of volumes 
consulted.

It will be noted that there is a considerable decrease 
in both the attendance of readers and the use of maga- 
zines. ‘The unusual conditions of the year offer ample 
explanation. 

The periodicals currently published and regularly 
filed in the Periodical Room number 1,337.

DOCUMENTS AND STATISTICS. 


According to memorandum from the head of the Shelf 
Department, there have been added to the Statistical 
Department during the past year 354 volumes, of which 
four -were transfers from the stacks. The present total 
of volumes is 21,306. 

During the year the many documents hitherto in the 
Statistical Gallery, on the Special Libraries floor, and 
in the Patent Room basement, have been removed to 
the Stack 4 level of the new Annex, where is now gathered 
a collection of documents probably unmatched in the 
country. These comprise Congressional and _ Par- 
liamentary documents, journals and records of debate, 
and diplomatic papers, as well as state and municipal 
reports; and while the space is only about three quarters 
taken up, there are in position, by estimate, about 
30,000 volumes. Moreover, in the regular Stack 4 
there are many books on economics which are constantly 
called for through the Statistical Department. The 
material therefore with which the department serves 
the public is probably 55,000 volumes. 

The number of volumes received during the year 
through the American Statistical Association was 267. 
Besides, 606 numbers have been received which will 
eventually make up volumes. 

Mr. Wheeler, in charge of the department, notes that 
the department has served the School for Social Workers 
by collecting from the stacks and reserving at its tables 
for a fortnight at a time such books as have been sought 
by students of the school. The department has been 
used considerably by students of the Harvard School 
of Business Administration and of Simmons College. It 
is also much used by students in the city schools, and 
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has provided working space for investigators connected 
with the National Industrial Conference Board. 

At such a distance as it is from Bates Hall, the Statisti- 
cal Department is under the disadvantage of separation 
from reference books such as encyclopedias, atlases 
and histories, and it would probably be well for it to have 
in its. own room a reasonable outfit of such books. 


THe BINDERY AND THE PRINTING DEPARTMENT. 


During the year 35,554 volumes have been bound in 
the bindery, as against 44,721 in 1917. Besides this, a 
large amount of miscellaneous work has been completed, 
such as the folding, stitching and trimming of 171,186 
library publications, compared with 167,935 in 1917, 
and the mounting of maps and photographs, the repairing 
of books and making of periodical covers, etc. ,The 
expense of performing this necessary miscellaneous work 
is equivalent to about 17 per cent of the total expense of 
the department. ‘The ability to do it promptly in our 
own bindery greatly promotes the convenience, economy 
and efficiency of the library work. 

The tables of statistics furnished by the chiefs of the 
Bindery and the Printing Department are given in the 
usual form in the Appendix, page 66. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


Examinations for library service were given as follows: 
Special examination in the Course in Children’s Reading 
for library employees, June 4, 38 examined, of whom 19 
passed; Grade E, September 3, 93 examined, of whom 
72 passed; Grade E, November 30, 56 examined, of 
whom 47 passed; Grade C, November 30, 36 examined, 
of whom 13 passed; and Grade B, November 30, 138 
examined, of whom 3 passed. 


LIBRARY WAR SERVICE. 


The Central Library, the branches and reading rooms 
have continued to ‘‘carry on’’ in all the varied war 
activities of the year. Pamphlets and leaflets of the 
Red Cross and welfare organizations have been dis- 
tributed and posters displayed. Many employees gave 
freely of their time and energy in the Library War 
Service campaigns for money, books and magazines, and 
in the United War Work Campaign. During the winter 
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months the War Work Community Service used the 
lecture hall on Sunday afternoons for concerts and 
_ receptions for the men in service. 

Miss Edith Guerrier, librarian of the North End 
Branch, is still on leave of absence as Chief of the Library 
Section of the National Food Administration. Her work 
in relation to food conservation and library publicity 
for the same has brought her in contact with librarians 
throughout the country. Mr. Hoover has often referred 
in the most complimentary terms to the work she has 
so successfully accomplished. 

The Boston Public Library, designated in 1917 by the 
War Service Committee of the American Library Asso- 
ciation to receive and perpare gift books for shipment to 
men in service overseas and at home, has continued its 
work throughout the year under the direction of the 
librarian, who has had the most able volunteer help of 
Mr. Walter W. Simmons of Brookline, assisted by Mr. 
John H. Reardon of the library staff. Since November 
1, 1917, there have been shipped from the Boston Public 
Library 173,000 volumes, for use in camps, forts, 
armories, radio-stations, coast-patrols, naval, city and 
reconstruction hospitals and welfare organization 
huts and houses in Massachusetts, Maine and Rhode 
Island; for use at sea on battleships, cruisers, submarine 
chasers, etc.; and for direct shipment overseas through 
the Cambridge Overseas Dispatch Office in the Widener 
Library. Included in the above were 6,837 volumes of 
technical and educational books purchased at the request 
of the State Director through the association head- 
quarters at Washington. 

In addition to the books distributed there have been 
collected, stamped, packed and distributed from the 
Boston Public Library for the use of the men in service, 
235 cases of magazines, approximately 41 net tons. Of 
these, eighty-seven cases were sent overseas to be used 
only by the men on the returning transports. 

The librarian has continued his services as a member 
of the War Finance and War Service Committees of the. 
American Library Association and as State Director 
for all library war work carried on in Massachusetts. 
He served as Director of the Northeastern Department 
in the interests of the American Library Association 
during the United War Work Campaign, and represented 
the association as a member of the Massachusetts 
Executive Committee during the same campaign. 
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CONCLUSION. 


The librarian and assistant librarian earnestly solicit 
reports of dissatisfaction, for any reason, with the 
operation of the service or of failure to obtain the 
information desired. It should be remembered that 
inquiries requiring special knowledge should be made to 
chiefs of departments, custodians and first assistants, 
most of whom have been long in the library service and 
know its resources, rather than to any minor assistants. 
Inquiries by telephone are welcomed. If questions are 
asked which do not fall within the province of the 
department in which the inquiry is made, the inquirer 
will be directed to the proper department. 

The successful and effective operation of the Central 
Library, its branches and reading rooms depends upon 
the efficiency and loyalty of the members of their staffs. 
To those members who have given faithful service, to 
branch librarians, custodians and chiefs of departments 
who have so admirably codperated with their chief 
during the year, I record my thanks. My continued 
acknowledgments are due to the interested and faithful 
services of the assistant librarian, Mr. Otto Fleischner.

Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dear Sir,—In conformity with section 24 of the 
Revised Ordinances I herewith submit the annual report 
of the Department of Markets for the year ending Jan- 
uary 31, 1919. The work of the department has been 
of a routine nature. 


The rentals have been promptly paid, and the regu- 
lations of the Market Department have been strictly 
enforced. 


The department has worked with the Health Depart- 
ment in carrying out such regulations as have been 
adopted for the protection of the public in food which 
is offered for sale within the market limits. Such 
food has been of excellent quality, so much so that the 
few complaints have been satisfactorily adjusted, and 
we have been called upon to:condemn very small quan- 
tities of such supplies as were unfit to be used for human 
food. 
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STATISTICS. 


During the year the department has found it necessary 
to condemn and cause to be destroyed: 


Apples . .. 8bushels. Squash . . 250 pounds. 
Salmon. . 22pounds. Potatoes (white) 14 bushels. 
Broilers. . §8pounds. Onions, 22 bags (100 lbs. each). 
Peaches. . 2 baskets. 


There has been a small quantity of other farm products 
condemned, and caused to be destroyed. 

The police detailed for duty at Faneuil Hall market 
have made ten arrests for various offences within the 
market limits. 

Pusiic MARKETS. 


The question of food supply is no longer one that 
affects the farmer alone. The city consumer is even 
more concerned. The farmer could stop supplying 
and live on his surplus. The city has practically no 
surplus. Cut off from the country its citizens would 
soon feel the pinch of hunger. 

The country producing population, is constantly 
decreasing. The city population is increasing. The 
boys and girls cannot be kept on the country farm by 
education or argument. Population seeks a level of 
advantages for making a living and a fortune just as 
inevitable as water seeks its own level. The city needs 
youth and health and vigor and enterprise. It bids 
against the country for these qualities. In the present 
organization of society the city bids highest and gets 
the prize. The only way to keep the boys and girls on 
the farm producing food for the city is to give them a 
better reward for their labor. It is to the interest of 
the city to see that the farm producer gets a square deal 
and a better reward for his services. It 1s the only way 
to keep the inhabitants from ultimate starvation. 

While hunger and want and high food prices prevail 
in the city, tons of the finest kind of food products in the 
world are rotting on the farm within a few hours’ ride of 
the City of Boston. We build our children schools and 
churches, playgrounds and parks, hospitals and asylums, 
poorhouses and jails, but we abandon them to the 
tender mercy of the food speculators and support them 
as invalids, paupers or criminals rather than distribute 
the profits of the speculators who control the channels 
of our food supply. 


MARKET DEPARTMENT. 3 


Boston, as the foremost city in the country, was the 
first to lay out a farmers’ market on South Market street 
without any cost whatsoever to the farmer; the only 
requirement was that he should be a bona fide farmer 
of the State of Massachusetts. _ Various attempts have 
been made within the last fifty years to establish other 
public markets in various sections of the City of Boston, 
but were not successful until September 3, 1918, pub- 
lic markets were established in the following sections to 
be open on the days named:

The above markets are considered a success beyond a 
doubt, with the exception of the Monday market on 
Child street. It.is the intention of the Superintendent 
to have a new site for this market for the year 1919. 
No fee was charged the farmer. The only thing asked 
of him was to sell at the price set by the Deputy Super- 
intendent, who was in charge from 6 o’clock a. m. until 
the closing time at 1 p.m. The markets closed for the 
season December 24, 1918. Up to that time the 
farmers disposed of, direct to the public, 114,000 boxes 
of apples, potatoes, carrots, parsnips and all other farm 
products; 59,000 barrels of squash and cabbage, also 
400 dozen of eggs and 1,200 pounds of chicken and fowl, 
at 10 to 15 per cent less than they could be purchased at 
any of the stores.

STATISTICS OF CasEs AIDED. 


The number of families assisted by us in the year was 
4,311, an increase of 239 families from the previous year. 
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Of these, 350 families resided in other cities and towns, 
but had retained their settlement in this city, and we 
received payment for aid rendered to 128 families resid- 
ing in Boston whose legal settlement was elsewhere. 

The number of new cases aided during the year was 
867. The total number of cases dealt with since 1864 
is 49,959. 

The number of official visits made by our visitors 
during the year was 34,740, of which 26,741 were made 
in the homes of the poor and 7,999 for information.

This 
condition is due undoubtedly to the great demand for 
labor which prevailed prior to the signing of the armis- 
tice in November, 1918. 
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We again call attention to the need of a suitable 


building in which to house wayfarers. 


Each year we 


find increasing difficulty in keeping the present building 
in proper sanitary condition to receive lodgers, and trust 
that the Mayor and City Council will take action with 
a view of providing a building better suited to our

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City TEMPORARY HOME. 


A larger number of women have been accommodated 
in the City Temporary Home this year than the year 
previous, but the number of children provided for was 
smaller and the work of providing for the homeless goes 
on as in years before. 

Special attention has been paid to the food furnished 
for the inmates, but more especially to the quality of the 
milk for infants and special care during the night is 
accorded them. Every effort is made to segregate 
children from the adults when not with their parents, 
and every effort to obtain privacy for an inmate is 
exerted. 

There are always some of the younger women who 
apply to the home for shelter who are amenable to good 
advice and all that is possible is done to assist them to 
become self-reliant and self-supporting. Work is found 
for them in families when possible, and, if necessary, 
transportation is furnished to enable them to reach 
relatives, their homes, or friends. 

The usual Thanksgiving, Christmas and Easter din- 
ners have been provided in order that the suffering 
which comes from separation from friends on festival 
days may be less poignant. The present efficient 
matrons are giving satisfactory service and the physical 
condition of the home is good. Clothing and other gifts 
donated to the home have been disbursed to the most 
needy, and special care is given to children who are 
received in neglected condition. 

It is our custom to send confinement cases to the 
Boston City Hospital whenever possible. Only in 
cases of emergency do we make use of the Boston Lying- 
in-Hospital. 

The home holds a valuable place in the charities of 
our city, and although doing our work in a quiet and 
unostentatious way we stand ever ready to meet any 
emergency that may arise.

City HOSPITAL. 


As in past years we act in behalf of the trustees of the 
Boston City Hospital and the Board of Health in the 
matter of determining the settlements of sick poor aided 
at the City Hospital. The amount collected by means of 
our investigation during the past year was $84,015.11. In 
the case of sick poor admitted to our City Hospital who 
have no settlement in Boston, we notify the place of 
settlement or the State Board of Charity and personally 
collect the sums due the City Hospital for the care of 
such cases. The amount thus collected by us from the 
Commonwealth and from cities and towns outside of 
Boston and turned over to the City Hospital during the 
past year was $59,683. The sum of $24,332.11 was also 
received at the City Collector’s office on account of con- 
tagious diseases cared for at the City Hospital on bills 
furnished by our department after investigations made 
at our expense. In.addition to the amount stated 
above, we collected at our main office $207,793.99 for the 
relief by us of paupers and persons settled otherwise 
than in Boston and from other sources and paid over 
directly to the City Collector.

This department codperated to the fullest extent 
with the Public Service Committee and agents of private 
societies in relieving distress and providing for the 
burial of the dead. 


CoAL FOR Poor. 


Contrary to long established custom, coal was sent 
to the homes of the poor through the City of Boston 
Fuel Distribution Department instead of by local 
dealers. Deliveries were made with promptness and 
to the satisfaction of the department. The price paid 
for coal was in some instances higher than that, which 
we were able to make by contract in other years which 
was probably due to the general higher cost of fuel 
throughout the country. 

Most of the coal given is from our regular funds, but 
we also have special funds for certain districts, as in 
Charlestown and East Boston. Notwithstanding the 
threatened scarcity of coal, we were able to have our 
orders delivered without discomfort to our cases. 
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LICENSES FOR COLLECTING CONTRIBUTIONS. 

During the year four societies were authorized by us 
to collect funds in the public streets under the law of 
1909, Chapter 538. We also issued 30 licenses to sell 
buttons and other small articles in the public streets 
under the authority of the law of 1916, Chapter 188. 

Every effort was made to conform with the wishes of 
his Honor the Mayor, expressed in a letter to this 
department, requesting that as far as possible licenses 
be granted to only the larger organizations, Red Cross, 
Y.M.C. A., Knights of Columbus, Salvation Army, ete. 

We strive to safeguard the interests of the public as 
best we can, and in this again we wish to thank the 
Police Department for its active and hearty codperation 
in administering these laws. 


GROCERIES. 


The groceries delivered to the needy poor in their 
homes from our store amounted to $27,570. There 
were distributed 12,379 separate orders, varying from $1 
to $4 in amount, 9,030 of them being $2 orders. 

The total expense of maintaining the store, including 
expressage, salaries, wrapping paper, twine, etc., was 
$29,059.91, all of which was charged into the value of 
the goods delivered. 


CONSUMPTIVES’ HOSPITAL. 


We act in behalf of the Boston Consumptives’ Hospi- 
tal, determining the settlements of persons admitted to 
the hospital at Mattapan. Through our efforts we have 
been able to collect for the city a part of the expense 
incurred for caring for this large humber of hospital 
cases. 

Trust Funps. 


Applicants for trust pensions must have a legal resi- 
dence here, and must be at least fifty years of age and 
must be old residents of Boston. 

The total amount of the trust funds in our charge 
as a corporation, including accumulated income, is now 
$883,757.11. There are seventeen trust funds, all of 
which are administered according to the wishes of the 
donors as interpreted from time to time by the Board 
with the advice of the law department. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the 
Pemkerton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears 
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Charity, the Moses Hunt, the Thayer, the Rachel T. 
Stevens, the Stoughton, Goodnow and Jeffries Funds is 
323, a decrease of 25 from the number aided on February 
1, 1918. During the year 27 have died, 20 have been 
discontinued, 5 have gone to homes and 27 new names 
have been added. A total amount of $29,810 was 
distributed to these pensioners during the year. 

During the year we have paid $5,319.13 from the 
income of the Boylston Education Fund, and there are 
now 26 children on this fund. 

We have also made 84 grants of money to 47 persons 
in sums of $25 or less from the income of the Lucy 
Bullman Charity, amounting in the aggregate to $1,418. 
Many of the recipients of these grants:were applicants 
for the other trust pensions, the grants being often 
made from this fund in order to meet the immediate 
needs of the applicants till the regular pensions from 
the other funds were available. 

The will of Jonathan Mason, dated July 15, 1798, 
provided that the interest from this fund be paid annually 
to the chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse or by 
whatever other name called. The interest accruing 
from this fund is now divided between three chap- 
lains, Hebrew, Protestant and Catholic at the House of 
Correction and the institutions at Deer Island. 

A statement of all the funds held by us in trust, show- 
ing receipts and expenditures since February 1, 1918, is 
appended hereto. | 


FINANCIAL STATISTICS. 


The receipts and expenditures during the last twelve 
months are shown in detail by reports of the secretary 
and treasurer which follow. 

As usual we have had an expert audit made of our 
books and accounts and a certificate is appended hereto.

DEATH OF MR.- FOWLER. 


On July 3, 1918, the Board lost by the death of Mr. 
Fowler a devoted and efficient member. During the 
long series of years that he served as chairman of the 
Board he discharged his responsibilities and delicate 
duties faithfully and efficiently, and to his associates 
was ever friendly and agreeable. 

A special meeting of the Board of Overseers of the 
Poor was held July 5, 1918, to take action in regard to 
the death of William P. Fowler. 

The acting Chairman, Mr. Thomas Sproules, pre- 
sented the following resolutions: 


Whereas, It has pleased Divine Providence to remove from 
the scene of his earthly labors and from our companionship 
in the discharge of official duty, Wiliam P. Fowler, who was 
one of our oldest and most active members. 

Resolved, That in the death of our associate the city has 
lost one of its most worthy citizens, a man of large public 
spirit, which he illustrated through his whole career by the 
rare fidelity with which he executed many important official 
trusts appertaining to the social welfare of the people and the 
amelioration of human want and suffering. 

Resolved, That in a special degree we mourn his death as we 
remember his service in the work in which we are engaged; 
his long service on this Board, of which he was twenty-eight 
years chairman, and the thoughtful consideration which he 
had given to the subject of poverty. The poor of the city will 
long remember his labors in their behalf. He gave of his time 
freely and constantly, being ever ready to listen to tales of. 
suffering and sure to act quickly and wisely in ways of relief. 
His noble qualities eminently fitted him for the duties of an 
Overseer of the Poor. 

Resolved, That we will officially place upon our records this 
testimony to a faithful public servant, a warm and devoted 
friend. We respectfully tender our heartfelt sympathy and 
condolence to the family of which he was the beloved head, 
and whose comfort and happiness were his constant care, in 
this season of their deep bereavement and desire to share with 
‘them in the affliction which has fallen upon us all.

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ANNUAL REPORT

PARK AND RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE 


YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1919. 


Boston, February 3, 1919. 


Hon. Anprew J. Peters, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


DeEAR Srr,— The Board has the honor herewith to 
submit its report for the year ending January 31, 1919: 

The department expended on account of annual 
maintenance the sum of $954,107.93. This amount 
was for the ordinary maintenance of the department, 
with the exception of $42,073.69, expended for perma- 
nent road surface on Commonwealth avenue. 

In addition to the regular work of the department 
there was expended on Boston Common for the con- 
struction of Liberty Mall, opposite the State House, 
$17,362.06. The surface of this mall is composed of 
rough texture of granolithic, and by the elimination of 
many crosswalks, this part of the Common presents a 
vastly improved appearance. In addition to this work 
on the Common, the sum of $9,592.03 was expended on 
the building of a walk between Liberty Mall and the 
main walk, crossing the Common from West street to 
Monument Hill. The building of this walk allowed of

the elimination of several smaller walks and the forma- 
tion of larger lawn spaces and consequently improved 
the appearance. 

Nearly one hundred dead and dying trees were 
removed from the Common, and 150 young trees sub- 
stituted. These trees were mainly English elms and 
European lindens, carefully selected, being of the best 
types of those trees for use on the Common. 

The contract for the reconstruction of Commonwealth 
avenue, between Massachusetts avenue and Charlesgate 
West was finished during the year at an expense of 
$51,377.34. This change is one which not only improves 
the appearance of this portion of Commonwealth avenue, 
but also assists very materially in the handling of auto- 
mobile traffic at this point. 

A new paint shop was erected at the Franklin Park 
service yard and the stable (partly burned the year 
previously) was repaired and changed into a garage for 
the accommodation of the motor apparatus of the depart- 
ment. This, with other building improvements at 
Franklin Park, cost the department $27,987.08. 

The arrangement about the columns, including the 
artificial stonework and the ornamental fence, was 
completed at an expense of $5,551.83. 

The contract for repairing the iron pier at South 
Boston, including the painting, replanking and repairs 
on the girders, was completed and the bridge, which was 
closed the previous year, was opened to the public on 
the Ist of June. 

The drive in the Fens, from Westland avenue entrance 
across the Richardson Bridge to Commonwealth avenue, 
was resurfaced with a permanent pavement at a cost 
of $18,768.94. 

The contract for grading and improving Billings Field 
(let the year previous) was finished during the year at 
an expense of $4,000.78. 

The contract for building a sea wall, grading the 
playground and erecting fences at Mystic Playground, 
Charlestown, was completed at a cost of $9,970.50. 

At Norfolk Street Playground, Dorchester, improve- 
ments were made, consisting of a steel footbridge across 
the railroad, grading, walks and granolithic pavement, 
at a cost of $6,778.74. 

At Rogers Park in Brighton the contract for the 
sanitary and locker building, grading, walks and con- 
erete work and building fences, was completed at a 
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total cost of $13,474.87. This work was started 
during the preceding year. 

At Roslindale Playground there was expended for 
grading, drainage and concrete work and building of 
wire fences, $8,828.09. 

The grading of Smith’s Pond playground, contract for 
which was started the year previous, was finished at a 
cost of $7,166.03. 

The Tenean Beach bath house was completed, and a 
part of the grading about the building, at a cost of 
$28,600.95. 

The playground in the North End at Morton and 
Stillman streets was finished during the year, there 
being expended for the purpose, $49,475.02. This 
work was started the year previous, and its completion 
shows one of the most up-to-date children’s playgrounds 
in the most crowded part of the city. 

The bath house at the Savin Hill Beach was com- 
pleted and opened to the public, the work having been 
started in the year previous. ‘The contract for the 
grading of the playground is as yet unfinished, although 
$24,371.54 has been paid out on this work. 

A large number of trees were removed from Franklin 
Park, Olmsted Park and West Roxbury Park. These 
included young trees, which must be thinned out from 
year to year in order to prevent crowding, and older 
trees which were dead and diseased. This work must 
be performed during the winter months and as it has 
been neglected in years past it will require a number of 
years’ work to put the plantations in proper condition. 

The golf links and the children’s playground on the 
Playstead at Franklin Park have been used during the 
past year for war gardens, and the war now being over 
it is not expected they will be used for this purpose, but 
must be leveled and seeded for recreational purposes. 

Conditions at the Zoo and Aquarium have been far 
from satisfactory, but as a new curator has now been 
secured it is confidently expected that this department 
will be brought up to the proper standard.

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REPORT OF GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT OF 
BATHS. 


To the Board of Park and Recreation Commissioners, 
City of Boston: 


Dear Sirs,— I beg to submit herewith my annual 
report in the Recreation Division of the Park and Recrea- 
tion Department for the year 1918-19. 

The absence of many of the citizens during the.war 
period has in a measure lessened the patronage of our 
various activities, but in no way decreased the facilities 
afforded the citizens of our municipality. 

All of the playgrounds, gymnasia and bathing institu- 
tions were maintained fully up to the standard as in 
former years. Moreover, during the critical period of 
war times the department coédperated most generously 
with the army and navy authorities in furnishing every _ 
facility, in addition to the time and talent of its personnel, 
in developing the stamina and health in the army and 
navy. | 

The improvements of a permanent nature in the 
department have been quite extensive and have con- 
tributed much to the greater efficiency of our work. 


TENEAN BREACH. 


The new building and the resurfacing and grading of 
the beach at this point will do much to make this popular 
institution even more alluring to the thousands who 
frequently have recourse to its facilities. The beach, 
when completed, will be much larger in area and it will 
have a more pleasant bathing surface, by reason of the 
additional sand that has been placed here and with the 
addition of the new and up-to-date bath house, with © 
separate compartments for both men and women, boys 
and girls, it will easily prove to be one of the most modern 
and thoroughly equipped bath houses in the country. 
Over one thousand closets and lockers will be available 
to the people of this section of the city, together with two 
shower rooms with over a dozen showers.

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SAVIN Hitt BrRAcH. 


The extensive improvement made on the playground . 
and the beach, together with the artistic design affected 
in the new plans, have made this beach one of the most 
sightly in our system of bathing beaches. Its large scope 
of bathing area of over three hundred yards, its fully 
equipped bath house, with separate compartments for 
both sexes and all ages, and the extensive improvements 
made on the playground, make this an ideal recreation 
center. The bath house is so designed as to be used also 
as a locker building for the playground activities — both 
during the bathing season and the other seasons of the 
year when the bath house is closed. Consequently, 
twelve months of recreation are now provided for at this 
site for the citizens of this section of the city. 


Norts Enp Park. 


The new sea wall constructed along here and the other 
improvements made on the playground and buildings 
will render this resort much more serviceable and accept- 
able to those who use it. This institution, with its 
recreational piers, playground and bathing facilities, 
acts as a medium for health and strength and affords to 
thousands of our citizens of a cosmopolitan character, 
who live in this section of the city, an opportunity to 
indulge in their favorite form of pleasure. 


ROSLINDALE BUILDING. 


A distinct asset to this department has been the open- 
ing of the new Roslindale building, with its gymnasium 
and shower rooms. It caters toa largearea in aconstantly 
growing community and the large crowds who frequent 
it daily are evidence of the need for its construction in 
this district. 


L STREET. 


This ever popular bathing beach has witnessed. the 
same degree of popularity as in previous years and it 
would seem advisable, as soon as money could be made 
available, to construct a more complete and larger bath- 
ing pavilion on the present site, as in many instances it 
has proven inadequate to handle the tremendous crowds 
who frequent this place during the hot weather. Special 
arrangements were made during the past year to provide 
thousands of men in the service of the navy who were 
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stationed at Commonwealth Pier with every facility 
free of charge, and large numbers availed themselves of 
this opportunity at this point. 


Mystic BRIDGE. 


To meet the demands of the people of this section of 
Charlestown a floating bath was stationed the past year 
at the Chelsea Bridge North, adjacent to the pier, and, 
when the tide permitted, its opening was of much relief 
to the people of the adjacent vicinity. 

During the past year swimming meets were held 
throughout the several beaches, which did much in the 
way of teaching the younger children the method of 
swimming. Prizes were given and the events were 
graded to conform to the ages of the participants. An 
athletic meet for the boys throughout the city was also 
held at Franklin Field and a large number of entries 
was received. The competition was keen and the per- 
formances were witnessed by a large number of specta- 
tors, and the meet served to perpetuate the work hereto- 
fore carried on in promoting the health and strength of 
the younger generation. 

Swimming meets were also held at Curtis Hall pool. 
and the Cabot street pool for the men in the service, 
who during the winter season frequented these institu- 
tions for the purpose of learning the method of swim- 
ming. The work of the department in this respect met 
with the approval of the navy authorities, who readily 
recognized the value of the work in teaching the per- 
sonnel of the navy how to handle themselves in the 
water, a most necessary feature of their training. 
The gymnasiums in the department were also opened 

up to all men in the service, and D Street Gymnasium, 
South Boston, daily witnessed many hundreds engaged 
in active forms of sport. 

The Floating Hospital for babies again used our pier 
at North End Park, where the mothers and babies of 
this city congregated every morning to take the hospital 
ship on its daily trip down the harbor. 

The Massachusetts Nautical Training Ship ‘‘ Ranger” 
also used our pier at North End Park for its winter berth, 
and the upper rooms of the women’s department were 
gee as a schoolroom by the authorities for their class 
work. 

The department, as in previous years, again loaned 
its facilities to the school authorities for bathing in its ~ 
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pools and shower rooms. The high school boys of the 
city used the Curtis Hall and Cabot street pools for 
their development and many swimming meets were 
held in these buildings during the winter season. The 
use of our shower rooms were also given over at certain 
hours of the day for bathing for the younger children of 
the district adjacent to Tyler street, South End, and 
North Bennet street, North End. 

A life guard and helper was likewise furnished to the 
Randidge Trust Fund excursions for the purpose of safe- 
guarding the life and limb of the children who daily went 
down the harbor on these popular excursions. 

The gymnasium work was interrupted in a measure 
last winter owing to the fuel shortage, but the curriculum 
of the department did much in promoting the health of 
the citizens and the army men as soon as the situation 
was relieved. 

I would respectfully recommend that a portion of the 
Parkman Fund be set aside for the development of the 
plans now drawn for the improvement of the Charles- 
bank Gymnasium in the West End. These plans call 
for facilities which are perhaps unexcelled in any play- 
ground in the department for the completeness of its 
accommodations and the character of the recreation 
which it caters to. 7 

The need of a municipal building in Brighton, with an 
up-to-date gymnasium and swimming pool, becomes 
more evident yearly. 

I would emphasize the necessity of adopting a fixed 
policy that whenever a public building is erected in the 
future that a swimming pool be made a part of its equip- 
ment in order that the people throughout the city may 
enjoy twelve months of bathing, in addition to carrying 
out the policy of the department to teach the children 
of this municipality the method of swimming as a vital 
part of their life training.

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To the Commissioners of the Park and Recreation Depart- 
ment, Mr. JAMES B. SuHEa, Chairman: 


GENTLEMEN,— I am pleased to open a report for the 
year ending January 31, 1919, by noting that a decrease 
in attendance at the various gymnasia reported for last 
year (the first in twenty-one years and due wholly to 
war conditions) has gradually adjusted itself, and during 
the last two or three months of this year has been nearly 
normal. 

We have one more gymnasium than we had last year, 
making eleven now to care for the city’s population along 
this line of municipal development. 

A review and comparison of these civic centers and 
their activities as compared with previous reports is as 
follows: 

Three gymnasia which during last year were taken 
over by the Government either wholly or in part — 
Paris Street, North Bennet Street and D Street — still 
remain under Government control. Now that the war 
is over it is hoped that they will soon be at the service of 
the people of Boston again in their old capacity. 

At Charlestown, Harrison Avenue and Tyler Street 
gymnasia conditions remain practically unchanged. 

At the Cabot Street Gymnasium where there has 
been during the past three or four years a marked 
decrease in attendance I am pleased to report a decided 
increase in both adult classes in the gymnasium and pool 
alike. 

There was a determined effort to arouse flagging inter- 
est in the community nearby and it seems to have had 
desired results. 

With the exception of the new gymnasium at Roslin- 
dale, and of which I will report specially, Curtis Hall, 
Vine Street and Columbia Road gymnasia still hold the 
banner in attendance and condition. 

A new gymnasium was opened in Roslindale on Janu- 
ary 14, 1919. 

This presented to the people of this large community 
all the benefits and pleasures which we have to offer, 
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and which they had not heretofore enjoyed, except those 
few who were willing to go long distances to avail them- 
selves of privileges whose efficacy and benefit they were 
familiar with. 

It is a very fine gymnasium, modernly and efficiently 
equipped, and while it is too soon to speak of definite 
results it promises to attain a record in attendance. 

The usual summer activities, including swimming 
meets at all the beaches and ending with a grand final 
meet, were carried on as reported in former years. 

The same is true of the playgrounds. 

The total number of competitors in the swimming 
races was about 900. 

The total number of competitors in the athletic meets 
was about 700. 

There were nearly 300 swimming medals awarded and 
235 athletic medals were won. 

To all the instructors is due my thanks for their con- 
tinued efficiency and coédperation.

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REPORT OF THE CURATOR OF THE ZOOLOGI- 
CAL GARDEN AND AQUARIUM. 


To the Commissioners of the Park and Recreation Depart- 
ment: 


GENTLEMEN,— 1 herewith submit a report of the 
Franklin Park Zoological Garden and Aquarium for the 
year ending January 31, 1919. 

Inasmuch as I have held the position of curator but 
one month in the year 1918-19, it is obvious that my 
report must be based on data supplied by the books at 
the Zoological Garden, and therefore is necessarily 
limited. 


ZOOLOGICAL GARDEN. 


During the past year many trying conditions had to be 
met in this department, such as the shortage of coal and 
food supplies. Also, the Zoo was necessarily handi- 
capped in the obtaining of new specimens for exhibition 
by the entire cessation of importations of birds and 
animals as a result of the war. 

The number of birds on hand January. 31, 1918, was 
413. 

The number of animals on hand January 31, 1918, was 
100. 

During the past year there were donated 75 birds and 
26 animals. Eight birds were purchased. Nineteen 
birds and 4 animals were received in exchange for 3 elk, 
3 llama, 1 monkey and 7 macaw. Three animals were 
born at the Zoo. 

The number of birds on hand January 31, 1919, was 
364. 

The number of animals on hand January 31, 1919, was 
94. 


AQUARIUM. 


During the fiscal year ending January 31, 1919, several 
important improvements were made at the,Aquarium, 
chief among which were the overhauling of the water 
chilling machine, the installing of new inner tubes in the 
ammonia condenser and the moving of this machine to a 
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more practical place. Improvements were made in the 
aerating system and the method of transporting fish so 
that the shipment received from the New York Aquarium 
in June came through with a negligible loss. Ironwork 
in the exhibition tanks was reinforced with concrete in 
order to protect it from the galvanic action of the salt 
water. A natural rock and coral background was 
placed in four of the salt water tanks, which added so 
much to their attractiveness that the rest of the tanks 
will undergo similar treatment during the coming year. 

Besides 1 harbor seal and 4 sea lions, there are at the 
present time on exhibition 56 species of fish, totaling over 
five hundred individuals. 

On June 21, 1918, 422 fish, comprising 42 species, 
were received as the result of purchase from the New 
York Aquarium.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BAND 
CONCERTS. 





Boston, October 23, 1918. 
Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


In behalf of the committee appointed by your Honor 
to make recommendations to the Park and Recreation 
Department with regard to the city band concerts dur- 
ing the past summer, I beg herewith to tender our report: 

In accordance with your Honor’s expressed wish, the 
committee had as its aim the provision of such concerts 
of good music, well performed, as would best serve the 
interests of the citizens of Boston and could be arranged 
for the sum appropriated therefor by the city, namely, 
$6,000. 

It was the unanimous opinion of the committee that 
the artistic standards of the concerts would largely be 
measured by two elements, viz.: The musical ability and 
authority of the band leaders and the size and efficiency 
of the bands. As the appropriation for the current 
season was 40 per cent less than that for the preceding 
year, it was obvious that the same number of concerts 
could not be given this year without still further reduc- 
ing the already insufficient number of musicians in the 
bands. As such action could not be contemplated, it 
was decided, with the approval of the chairman of the 
Park and Recreation Department, to eliminate entirely 
the week-day evening concerts formerly given in various 
sections of the city and to provide a series of eight Sun- 
day afternoon concerts in each of the following places: 
Boston Common, Franklin Park, and Marine Park, 
South Boston; together with four Sunday afternoon 
concerts at Jamaica Pond and four at Wood Island Park. 
By means of posters, however, liberally displayed in 
those sections of the city where previously week-day 
evening concerts had occasionally been given, the pub- 
lic was kept informed of the Sunday concert next to be 
given in the nearest locality, usually easily accessible; 
the posters also announced the full program to be per- 
formed. Several of these program posters were also 
displayed upon or near the bandstands at each concert. 
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At a preliminary conference with the committee the 
leaders of the bands chosen who were present expressed 
their ready willingness to codperate fully with the com- 
mittee in the maintenance of a high standard of pro- 
grams and performance and the results of the season 
testify to their success in achieving the standard desired. 
And it should be noted that the public evinced its appre- 
ciation of the concerts by its attentiveness during per- 
formances, by its hearty applause, and often by its 
attendance under weather conditions which were fre- 
quently unfavorable. 

The schedule of concerts as outlined in the committee’s 
recommendations to your Honor under date of June 24, 
was practically adhered to, with occasional necessary 
changes, such as of date or location. The first concert 
was given on July 7, and the last on September 8. On 
July 14 the band of the 301st Field Artillery, from 
Camp Devens, by courtesy of Brigadier-General 
MeNair, gave the weekly concert on Boston Common, 
honoring the French national fete by special French 
music; a few days later the band left for France with 
its regiment. In July, Rear Admiral Spencer 8. Wood, 
commanding the First Naval District, generously offered 
to detail a band from his district for a weekly evening 
concert on Boston Common, free of all expense except 
that of transportation. The committee recommended 
the acceptance of Admiral Wood’s offer, and nine con- 
certs were given on Friday evenings to large and appre- 
ciative audiences. 

For the city concerts on Boston Common the band 
numbered forty men, including the conductor; for the 
other Sunday concerts, twenty-five men. It is the 
opinion of the committee that the additional expense 
entailed by this increase over former numbers was 
amply justified by the superior musical results gained 
and that they could not have been attained with the 
bands at their former strength. 

For each city concert on Boston Common a rehearsal 
was required by the committee, and paid for in addition 
to the regular price for the concert. The committee 
felt indeed that rehearsals should properly be held for 
all concerts, but it was impossible to provide them 
under the appropriation at hand. 

Some criticism was received of the seating arrange- 
ments and lack of shade at the Boston Common con- 
certs, which on particularly hot days resulted in a 
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diminished attendance. This criticism was met by the 
chairman of the Park and Recreation Department upon 
subsequent occasions, but it prompts the committee to 
suggest that this matter be given such special attention 
as your Honor may determine; and that at the same 
time expert consideration be given to the acoustic 
effectiveness of the bandstands on Boston Common and 
at Jamaica Pond, whereby it is the belief of the com- 
mittee that means could be devised which would pro- 
vide for their improvement from an acoustic point of 
view, without great expense or important alteration. 

Some difficulty was experienced by the committee in 
making certain of the engagements with the bands, 
owing to the lateness of the season. ‘The committee 
therefore ventures to suggest the desirability of con- 
sideration of such plans for next summer’s concerts as 
it may be your Honor’s desire to make, together with 
the question of the appropriation necessary for their 
realization, at as early a date as possible. 

A financial statement is appended herewith. In order 
to provide for occasional contingencies, such as extra 
remuneration for soloists at some of the concerts, print- 
ing of the program posters, and transportation for the 
bands from Camp Devens and the First Naval District, 
it was necessary to exceed the appropriation as shown. 
This: was not done, however, without the assurance of 
the chairman of the Park and Recreation Department 
that the necessary funds to provide for such excess 
could be transferred from other appropriations or sources, 
as was done. 

In conclusion, the committee desires to express its 
deep appreciation of the courtesy and cordial coéperation 
of the chairman of the Park and Recreation Department, 
both in the aims of the committee and in carrying out 
the many details of the concerts.

Boston, February 1, 1919. 
Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of Boston: 


DEAR SirR,— In compliance with the provisions of 
chapter 3, section 24, of the Revised Ordinances of the 
City of Boston, I respectfully submit the following 
report of the Penal Institutions Department for the 
year ending January 31, 1919. 

At your request I took charge of this department as 
acting commissioner on May 8, 1918, and continued 
to administer the office in conjunction with that of 
Street Commissioner until November 18, 1918, at which 
time I was confirmed as commissioner and resigned the 
office of Street Commissioner. 

This department is conducted in practically three 
divisions: 

1. Central Office, which deals with the public and 
attends to the administrative affairs of the department 
and investigates and acts upon the applications for 
parole. 

2. Steamer ‘‘Monitor,’’? which is paid for entirely out 
of the appropriations of this department, but which 
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serves the Infirmary Department and the Children’s 
Institutions Department as well. 

3. The House of Correction, located at Deer Island 
in Boston Harbor. 


CENTRAL OFFICE. 


When I took charge of the department the office force 
consisted of fifteen people, fourteen of whom were 
carried upon the office roll at an annual expense of 
$23,900. Three unnecessary positions have been 
abolished, the office of assistant commissioner has 
been consolidated with the office of master of the House 
of Correction, and one employee has resigned, so that 
the work is now being done by ten people, nine of whom 
are carried on the office roll at an annual expense of 
$15,800, being a net saving of $8,100. This was, it must 
be admitted, made possible partly by the low population 
of the institutions, and partly by a most satisfactory 
arrangement which I was able to secure with the Munici- 
pal Court for the City of Boston. A very important 
part of the work of the office is the investigation of 
applications for parole. ‘This work impinges very closely 
upon the work done by the probation department in the 
various courts, and it early became apparent that a . 
closer codperation might prevail between the work of 
the courts of an investigatory nature and this branch 
of the work of this department. 

It has been a subject of frequent criticism by the 
judges and others that paroles were granted in the past 
without due consideration of the former record of the 
inmate, or of the attitude of the court and probation 
officers towards the inmate. In certain minor offences 
the Penal Institutions Commissioner may give a permit 
to be at liberty without the sanction of the court and 
probation officer, and I think it quite possible that 
heretofore such releases may have been made without a 
thorough understanding between the courts and this 
department as to the reasons for the release. 

Feeling the need, therefore, of a closer codperation 
I approached the chief justice of the Municipal Court, 
and in December, 1918, he detailed Mr. Edward F. 
Coughlin of the probation staff of the Central Court for 
duty in this department. Mr. Coughlin is still carried 
on the rolls of the probation office, but spends his time at 
this office. He has been of great assistance to this 
department in investigating applications for parole and 
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the arrangement subsisting has gone a long way to 
remove any lack of understanding and coéperation which 
may have existed between the courts and the institution. 
Not only do we have the benefit of all previous investi- 
gations of an inmate’s record, but the court probation 
officers feel that their work is not so likely to be undone: 
or overlooked as if an independent investigation was 
made the basis for parole action. 

The Central Court also coéperates very materially 
with our department by sending to-this office with each 
commitment to our institution an abstract of the pro- 
bation record of the person committed and any other 
circumstances of interest. It is needless to say that 
this gratuitous service by Chief Justice Bolster’s court is 
of great assistance to us. 

It must be apparent that the responsibility of this 
department for paroled inmates cannot terminate with 
their actual release from the institution. This respon- 
sibility has been felt in the past and is now keenly 
realized by those having this branch of the work in 
charge. No release on parole is granted unless it is 
first assured that the inmate will have some social 
anchorage with which to secure himself. It is the 
business of the parole agent in this department to 
interest the relatives: and friends of these inmates to 
help him secure a position, to put him in touch with 
helpful influences and to receive weekly reports from him 
during the period of his probation. The appended 
report shows the success with which this system has been 
met. In many cases we have succeeded in convincing 
the person who is on parole that it is for his interest to 
voluntarily continue the term of the parole beyond its 
legal expiration with good results. A proper exercise 
of the paroling power is a very difficult and important 
task, requiring painstaking investigation, a knowledge of 
human nature and a broad and sympathetic under- 
standing of the inmate’s history and environment. 
Undoubtedly mistakes will be made in the exercise of 
this power, but those responsible should, it is submitted, 
exercise it whenever it is reasonably apparent that the 
applicant will be better off outside of the institution 
than in it, and provided also that those dependent upon 
him do not suffer, and that society as a whole be not 
unduly menaced. 

In most cases of paroled inmates there are interested 
relatives or friends to take an interest in the individual 
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paroled. There are many cases of discharged prisoners 
where it seems to me the obligation of this department 
extends beyond the actual date of their release. While 
the purpose of an institution is principally to provide a 
wise and economical administration, and if possible 
secure the correction and reformation of the inmates, it 
seems to me that any action which those having charge 
of the institution might take to prevent the return of the 
discharged prisoners to the institution is part of their 
duty. The statutes of the Commonwealth recognize 
this by allowing the official in charge of the institution 
to aid discharged prisoners to a certain extent. It has, 
therefore, been the custom of this department to provide 
discharged prisoners with employment, clothes or money 
for car fares, etc.,in worthy cases. It became apparent 
that this work was not being developed to its fullest 
extent, and last summer the officers of the Massachusetts 
society for aiding discharged prisoners and also officials 
of the John Howard Home were called in conference 
with the idea of extending the work of assisting those 
men and women who are worthy of being given a lift. 
Mr. Henry M. Quinn of this department meets at the 
wharf every boat bringing discharged prisoners, and is 
to be highly commended for his very persevering and 
effective work in securing employment and assistance for 
deserving men. Miss Josephine M. Kiley performs the 
same duty for the women prisoners. It may also be said 
in this connection that I have designated one of the 
officers at the House of Correction to investigate in 
advance of their release the status of all men about to 
be discharged, so that information may be had of all 
cases where private or public assistance may be 
proffered. 

The officer in charge of this department also acts as a 
social service agent in the prison, attending to family 
matters for prisoners and notifying us of cases which are 
worthy of the attention of this department. In cases 
where official action is deemed unwise reference is made 
to the appropriate social agency for such relief or action 
as is deemed necessary. I have asked for a small appro- 
priation this year for the purpose of extending the work 
on behalf of paroled and discharged prisoners, and I can 
truthfully say again that this department of our insti- 
tutional work is being handled with surprising satisfaction. 

Certain improvements in the interest of economy and 
efficiency have been made in the routine of the office. 
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The card index, containing 70,000 cards, has been sep- 
arated so that a complete survey of the present popula- 
tion of the institution can be readily made. 

Weekly lists of all inmates who are serving their first 
term at the House of Correction are taken off, and 
special work is done with these cases. 

It is hoped that in the coming year a still further prog- 
ress will be made in co6érdinating the work of the courts 
and of social agencies with the work of this department 
to the end that a more helpful and intelligent treatment 
of the case of each individual may be accomplished. 

The office at the present time seems to be satisfactorily 
organized and the probation investigations and the work 
with released men has greatly improved during the last 
six months. 

I wish to commend the faithfulness and loyalty of the 
chief clerk of this department who has been connected 
with it for twenty-three years, and who has been a 
valuable employee. I also desire to express my appre- 
ciation of the way that the office force have performed 
their work in spite of the considerable reduction in the 
number of employees. 


STEAMER ‘‘ MonITOR.’”’ 


The steamer ‘‘ Monitor” was built in 1904 and is 
officially attached to this department. ‘The steamer 
makes two trips daily to Deer Island, Long Island and 
Rainsford Island, whereon are located respectively the 
House of Correction, the Infirmary and Hospital and 
the Suffolk School for Boys. No contribution is made 
by these latter two departments to the expense of the 
‘““Monitor.’”’ The unusually hard winter of 1918 made 
it necessary to undertake considerable repairs to the 
steamer, which should not be the case during the coming 
year. I have succeeded in reducing the number of 
employees in this branch of the department from 
eighteen to sixteen, with an annual saving of $2,150, 
one member of the crew having been suspended and one 
of the watchmen having agreed to act as night fireman. 
The government regulations make it impossible to 
further reduce the number of employees, as it is necessary 
that a spare man be kept in case of sickness or unavoid- 
able absence of a member of the crew. 

During the past year the ‘‘ Monitor” has acted as the 
official city steamer and has had the privilege of carrying 
many distinguished citizens down the harbor to meet

the returning transports. The members of the crew have 
willingly codperated in this extra labor and the captain 
‘of the ‘‘ Monitor” has given entire satisfaction although 
called upon to perform some difficult and unususal feats 
of navigation. The members of the crew are manifestly 
underpaid and I recommend that their salaries be ad- 
justed for the ensuing year. 

The United States Government has signified its 
intention to build a bridge over Shirley gut, connecting 
the main land of Winthrop with Deer Island. The city 
has given its informal consent to this arrangement and 
it will undoubtedly have its advantages to the city in 
the way of saving expense. Additional problems will 
be raised, however, and the feeling of security which 
comes from the insularity of the institution will to some 
extent be removed. There has not been an escape from 
the institution since I assumed charge. How much of 
this is due to the fact that the institution is on an island 
_isimpossible to say, but it is easily seen that a connection 

with the main land with the consequent increase in the 
amount of travel will modify our problem considerably. 

It is doubtful whether the building of this bridge will 
entirely do away with the necessity for maintaining the 
steamer ‘‘ Monitor,’’ but undoubtedly it will reduce the 
expense of operating same, and I have no question but 
that arrangements may be made whereby the ‘‘ Monitor”’ 
can serve our institution part of the time and be pro- 
ductively engaged at other times. It remains to be 
seen whether the transportation of freight and prisoners 
by land wholly is more economical than the use of the 
‘“Monitor’’ perhaps on a part time schedule. There is 
no doubt, however, that a considerable saving will result 
to the city upon, the building of such a bridge. 

Recent events have, moreover, demonstrated the 
desirability, if not the necessity, of having an official 
city boat, and therefore it is difficult to contemplate 
the actual discontinuance of the ‘‘ Monitor” as an adjunct 
to Boston’s municipal activities. 


HovusE OF CORRECTION. 


While this department has authority over the grant- 
ing of permits to be at liberty to inmates of the Charles 
Street Jail, it has no control whatever over the ad- 
ministration of that institution, and the buildings at 
Deer Island known as the House of Correction consti- 
tute the institutional equipment under its charge. 
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Institutional Equipment. 


During the whole of the past year the United States 
Naval Detention Camp has occupied a substantial 
portion of the plant at Deer Island in accordance with 
the lease signed January 3, 1918. The Women’s Prison 
and building known as the Men’ s New Prison and several 
smaller buildings are now entirely occupied by members 
of the United States Navy who were on probation for 
some minor offence, or who are being detained awaiting 
trial. For this lease the Government paid the City of 
Boston the sum of $50,000, $37,100 of which was for 
rent and $12,900 for heat, hght and power furnished. 
This lease, according to its term, continues until six 
months after the termination of the war. One of its 
provisions was that after February 1, 1919, the charge 
for heating, which as above stated was $12,900 for the 
year 1918, would be an amount equal to thirty per cent 
of the budget figures of this department for the expense 
of furnishing heat, light and power to the whole insti- 
tution. These figures are approximately $90,000, so 
that the charge for hight, heat and power this year would 
have been, under the lease, about $27,000. It became 
apparent during the year that the navy were using more 
than thirty per cent of the coal and had also built an 
extra dormitory since the execution of the lease. Their 
population varied from 800 to 1,200 or over, while ours 
was about 500. I therefore sought to secure a modifica- 
tion of this part of the lease whereby the city could 
receive a larger payment, and have recently been 
informed by the commandant that the navy has ap- 
proved a modification of the lease substituting forty- 
seven per cent for thirty. The formal papers have 
not been signed, but I have every reason to believe that 
the income to the city will be increased by about 
$15,000 as the result of this change. 

The occupancy of these buildings by the navy is 
accompanied by considerable inconvenience. The inevi- 
table intercommunication between the naval prisoners 
and ours is undesirable and must be carefully watched, 
but the greatest difficulty is due to the fact that the 
women prisoners, whose number has more than doubled 
during the summer, are obliged to be housed in an open 
dormitory in the hospital, and not only is discipline 
harder to maintain, but the ease of communication 
between the women inmates Is not productive of the 
best results. 
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The officers in charge of the navy camp have been 
courteous in the extreme, and the relations of the 
officials of this department with them have been 
decidedly pleasant. It will, however, be a great relief to 
us to have the full equipment of the House of Correction 
once more devoted to the purposes for which it was 
intended, as with one qualification there is no better 
plant in Massachusetts than this. 


Heating Plant. 


The one exception noted above is the antiquated and 
expensive method of heating the House of Correction. 
Four separate heating plants, most of which have nearly 
outlived their usefulness, require an extraordinarily 
large amount of fuel and a consequently large labor 
item. My predecessors for years have earnestly urged 
the building of a central heating plant. This could 
have been done five years ago for $50,000, and today 
would cost upwards of $125,000. It seems trite for me 
to again emphasize the continuing need of such an 
improvement. 

The Fuel Committee appointed last spring by your 
Honor made a careful study of heating conditions at 
the island and made certain recommendations which 
were contained in a report made to you and acted on as 
stated in a report later sent to you from this office. 
These improvements affeet mostly the saving of fuel in 
warm weather, but the installation of a gasolene engine 
and the substitution of direct for indirect radiation 
in the hospital building have undoubtedly saved con- 
siderable fuel. In making these recommendations and 
in overseeing the work of carrying them out, this depart- 
ment was fortunate in having the services of Mr. John O. 
DeWolf, who gave unstintingly and patriotically of his 
time far in excess of the money the department was 
able to pay him. As appears from the master’s report 
the boilers are still in bad shape and the shortage of 
licensed firemen during the past year has added to the 
difficulty of the heating problem. This whole matter 
must be given careful attention as soon as the city’s 
finances warrant it. 


Fire Prevention. 


A special appropriation was granted by the City 
Council during the past year which was well spent in

providing the necessary equipment in making the 
improvements suggested by the Fire Prevention Com- 
missioner so that the institution is in a more satis- 
factory condition today from a fire prevention stand- 
point. The one danger spot, however, is the wooden 
hospital which has a dilapidated wooden roof and sadly 
needs painting. This is one of the two large items for 
improvements that I have asked for in this year’s bud- 
get and is absolutely required for reasons of safety. 
Substituting an asphalt shingled roof will help to 
remove the fire menace now existing in the hospital. 


Other Needed Improvements. 


Principal among these is that which has been repeat- 
edly urged by previous commissioners, namely, the reno- 
vation of the antiquated bakery which is now a positive 
menace to health. This is the other considerable item 
which I feel is absolutely essential even in a year when 
economies must be practised. One glance at this dirty 
dilapidated building with brick walls and floors and an 
open privy within twenty feet of where the bread is 
mixed would convince anyone that this improvement is a 
vital one. 

The substitution of paint for whitewash in the main 
prison building has been undertaken and is in the inter- 
ests of health and economy. Repeated coats of white- 
wash have proved unsatisfactory and make the breeding 
of vermin much more likely. The substitution of white 
paint which acts as an insecticide, although the initial 
cost will be large, will be much more economical in the 
long run. 

Prison Industries. 


A criticism frequently heard, and more or less merited’ 
is that the inmates at the House of Correction are not 
engaged in any useful or productive occupation, and 
that a large proportion spend their time in loafing about 
the yard. I find that to a certain extent this is true. 
It certainly is the duty of an institution to see that 
its inmates are productively employed, if possible, not 
only from an economical point of view, but in order that 
the inmates themselves may acquire habits of energy 
and application. It is a severe defect in institutional 
discipline if a man imprisoned for a term is released with 
increased habits of shiftlessness and irresponsibility. 
It should be borne in mind, of course, the problem of a 
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House of Correction is much more difficult in this con- 
nection than that of a penitentiary where inmates are 
confined for longer terms. ‘The average term of a pris- 
oner at Deer Island is probably not over three months. 
In addition to that the mentality of the repeated offender, 
or a person whose intellect and sensibilities are deadened 
by drink or drugs, presents a much more difficult kind 
of material to work with than the inmate who is confined 
for a more serious offence. Nevertheless, | am convinced 
that a serious attempt should be made to improve the 
industrial situation at Deer Island and plans are going 
forward to this end. 

Much labor which was expended in an immaterial way 
has been diverted to productive industrial efforts. 
Instructions have been given to see that each inmate 
performs a full day’s work and a complete rearrange- 
ment of the distribution of inmates in this line has been - 
made. 

Heretofore there have been two principal industries 
engaged in the stone shed and the sewing room, which 
are more fully described in the report of the master 
herewith submitted. Conferences have been held with 
the Massachusetts Bureau of Prisons which has a gen- 
eral oversight of prison labor and at least two new lines 
of work are contemplated. An up-to-date machinist 
school and shop would be an excellent investment. 
This could be established for approximately $7,000. 
This would give the inmates real experience and would 
fit them for a very remunerative and worthy trade when 
released. In addition, a great deal of money could be 
saved to the city by performing therein the repair work 
for the other city’s departments. I have been investi- 
gating machine shops in other institutions, notably the 
Boston Continuation School, and I earnestly recom- 
mend the installation of such a shop at the House of 
Correction. 

Another form of industrial activity which would be 
interesting to the inmates and could be handled at a 
minimum of expense would be an electrical repair shop. 

I regard this as the most important recommendation 
that I could make, and any means whereby habits of 
industry could be instilled into the minds of the inmates 
would be well worth the expense. 

In the coming year the farm will undoubtedly be en- 
larged and more men will be employed upon it than 
heretofore in the hope that not only will it be able to

supply the wants of our own institution, but as was the 
case last year, have some produce remaining for sale or 
distribution to other institutional departments. 


School. 


There is a contrariety of opinion as to the efficacy or 
advantage of the maintenance of a school in connection 
with an institution of this kind. On the one hand there 
is the opinion frequently expressed that when a man 
reaches the jail he is beyond any appeal which may be 
made through education; that the type of individual 
confined at Deer Island is one with whom it would be a 
waste of time to labor in such a manner; that the short- 
ness of the term and the confirmed criminal or delinquent 
tendency of the inmate is not conducive to success. 

On the other hand, there is the feeling which seems to 
be held by most of those who are at present in control of 
the Penal Institutions of this state, and in which I share, 
which regards the inmate as an unfortunate victim of 
circumstance who was brought to his present state 
through lack of opportunity or some defect in his environ- 
ment, or some inherent lack of capacity, and the duty of 
an institution is not so much to punish as to supply, if 
possible, the advantages which the inmate has heretofore 
neglected or refused to avail himself of. 

It is no doubt probable that the large majority of 
prisoners would not respond to any educative influence. 
It is likewise true that there is an encouraging minority 
who can be influenced and improved by such means. It 
is my opinion that we should not be doing our duty by 
these people unless we made the attempt to supply to 
some extent the education which they have not received. 
It is with this idea in mind that I am asking an appro- 
priation this year for a trained educator to revive the 
school and to start classes in such subjects as arithmetic, 
history, civil government and English, not so much in the 
hope of really increasing the knowledge of the inmates, 
but more with the idea of planting in them a desire for 
self-help and self-education on the one hand, and in the 
second place through the medium of such classes to 
stimulate a better spirit among the inmates and engender 
in them the desire to become more worthy citizens. 

There is at present being conducted a class of illiterates 
at the island, which has just been revived after a lapse 
of two years. 

If a bill passes which is now before the Legislature, 
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a thorough mental or psychopathic examination will be 
required of each inmate of a penal institution. This is 
a much needed piece of legislation and will help us to 
determine which of the inmates are fertile subjects to be 
received into the classes as established. At the present 
time the city alienists have been very willing to codperate 
with us whenever the occasion demanded their services, 
but with the high percentage of feeble-minded and mental 
defectives among prisoners today, a general classification 
as to mentality is imperative to assure proper classi- 
fication. 
Lectures. 


Within the last six months a number of meetings of the 
inmates have been held with remarkably good results. 
The good order and enthusiasm shown at these times is 
an inspiration to those who have witnessed them from 
the outside, and no doubt a welcome relief to the 
inmates. It is my plan to continue these meetings, 
holding one every two or three weeks, and invite the 
public-spirited men of the community to bring to the 
inmates some constructive message of encouragement 
and instruction. The meetings have been preceded by 
a half-hour of community singing under the leadership of 
a man trained along these lines, and the inmates have 
taken hold in a spirited manner. The discipline and 
good order has been noticeable. Rev. M. J. Scanlan, 
Director of the Catholic Charities of Boston, Walter L. 
Collins, Esq., President of the Boston City Council, 
Representative Fitz-Henry Smith, George 8. Smith, 
President of the City Club, and Sergeant Simonton and 
Corporal Carberg, who fought at Chateau-Thierry, have 
brought interesting messages at these meetings. The 
thanks of the community is due to these men for their 
generous codperation. 

A successful minstrel show was given by the inmates 
on Christmas, which was an entertainment of no mean 
merit. JI recommend the purchase of a moving picture 
outfit, believing that there is no better method of 
instruction and entertainment than this. Moving pic- 
ture entertainments held during the past year have been 
thoroughly enjoyed by the inmates. 


Personnel. 


A considerable reduction in the force was made on 
June 1 last, when ten officers and three matrons were 
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dropped from the rolls, and the number of officers and 
employees is still somewhat large in proportion to the 
number of inmates. This is due to the extraordinary 
decrease in the prison population, but the retention of 
the employees is necessary because each one fills a 
necessary position in the institution and when the count 
returns to its normal level the per capita cost will 
undoubtedly decrease. When a prison built to accom- 
modate 1,500, with a normal population of 1,100, is 
decreased to 300, it is inevitable that the per capita cost 
must be temporarily large, which is the case at Deer 
Island. The officers and employees have responded 
well to the suggestions made by the master and myself, 
and although their work is not the most attractive work 
in the world, they, I believe, will appreciate the responsi- 
bilities which devolve upon them. ‘They are entitled to 
commendation for the efforts made by them last summer 
to conserve food, upon which I reported to you at the 
time. 
Commissary Department. 


Not the least difficult of the problems of an institution 
is to provide a satisfactory and yet economical diet. 
Complaints are inevitable, both from the point of view 
of the inmate and those whose business it is to watch over 
the expenses of the city departments. I have recently 
been making a study of the diet list of other institutions, 
both city and state, and I have come to the conclusion 
that the food furnished to the inmate population at 
Deer Island is equal, if not superior, to that furnished 
in other penal institutions. I append herewith a 
sample diet list for the prisoners and also for the officers 
and employees. I have also compared the cost of the 
food furnished. We are at present endeavoring to im- 
prove the quality of the diet for both inmates and officers 
by preparing and serving the same in more pleasing and 
attractive form. This will not entail any additional 
expense, but will in my judgment eliminate any criticism 
which may have been made in the past as to the rations 
at the institution. A substantial saving, as previously 
advised you, has been made, nevertheless, in the net cost 
of food without diminishing the sufficiency of the supply 
or its quality. 
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Proposed Legislation. 


My short experience as head of the department pre- 
vented my suggesting any important changes in legisla- 
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tion affecting the penal institutions of Boston. I have 
suggested to the Legislature, however, that the allowance 
made by the city to the families of inmates convicted of 
the crime of nonsupport be increased from 50 cents to $1 
per day. The fifty-cent limit was established in 1911; 
cost of living has practically doubled since then. One of 
the most distressing problems which confronts the court, 
or the paroling officer, is the pitiful condition of the 
families of nonsupporters, with the result that occasion- 
ally men who are unworthy of parole receive considera- © 
tion on account of the destitution of their families. 

I also suggested legislation to provide for the extension 
of the term of parole by offering to an applicant for 
parole the option of remaining in jail or accepting a 
permit with a lengthened term of parole. Neither of 
these propositions have yet been acted upon by the 
Legislature. 

Other important legislation affecting this department 
has been proposed and a very intelligent treatment of 
the subject is contained in a report just submitted to 
the Legislature by a special commission. I feel it 
necessary to call your Honor’s attention to three out- 
standing features and recommendations in this report 
which should receive the attention and support of all 
who have at heart the improvement of conditions in 
our penal institutions. 

1. A psychopathic or mental examination and classi- 
fication of each inmate. 

2. The establishment of a feeble-minded school to 
which can be sent all persons of subnormal mentality. 

3. The establishment of a clearing house to which 
may be committed from the court all cases in which 
there has been a conviction, and the establishment of a 
Board to determine to what kind of an institution the 
convict should be sent. 

Such a scheme would entail closer codperation between 
the different counties and the state institutions, to the 
end that the valuable county institutions could be 
more advantageously utilized than they are at present. 


Prison Discipline. 

In spite of the complications caused by the occupancy 
of part of the island by a rather unruly aggregation of 
naval prisoners, the discipline among the inmates has 
been commendable. The tendency of present day 
penology is towards a less rigorous method of handling 
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inmates and they enjoy many advantages today which 
would have been unthought of twenty-five years ago. 
On the other hand, strict discipline must be maintained 
and a jail must not be made an attractive retreat. It is 
a question of considerable delicacy how far the present 
leniency can proceed in justice to the rest of the com- 
munity. It is surely safe to say that every inmate must 
be provided with a clean, light cell with wholesome and 
nourishing, although plain food, and with a sufficient 
opportunity for recreation or exercise to preserve his 
health. Opportunities for mental and spiritual develop- 
ments should be accorded to the inmates as fast as they 
are desired and deserved, but it is inevitable that the 
lot of those imprisoned for an offense against the law 
must be accompanied by some privations and some 
restraints. One of these necessary privations is the 
enforced lack of communication with the outside world. 
The present rule at Deer Island allows one visitor per 
month. I think the time has come when this visiting 
privilege could be extended so that a visit could be 
allowed once every two weeks. The administration at 
Deer Island will attempt to keep pace with the soundest, 
modern theories in these matters and still do justice by 
the law-abiding section of the community. : 
Criticism is sometimes made that the indiscriminate 
intermingling of all kinds of offenders in the House of 
Correction has 2 bad influence upon those who are not so 
well versed in the ways of crime and delinquency. I 
have endeavored to offset any tendency of this kind by 
making a special study of all inmates who are spending 
their first term in our institution in the hope that eventu- 
ally a class spirit among those who really intend to 
_ profit by their incarceration may be aroused sufficient 
to offset any evil influence which may be encountered. 


Prison Population. 

Various explanations are given to account for the 
reduction in prison population from an average of 1,100 
previous to the war to 379 for last year. The extension 
of the probation system is undoubtedly a contributing 
cause. The war and the great boom in all industries is 
the greatest temporary cause, and the fact must not be 
overlooked that the Massachusetts Prison Commission, 
acting under what they claim a statutory authority, 
have transferred from the House of Correction 340 men 
during the calendar year 1918. These men are used in 
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prison camps and to do work in connection with state 
institutions. The Prison Commission claim the right 
to transfer these men in batches under a provision of law, 
which authorizes them to transfer a prisoner from the 
House of Correction to a prison camp or hospital. <A 
considerable amount of time off the end of a sentence is 
allowed to prisoners so transferred, amounting in some 
cases to ten days a month, with the result that there is a 
general endeavor to secure these transfers for this reason, 
and also because there is a greater amount of liberty 


enjoyed in a prison camp. I question whether the — 


amount of good done the men from the life in the open 
air is enough to offset the interference with discipline in 
our institution. 

Health. 


The health of our inmates has been cared for in a 
satisfactory manner, although we suffered from the influ- 
enza epidemic, as did the whole community. The high 
mortality rate is accounted for by the fact that many of 
the persons stricken were naturally of a low vitality and 
did not respond readily to the kind of treatment pre- 
scribed in cases of pneumonia and influenza. There 
were a number of instances where men were received 
at the institution with incipient cases of these diseases. 
Bearing these things in mind the mortality was not 
abnormal. 

During the past year the Central Court has established 
the practice of sending to this department a health 
certificate for each woman committed who is suffering 
from a venereal disease. These subjects have all 
received special treatment, and the reports so forwarded 
have been made a part of the records of the department. 
In each instance there is now required to be filed a report 
from our resident physician as to the treatment, progress 
and cure, if any, of the disease in question. Every 
attempt is being made to assist the courts and the 
United States health authorities to minimize the danger 
to society from a venereal disease. 

Dr. E. B. Wood, a competent dentist, has been em- 
ployed to visit the House of Correction at stated periods 
and to take care of any necessary dental work for the 
inmates. 

Conclusion. 


In conclusion I desire to take this opportunity on the 
one hand to acknowledge to you my grateful apprecia- 


. 
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tion of the interest which your Honor has taken in the 
institution and the prompt and efficient support you 
have rendered me in its administration. 

On the other hand I desire to give full credit to the 
master of the House of Correction, Mr. Henry A. 
Higgins, and his assistants for the intelligent and efficient 
way in which their work has been performed.

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REPORT OF HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


Deer IsLtanp, Boston, Mass., March 17, 1919. 


Hon. SANFORD BATES, 
Commissioner, Penal Institutions Department: 
DAR Sir,— I respectfully submit my report for the 
last year. Up to the middle of June, 1918, I served as 
assistant commissioner. Since that time I have per- 
formed the duties of master of the House of Correction, 
Deer Island, first as acting master, and finally as master. 


PAROLE WoORK. 


I will briefly review my work as assistant commis- 
sioner. In that capacity I was engaged in paroling 
inmates from the House of Correction and from the 
Suffolk County Jail. It was customary for me. to 
interview all inmates at these institutions who appealed 
for pardon. Following the interviews I looked up the 
record and the history of each applicant and sifted out 
for release those who appeared worthy. 

The opportunity for extensive service in this respect 
was less than in previous years, owing to the material 
reduction in prison population brought about by the 
war. The courts showed much more leniency toward 
offenders at this time, and they were reluctant to send 
to prison any man who could be of service to his country, 
either in battle or in industry. Worthy cases for parole 
thus became fewer. 

A large number of inmates, however, were pardoned, 
and a new policy of handling parole work was adopted. 
The customary method of making superficial investiga- 
tion of each case, and the pardoning of prisoners without 
a record of all the facts bearing on the release, was 
abandoned. The practice was adopted of keeping a 
permanent record of all the facts of the release, and also 
of the conduct of the individual while on parole. More- 
over, an effort was made to secure spiritual and social 
support for each paroled person, and when employ- 
ment was needed to give the individual a fresh start in 
life, it was procured. 
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The duty of directing the parole work in our institu- 
tions is an important function that must always be 
approached with serious earnestness. ‘There is no more 
important feature of service in all the affairs of the 
department, and it would be pleasant to dwell on it at 
great length. The relation of this work to the function 
and will of the courts would be worthy of lengthy 
consideration. [I am pleased to state that the courts, 
which at one time had looked on wholesale pardoning 
with alarm and distrust, have shown a revival of con- 
fidence in the judiciousness and the care with which the 
parole power is now exercised in our department. 

In carrying on the parole work I was ably and enthu- 
siastically assisted by Mr. Henry M. Quinn, Miss 
Margaret M. Barry and Miss Josephine M. Kiley. I 
specially commend them for faithful and efficient 
service. 


HovusE OF CORRECTION. 


When I took charge of the House of Correction I 
found that the general routine of service was ordered 
on ideas that have been rapidly disappearing in modern 
penology. I saw that the officers and employees were 
schooled to conscientious adherence to the old ideas in 
which they had great faith. They were so satisfied with 
the obvious respect and discipline displayed by inmates 
as a result of the policy in vogue that it was difficult 
for me to strike into the work from a new angle without 
the fear of being misunderstood: Severity and repres- 
sion, purely negative measures, were regarded as the 
cardinal principles of reformation. The conception of 
positive effort with the purpose of developing and 
unfolding stunted faculties and inspiring moral impulses 
through larger liberty, initiative and education was 
unhappily new to the institution. Gradually, however, 
this idea has taken root, and although it is slow to work 
out tocompletion, the desired change, the sowing of the 
seed, has been accomplished. The bearing of the fruit 
is sure to follow. 

If we were to accept it as our duty to simply imprison 
men for the period of their sentences, employing them 
in some sort of labor, and depending on the punishment 
of imprisonment alone to work reform in the individual, 
our task would be very simple. But to do that would be 
to ignore the best in recent experience and thought in 
penology. The new enlightenment resulting from the 
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latest research into the causes of crime teaches us that 
most offenders come to our institutions sadly lacking in 
intelligence, imagination, moral vision, responsibility 
and in industrial usefulness. To send them back to the 
community, therefore, without making some effort to 
supply what they lack, would be to miss a great oppor- 
tunity for constructive social work. 


EDUCATIVE INFLUENCE. 


To live up to our opportunity we shall be obliged to 
adopt educational measures of a general character. 
Class instruction for those of the lowest order of intel- 
ligence should be established at once. This has been 
done in the past in this institution, but the custom 
gradually died out. There has been no school worthy 
of the name for some time. In renewing the practice 
we must have the services of some teacher who is 
acquainted with the modern theory of educational 
measurement and the teachable limitations of certain 
individuals. 

Opportunities for secondary and for higher education, 
with its clarifying of vision and steadying of purpose, 
should be offered to those who are normal minded and 
capable of improvement inthis way. Allin this category 
who are serving three months or over may be materially 
improved by systematic education suited to the needs 
and tastes of the individual and to the length of sentence. 

The use of moving pictures, popular lectures and 
community singing will eserve splendidly to stamp a 
higher group conscience on our entire inmate population, 
and in thus leveling upward we will counteract the 
sinister tendency in all prisons of the most vigorous 
and evil inmates to level downward. Your efforts for 
this improvement have been inspiring in the possibilities 
they have outlined. I would recommend a continuance 
and an extension of this educative influence. 


PRISON POPULATION. 


As I have already noted, there has been a great 
reduction in prison population in the last year. All 
over the country the population in prisons has been the 
lowest in history. Some might take this as an indication 
of a diminution in crime and the forerunner of a better 
social order. Without being pessimistic, I am reluctant 
to believe this is so. In my opinion the reduction of 
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persons in prison has been due to the world war, and 
with the restoration of old conditions the prisons will 
again fill up. 

This brings up the matter of reoccupying the prison 
buildings now used by the United States Navy for a 
detention camp. A rise in our population would soon 
make it necessary for us to have those buildings ready 
for our own use. Six months after the war the leased 
buildings are expected to revert to us. That would 
coincide with the time at which we might reasonably 
expect a rise in the wave of crime. 

At times during recent months I have felt the need of 
the women’s prison that is now used’ by the navy. 
From a population of thirty-three women our count ran 
up to nearly one hundred. Onone occasion I was obliged 
to transfer ten women from Deer Island. We were 
crowded to our capacity at the hospital dormitories. 

And overcrowding has not been the only difficulty met 
in housing our women inmates in these dormitories. I 
consider it a great evil to throw these women pro- 
miscuously into such close contact in such large numbers, 
and at best with but a limited restraint over them. 
Women of hardened criminal experience and blunted 
conscience who are boisterously and aggressively evil in 
mind and speech must be permitted to obtrude them- 
selves on first offenders and those committed for rela- 
tively small offences. If we are to continue to have a 
large number of women inmates we must be ready to 
reinstate ourselves in the women’s prison building as 
soon as possible. 

INDUSTRIES. 

During the summer months, when most of the men 
available for labor were used in farming, it was necessary 
to close the stone shed. It was opened again when we 
had more men and it is at present a very successful 
department. 

The sewing room has been closed the greater part of the 
year on account of the scarcity of men. I am preparing 
to open this as soon as possible and I shall attempt to 
establish a standard for its productive power. We must 
be mindful, however, that the machinery is old and poor. 

The cutting room has been constantly in use in the 
manufacture of inmates’ clothing. Here, too, we can 
use more men if the population rises. Modern equip- 
ment is also lacking in that department. 

We were quite successful with our farming last year, 
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although a very poor start had been made at the time I 
took up my duties. It was with difficulty and care that 
I rescued some of our planted products from weeds and 
neglect. The final results, however, were quite satis- 
factory. For the first time the institution went on 
record for selling some of its produce. 


LIvE STOCK. 


The piggery was almost depleted of its stock by hog 
cholera about a year ago. Five hundred pigs died of 
the disease. This happened before I took charge, and I 
am of the opinion that if the pigs had been inoculated 
this immense loss would have been avoided. ‘There 
were only thirty-seven pigs left when I became master. 
But from these the breeding has gone on successfully 
and we now have three hundred pigs. They have all 
_ been carefully fed and inoculated and many of them are 
of mature size and ready for killing. The garbage we 
receive from the Naval Detention Camp makes pig 
raising profitable for us. 

Our cows are in healthy condition and they produce 
a good quantity of milk. They are cared for and milked 
in the old-fashioned. way and no attempt has ever been 
made to obtain the most profit from them. An attempt 
to standardize here and to follow the best model in pri- 
vate management should be made at once. 

The horses are rapidly depreciating in value and use- 
fulness. They are gradually wearing out and no new 
stock has been added for some years back. The sub- 
stitution of auto-trucking for horse-drawn vehicles 
would be a saving and it must be held in mind at any 
rate as our horses die off. 


REPAIRS. 


When I come to the matter of repairs and improve- 
ments, I find that much that I have to recommend is not 
new to annual reports. Many changes that are sadly 
needed have been repeatedly recommended in the past, 
but for some reason these recommendations were always 
ignored. And it would have been much more economical 
to have done the work when attention was first called 
to its necessity. 

We were obliged at much expense to repair old boilers 
in our fire rooms this last summer. For a time the 
boilers thus repaired will be of service. But for some 
years past this repeated repair of old boilers has been 
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regarded as poor business. A central heating plant was 
recommended several years ago as the logical and eco- 
nomical solution of our heating problems. It is hard to 
conceive why the idea was not carried out when first 
recommended. Each year since then has added greatly 
to what would have been the original cost. It is idle to 
go on endlessly making recommendations of this sort 
only to have them passed over. Eventually action will 
be unavoidable. 

The repair of the wharf is another matter that has 
been let slip by in the same way from year to year. 
This year it is worse still. Many additional piles have 
been broken off by the navy boat, the ‘‘Samoset.”’ It 
would seem fair that the navy should bear some of the 
cost of wharf repairs. 

Several hundred yards of the stone wall on the side of 
the island facing the city have been broken down by high 
tides and the condition has grown serious through 
neglect. Land and soil now wash away with high tides. 
This must be repaired at once, and in order that the 
labor may not be fruitless a cement capping should be 
added to the wall. 

Repairs in general have been neglected for four or 
five years and the up-keep of some of the buildings has 
run so far in arrears that it will not be an easy matter to 
renovate and repair them at once. The most crying 
need is the immediate renovation of the old bakery. 
No change has been made in the bakery within memory. 
It is old-fashioned and has retained through all the 
years certain conditions of construction which even 
originally were highly unsanitary. Next in importance 
is the painting and shingling of the hospital. If it is 
not done at once decay, difficult and costly beyond pro- 
portion, will face us in the near future. 

There are some rooms in the Receiving House which 
were dismantled a few years ago and allowed to fall into 
disuse. At little expense these rooms may be rescued 
for service of some sort, preferably for class instruction 
in any educational plan. 


FIRE PROTECTION. 


When I went to Deer Island in June as acting master 
I found that the institution was entirely without fire 
protection with the exception of wall hose and some 
chemicals. I made a special report to you at that time 
on this matter, suggesting a survey of the institution by 
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an expert on fire protection. You acted upon this sug- 
gestion and as a result we received a report and recom- 
mendations from the Fire Hazard Commissioner. We 
complied with the recommendations and since then our 
institution has been adequately protected from fire. 
We have a first-class fire pump in the institution build- 
ing and an Amoskeag fire steamer now ready for imme- 
diate use in emergency. They have been tested and 
each throws two efficient streams of water. When I 
came here I found both the engine and the fire pump in 
a useless condition. The 2,500 feet of hose which we 
obtained according to the fire expert’s recommendations 
had been lacking for years at the institution. 


PURCHASE OF ICR. 


Last year a great quantity of ice was cut in our ice 
pond and we not only had enough for our own use but 
were able tosell some to the Naval Detention Camp. 
This present year for the first time in memory the 
weather has been so mild that it was impossible to 
cut any ice. This will mean additional and unexpected 
expense to the department for the coming year, as we 
shall be obliged to purchase ice. 


DISCIPLINE. 


The discipline of the institution is highly satisfactory. 
Order, obedience and respect on the part of inmates are 
effectively maintained. ‘There has been a most gratify- 
ing absence of those feelings and manifestations of unrest 
that are quite common in prisons. This fact, I think, 
is wholly due to the lessening of the old-fashioned rigor 
of surveillance and punishment which I have brought 
about. It has been customary in the past to roughly 
suppress all agitation among prisoners. Suppression of 
this sort is easily effective if punishment is resorted to. 
But it engenders hate of all official action. I have 
encouraged every inmate to feel perfect freedom to 
bring any reasonable cause of dissatisfaction to my 
attention, and once this freedom was felt there was a 
general response of spontaneous good feeling and trust- 
fulness among inmates. 

I do not favor severity of punishment, and I am satis- 
fied that the most exemplary discipline is attainable 
without resorting to it. The institution has been using 
the dark, solitary cells for punishment and the old feeling 
prevails among officers that this is an essential. I feel 
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it is no more necessary than the once officially admired 
ball and chain. Gradually I am reducing the use and I 
aim to abolish it altogether. 


Lack oF Court REcorRDS AND HISTORY OF INMATES. 


One striking weakness of penology in our community 
is the failure of the courts to send to the institution any 
guiding facts on the character or traits of inmates. 
Thousands of persons are committed yearly at Deer Island 
and not a single fact relative to their case accompanies 
them. The preponderance of them serve out their 
sentences without our officials obtaining the original 
information on which: they were committed. This 
weakness should be corrected. If there is any place 
where the facts of each investigated history could be of 
service it is in the institution where the prisoner must 
serve his time. For to attempt to reform an individual 
without the fullest knowledge of his case is an obvious 
absurdity. 

The first step toward a remedy was taken at your 
suggestion, through the codperation with the probation 
officer of the Boston Municipal Court. They now give 
us much helpful information and it enables us to work 
with enlightenment. 


MERIT SYSTEM. 


No merit system has ever been in vogue in Deer 
Island. There has never been any attempt to record the 
conduct of inmates or measure correctional progress. 
Absence of recorded punishment has been regarded as 
sufficient evidence of good behavior. 

I have worked out a plan by which I expect to have 
daily record kept of the conduct and industry of each 
inmate. The method shall also establish the physical, 
mental and moral progress of each person. This plan 
may meet with some minor obstacles in its operation, 
but in any event it will greatly facilitate the determi- 
nation of fitness of prisoners for freedom and for parole. 


WomEN INMATES. 

The women prisoners at Deer Island are employed at 
laundry work and housework. The population of 
women more than doubled during the last year. The 
service and the discipline among these women have been 
highly pleasing. Considering the difficult problem of 
housing all the women in indiscriminate proximity in 
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open dormitories, yet keeping them free from the evils of 
close promiscuous association, the chief matron, Miss 
Margaret O’ Neil, and her assisting matrons are tobe con- 
gratulated on the success with which they have per- 
formed their duties. 


OTHER REPORTS. 


I am submitting to you detailed financial and indus- 
trial statements and other statistics of the administra- 
tion of the House of Correction. Iam also presenting to 
you reports submitted to me by the three chaplains and 
resident physician. 

The spiritual aid rendered by Rev. Fr. McLaughlin, 
Catholic Chaplain, Rev. Dr. Stokes, Protestant Chap- 
lain, and Rabbi Cohen, Jewish Chaplain, to those of 
their different religious denominations in the institution 
has been splendid support in the serious work of refor- 
mation. Each of the chaplains has shown not only 
religious zeal and earnestness but also a gratifying 
enthusiasm for a work of this sort which requires a 
deep sympathy, a broad understanding and great 
tolerance of spirit. They have codperated with me 
willingly in my effort to rule rather by humanitarian 
influence than by physical force. 


GENERAL SUPPORT AND ASSISTANCE. 


I wish to acknowledge my sincere appreciation of 
cooperation and help that I have received from yourself 
and from the employees of the up-town office. And I 
wish to commend the deputy masters, Mr. George. 
W. Holden and Mr. Edward C. O’ Keefe, for their will- 
ing readiness to carry out your wishes and mine. They 
have been painstaking in their efforts and punctual in the 
pursuit of their duties. Of the resident physician, Dr. 
Bernard F. McGaffigan, I wish to say that he is par- 
ticularly equipped for this position by virtue of an un- 
failing kindliness towards inmates and sympathy for their 
physical and other misfortunes. Let me also commend 
the work performed by the chief clerk, Mr. William B. 
Mahar, who consistently renders service of most excep- 
tional value. And finally I wish to praise the faithful- 
ness, the loyalty and the service of the officers, clerks, 
matrons and nurses in the House of Correction.

Sick call is made as usual every morning in the old 
prison, and in the afternoon all inmates have a physical 
examination upon their arrival at the institution. These 
examinations show a number afflicted with venereal 
disease, more especially the women, who now have certifi- 
cates of disease issued by the Board of Health. 

While as a general rule the health of the inmates has 
been very good during the year, we were unfortunate in 
having a number of men, eighty to be exact, taken sud- 
denly ill with ptomaine poison. Immediate treatment 
was given them, to which they responded so well that 
there were no fatalities, and all were able to resume work 
in a few days. 
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We were not immune from the epidemic of influenza 
which swept the country last fall. While the first case 
at the island appeared among the sailors at the United 
States Naval Detention Training Camp, it quickly 
manifested itself in our institution. In all, there were 
eighty-four men and twenty women treated for this 
disease, and the accompanying broncho-pneumonia, 
which was the cause of death for eleven men and one 
woman. One matron and a male nurse also died after a 
few days’ illness. 

The installation of coils of pipe in the wards for males 
and females is an improvement on the indirect blower 
system of heating and gives better satisfaction. 

Three patients were transferred to Long Island Hospi- 
tal for surgical operation; of these, one died following the 
amputation of his leg. 

We should have an officers’ sick room for those who 
need hospital care, so I will suggest the fitting up of such 
a room in the doctor’s house as the most available at the 
present time. ,

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REPORT OF THE PROTESTANT CHAPLAIN. 


Mr. Henry A. Hiceins, Master, House of Correction, 
Deer Island, Boston, Mass.: 


DEAR Srr,— With reluctance I say a word concern- 
ing my work during the past year, but your request for 
a statement impels me to say something. 

May I call attention, first of all, to the fact that my 
chaplaincy is recognized by the Federation of Churches, 
and is therefore, I am happy to say, unsectarian in 
character; consequently we can consistently seek the 
codperation of Christian workers and ministers of all 
denominations. This is as it should be in an institution 
such as ours. 

It is more than ordinarily gratifying herein to recog- 
nize the emphasis placed by the present administration 
upon social and religious activities in the institution. 
Not always is effort of this sort adequately estimated, 
it sometimes being thought impractical in its outcome. 
Too many are inclined to push the wrongdoer out of 
the realm of hope, in their thoughts; but enlightened 
penologists realize that guilty men sometimes become 
innocent by pardon of God and man and few if any are 
beyond the realm of repentance. 

Observation convinces us, too, that many prisoners 
are more simple-minded than vicious; self-evidently, 
the wrongdoer is a thoughtless blunderer rather than 
always the crafty, cunning culprit he is so often thought 
to be; he has brought upon himself penal misery; his 
sin has found him out. Yet he is not irresponsible. 
Yet we are not oblivious to the existence of the delib- 
erate, conscienceless prey upon society, and obviously 
he must be appropriately and strictly. dealt with. 

I cannot refrain from expressing joy in the approach 
of the national prohibition of intoxicants as a beverage. 
This scribe has made a humble but persistent contribu- 
tion of effort toward this end for wellnigh a lifetime, 
sometimes amid ridicule and contrary to the advice of 
“diplomatic” friends. When the legalized liquor traf- 
fic is destroyed the chief source of poverty, crime, misery 
and political corruption will vanish as the mist before 
the morning sun. 
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During the year we have held public religious services 
every Sabbath and sought to make these as uplifting 
and instructive in moral and spiritual matters as possi- 
ble, and those in attendance have been interested and 
aided thereby to better thinking and living—at least 
in many instances. 

I have had interviews with many inmates each week, 
imparting to them such advices and performing such 
services as individual cases justified. One can some- 
times aid in reconciling husbands and wives, protect 
the interests of children so unfortunate as to have a 
father or mother in our institution; occasions also arise 
when a chaplain feels it wise and right to call the atten- 
tion of a probation officer or other authority to special 
cases for investigation with a view to possible clem- 
ency. It is true that disappointment in the results of 
our efforts is all too frequent, but there is more than 
enough fruit of the labor to encourage continuance. 

It would be ungrateful to conclude without an 
expression of my appreciation of the sympathy and 
assistance of our commissioner, Mr. Sanford Bates, 
and of yourself in my work, and of your united readi- 
ness to so order matters as to render it as efficient 
as possible; attention to any suggestion or request 
submitted by me has been patient and uniform.

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REPORT OF THE JEWISH CHAPLAIN. 


Boston, Mass., February 8, 1919. 
Mr. Henry A. Hicaains, Master, House of Correction: 


Dear S1r,— It is both a pleasure and a duty to tender 
you a brief report of my work as Jewish chaplain in 
your institution. 

In my work as spiritual adviser, I have always real- 
ized that my duties must embrace more than mere 
preaching and the giving of religious exhortation. The 
spiritual appeal will not impress all men alike, for among 
the men you will find various degrees of moral and 
spiritual outlook. Some need but a little spiritual 
quickening to bring them back into a healthy moral 
state of mind. Others are impervious to moral thought. 
Each is a case by itself and needs personal care and 
attention. 

In performing my work among them I| have this in 
mind, and have always labored with the aim of reaching 
each and every man according to his peculiar mental 
and moral aptitude. 

I have also arrived at the conclusion that my work, 
in order that it may be of more lasting benefit to each 
inmate, must include personal contact in and out of the 
institution. Each man must be made to feel that the 
world outside is ready to receive him back as a respected 
member of the community if he will go back into 1t with 
a contrite heart and a penitent soul and a determination 
to live an upright and honest life. Accordingly, I do 
not hold myself aloof but make each man feel my per- 
sonal interest and concern in his welfare. 

The value of such personal contact and counsel is 
amply illustrated by the following example: About a 
year ago I advised two young men on leaving the insti- 
tution to join the army. The other day I met one of the 
young men in New York on his return from France, 
where he gave three fingers of his right hand for his 
country. The baptism of fire which he received while 
fighting in the Chateau-Thierry region has helped to 
wipe out the stigma of his former life.. He appeared like 
aman regenerated. 
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The instances are too numerous to mention here which | 
indicate that the personal interest displayed by the 
chaplain in the welfare of the man, has given him new 
heart and courage to strive for the atonement of his 
misdeed, to leave the institution a clean man and to go 
into the world with head erect and with a confidence 
and self-reliance in his ability to make good when he 
gets a fresh start outside. 

My work includes also the attention I render to the 
families of many of the inmates who are deeply con- 
cerned about their loved ones at home. The knowl- 
edge that someone interests himself in their life gives 
comfort and solace both to those within and those 
without. 

I attended to my duties as chaplain regularly and 
during the Jewish holidays special services were held. 
I have also seen to it that during the Passover the 
proper food was provided for them from the outside. 

The preaching and the services which I hold are in 
accordance with the tenets of the Jewish religion and 
the lectures are replete with moral parable, teaching 
my listeners greater respect and appreciation for law 
and order. I was always cordially received by the 
inmates, who were very much interested in the lectures 
and seemed to be impressed by them. 

In all this work I have been greatly assisted by the 
courtesies and kindness shown to me by you and all the 
officers of the island, for which I am deeply grateful.

REPORT OF THE ROMAN CATHOLIC 
CHAPLAIN. 


House oF CORRECTION, 
Deer Isutanp, Boston Harsor, March 27, 1919. 


Mr. Henry A. Hiaeins, Master: 


Dear Sir,— It is a pleasing duty to submit my report 
for the past year. The results obtained, judged especially 
by supernatural standards, have been very consoling, 
known as they are in a special way to the chaplain him- 
self, and having a clear reflection in the lives of the 
inmates. It must be evident to the thoughtful that 
the good effected in the prisoners by the practice of their 
religion is of a striking character, since the appeal 
through religion is the most efficacious appeal to the 
human heart, and the Catholic has this appeal made 
through the most forceful agencies of the Holy Mass, 
the Sacraments and prayer. ° 

On every Sunday and holyday of obligation Mass is 
said at 6.45 a. m. for the women, and at eight o’clock for 
the men. A sermon on the Sunday Gospel is given, 
adapted in a special manner to the instruction of the 
minds of the hearers and the correction of the moral 
delinquencies of their present or past lives. Many 
receive the Holy Eucharist on Sunday, and some are fre- 
quent communicants. 

Confessions of the women are heard in the hospital 
building after supper on Saturday, and afterwards the 
men are heard in the prison building. 

At Mass the singing of the prisoners is excellent and 
the same may be said of the music provided by the 
organist. The attention and devout behavior of the 
inmates before and during Holy Mass is worthy of all 
praise. 

Some beautiful vestments were bought during the 
year so that Mass and Benediction might be celebrated 
with as much solemnity as in a city church. 

The sick and the dying in the hospital were faithfully 
attended to during the year, and the services of the 
chaplain were especially in demand during the preva- 
lence of the influenza. Special praise is due to the 
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physician in charge of the hospital, Bernard McGaffigan, 
M. D., for efficiency in giving prompt notice of those 
who needed the consoling ministrations of their religion, 
and who was in many other ways of great help to the 
chaplain. The courtesy of attendants, matrons and 
nurses universally and their help in facilitating the 
administration of the Sacraments deserves honorable 
notice. 

Here it might be said that the good work done by 
religious and moral exhortation might be helped on in 
some way during the week by the officers while in charge 
of the various working parties of the prisoners. If any- 
thing reprehensible in conversation were to be sum- 
marily reproved and dealt with severely, such as legal 
prosecution in case of lewd speech, it would not be amiss. 

While speaking on the subject of the church services, 
Mr. John Higgins, a clerk in the institution, deserves 
special mention for having served Mass faithfully 
during the year, and given much attention to the care 
of the altar, the vestments and pious articles, thus con- 
tributing to the general good of all. With sentiments 
of thankfulness for uniform kindness on your part as 
master, and on the part of the other officials, and for the 
docility and the eagerness to avail themselves of the 
efficacious help of their religion shown by the detained, 
Lisa.

PUBLIC BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1918-19. 


Boston, January 31, 1919. 


Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dear Srr,— In accordance with section 24, chapter 3, 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1914, I submit the following 
as the annual report of the Public Buildings Department 
for the year ending January 31, 1919: 

In presenting my annual report, I wish to preface 
same with the fact that, on account of the country 
being at war, all work in the building line not absolutely 
necessary for a successful conduct of said war was 
necessarily left undone, with the result that little was 
accomplished along these lines, but rather the depart- 
ment busied itself with the general repair work in the 
upkeep of its buildings. One exception to this was the 
completion and acceptance on May 1, 1918, of the 
municipal building located in Roslindale, a general 
description of same being as follows: 

The structure is 70 feet by 133 feet on the ground, 
three stories in height, faced on the exterior with Penn- 
sylvania buff-colored tapestry brick, with a granite 
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composite underpinning and artificial stone trimmings 
above. The basement contains a wardroom, kitche3, 
toilet rooms, heating plant, store and _ janitor’s 
rooms. ‘The first floor provides accommodations for 
the branch public library and reading room, a large 
auditorium, seating 600, and toilet accommodations; 
for both auditorium and library. On the second floor 
is located the gymnasium, lockers, shower baths and 
toilet rooms. 

The gymnasium running track and spectators’ seating 
space is arranged in a gallery or third story, also a 
physician’s room, clinic sink and medicine case. 

The building is roofed with a five-ply tar and gravel 
roof, with ‘‘Holt’’ patent roof water connections and 
copper flashings, and a 20-foot by 40-foot copper ventilat- 
ing skylight over the gymnasium. 

A building of this nature has long been desired by the 
residents of this rapidly growing section of the city and 
will aid materially in enhancing a civic duty expected of 
all citizens. 

The department was also called upon to erect a 
reviewing stand in April of this year in connection with 
the Third Liberty Loan drive. This was located on 
the Common, facing Tremont street, was 144 feet long, 
with seating capacity of about 1,300 and cost approxi- 
mately $2,500. 

I also established a rest room on the third floor of 
City Hall Annex for the convenience of women employees 
of both City Hall and City Hall Annex, the same being 
provided by erecting gypsum-block partitions and 
utilizing space formerly occupied by the Budget Com- 
mission. Toilets, lavatories, etc., were installed and 
suitable furniture and draperies provided, making a 
finely appointed room for recreation in which the 
women employees may find rest, comfort and attention. 
The expense attending same was approximately $3,100, 
same being provided by a special appropriation of the 
City Council under date of September 10, 1918. 

In conclusion, I will quote from a statement in my 
previous report that most all of our buildings have been 
continually in use by the various war activities, our 
attendants therein giving much of their time and energy 
to aid the cause. 

The following is a statement showing the assessed 
value of land and buildings in the care and custody of 
the department, together with the amount expended for 
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repairs and alterations, and percentage cost of same, 
based on the assessed valuation of the buildings:

Boston, February 1, 1919. 
Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— In compliance with Revised Ordinances, the 
annual report of the operations and expenses of the 
Public Works Department for the year ending January 
31, 1919, is respectfully submitted. The Public Works 
Department, created by Ordinances 1910, chapter 9, 
now chapter 28 of the Revised Ordinances of 1914, was 
formed by consolidating the Engineering, Water and 
Street Departments. 


ORGANIZATION. 


A change in the organization of the department was 
made effective April 17, 1918. The reorganization 
divided the department into five main divisions, viz.: 

Central Office— The Central Office is composed of the 
accounting force of the entire department under the 
charge of the secretary and chief clerk. 

Bridge and Ferry Division.— This division, under a 
division engineer, has the charge and care of all bridges 
used as highways which are in whole, or in part, under 
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the control of the city; the care and management of the 
ferries owned by the city, including boats, slips, drops 
and buildings. 

Note.— The Boston and Cambridge Division, so 
called, is not strictly speaking a division of the Public 
Works Department, as this work is in charge of a com- 
mission of two, one member appointed by the Mayor of 
Boston and the other by the Mayor of Cambridge, 
under the provisions of chapter 412 of the Acts of 1904; 
but because of the fact that the present Commissioner 
of Public Works is the Boston member of this com- 
mission and also because one half of the expenses of this 
commission is defrayed by the Bridge Service, it is in 
this report treated as a division of this department. 

Highway Division.— This division, under a division 
engineer, has the care of the construction, reconstruction 
and maintenance of roadways and sidewalks; the care of 
lamps and the lighting of streets, parks and alleys. 

Sewer and Sanitary Division.— This division, under a 
division engineer, has charge of the construction of 
sewers, catch-basins and waterways; the collection of and 
removal of ashes, garbage, refuse and street cleanings. 

Water Division This division, under a division 
engineer, has the care of water pipes, installation of 
meters, water services, laying and relaying of water 
mains and the high pressure service. 


IMPORTANT WorRK DONE. 


Brookline Avenue Bridge, contract for reconstruction 
having been made in 1917, is progressing as well as 
could be expected under adverse conditions and will be 
completed early in 1919. 

An appropriation by the City Council, amounting to 
$270,500, provided funds for much needed repairs on 
bridges. .A number of contracts were made, but on 
account of Government restrictions on the delivery of 
material the work has been delayed. It is expected that 
all work on bridges contracted for during the year of 
1918 will be completed in 1919. The most important 
‘work is the rebuilding of Broadway Bridge over the 
Boston & Albany Railroad; the reconstruction of 
Harvard Bridge in conjunction with the city of Cam- 
bridge; the widening of Norfolk Street Bridge over the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, and the 
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alteration of the Northern Avenue Bridge to permit the 
operation of freight trains by the Union Freight Rail- 
road Company. 

A special appropriation of $95,000 made money avail- 
able for repairs to ferryboats, drops, piers and headhouses. 

The boiler of the ferryboat ‘‘Hugh O’Brien” has had 
to be replaced. Extensive repairs have been made to 
the ferryboat ‘‘General Sumner,’ which was largely 
destroyed by fire in 1917, and an increase of 60 per cent 
made in its teaming capacity. 

The finding of the Board of Gas and Electric Light 
Commissioners, under the arbitration clause of the con- 
tract between the City of Boston and the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company of Boston, was in favor of the 
City of Boston. By this decision the contract price of 
the ‘‘running costs per lamp hour” for the different 
types of lamps was substantially reduced. Also rebate 
credits for the preceding years of the contract amounting, 
with interest, to $147,746.25 were deducted in monthly 
installments from the monthly bill of the Edison Electric 
Light Company. 

The Charlestown Gas and Electric Company adopted 
the new schedule of prices for the Edison Company and 
also made credit rebates to the amount of $7,578.49. 

The nonlighting of almost one third of the gas lights 
and a large number of arc lights, as a fuel conservation 
measure, produced a further saving in the cost of street 
lighting for the year. The saving for the year, as a 
result of the finding of the Board of Gas and Electric 
Light Commissioners and nonlighting of lamps, amounted 
to approximately $225,000. 

Chapter 120 of the Acts of 1918 authorized the City 
Council, with the approval of the Mayor, to vote for the 
repair and reconstruction of streets, including specific | 
repairs by contract, one dollar on each one thousand of 
the valuation upon which the appropriations by the 
City Council are based. 

The passage of this statute made available from the 
tax levy $1,541,597.61. A committee, appointed by 
his Honor the Mayor, selected the streets upon which 
this money was to be spent and also determined the 
form of pavement. With a few exceptions the main 
arteries of travel were selected by the committee. The 
total area of the work to be done and charged to this 
appropriation ts about 175,000 square yards. 
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In addition to the above, an annual appropriation 
from the tax levy of $318,819.27 for street reconstruction 
was voted by the City Council. 

Uncompleted contracts from the preceding year and 
the work made possible with money appropriated during 
the year provided the Paving Service with a variety of 
construction and reconstruction work. Government 
restrictions, on account of the war, which became 
effective in September, postponed the starting of some 
of the contracts and delayed the completion of others. 
Despite this fact about 100,000 square yards of granite 
blocks on a concrete base and approximately 75,000 
square yards of smooth pavement were laid. 

An execution of court, amounting to $82,500, was 
paid to N. Ward & Co. for damages for taking of real 
estate at Spectacle Island for a garbage plant. A loan 
of $15,000 for this purpose was made in 1912, but this 
sum was not acceptable to the owners who sued and 
recovered $82,500. The deficit in the appropriation 
was made up by the City Auditor by transfers from other 
department loans. 

An increase in the revenue of the Sanitary Service for 
the year, amounting to $16,150, was obtained by 
increasing the price of tickets for the removal of commer- 
cial waste from 7 cents to 11 cents per barrel. This 
change became effective September 1. 

The use of electric car sprinklers has proved very 
satisfactory for the sprinkling of car-track streets in the 
daytime and for flushing at night. The macadam 
streets in West Roxbury are now being regularly cleaned 
with hired men and equipment. 

An aggregate of 28,767 cubic yards of dirt was removed 
from 7,628 catch-basins, and 156 drop inlets during the 
year. Formerly contractors were paid by the basin and 
not on a cubic yard basis as is now the practice. Sani- 
tary sewers and surface drains to the amount of 6.9 miles 
were built during the year. 

The Legislature suspended for the year the statute 
which requires the annual equipment with water meters 
of 5 per cent of the water services of the city. 

One mile of pipe was added to the high pressure fire 
service, three miles of new water mains were laid and five 
and one quarter miles of mains relaid. 

Several pieces of property in charge of this department 
have been either sold or abandoned during the year. 
The disposal of -this property in addition to furnishing 
revenue to the city saved the annual cost of maintenance. 
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The property disposed of was the main drainage yard at 
759 Massachusetts avenue (sold for $9,800), Water 
Service yard on Condor street, East Boston (sold for 
$22,500), portion of pumping station lot on Water street, 
Hyde Park (sold for $1,700). ‘The headquarters of the 
Bridge Service on Broadway Extension, South Boston, 
were transferred to the Albany Street water yard. This 
property will be sold in the near future. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The money assigned for the work of the Public Works 
Department during the year was made available from 
the following sources: 

First.— Maintenance appropriation, derived from the 
income of the city raised by taxation. In December, 
1917, the department estimates of the money necessary 
for the proper maintenance and conduct of affairs of the 
different services were submitted to the Mayor. The 
estimates were made in segregated form to the Mayor, 
who made such allowance for each item in the budget as 
he considered necessary and submitted them to the City 
Council. The total maintenance appropriations as 
passed by the City Council and approved by the Mayor 
are shown below. On another page will be found the 
total expenditures by each service, for each item in the 
segregated budget:

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF THE 
BRIDGE AND FERRY DIVISION. 


Boston, February 1, 1919. 


Mr. THomas F. SULLIVAN, 
Commissioner of Public Works: 


Dear Srr,— [respectfully submit the following report 
of the income, expenditures and operation of the Bridge 
and Ferry Division for the year ending January 31, 
1919. The expenditures of the division in the regular 
maintenance appropriations of the department were 
$741,327.60. In addition to the regular maintenance 

work the division supervised the expenditure of $194,- 
192.60 under a number of special appropriations, 
making the total expenditures for the year credited to 
the Bridge and Ferry Division, $935,520.20. 


BRIDGE SERVICE. 


Construction work has been delayed by the difficulty 
of obtaining materials and labor owing to war conditions 
and much of the work under contract could not be started 
or if started could not be finished in the year 1918-19. 
Descriptions of the more important construction jobs 
are given in the accompanying statement. 

Belgrade Avenue Bridge (formerly Beech Street Bridge) 
(over New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad).— A 
contract for rebuilding this bridge, under an order of the 
Public Service Commission, was awarded to the West 
Roxbury Trap Rock Company, but owing to war condi- | 
tions work could not be started. The work will be done 
during the coming year. 

Broadway Bridge (over the Boston & Albany Railroad). 
— On February 5, 1918, after inspection of this bridge 
by the engineers of the Public Service Commission, 
Boston & Albany Railroad, Boston Elevated Railway 
Company and the City of Boston, it was decided and 
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ordered by the Public Service Commission to shut off 
all travel over this bridge on account of the unsafe 
condition of the floor system. Plans and specifications 
were prepared and on May 9, 1918, a contract was 
awarded to the Boston Bridge Works for the rebuilding 
of the floor system, deck, railings, etc. Owing to the 
inability of the contractor to procure material for the 
work, the field construction has not yet commenced. 

Franklin Street Subway (under the Boston & Albany 
Railroad).— The City of Boston paid $3,863.10, in-. 
cluding interest, toward the cost of the Franklin Street 
Subway, under a decree of the Supreme Court. The 
decree provides that the City of Boston shall maintain 
the structure. 

Harrison Avenue Bridge (over the Boston & Albany 
Railroad).— The City of Boston paid $2,389.33, includ- 
ing interest, toward the cost of the Harrison Avenue 
Bridge, under a decree of the Supreme Court, which also 
provided that the city shall maintain the wearing 
surface of the bridge, except for such obligations as fall 
on the West End Street Railway Company 

Norfolk Street Bridge (over the Midland Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad).— The Public 
Service Commission has ordered the bridge widened and 
moved to correspond with the widening of Norfolk 
street and a contract was awarded to Daddario & Booth 
for the necessary alterations of the pedestal stones and 
for constructing a retaining wall on Norfolk street. 
Owing to war conditions work could not be started but 
will be done in the spring. 

Northern Avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel).— 
A contract for repairs to span 1 was awarded to the 
Boston Structural Steel Company, but owing to the 
difficulty in obtaining the necessary material work will 
not be started until the coming year. 

Winthrop Bridge.— Final settlement of the cost of 
Winthrop Bridge with the town of Winthrop has not 
yet been made as an outstanding claim has just been 
settled but the cost will probably be adjusted in the 
near future. 

Apportionment of Cost of Bridges between Boston and 
Chelsea.— The Supreme Court of the United States 
decided in favor of the City of Boston on the appeal by 
the city of Chelsea on the decree of the Supreme Court 
of Massachusetts, but payments have not all been made 
as in order to obtain the necessary money the city of 
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Chelsea has had to apply to the Legislature. The 
decree of the Supreme Judicial Court of Massachusetts 
is as follows: 


This case came on to be heard at this sitting after rescript, 
and after a decree as to respondents, the West End Street Rail- 
way Company, the Boston Elevated Railway Company, lessee, 
and the Bay State Street Railway Company, entered on the 
twenty-ninth day of June, 1915, and it appearing that the. 
West End Street Railway Company has complied with said 
decree by the payment to the petitioner of the extra cost 
required to adapt to each other the railway of said West End 
Street Railway Company and the Meridian Street Bridge, 
which is 7.6 per cent of $175,000, the total cost thereof, to wit, 
the sum of $138,300; and that the Bay State Street Railway 
Company has complied with said decree by the payment to the 
petitioner of the extra cost required to adapt to each other the 
railway of said Bay State Street Railway Company and Chelsea 
Bridge North, so-called, which is 6.7 per cent of $425,000, the 
total cost thereof, to wit, the sum of $28,475, and the extra 
cost required to adapt to each other said railway and the 
temporary bridge of Chelsea Bridge South, so-called, which is 
15.2 per cent of $75,000, the total cost thereof, to wit, the sum 
of $11,400, making the total amount paid by said Bay State 
Street Railway Company $39,875; said decree further pro- 
viding that when the work on the permanent Chelsea Bridge 
South, so-called, shall be completed, the Bay State Street 
Railway Company shall pay to the petitioner the extra cost 
required to adapt to each other the railway of said Bay State 
Street Railway Company and said Chelsea Bridge South, so- 
called, which is 5.75 per cent of $403,015, the estimated cost 
thereof, to wit, the sum of $23,173.36; and that the difference 
between the sums so paid by said West End Street Railway 
Company and said Bay State Street Railway Company, 
respectively, and the amounts which said Street Railway 
Companies would have been required to pay according to the 
report of the Commissioners heretofore filed in this cause 
should be assumed and borne by the City of Boston; it is 
ordered, adjudged and decreed: 

1. That the City of Chelsea forthwith pay to the City of 
Boston 17.5 per cent of $425,000, the total cost of the work 
upon Chelsea Bridge North, so-called, to wit, the sum of 
$74,375. 

2. That the City of Revere forthwith pay to the City of 
Boston 5 per cent of $425,000, the total cost of the work upon 
Chelsea Bridge North, so-called, to wit, the sum of $21,250. 

3. That the City of Chelsea forthwith pay to the City of | 
Boston 17.5 per cent of two-thirds. of the cost of the temporary 
bridge of Chelsea Bridge South, so-called, namely, 17.5 per cent 
of $50,000, to wit, the sum of $8,750. 

4. That the City of Revere forthwith pay to the City of 
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Boston 5 per cent of two-thirds of the cost of the temporary 
bridge of Chelsea Bridge South, so-called, namely, 5 per cent 
of $50,000, to wit, the sum of $2,500. 

5. That the cost of maintenance of said Chelsea Bridge shall 
be apportioned as follows:_ 60 per cent upon the City of Boston, 
5 per cent upon the City of Revere, and 35 per cent upon the 
City of Chelsea. Excepting, however, the maintenance of the 
draw of the Chelsea Bridge South. 

6. That the City of Chelsea forthwith pay to the City of 
Boston 20 per cent of $175,000, the total cost of the Meridian 
Street Bridge, to wit, the sum of $35,000. 

7. That the cost of maintenance of Meridian Street Bridge 
between East Boston and Chelsea shall be apportioned as 
follows:— 65 per cent upon the City of Boston, and 385 per 
cent upon the City of Chelsea. 

8. That the difference between the cost of all of said work 
and the amounts thereof required to be paid by said respondents 
for said work shall be assumed and borne by the City of Boston. 

9. That the report of the Commissioners, as modified by 
this decree, is hereby affirmed.

FERRY SERVICE. 


A contract for installing a new boiler on the ferryboat 
“Hugh O’Brien” was awarded to the Hodge Boiler 
Works, but as yet, owing to failure in delivering the 
steel, no work has been done. 

A statement of the more important construction 
work is given in the accompanying pages. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR 1919. 


Bridge Service. 


Ashland Street Bridge (over the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad).— This bridge, which was built in 
1875, and which is in poor condition, should be rebuilt. 

Clarendon Street Bridge — proposed — (over the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad and the Boston & 
Albany Railroad).— This bridge should be started during 
the coming year under the lay-out of the Street Com-, 
missioners. 
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Warren Bridge.— This bridge should have the wooden 
flooring and stringers entirely renewed. 


: Ferry Service. 


Plans should be made for a new boat. Engine repairs 
on the ‘‘ Hugh O’Brien” should be made at the same time 
that the new boiler is being installed. 

It would be advisable to alter the superstructure of the 
“John H. Sullivan” to allow more room for teams, for if 
one or two of the older boats are condemned before a 
new boat is obtained, the service furnished for the 
transportation of vehicles would be poor. 


REPORT ON THE STRANDWAY IMPROVEMENT. 


The project of the Strandway and Old Harbor 
improvement in South Boston was turned over to this 
department in August, 1916, for construction. 

The work contemplated included: 

First— The placing of material dredged from Old 
Harbor on the flat sand for shores of the bay, including 
the retaining of this material by means of dikes or other 
means and the placing of 24 to 3 feet of suitable beach 
sand as a surface on the beach. 

Second.— The construction of a wooden bulkhead 
about 1,600 feet long on the southeast boundary of 
the Strandway. 

Third.— The furnishing and placing of loam on the 
playground and borders of the Strandway. 

Fourth.— 'The construction of roadways and sidewalks. 

Fifth. The extension of the sewerage outlets at H, 
Vale and Kemp streets and Crescent avenue, including 
the construction of two gate chambers at Vale and 
Kemp streets, and a weir chamber at H street, also the 
construction of surface drains and catch-basins. 

Siath.— The placing of stone ballast, the construction 
of fences, etc. 

Seventh The excavation of a channel from the 
dredged basin out to deep water. 
~ On December 8, 1916, a contract was let to the New 
York State Dredging Corporation for this work and since 
then the work has proceeded with intermittent delays, 
due to adverse weather conditions, and the work was 
completed December 9, 1919. 

Some filling, the roadway and sidewalk construction 
and part of the loam surfacing has not been done since 
it was found, after a thorough survey, that insufficient 
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funds had been appropriated for the completion of all the 
work contemplated. The work was divided into two 
main parts and paid for from two separate appropriations 
— sewerage works and the Strandway appropriation. 

Under the sewerage works appropriations the following 
work has been done: 

Between H and I streets on Marine road a 2 by 3 
foot concrete connection between the I street sewer and 
the I street overflow was installed. 

At H street and Marine road a concrete weir chamber 
with a suitable manhole was built. Connecting with 
this and extending 450 feet out into the bay a single 
line of 60-inch cast-iron pipe was laid on a pile platform. 

At Vale street a reinforced concrete conduit 6 feet 6 
inches by 6 feet 6 inches inside measurement was con- 
structed, 245 feet long. At the end of this conduit a 
gate chamber of reinforced concrete was built in which 
two gates with their operating machinery were installed. 
From this gate chamber a double line of 60-inch cast-iron 
pipe was laid on a pile platform. This extended 547 feet 
out into Old Harbor. 

The Kemp street overflow was extended 1,328 feet 
with a 10-foot 34-inch by 6-foot 3-inch reinforced con- 
crete conduit to a gate chamber in which three gates 
with operating machinery and appurtenances were 
installed. Three lines of 60-inch cast-iron pipe were 
extended 506 feet out to deep water from this gate 
chamber, placed on a pile platform. 

The Crescent avenue overflow was extended from a 
point in Old Colony avenue, near the Columbia Road 
Bridge, 621 feet southerly to the new wooden bulkhead. 
A reinforced concrete conduit 8 feet by 8 feet, inside 
diameter, built partly on piles and partly on good gravel 
foundation, was used for this extension. A contract was 
made for the installation of the gates and other operating 
machinery in the gate chambers, with the Gibby Foundry 
Company of East Boston. The cost of this installation 
was $3,600. | 

All of these overflow extensions were built by the usual 
methods of sewer construction and with the usual - 
appurtenances, manholes, inlets and the like. The 
construction of these overflows in this matter has 
removed the unsanitary conditions which existed in 
Old Harbor prior to their installation. 

Uncer the Strandway appropriation the following — 
work was done: 
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A channel about 100 feet wide at the bottom and 
varying from 7 to 10 feet deep at low water was dredged 
from a point opposite I street to a point opposite the 
South Boston Yacht Club. A basin about forty acres 
in area and from 7 to 16 feet deep was dredged in the 
westerly end of Old Harbor. The material dredged 
was silt, peat, clay and sand. Thé clay was used to 
form a dike and to build up the high fill necessary to 
connect the Strandway with Columbia Road Bridge. 
The outside slope of the dike formed the desired slope 
for the beach, upon which sand was spread. The softer 
material was pumped behind the dike. 

The southeast boundary of this fill was held in place 
by a substantial wooden bulkhead extending from the 
Columbia Road Bridge easterly 1,522 feet, at the end of 
which 5,237 tons of stone ballast was placed to prevent 
the fill from sliding around the end of the bulkhead onto 
private land. 

About fifty-six acres of land have been reclaimed in 
this way and the obnoxious South Boston flats almost 
entirely removed. 

Suitable drains, catch-basins and manholes were 
built where possible for the drainage of this area. Over 
part of the area it was not possible to install the drains 
because of the soft character of the fill. When this soft 
fill has dried out and hardened the drains may be 
installed. 

The area, except the very soft part, has been sub- 
graded and about ten acres loamed. 

In addition to the dredging, filling and sewerage works 
a granolithic sidewalk was built 18 feet wide on the 
Strandway, from a point opposite the Mosquito Fleet 
Yacht Club to the headhouse at City Point. Drive- 
ways were placed where necessary and edgestone and 
gutter paving regulated. The roadway between L and 
M streets was raised and repaved to accommodate the 
new sidewalk grades. This work was done under 
contract with James L. Pierce and work was completed 
November 21, 1918. The total amount to be paid to 
‘the contractor is $20,761.96. 

It was originally intended to build a bath house of 
concrete and steel on the Strandway and a contract was 
entered into with Harrison H. Atwood, architect, for 
plans and specifications for the bath house. On account 
of lack of sufficient money to build a suitable bath house 
at this location this work was not done. 
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BRIDGE SERVICE CONSTRUCTION WORK, 
LOTSe Lo: 


Allston Bridge (over the Boston & Albany Railroad). 


During the year the easterly roadway of this bridge 
has been extensively repaired. Many of the floor beams 
which had deteriorated badly from the effects of loco- 
motive gases were strengthened by adding new plates 
and angles, the floor system was cleaned and painted and 
a new wooden floor was built. The work was done by 
day labor forces. 


Broadway Bridge (over New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad), 


Owing to the rapid deterioration of the steelwork of 
this bridge, over the main line tracks of the railroad, it 
became necessary to renew most of the steel stringers 
and to strengthen many of the floor beams of two spans. 
In order to do this the paving, waterproofing and under- 
plank had to be removed. Only one roadway has been 
opened up at a time so that travel has been maintained 
at all times. The steelwork for this job is being done 
by the Transit Department and the removal and re- 
placing of the paving, waterproofing and wooden floor, 
including all incidental work, has been let under contract 
to Michael J. Kelliher. Only one half of this work has 
been completed to date. 


Brookline Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 


Although a contract was made with Michael Meehan, 
approved May 7, 1917, for rebuilding Brookline Avenue 
Bridge, no work was done at the site of the bridge until 
the middle of May, 1918, and at the date of this report 
the new steelwork is in condition to receive the concrete 
for the roadway, which will be placed as soon as the 
weather will permit. The serious delay in commencing 
this work was due primarily to the difficulty in obt 1ining 
structural steel and to the congestion in rail transporta- 
tion, both brought about by war conditions. 
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It is anticipated that roadway travel will be resumed 
over this bridge by the middle of February and all work 
completed by June 1, 1919. 


Chelsea Bridge North. 


In 1912-13, when the draw span and approaches of this 
bridge were rebuilt, about 325 feet in length of the south- 
erly ‘approach from the Mystic Wharf end was not 
included in the work. 

The planking of the roadway and many of the stringers 
had become so badly decayed that in the spring of 1918 
it was considered necessary to strengthen the floor for 
the heavy loads passing over the bridge and the Bay 
State Street Railway Company had been notified by 
the Public Service Commission that the stringers under 
its rails should be strengthened for the heavy cars in use 
on the bridge. 

On May 21, 1918, a contract was made with the John 
P. Cavanagh Company for rebuilding the floor above the 
capping of the timber trestles on this portion of the 
bridge and the work was completed December 20, 1918, 
at a cost to the city of $34,879.21. 

While the work was in progress under this contract 
the Bay State Street Railway Company put in, at its 
own expense, four lines of stringers and bolsters under 
its tracks. 

As rebuilt, there are fifteen lines of roadway stringers, 
including the four put in by the street railway company, 
as against eight lines under the old roadway. The con- 
struction above the stringers is the same as in the other 
portion of the bridge; 6-inch yellow pine planking 
covered with four thicknesses of roofing felt, laid and 
mopped in the usual manner. The granite paving blocks 
of the old bridge were relaid with pitch and pebble 
joints. The sidewalk was entirely rebuilt and new 
wooden fences were built on both sides of the bridge. 
Some spur shores were refitted and the decayed portion 
of the outside posts of the trestles were renewed with 
sound timber. The whole of this work was carried on so 
that at all times the traffic over the bridge, including 
both lines of street cars, was maintained. 

On February 4, 1918, the span of this bridge became 
disabled by reason of breaking of the submarine feed 
cables. On examination it was found that the center 
casting, which holds the draw in true position, had 
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sheared its anchor bolts and was moving with the draw. 
Considerable difficulty was experienced in getting it into 
exact position again. To do the work the bridge had to 
be closed to all street travel for a period of nine days. 
On February 13, 1918, the drawbridge was put in com- 
mission again, having been accurately realigned and 
firmly secured. 


Congress Street Bridge. 


A contract was made with V. Grande, approved by the 
Mayor April 29, 1918, for rebuilding the roadway floor- 
ing of the draw span of this bridge. 

The underflooring and sheathing were entirely 
renewed with new spruce plank, 4-inch being used for 
the underflooring and 2-inch for the sheathing, and such 
stringers as were in poor condition were replaced with 
new, yellow pine stringers, steel shims being used where 
necessary to bring old stringers to the proper grades. 
The old curbs were replaced with new, yellow pine timber 
where necessary and the whole roadway put in good 
condition. 

This work was completed May 16, 1918, at a cost of 
$4,490.81. 


Dorchester Avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


The southerly face of the channelway at the draw has 
been repaired during the year at a cost of $924.03. 


Northern Avenue Bridge. 


On March 19, 1918, the Board of Street Commissioners 
granted permission to the Union Freight Railroad Com- 
pany to extend its tracks across Northern Avenue 
Bridge. A centering device and rail locks have been 
installed on the draw of this bridge by the railroad com- 
pany, under their grant for operating trains across this 
bridge. In addition, the city has done considerable 
work readjusting the trusses and resetting the landing 
blocks. 

A contract for strengthening the draw span of this 
bridge for electric freight cars, which was let January 
8, 1918, to the Boston Structural Steel Company, for 
$1,684, was completed in March. The work consisted of 
strengthening floor beams, putting in new ties, struts, 
etc., for the additional load imposed on it by the 46-ton 
electric freight cars. 
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A contract was made with the same company, dated 
February 6, 1918, for similar work on the steel fixed 
spans of this bridge and on the bridge over A street, for 
the sum of $1,460. Work was completed April 3, 1918. 


Summer Street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


The stringers under the street car tracks in the tri- 
angular area adjoining the rear end of the draws have 
been reinforced so that now this portion of the bridge is 
of equal strength to that of other portions. The cost of 
the work done this year was $763.75. 

The street railway company is now operating electric 
freight cars across both of these bridges. 


Summer Street Bridge (over Reserved Channel). 


The northerly face of the channelway of the down- 
stream pier, near the draw, has been repaired at a cost 
of $1,131.60. 


Warren Bridge. 


The channel face and the landing for the down- 
stream draw have been repaired during the year at a 
cost of $1,292.62. 

During the past year $419.20 has been expended for 
strengthening the flooring on account of its rotten 
condition, and about a year ago over $600 was expended 
for the same purpose. 


Malden Bridge. 


Under chapter 777 of the Acts of the Legislature of 
1913, which provided for the Everett extension, so 
called, of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
the City of Boston was required to construct a new 
draw in Malden Bridge to permit the use for purposes 
of navigation of the new channel relocated by the act 
nearer the middle of Malden river, and the Directors 
of the Port of Boston and the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners, acting jointly, were authorized and directed 
to approve the plans for the new structures, after a 
public hearing. 

The act provided further that the Directors of the 
Port should determine the cost to the City of Boston 
of the construction of the new draw in Malden Bridge, 
and that the cost should’ be paid by the railway com- 
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pany to the city, which payment should be deemed a 
part of the cost of the construction of the bridge to be 
built by that company. 

After a public hearing the Directors of the Port and 
the Public Service Commission (the successors to the 
Railroad Commissioners), under date of May 25, 1914, 
approved the plans which had been prepared by the 
engineering departments of the railway company and 
of this division. 

Bids for building the masonry piers and foundations 
for the bridge of the Elevated Railway Company and 
for the reconstruction of Malden Bridge were received 
by that company in January, 1916, the Hugh Nawn 
Contracting Company being the lowest bidder for the 
whole work. Before the contract was executed it was 
deemed best for legal reasons to make a separate con- 
tract for the reconstruction of Malden Bridge, running 
to the City of Boston, and with the approval of the 
Mayor such a contract was made with the Hugh Nawn 
Contracting Company, dated March 30, 1916. 

A second contract was made with the McClintic- 
Marshall Company of Pittsburgh, Penn., for furnishing 
and erecting the draw and approach span of the high- 
way bridge, dated May 3, 1916, and approved by the 
Mayor May 20, 1916. This work was subsequently 
sublet to the Boston Bridge Works, Inc. 

In order to prevent confusion arrangements were 
made by which the engineer for the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company, Mr. Clarence T. Fernald, was 
authorized to act for the City of Boston as engineer in 
charge of the work. At all times, however, during its 
progress an inspector from this division was on the work. 

Under these, contracts work was begun April 3, 1916, 
but because of weather conditions and other causes 
its completion was somewhat delayed. The work on 
the draw span was completed September 25, 1917, and 
the whole bridge accepted by the Commissioner of 
Public Works May 2, 1918. 

The amount paid under the contract with the Hugh 
Nawn Contracting Company was $149,374.47, and 
under the contract with the MecClintic-Marshall Com- 
pany the sum of $71,186.98 was paid. 

The following description of the work is taken sub- 
stantially from two papers read before the Boston 
Society of Civil Engineers, prepared by Mr. Fernald and 
Mr. John C. Moses, engineer of construction of the 
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Boston Bridge Works, and printed in the October, 1918, 
journal of that society. ‘These papers cover the entire 
construction of both the highway bridge and that for 
the Elevated Railway, but as the work was so closely 
connected it has been deemed best not to separate the 
descriptions. 

The plan, as finally approved by the several boards, 
provided for a bridge or elevated structure crossing the 
Mystic river, from a point on the south shore about 80 
feet west of the highway bridge, and joining the north 
end of the Beacham street car yard to a point near the 
pumping station of the metropolitan sewerage system, 
a distance of about 844 feet. From this point the ele- 
vated structure continues for about 2,341 feet, where it 
reaches the ground and the tracks extending on the sur- 
face to the proposed temporary station, a total distance 
of one mile north of the present Sullivan Square 
Terminal. 

The alignment of the highway bridge was moved 
westerly about one half its width to a line parallel to 
and about 18 feet away from the elevated structure. 
North of the pile bridge the approach included the con- 
struction of a heavy sea wall 300 feet long, averaging 
16 feet high and a 3-foot by 5-foot fill extending 600 feet 
further north. 

In each bridge there was located a Strauss bascule 
drawbridge, providing for a width of 75 feet clear open- 
ing, and a depth of 30 feet of water. | 

The railway drawbridge was built at a high level, 
having 26 feet to 28 feet headroom under it at high 
water, the counterweights being underhung. 

The highway drawbridge had a moving leaf 60 feet 
wide and 105 feet long and is of the heel trunnion 
type, the counterweight being supported over the road- 
way on upright columns, hinged at the rear or heel end 
of the moving leaf. The depth of water at the draw 
opening was fixed by the War Department at 30 feet 
and here the dredging for the channel foundations on 
either side was carried down to about 82 feet below low 
water and the piles for the landing pier were cut off at 
minus 30.5 and for the trunnion pier they were not cut 
but left at about grade minus 29, the plane of reference 
being Boston City Base. 

The piles for all the other piers, excepting the two 
abutments of the elevated bridge, were cut at grade 
minus 20 and for the abutments at grade minus 15. 
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In all cases the concrete for the piers of 1-2-4 mixture 
was carried from the piles to grade minus 1. Above 
this point the work was of quarry-faced granite, backed 
with 1-24—-5 concrete; the coping stone was finished 
with four-cut work on top having quarry-faced edges 
with 2-inch draft line at top and bottom, the finished 
work being at grade 17. 

The four large piers at the draw were of special design 
to meet the conditions imposed by the necessary depth, 
distribution of load and methods of construction. The 
maximum load calculated for the piles was about four- 
teen tons, assumed to occur when the bridges were open 
and subjected to a wind force of fifteen miles per hour. 
The minimum spacing for piles was 2.5 feet on centers 
at points of heaviest loading. 

The conditions controlling the construction of these 
bridges and imposed by the necessity of keeping traffic 
moving over the old bridge as nearly normal as possible 
during its reconstruction made the operations interest- 
ing at all times and difficult at many others. This 
traffic was to be maintained on one half of the old 
bridge, while the depth of the channel piers endangered 
not only its safety by undermining the piles but its 
northerly abutment as well. 

In addition to this there was a 54-inch gas tunnel 
built through sand about 42 feet downstream from the 
deep piers and 11 feet above their bottom. On the 
northerly approach to the bridge the dredging necessary 
for the piers and sea wall caused a movement of the fill 
in the old street, which at times gave considerable 
anxiety. The first step taken, therefore, on the con- 
struction was to reinforce the floor of the downstream 
half of the old bridge and draw, and relocate the out- 
bound surface car track along this side of the old bridge. 
Borings taken along the side of the new bridge indicated 
a bottom of soft or medium blue clay, overlaid with 
silt and gray sand varying from fine to quite coarse, 
and in depths of from 4 feet to 20 feet. The bottoms 
of all the piers penetrated to this clay formation. 

Dredging was begun on the northerly end of the 
bridge site, from near the north abutment of the old 
bridge to the abutment of the new bridge. The soft 
material of sand and silt encountered here gave con- 
siderable trouble until the pier caissons were actually 
landed, as it was constantly pushing in from the street 
side. 
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The box-caisson method of construction was used in 
all cases except one of the channel piers where the 
spliced steel sheet piling method was used, the lower 
section to remain in place. ‘The box-caisson method of 
construction proved to be very satisfactory and effi- 
cient. It was carried on by the contractor in the follow- 
ing manner. The site of the pier was first dredged to 
a depth of about 3 feet below the cut-off of the piles, 
which were then driven and cut to grade by a circular 
saw mounted on the pile driver gins. Guide piles 
were then driven around the site of the pier, the cais- 
sons floated in place, gradually sinking to position as 
the concrete forms inside them were filled. The bottoms 
of the caissons were really concrete scows, the bottom 
dimensions being of the exact sizes of the pier footings 
and were 4 feet in height, being divided into compart- 
ments about 9 feet wide by cross partitions. Around 
the bottom there projected a lip or flange having eye- 
bolts cast into it, to which the wooden sides were 
attached by hook bolts extending for the full height of 
the sides, and were tightened by set nuts seating on 
the top sills. The concrete caissons were built on ways 
and launched at the north end of the bridge. The floor 
was of 3-inch spruce plank, greased and laid on the ways 
in such a manner that by sawing through six planks the 
caisson was launched. The planks were thickly 
studded with 20d. nails to hold the concrete floor and 
sides which were cast directly in the forms. The cais- 
sons were thoroughly reinforced, the sides and flange 
being 12 inches, the bottom 6 inches and the partitions 
9 inches thick, made of 1—2—4 concrete. Wooden sides 
were made in two sections, the bottom one being 16 feet 
and the top one 17 feet in height. The frame was of 
10-inch by 10-inch and 10-inch by 12-inch hard pine, 
the bottom set was sheathed with 3-inch planed spruce, 
and the top set was sheathed with 2-inch planed spruce. 
The edges of the plank were beveled to ‘provide for 
ealking with oakum. ‘These sides were used from three 
to four times each, and on account of their substantial 
and careful construction gave no trouble whatever; in 
many cases a single 3-inch duplex pump would handle 
all the leakage, in many instances under 14 feet to 
15 feet head, by pumping a few moments at a time. 

The largest caisson sunk, which was 124.6 feet long 
and 19.5 feet wide, was successfully launched with 
lower sides in place, floated and sunk without trouble. 
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For the trunnion pier a cofferdam of 14-inch arched 
(35-pound) Lackawanna steel sheet piling was used. 
Previous to driving this sheeting the area covered by 
the new channel piers and the channel above and below 
the old bridge was dredged to about 20 feet below low 
water. The upstream half of the old bridge had been 
removed and a bulkhead of oak piles with spur shores 
upstream had been driven to prevent a movement of 
the river bottom over the gas tunnel. Then the down- 
stream end of the steel cofferdam was driven close 
against the remaining half of the old bridge. After 
this the dredging was completed to about grade minus 
32, the piles were driven and the tops were left at about 
grade minus 29. 

In driving the 30-foot piles for this pier and the pier 
at the heel of the draw span it was found that they 
would go their full length with from four to five blows. 
The pile driver used was a heavy Vulcan No. 1 steam 
hammer, weighing about 8,500 pounds, and with the 
extension gins attached made a total weight of between 
five and one half and six tons. Longer piles were 
decided upon, and new ones from 40 feet to 45 feet were 
driven. A test was made on one of each length of piles 
the following morning, and it required eleven blows on 
the 30-foot and thirteen blows on the 40-foot pile to 
set them down one foot. The steel cofferdam was then 
completed, after which concrete was deposited under 
water inside of it to grade minus 24 by means of bottom 
dumping buckets. The cofferdam was then unwatered 
and the balance of the work done in the dry. 

The top of concrete deposited under water was cleared, 
and the new work was carried on by building pockets 
of concrete mixed 1-2-4 placed dry in onion sacks. 
These pockets were about 20 feet long, 2 feet high, 
conforming on the outside edge to the lines of the 
foundation; the dam of bags left a space of 2 feet 
between it and the steel sheeting for drainage, and pro- 
vided a dry interior for placing the new concrete. At 
times this work was carried on under 34-foot head of 
water outside the cofferdam. 

There was nothing of peculiar interest in the stone 
masonry work. The seats for all posts and bearings 
were left 4 inch high, to be dressed in the field to exact 
grade. This proved to be a wise precaution in several 
instances, as the coping stones:were cut rather full. 

The steel superstructure as built consists of four 
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parts — the highway draw, the railway draw, the opera- 
tor’s house and the railway viaduct. 

The highway draw is designed to carry fifty-ton electric 
ears and heavy city traffic. It consists of two pony 
trusses 12 feet deep, with plate girder floor beams and 
steel stringers. The trusses are 102 feet long from the 
center of the trunnions to the end. bearing, and are 43 
feet apart, the sidewalks being carried on 8-foot brackets 
outside of the trusses. The roadway floor has a wearing 
surface of 4-inch wide kreolited maple and beech planks, 
set on edge and laid at right angles to the roadway. 
They are supported by 4-inch by 8-inch hard pine longi- 
tudinal stringers laid 16 inches on centers, and these 
in turn are carried by 6-inch by 8-inch hard pine cross 
ties spaced 2 feet on centers and bolted to the longi- 
tudinal steel stringers at each bearing point. The 
sidewalks are of 2-inch plank, nailed to 4-inch by 6-inch 
spiking pieces that are bolted to the tops of the steel 
stringers. 

One end of the span is carried by trunnions. These 
are steel shafts 16 inches in diameter and 5 feet long, 
that rest in bronze-lined boxes. The boxes are sup- 
ported by triangular trusses that distribute the load to 
two piers 30 feet apart. These piers extend upstream 
to carry the operator’s house and the railwayspan. The 
main trusses extend 15 feet beyond the trunnions and 
carry at these points a counterweight of 750 tons. This 
weight is a block of reinforced concrete 30 feet by 20 feet 
by 45 feet in size, and supported by two posts that rest 
on pins in the trusses. ‘These pins are in a straight line 
with the trunnion and the center of gravity of the entire 
span. The upper ends of the posts are connected by a 
link to posts that rest on top of the trunnions. This 
link, being parallel to the line from the trunnion to the 
counterweight pin, holds the weight always vertical, 
and the bridge is therefore in balance in all positions if 
balanced in any one position. The trunnions carry the 
live load as well as the dead load, the total amount 
being about 1,200 tons, and the pressure on the bearings 
about 2,000 pounds per square inch. 

The highway span is operated by a train of gears 
driven by two 35 horse power motors, the last pinions 
of the train driving circular racks that are bolted to the 
trusses with the trunnions as their centers. The rack 
teeth are 43-inch pitch by 10-inch face. All gearing 
and boxes are of steel. Motor-driven latches on the 
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forward ends of the trusses hold the span fast when 
closed, and a 12-inch dashpot is provided to lessen the 
jar when closing. The highway draw was erected in the 
closed position. 

The highway span contains about 300 tons of steel, 
30 tons of machinery and 50,000 feet of lumber. ° 

The railway draw.consists of two deck plate girder 
spans 120 feet long, placed side by side and capable of 
being operated by two 25 horse power motors, as one 
unit or separately. 

The operator’s house is between the two draw spans. 
It is a steel frame building 13 feet by 40 feet in plan, 
and five stories in height, and contains about twenty- 
five tons of steel. The walls and floors are of concrete. 
The operator’s room is on the top floor, and contains 
two switch boards and the controllers, brake levers, 
signals, etc. The entire wire system for operating, 
lighting, signaling and protecting each bridge is kept 
separate from the other. Automatic cut-out devices, 
interlocking mechanisms, lamp signals and other safe- 
guards are provided to aid the operators and to prevent 
injury to the machinery from careless handling. The 
motors for the highway draw are under the sidewalks 
of the approach span, and are in metal houses that also 
cover most of the gearing and the mechanical brakes. 
The motors for the railway draw are in the second story 
of the house. All exposed gearing is protected by gear 
covers; and foot walks, stairways and ladders are 
provided for access to all parts. 
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FERRY SERVICE. 


The work in progress at the date of the report of last 
year, under a contract with W. 8. Rendle, dated June 
26, 1917, for repairing piers of the North and South 
Ferries at both the Boston and East Boston landings, 
was completed June 5, 1918, at a total cost of $11,518.20. 

The work done, in addition to that noted in last year’s 
report, has been the driving of some new piles in the 
heads of the south pier of the North Ferry at the Boston 
landing and rechaining the clump at the end of this pier. 

At the East Boston landing, South Ferry, new piles 
were driven in the heads of both the north and middle 
piers, new girders and wales put in where necessary and 
the clumps of both piers rechained. At the south pier, 
at this landing, a number of new girders were put in and 
about seventy-five feet in length of this pier was faced 
with yellow pine plank covering the heads of the bolts 
projecting beyond the old planking, which had caused 
considerable injury to the guard timbers on the ferry- 
boats. 

At the Boston landing of the South Ferry, new piles 
were driven in the heads of both the middle and south 
piers and the clumps rechained. : 

The roadway of the south drop at the Boston landing 
of the South Ferry was rebuilt this year under a con- 
tract with John B. Dolan, approved June 14, 1918. 
Under this contract the ‘‘Shuman’’ paving and lower 
planking of the roadway were removed, new, yellow pine 
planking laid and such floor timbers as were in poor 
condition were replaced with new timber. 

The supplementary drop was also entirely rebuilt. 
The work was completed July 27, 1918, at a total cost 
of $2,207.54. A new wearing surface of the ‘‘Shuman”’ 
type was laid on this drop by W. 8. Rendle at a cost of 
$1,011.85. Some new rods were placed in the trusses of 
this drop, owing to extreme corrosion of the old rods. 

The wharf adjoining the coal pocket at the South 
Ferry, East Boston side, which has been in dangerous 
condition for several years, has had such repairs made 
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during the year as were necessary to make it safe for use, 
under a contract with W. H. Ellis & Son Company, 
approved July 2, 1918. The work was completed July 
26, 1918, at a total cost of $1,970.22. 

A contract was made with W. 8. Rendle, approved 
December 28, 1918, for rebuilding the drop foundation 
and roadway supplementary of the north drop at the 
East Boston landing of the North Ferry. Work was 
begun January 10, 1919, and will be completed about 
the middle of February. 

As mentioned in the 1917 report, the ‘‘General 
Sumner’’ was badly burned on the night of December 
29, 1917. A contract with the Boston Shipbuilding 
Company to make complete repairs and renewals to the 
boat was approved April 24, 1918, for the sum of $69,000. 
At the time of signing the contract it was decided to 
remodel this boat for four roadways instead of two as 
originally built. Work began on the boat as soon as the 
contract was approved and the work has been practically 
completed. The teaming capacity of the boat is in- 
creased about 50 per cent but the capacity for foot 
passengers has decreased very materially. 


Ventilating Systems on Wooden Boats. 


Owing to a ruling of the Board of Supervising In- 
spectors of Steam Boats, all openings in the hulls of 
wooden boats below decks were closed, necessitating the 
installation of a ventilating system. 

A contract was made on May 31, 1917, with Joseph 
A. Nelson, for the installation of the ventilating systems, 
including the furnishing of blowers, engines and necessary 
galvanized iron. War conditions seriously delayed the 
delivery of the apparatus and the work was not completed 
until December 20, 1918. The amount paid under the 
contract was $3,731.60. 

The ferryboat ‘‘ Noddle Island”’ was taken out on the 
railway on March 1, 1918, as she was leaking badly at 
the ends. Both ends were calked, some new metal 
was put on the ends and seven propeller blades were 
replaced by ones that had been previously repaired. 

The ‘‘ General Sumner’’ was taken out on the railway 
on September 12, 1918, and some repairs made. The 
copper on the hull, which was in very poor condition, 
was taken off and the hull painted. 
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The ‘‘Governor Russell”? was pulled out on the rail- 
way on December 29, 1918; the bottom was cleaned, 
six of the propeller blades were replaced with ones that 
had been previously repaired; two blades were straight- 
ened; the rudder and supports were repaired and the 
bottom was patched with new metal.

PAVING SERVICE. 


In common with all other municipalities, Boston was 
handicapped to a very great extent in street construc- 
tion during the past year. Government restriction, 
shortage of labor and materials and other causes due to 
the war, compelled this city to adopt a war-time pro- 
gram and all work was confined to main thoroughfares. 
Nevertheless, the amount of work done compares very 
favorably with previous years, there being about 112,000 
square yards of granite block paving with cement grout 
joints laid by contract. This is about 35 per cent 
more than was laid in 1917, and about twice as much 
as was laid during the combined years of 1914, 1915 and 
1916. The department forces in addition laid about 
25,010 yards of this form of pavement. 
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Two new asphalt plants have been erected during this 
year, one in the Dorchester district and the other in 
the Brighton district. In the Dorchester district about 
8,000 yards of 2-inch Topeka pavement has been laid 
by the department forces and this work will be con- 
tinued throughout the city during the coming year. 

An innovation this year was the organizing of an 
artificial stone sidewalk repair gang in each district. 
The advantages of such an organization are many. 

About 55,000 yards of new artificial stone sidewalk 
were laid this year by contract. 

The principal streets paved this year with granite 
block on a concrete base are: Albany street, from 
Kneeland street to the Boston & Albany Railroad 
Bridge; Clinton street, Congress street, from Atlantic 
avenue to Fort Point channel; Cross street, from 
Commercial street to Haymarket square; Dartmouth 
street, from Tremont street to Stuart street; Harrison 
avenue, from Kneeland street to Dover street; Mercan- 
tile street, from South Market street to Richmond 
street; Somerset street, from Beacon street to Ash- 
burton place; Sudbury street, from Court street to 
Merrimac street, and State street, from Broad street to 
Atlantic avenue. Atlantic avenue, from Summer street 
to Commercial street, is being repaved and will be com- 
pleted early in the coming year. 

Broadway, from Washington street to the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Bridge; Dorchester avenue, from Free- 
port street to Park street, and Overland street, from 
Brookline avenue to the Boston & Albany Railroad 
were paved with recut granite blocks on a concrete 
base. 

About 25,000 yards of asphalt pavement on a con- 
crete base was laid in Beacon street, Harvard street, 
Charlestown, Park Vale avenue, Saratoga street, South 
street and Brookline avenue. 

About 33,500 yards of bitulithic pavement on a con- 
crete base was laid in Carmel street, Norfolk street and 
North Beacon street. 

Arlington street, from Boylston street to south of 
Providence street, was paved with brick block on a 
concrete base and Park street, from Tremont street 
to Beacon street, with the exception of a small area of 
granite blocks at Beacon street, was paved with filber- 
tine on a concrete base. 
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The following contracts are unfinished and work will 
be resumed on them as soon as weather conditions 
permit:

GENERAL PLANT. 


The buildings in the several yards need extensive 
repairs and provision will be made in the incoming 
budget to care for some of this work. 

One new Buffalo-Pitts steam road roller was pur- 
chased during the year. It has the new scarifying 
attachment and is more efficient than the old style roller. 
The live stock of the division suffered a loss of seven 
in January, by the disaster at the molasses tank in the 
North End district. No new horses have been bought, 
the seven lost having been replaced by horses transferred 
from other departments.

Gas LIGHTING. 


There are 9,717 single mantle gas lamps and 144 open 
flame fire alarm signal lamps. 

The city furnishes the lamp-posts and _ provides 
service pipes laid from the gas mains to the top of the 
posts; maintain all such pipes and posts in good con- 
dition and repair; furnish gas, lanterns, burners and 
all other necessary equipment, including labor for 
lighting and care. 

The Lighting Service provides for the gas, lighting 
and care of the fire alarm signal lamps, and the Fire 
Department for the lanterns, posts, setting and repairing 
of same. 
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ELEcTRIC LIGHTING. 


There are in use 5,280 magnetite arc lamps, 3,288 
40 candle power, 1,288 60 candle power, 12 100 candle 
power and 8,500 candle power tungsten lamps. 

The electric companies provide and set the lamp- 
posts, except the lamp-posts for incandescent lamps 
supplied from underground circuits, furnish lamps, 
overhead wires, underground conduits, cables and con- 
nections and all other necessary equipment and maintain 
them in good condition and repair. 

The lighting rates for electric lamps are in accordance 
with the following table:

A discount of 10 per cent is made on the above rates 
for lamps in all sections of the city. A deduction at the 
rate of 1 cent per hour for lamps of 100 candle power or 
less and 5 cents per hour for all other lamps is made for 
outages.

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PAVING SERVICE. 


The following is a description of the most important 
work done during the year: 


GRANITE BLock PAVEMENT. 


Albany street, from Dover street to Northampton street, is 
about 4,860 feet in length. A contract for paving this street 
with special granite block, on a 6-inch Portland cement con- 
crete base, with grout joints, was awarded to Bernard E. Grant 
August 26, 1916. It is an 80-foot street with a roadway 54 
to 60 feet in width. The roadway between Stoughton and 
Northampton streets was paved with wood blocks on a 6-inch 
Portland cement concrete base. The contractor set the edge- 
stone and paved the roadway. The sidewalk on the easterly 
side was paved with brick and on the westerly side, from 
Dover street to Stoughton street, artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid. The straight edgestone, corners and flagging were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. Work was begun 
August 29, 1916, and suspended January 21, 1918. In the 
spring of 1918 this contract was canceled with Bernard E. 
Grant and the city forces were ordered to complete the work. 
The city forces completed the wood block pavement, paved the 
intersection at Massachusetts avenue with special cut granite 
blocks, grout joints, on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete 
base, and relaid the brick sidewalks. The former surface of 
the street was granite block on a gravel base, with the exception 
of the part near Stoughton street and Massachusetts avenue, 
which was asphalt and bitulithic pavement. 

Albany street, from Kneeland street to the Boston & Albany 
Railroad Bridge, is about 1,275 feet in length. A contract for 
paving this street with special cut granite blocks, grout joints, 
on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base, was awarded to 
Coleman Brothers, July 13, 1918. It is a 56-foot street with a 
roadway 34 to 35 feet in width and sidewalks 8 to 10 feet in 
width. The contractor set the edgestone and paved the 
roadway. In front of the freight houses the sidewalks were 
omitted and the space paved the same as the roadway. The 
sidewalk on the easterly side was paved with brick and on the 
westerly side artificial stone sidewalks were laid. In con- 
nection with this contract work was done on Harvard, Oak and 
Curve streets. The straight edgestone, corners and flagging 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone and sidewalk bricks were furnished by the 
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city and delivered on the line of the work. All other material 
was furnished by the contractor. The granite block roadway 
pavement and the artificial stone sidewalks were laid under 
a five-year guaranty. The former surface of the street was 
granite blocks, gravel joints, on a gravel base. 

Atlantic avenue, from Kneeland street to Summer street, is 
about 1,182 feet in length. A contract for paving this street 
with special cut granite blocks, grout joints, was awarded to 
Coleman Brothers July 30, 1918. This street is 100 to 120 feet 
in width with a roadway of 70 to 85 feet in width and side- 
walks of 15 to 25 feet in width. The contractor set the edge- 
stone and paved the roadway. The brick sidewalks were 
relaid where directed and on the westerly side artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid. In connection with this contract work 
was done on Essex, East, Beach and Kneeland. streets. The 
straight edgestone, corners and flagging were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
and sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city on the line of 
work. All other material was furnished by the contractor. 
The tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway Company and the 
Union Freight Company were set to grade and the space 
between the tracks was paved with special cut granite paving 
blocks, grout joints, on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base. 
The roadway pavement and the artificial stone sidewalks were 
laid under a five-year guaranty. The former surface of the 
street was granite blocks, pitch joints, on a 6-inch Portland 
cement concrete base. 

Atlantic avenue, from Summer street to Broad street, is 
about 2,011 feet in length. A contract for repaving this street 
with special cut granite paving blocks, grout joints, on a concrete 
base, was awarded to Bernard E. Grant, September 17, 1918. 
The street is 100 feet in width, with a roadway 76 feet in width 
and sidewalks 12 feet in width. By order of the Commissioner 
of Public Works the laying of the special cut blocks was omitted 
and the contractor was ordered to relay the old blocks. Work 
was begun October 16, 1918. The old concrete base was cleaned 
and built up to the proper grade with new concrete, the old 
blocks were cleaned, culled and relaid with grout joints. The 
straight edgestone, corners and flagging were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone and 
sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city on the line of work. 
All other material was furnished by the contractor. The 
tracks of the Union Freight Company were set to grade and the 
space between the tracks was paved with old granite blocks, 
grout joints, on a 6-inch concrete base. The north roadway has 
been completed from Summer street to about 90 feet west of 
Oliver street. Artificial stone sidewalks were laid on the north 
side from Summer street to Oliver street and for 265 feet 
between Oliver street and Broad street. Work on this contract 
was suspended December 14, 1918, and work will be resumed 
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in the spring of 1919. The former surface of this street was 
granite blocks, pitch joints, on a 6-inch concrete base. 

Atlantic avenue, from Broad street to South Market street, 
is about 1,281 feet in length. A contract to repave the surface 
of this street with special cut granite paving blocks, grout joints, 
on a 6-inch concrete base, was awarded to Rossetti & Co., 
September 6, 1918. The contractor hauled the old blocks to 
the city lot on Massachusetts avenue, did the subgrading and 
reset the edgestone. The tracks of the Boston Elevated 
Railway and Union Freight Company were set to. grade and 
the entire roadway was repaved with special cut granite paving 
blocks, grout joints, on a 6-inch concrete base. The city 
furnished the edgestone required and all other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. Work was suspended January 
17, 1919. Artificial stone sidewalks were laid on the westerly 
side of the street, and will also be laid on the easterly side in 
the spring of 1919. 

Atlantic avenue, from South Market street to Commercial 
street, is about 1,335 feet in length. A contract to repave the 
surface of this street with special cut granite paving blocks, 
grout joints, on a 6-inch concrete base, was awarded to D’Onfro 
Brothers, September 18, 1918. Work was suspended December 
24, 1918. The contractor hauled the old paving blocks to the 
city lot on Massachusetts avenue, did the subgrading and reset 
the edgestone. The tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway 
and the Union Freight Company are being set to grade and the 
roadway is being repaved with new special cut granite paving 
blocks, grout joints, on a 6-inch concrete base. Artificial stone 
sidewalks are to be laid in 1919. The contractor was not able 
to finish the work this year due to the delay in relaying the car 
tracks. The work will be resumed early in the spring of 1919. 
The city is furnishing all the edgestone required and all other 
materials are being furnished by the contractor. The former 
surface was granite block. 

Broadway, from Washington street to Boston & Albany 
Railroad Bridge, is about 587 feet in length. A contract for 
paving this street with special cut granite paving blocks, grout 
joints, on a 6-inch concrete base, was awarded to James Doherty 
July 30, 1918. It is a 60-foot street with a 40-foot roadway 
and sidewalks 10 feet in width. By order of the Commissioner 
of Public Works the laying of the special cut blocks was omitted 
and the contractor ordered to haul and lay recut paving blocks. 
The tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway were set to grade. 
The contractor set the edgestone and repaved the roadway with 
recut paving blocks, grout joints, on a 6-inch concrete base. 
On the north side, between Washington street and Harrison 
avenue, a part of the brick sidewalk was relaid and artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid on the remaining portion of the street. 
A wooden fence was built on the retaining wall adjoining the 
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Boston and Albany Railroad property: The straight edgestone, 
corners, recut blocks and flagging were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. All other material was furnished 
by the contractor, with the exception of the sidewalk bricks and 
circular edgestone which were furnished by the city on the line 
of work. The roadway pavement and artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. . The former 
surface of the street was granite block, gravel joints, on a gravel 
base. 

Charles street (westerly side), from Boylston street to 
Beacon street, is about 1,313 feet long. A contract to construct 
a parking place for automobiles on the west side of this street 
was awarded to James Doherty December 3, 1918. The 
westerly sidewalk on this street was 17 feet wide, and it was 
decided to cut this back to an 8-foot walk and pave the 9 feet 
taken off for the parking place. The contractor reset the 
edgestone to the new line, did the subgrading, furnished and 
laid a 4-inch concrete base and paved the space with recut 
granite paving blocks, grout joints. The brick sidewalk was 
relaid where necessary. The city furnished the necessary 
edgestones and recut blocks at the city lot on Massachusetts 
avenue. The contractor furnished all other materials. 

Clinton street, from Merchants row across Commercial 
street, is about 608 feet in length. A contract to repave the 
surface of this street was awarded to Coleman Brothers June 21, 
1918. The contractor hauled the old granite paving blocks to 
the city lot on Massachusetts avenue, reset the edgestone, did 
the subgrading and paved the street with special new granite 
paving blocks on a 6-inch concrete base, grout joints. He also 
furnished and laid the artificial stone sidewalks. The city fur- 
nished the edgestones required and the contractor furnished 
all other materials. 

Commercial street, from Hanover street to Prince street, is 
about 1,665 feet in length, and Causeway street, from Prince 
street to westerly side of Washington Street North, is about 
248 feet in length. A contract to repave the surface of these 
streets with special cut, new granite paving blocks was awarded 
to Bernard E. Grant September 13, 1918. An order was 
issued by the Commissioner of Public Works to omit the 
furnishing of the special new blocks and to substitute the 
relaying of the existing blocks with grout joints. The con- 
tractor barred up and cleaned the old blocks and repaired the 
old concrete base. A new concrete base was laid where neces- 
sary. The Boston Elevated Railway and the Union Freight 
Company relaid their tracks and the street is being relaid. 
Artificial stone sidewalks are being furnished and laid. Work 
was begun September 13, 1918, and suspended January 2, 
1919. ‘The work will be started again in the spring of 1919. 
The city furnished the edgestone on the line of work and 
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any paving blocks that may be required will be furnished at 
the city lot on Massachusetts avenue. All other materials 
are furnished by the contractor. 

- Congress street, from Atlantic avenue to Fort Point channel, 
is about 603 feet in length and Dorchester avenue, from Con- 
gress street to Summer street, is about 321 feet in length. A 
contract to repave these streets was awarded to John E. Quinn 
July 28, 1918. The contractor removed the old blocks, did 
the subgrading, reset the edgestone and paved the street with 
special cut new paving blocks on a 6-inch concrete base, grout 
joints. The contractor furnished all.materials with the excep- 
tion of the edgestone which was furnished by the city on the 
line of work. The street pavement and the artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Cross street, from Commercial street to Haymarket square, is 
about 1,406 feet in length. A contract to repave this street 
was awarded to Coleman Brothers June 21, 1918. The. con- 
tractor hauled the old granite blocks to the city lot on Massa- 
chusetts avenue, reset the edgestone, did the subgrading and 
paved the street with special cut new granite paving blocks 
on a 6-inch concrete base, grout joints. On account of the 
heavy traffic the section between North street and Hanover 
street was widened; one foot being taken from the sidewalks 
on each side and put into the paved roadway, making the road- 
way 2 feet wider than it was. The contractor relaid some of 
the brick sidewalks and furnished and laid artificial stone side- 
walks in certain parts of the street. The city furnished the 
new edgestone required on the line of work and the contractor 
furnished all other materials. The artificial stone sidewalks 
and the granite block paving were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Dartmouth street, from Tremont street to Stuart street, is 
about 1,752 feet in length. A contract for paving this street 
was awarded to James Doherty June 21, 1918. It is a 60-foot 
street with a roadway 40 feet in width and sidewalks 10 feet in 
width. The contractor set the edgestone and paved the road- 
way with special cut new granite paving blocks on a 6-inch 
concrete base, grout joints. By order of the Commissioner 
of Public Works part of the roadway was repaved with recut 
blocks on a 6-inch concrete base, grout joints. The tracks 
of the Boston Elevated Railway were set to grade and the 
space between the rails paved with special cut blocks. In 
connection with this contract, work was done on Tremont 
and Buckingham streets. Artificial stone sidewalks were also 
constructed. The roadway pavement and artificial stone side- 
walks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The 
former surface of this street was granite block, gravel joints, 
on a gravel base. 

Dorchester avenue, from Freeport street to Park street, is 
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about 3,352 feet in length. A contract for paving this street 
with recut blocks was awarded to Bernard E. Grant August 29, 
1917. This is a 60-foot street with a 40-foot roadway and side- 
walks 10 feet in width. The contractor did the excavating 
and recut the old granite blocks. Blocks necessary to com- 
plete the work were recut at the Massachusetts avenue lot 
and hauled by the contractor. All other materials were fur- 
nished by the contractor. The westerly side was paved with 
recut granite blocks, grout joints, on a 6-inch concrete base 
from Freeport street to the railroad bridge. Work was sus- 
pended December 17, 1917. By order of the Commissioner of 
Public Works this contract was canceled with Bernard E. 
Grant and a new contract awarded to James Doherty June 21, 
1918. The contractor did the excavating and completed the 
paving with recut granite blocks, grout joints, on a 6-inch 
concrete base. All materials with the exception of the recut 
- blocks were furnished by ‘the contractor. Part of the Boston 
Elevated Railway tracks were set to grade and the spaces 
between the rails were paved with recut blocks. In connec- 
tion with this contract, work was done on Park street and 
Dorchester avenue. The pavement was laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. ‘The former surface of this street was 
granite blocks, gravel joints, on a gravel base. 

Dorchester avenue, from Savin Hill avenue to Freeport 
street, is about 1,940 feet in length. A contract for paving this 
street with granite blocks on a 6-inch concrete base was awarded 
to Bernard E. Grant August 26, 1916. Itis a 60-foot street with 
10-foot sidewalks. Under the contract it was the intention 
to relay the existing granite blocks, but owing to the shallow 
rail of the Boston Elevated Railway Company this was found 
to be unpracticable, and the contractor was ordered to recut 
the blocks so that they would be the proper depth. The straight 
edgestone and corners were furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor; the circular edgestone was furnished by the 
city on the line of work and all other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The contractor did the excavating, reset the 
edgestone, recut the paving blocks and paved with the recut 
paving blocks on a 6-inch base, with grout joints. The dummy 
was paved with the shallows of the existing blocks on a 6-inch 
base, grout joints. The car tracks were set to grade and the 
space between the rails paved with special cut granite blocks 
on a concrete base, grout joints, by the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company, previous to this contract. Work on this street 
was started September 25, 1916, and suspended November 17, 
1917. In the spring of 1918 this contract was canceled with 
Bernard E. Grant and the city forces were ordered to com- 
plete the work. The city forces paved a small area of the 
roadway with recut granite blocks, grout joints, on a 6-inch 
Portland cement concrete base, and relaid the brick sidewalks. 
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Work on this street was completed and the roadway pavement 
was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The former 
surface of this street was granite block, gravel joints, on a 
gravel base. 

Harrison avenue, from Kneeland street to Dover street, is 
about 2,661 feet in length. It is a 50-foot street with a 34-foot 
roadway and sidewalks 8 feet in width. A contract for paving 
this street with special cut granite blocks on a 6-inch Portland 
cement concrete base was awarded to Bernard E. Grant 
August 26, 1916. The contractor did the excavating, reset 
the edgestone and paved the roadway. ‘The straight edgestone 
and corners were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city 
on the line of work. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. The car tracks were set to grade and the space 
between the rails paved with recut granite blocks on a 6-inch 
concrete base with grout joints. The roadway between Dover . 
street and the railroad bridge was completed December 17, 
1917. In the spring of 1918 this contract was canceled with 
Bernard E. Grant and a new contract was awarded to Coleman 
Brothers May 27, 1918. The contractor did the excavating, 
set the edgestone, removed the old blocks and paved the road- 
way between Harvard street and the railroad bridge with 
special cut granite blocks on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete 
base. The brick sidewalks were relaid between Broadway 
and Motte street and the rest of the sidewalks were constructed 
of artificial stone. , The straight edgestone, corners and flagging 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone and sidewalk bricks were furnished by 
the city on the line of work. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. In connection with this contract, work 
was done on Harvard, Nassau and Oak streets and on Broadway. 
Work was completed June 26, 1918, and the roadway pavement 
and the artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. The former surface of this street 
was granite block pavement, grout joints, on a gravel base. 

Mercantile street, from South Market street to Richmond 
street, is about 533 feet in length. A contract to repave this 
street was awarded to Coleman Brothers June 21, 1918. The 
contractor hauled the old granite: blocks to the city lot on 
Massachusetts avenue, did the subgrading, reset the edgestone 
and paved the street with special cut new granite paving 
blocks on a 6-inch concrete base, grout joints. From Rich- 
mond street to Clinton street the brick sidewalks were relaid, 
and from Clinton street to South Market street artificial stone 
sidewalks were constructed. The city furnished the edgestone 
and sidewalk bricks and all other materials necessary were 
furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks 
and new granite block paving were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. 
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Neponset avenue, from Ashmont street to Chickatawbut 
street, is about 1,708 feet in length. A contract for paving 
this roadway was awarded to John F. Lynch October 1, 1917. 
Work was begun October 2, 1917, and suspended December 14, 
1917. Work was resumed March 19, 1918, and completed 
April 26, 1918. Under an extension of this contract the 
easterly side of this street was repaved to Minot street. The 
roadway is 44 feet wide with a double track for street cars in 
the center. It is paved with granite blocks, grout joints, on a 
gravel base. The granite paving blocks were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The surplus paving blocks 
and flagging were hauled to the city yard on Codman street by 
the contractor. The granite block paving was laid on this 
street under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Somerset street, from Beacon street to Ashburton place, is 
about 320 feet in length. A contract for paving this street 
with special cut granite blocks, grout joints, on a 6-inch Port- 
land cement concrete base was awarded to Bernard E. Grant 
August 16, 1917. No work was done under this contract and 
by order of the Commissioner of Public Works the contract 
with Bernard E. Grant. was canceled and a new contract was 
awarded to Warren Brothers Company June 21, 1918. This 
street has a roadway of 18 feet to 20 feet in width and side- 
walks 6 feet to 8 feet in width. The contractor set the edgestone 
where directed, removed the old blocks, did the excavating and 
paved the roadway with special cut granite blocks, grout joints, 
on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base. The brick side- 
walks were replaced with artificial stone where directed. The 
straight edgestone, corners and flagging were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone and 
sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city on the line of work, 
all other materials necessary were furnished by the contractor. 
The roadway pavement and artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The former surface 
of this street was macadam with granite block gutters on a 
gravel base. 

State street, from Broad street to India street, and from 
Commercial street to Atlantic avenue, is about 769 feet in 
length. A contract to repave this street was awarded to John 
E. Quinn August 22, 1918. The contractor removed the old 
blocks, did the subgrading, reset the edgestone and paved the 
street with new special cut granite blocks on a 6-inch concrete 
base with grout joints. Artificial stone sidewalks were also 
constructed. The city furnished the edgestone and all other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The new granite 
block paving and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Sudbury street, from Court street to Merrimac street, is 
about 870 feet in length. A contract to pave this street was 
awarded to Simpson Brothers June 21, 1918. The contractor 
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hauled the old paving blocks to the city yard on Medford 
street, Charlestown, reset the edgestone, did the subgrading 
and paved the street with new special cut granite blocks on a 
6-inch concrete base, grout joints. Artificial stone sidewalks 
were also constructed. The contractor did _ considerable 
repaving on the adjoining streets. The city furnished the 
edgestone and some second-hand paving blocks for paving the 
approaches to the street. All other material was furnished by 
the contractor. The new granite paving and artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Tremont street, from Boylston street to Common street, is 
about 885 feet in length with a roadway 40 feet and sidewalks 
10 feet in width. <A contract for paving this street with wood 
block pavement was awarded to Bernard E. Grant. The 
contractor did the excavating, reset the edgestone, relaid the 
brick sidewalks, brought up the existing concrete base and 
paved the roadway with wood block, sand joints, on one (1) 
inch mortar bed. The intersection of Eliot street was paved 
with special cut granite blocks with pitch joints on a concrete 
base. The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. The sidewalk bricks 
were furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The car tracks of 
the Boston Elevated Railway were set to grade and the space 
between the rails paved with wood blocks on a 6-inch concrete 
base, grout joints, by the railway company. Work on this 
contract by Bernard E. Grant was suspended November 30, 
1917. By order of the Commissioner of Public Works this 
contract was canceled with Bernard E. Grant and a new 
contract to complete the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded 
to Warren Brothers Company June 21, 1918. Artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid where directed and the work was completed 
July 18, 1918. The wood block pavement, granite block 
pavement and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. 

Washington street, from Forest Hills to Archdale road, is 
about 2,745 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Simpson Brothers June 
28, 1918. It is a 60-foot street with 8-foot sidewalks. Work 
was begun July 18, 1918, and suspended December 16, 1918. 
Edgestone has been set, artificial stone sidewalks constructed 
and the roadway paved with 5-inch granite blocks on a concrete 
base, grout joints, on the westerly side of the street. The 
artificial stone sidewalks and granite block pavement were 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The straight 
edgestone and corners were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by 
the city on the line of work. All other material was furnished 
by the contractor. Work will be resumed early in the spring 
of 1919. 
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Washington street, from Court avenue to Beach street, is 
about 2,815 feet in length, with a roadway 27 to 40 feet in width 
and sidewalks 8 to 17 feet in width. A contract for paving this 
street with wood blocks was awarded to Bernard E. Grant 
August 16, 1917. The contractor removed the existing wood 
blocks, reset the edgestone, relaid the brick sidewalks where 
directed, cleaned the existing concrete base, paved the roadway 
with new wood blocks on a one (1) inch mortar bed, with sand 
joints. Where the existing wood blocks were found to be in good 
condition between the car tracks it was not disturbed. On por- 
tions of the street the space between the rails was paved with 
new wood blocks by the Boston Elevated Railway. All 
materials, including the wood blocks, were furnished by the 
contractor. The wood block pavement was laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. Work was suspended on this 
street December 23, 1917, and at that time the work was 
accepted as completed. The former surface of this street was 
wood block pavement on a concrete base. 


ASPHALT PAVEMENT. 


Beacon street, from Raleigh street to the railroad bridge, is 
about 1,623 feet in length. A contract to pave the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Bermudez Company September 
20,1917. The street is paved with Mexican asphalt on a 6-inch 
Portland cement concrete base and has granite block gutters 
and brows to car tracks, also laid on a concrete base, grout 
joints. The contractor did the excavating and reset the edge- 
stone. The work was started late in the fall of 1917 and it was 
necessary to shut down work on account of the severe weather. 
In the paving done this year the concrete base was omitted and 
the asphalt was laid on the old macadam as a foundation. The 
contractors furnished and laid the artificial stone sidewalks 
where they were not already constructed. The asphalt pave- 
ment and sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. All materials were furnished by the contractor. 
An order was given extending this work on Brookline avenue to 
the northerly side of Newbury street. 

Brighton avenue, from Commonwealth avenue to Cam- 
bridge street, is about 3,162 feet in length. A contract for con- 
structing the surface of this street was awarded to the Bermudez 
Company September 29, 1917. Work was started September 
21, 1917, and suspended December 8, 1917. Work was resumed 
June 10, 1918, and completed September 19, 1918. This street 
is 100 feet in width, consisting of two roadways, one 25 feet in 
width and one 30 feet wide, 10-foot sidewalks and a 25-foot 
reservation or loam space in the middle of the street. This 
year artificial stone sidewalks were constructed by the con- 
tractor. The city furnished all edgestone required, also the 
paving blocks. All other material was furnished by the con- 
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tractor. The asphalt pavement and artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Harvard street, Charlestown, from Prescott street to the 
south side of Harvard square, is about 445 feet in length. A 
contract to pave this street was awarded to the Bermudez Com- 
pany September 20, 1917. The contractor reset the edgestone, 
did the subgrading, removed the old block gutters and prepared 
the old macadam surface as a foundation and on this surface 
laid 14 inches of asphalt wearing surface. They also furnished 
and laid the artificial stone sidewalks. The city furnished the 
edgestone required and the contractor furnished all other 
material. The asphalt pavement and artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Maverick square, from Sumner street to Maverick street, is 
about 510 feet in length. A contract to construct the surface 
of this street was awarded to the Bermudez Company Septem- 
ber 20, 1917. This square consists of a 34-foot roadway and a 
10-foot sidewalk on the easterly side of the East Boston Tunnel 
entrance and the roadway on the westerly side is 38 feet in 
width with a 10-foot sidewalk. Work was begun October 25, 
1917, and suspended December 15, 1917. Work was resumed 
July 27, 1918, and completed August 9, 1918. The contractor did 
the subgrading, reset the edgestone, and paved the roadway with 
Mexican asphalt on a 6-inch concrete base, except the gutters 
and brows to the car tracks which are paved with granite 
blocks, grout joints, on a concrete base. This work was done 
in 1917. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid in 1918. The 
contractor furnished all material necessary to do the work. 
The former surface of this street was granite block paving. 

North Russell street, from Cambridge street to Eaton 
street, is about 438 feet in length. A contract to construct this 
street was awarded to the Bermudez Company September 20, 
1917. This street is 40 feet in width, with 7-foot sidewalks. 
The roadway was paved with Mexican asphalt under this con- 
tract in 1917. The work done this year consisted of laying 
artificial stone sidewalks. The roadway pavement and arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

South street, from Jamaica street to Arborway, is about 
1,648 feet in length. A contract to construct the surface of this 
street was awarded to the Bermudez Company September 20, 
1917. Work was begun August 26, 1918, and completed Novem- 
ber 18, 1918. This street varies from 60 to 64 feet in width 
and the sidewalks are 10 feet wide. The space between the 
car tracks and in front of the car barn on the westerly side 
was repaved with the old granite blocks, grout joints, on a 
gravel base. The remainder of the westerly side and the 
entire easterly side was paved with sheet asphalt on the old 
macadam for a base. The edgestone was reset in part. A 
small amount of straight edgestone and North River flagging 
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‘was furnished by the city on the line of work. A few second- 
hand paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. The sheet asphalt pavement was laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Saratoga street, from Chelsea street to Bennington street, is 
about 5,924 feet in length. A contract to pave this street 
with asphalt was awarded to the Bermudez Company Septem- 
ber 13, 1918. The contractor did the excavating and subgrad- 
ing, hauled the old granite paving blocks from the part of the 
street that was paved to the city yard on Eagle street, set the 
edgestone, laid the concrete base and paved with asphalt. 
The Boston Elevated Railway removed their abandoned car 
track so that the asphalt paving now extends from curb to curb. 
The work was started September 17, 1918, and suspended 
December 31, 1918, the contractor being compelled to shut 
down the work on account of the lateness of the season. Arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks are to be laid in 1919. The city furnished 
the edgestone on the line of work and the contractor furnished 
all other materials. The original surface of this street was part 
macadam and part granite blocks. 


Brick Biock PAVEMENT. 


Arlington street, from Boylston street across Providence 
street, is about 196 feet in length. A contract to pave this 
street with brick block was awarded to Coleman Brothers 
November 25, 1918. The contractor hauled the old granite 
blocks to the city lot on Massachusetts avenue, did the sub- 
grading, furnished and laid a 6-inch concrete base, furnished 
the 1-inch cement sand bed and laid and grouted the brick 
blocks. The city furnished the brick blocks and the contractor 
furnished all other necessary material. The pavement was 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 


FILBERTINE. 


Park street, from Tremont street to Beacon street, is about 
510 feet in length. A contract for paving this with Topeka and 
granite block pavement was awarded to Bernard E. Grant 
August 16, 1917. It has a roadway 29 to 48 feet in width and 
one sidewalk 12 to 15 feet in width. About 144 square yards 
of special cut granite blocks, with pitch joints, and 26 yards, 
with grout joints, on a 6-inch Portland cement base, were laid 
under this contract. Work was suspended October 21, 1917. 
By order of the Commissioner of Public Works the contract 
was canceled with Bernard E. Grant and a new contract was 
awarded to Warren Brothers Company June 21, 1918. The 
contractor set the edgestone where directed, removed the old 
blocks and did the excavating. At Tremont street the road- 
way was paved with special cut granite blocks, with grout 
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joints, on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base. From the 
end of the grouted pavement to the bend the roadway was 
paved with filbertine on a macadam foundation, with second- 
hand granite block gutters, grout joints, on a 4-inch Portland 
cement concrete base. From the bend to the paving done by 
Grant in 1917 the roadway was paved with special cut granite 
blocks, pitch joints, on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base. 
The brick sidewalks were replaced with artificial stone where 
directed. The straight edgestone, corners and flagging were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone and sidewalk bricks were furnished by the 
city on the line of work. All the other material necessary was 
furnished by the contractor. The filbertine pavement, 
granite block pavement and the artificial stone sidewalks were 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The former 
surface of this street was macadam and granite block paving 
on gravel base, gravel joints. 


TorpEKA PAVEMENT. 


Washington street, from Talbot avenue to Armandine 
street, is about 2,035 feet in length. A contract to reconstruct 
the surface of this street from Talbot avenue to Ashmont street 
was awarded to Warren Brothers Company August 17, 1918, 
and afterwards extended to Armandine street. Work was 
begun August 12, 1918, and completed September 25, 1918. 
This street is from 60 to 70 feet in width, with a Topeka roadway 
on the existing macadam base, granite edgestone and a 10-foot 
artificial stone sidewalk. The street car tracks were paved 
with granite blocks, grout joints, by the Boston Elevated 
Railway. All the new material required was furnished by the 
contractor. The existing surplus paving material was hauled 
to the city yard by the contractor. The sidewalks and road- 
way were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 


ASSESSMENT STREETS. 


The following streets have been constructed or are in the 
process of construction under the provisions of chapter 393 of 
the Acts of 1906 and acts in amendment or in addition thereto: 

Alger street, from Dorchester avenue to New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, is about 549 feet inlength. A con- 
tract for furnishing and placing filling in this street was awarded 
to Frank J. Hannon November 7, 1917. Work was started 
November 12, 1917, and completed June 12, 1918. 

Bowdoin street, from 78 feet west of Mt. Ida road, across 
Topliff street, is about 1,156 feet in length. A contract for 
repaving the surface of this street with asphalt was awarded 
to the Bermudez Company September 20, 1917. Work was 
begun November 11, 1918, and suspended December 17, 1918. 
A part of the artificial stone sidewalks have been laid by. the 
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_ contractor. The car tracks have been set to grade and the 
space between the rails has been paved by the Boston Ele- 
vated Railway. 

Carmel street, from Tremont street to Delle avenue, is about 

250 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Warren Brothers Company October 
25, 1917. Work was begun April 8, 1918, and completed 
June 14, 1918. It is a 40-foot street with a 26-foot roadway 
paved with bitulithic on a 4-inch Portland cement concrete 
base, 30-inch grouted granite gutters, granite edgestone and 
7-foot artificial stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone and 
paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city 
on the line of work. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. The contractor hauled the surplus paving material 
to the city yard. The bitulithic roadway and artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
- Cliffmont street, from Canterbury street to 1,120 feet 
southerly. A contract for constructing this street was awarded 
to Martino DeMatteo October 5, 1917. Work was begun 
November 26, 1917, and suspended December 11, 1917. Work 
was resumed April 22, 1918, and completed September 6, 1918. 
It is a 40-foot street with tar macadam roadway, granite edge- 
stone and a 7-foot sidewalk on the westerly side (the edgestone 
and sidewalk were omitted on the easterly side), and a concrete 
retaining wall with a wooden fence about 270 feet in length 
at the southerly end of the street. The straight edgestone 
and corners were furnished by the city and hauled by the con- 
tractor. The tar binder was furnished by the city on the line 
of work. The artificial stone sidewalk was laid by the con- 
tractor under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Conley street, from Old Colony Parkway to Tenean street, is 
about 473 feet in length. A contract for furnishing filling on 
this street was awarded to D. M. Biggs & Co. July 17, 1917. 
Work was begun July 23, 1917, and completed April 19, 1918. 
(See 1917 report for edgestone and grading by the city forces.) 

Fuller street, from Commonwealth avenue to Brookline — 
avenue, is about 146 feet in length. A contract to lay arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks on this street was awarded to the Pignat- 
Vicenzi Mosaic Company July 23, 1918. This street as laid 
out is 50 feet in width, with 8-foot sidewalks. The city paving 
force set the edgestone, did the subgrading, paved the gutters 
and constructed a water-bound macadam roadway. ‘The arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty, work under the contract beginning August 24, 1918, 
and being completed August 27, 1918. 

Goodale road, from Blue Hill avenue 630 feet northwesterly. 
A contract for constructing this roadway and sidewalk on the 
north side and a concrete retaining wall at the easterly side 
was awarded to William J. Rafferty & Co. July 11, 1918. 
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Work was begun July 9, 1918, and completed October 1, 1918. 
It is a 40-foot street with a macadam roadway, grouted granite 
block gutters, granite edgestone and 7-foot artificial stone side- 
walks and a concrete retaining wall with an iron fence on the 
northerly side extending from Blue Hill avenue about 100 feet 
westerly. The straight edgestone and granite paving blocks © 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Gove street, from Cottage street to easterly line of Venice 
street, is about 428 feet in length. The contract for con- 
structing the surface of this street was awarded to the Warren 
Brothers Company on October 5, 1917. Work was begun 
October 16, 1917, and suspended December 4, 1917. Work 
was resumed March 25, 1918, and completed April 26, 1918. 
It is a 50-foot street with granite edgestone, granite block 
gutters, 25 feet in width, laid on a 4-inch concrete base with 
cement grout joints, and has a Topeka pavement laid on a 
4-inch concrete base, and brick sidewalks, 8 feet in width. 
The work this year consisted of laying Topeka pavement, 
except about 133 feet at the Venice street end which was laid 
last year. Brick sidewalks were laid also. The sidewalk 
bricks were furnished by the city on the line of work. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Grove street, from Centre street to Washington street, is 
about 3,106 feet in length. The contract for grading this street 
was awarded to the Central Construction Company January 4, 
1918. Work was begun January 23, 1918, suspended February 
25, 1918, resumed March 26, 1918, and again suspended 
January 25, 1919. It is a 60-foot street and the work has 
consisted of earth and rock excavation by the contractor. 

Hunnewell street, from Champney street to Atkins street, is 
about 458 feet in length. A contract to build the artificial 
stone sidewalks on this street was awarded to the Pignat- 
Vicenzi Mosaic Company July 23, 1918. This street is a 
40-foot street with 7-foot sidewalks. The city paving force 
set the edgestone, did the subgrading, paved the granite block 
gutters and laid a water-bound macadam surface. The artifi- 
cial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. Work. under the contract was begun August 7, 
1918, and completed August 22, 1918. 

Minton street, from Amory street to Brookside avenue, is 
about 422 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Warren Brothers Com- 
pany October 5, 1917. Work was begun March 29, 1918, and 
completed June 28,1918. It is a40-foot street with granite edge- 
stones, block gutters, 25 feet in width, laidon a4-inch,concrete base 
with grout joints, and has a Topeka pavement laid on a 4-inch 
concrete base, and artificial stone sidewalks 7 feet in width. 
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The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. The straight edgestone and second- 
hand granite paving blocks were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor: The circular edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city on the line of work. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. 

Museum road, from Huntington avenue to the Fenway, is 
about 628 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Warren Brothers Com- 
pany on October 5, 1917. Work was begun November 5, 
1917, and suspended December 10, 1917. Work was resumed 
March 26, 1918, and completed June 13, 1918. It is a 50-foot 
street with granite edgestone, granite block gutters, 24 feet in 
width, laid on a 4-inch concrete base with grout joints, and has 
a Topeka pavement laid on a 4-inch concrete base and artificial 
stone sidewalks, 8 feet in width. The artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The work 
this year consisted of laying concrete base and Topeka pave- 
ment for a distance of about 258 feet at the Fenway end, and 
laying artificial stone sidewalks. A small amount of straight 
edgestone was furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. 

Neptune road, from Bennington street to the Boston, Revere 
Beach & Lynn Railroad Bridge, is about 1,711 feet in length. 
The contract to construct this street was awarded to the 
Central Construction Company October 9, 1916. Work was 
begun July 11, 1917, and suspended December 12, 1917. 
Work was resumed July 26, 1918, and completed August 28, 
1918. The street as constructed is 100 feet in width, consist- 
ing of two 20-foot roadways, a central reservation, or planting 
space, 20 feet wide and a 20-foot sidewalk on each side consist- 
ing of an artificial stone sidewalk 10 feet wide and a loam space 
10 feet in width. The contractor did the subgrading, set the 
edgestone, furnished and laid a 4-inch concrete base on the 
roadways, on which was laid the asphalt pavement. A granite 
block gutter, with grout joints on a concrete base, was laid 
along the edgestone, loam was furnished, graded and seeded 
on the reservation and the artificial stone sidewalks were fur- . 
nished and laid. The contractor also built fences where the 
slopes were high and furnished and laid rip-rap where the sea 
washed the slopes. The city furnished the edgestone and a 
part of the paving blocks for gutters. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The asphalt pavement 
and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Nevada street, from Fairmount street to Wilmington avenue, 
is about 258 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo 
October 5, 1917. Work was begun May 28, 1918, and com- 
pleted August 19, 1918. It is a 50-foot street with a 34-foot 
tar macadam roadway, granite edgestone and 8-foot artificial 
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stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone was furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone and 
tar binder was furnished by the city on the line of work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Norfolk street, from Blue Hill avenue to Corbet street, is 
about 3,780 feet in length. A contract for the construction of 
the surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construc- 
tion Company July 17, 1917. Work was begun August 13, 1918, 
and completed November 21, 1918. It is a 60-foot street, 
with a 44-foot bitulithic roadway, on a 6-inch Portland cement 
concrete base, granite edgestone and 8-foot artificial stone 
sidewalks. The street was rough graded and the edgestone 
set between Blue Hill avenue and Clarkwood street in 1917. 
The remainder of the work was done this year. The straight 
edgestone and corners were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by 
the city on the line of work. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks and bitulithic 
roadway were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

North Beacon street, from Cambridge street to Market 
street, is about 3,267 feet inlength. A contract for the construc- 
tion of this street was readvertised and awarded to Warren 
Brothers August 24, 1918. Work was started August 26, 1918, 
~ and suspended January 7, 1919. It is a 60-foot street with side- 
walks 10 feet in width. The contractor set the edgestone, did 
the subgrading, took down a number of large trees, laid a 6-inch 
concrete base, and paved with bitulithic. Most of the cinder 
foundation for the artificial stone sidewalks has been put in and 
the walks will be completed in the spring of 1919. The straight 
edgestone, corners and paving blocks were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of work. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The bitulithic pavement was 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Overland street, from Brookline avenue to the Boston & 
Albany Railroad, is about 399 feet in length. A contract to 
construct this street was awarded to the James J. Coughlan 
Company October 16,1917. Work was started October 25, 1917, 
and suspended November 30, 1917. Work was resumed July 
19, 1918, and completed August 8, 1918. This street as con- 
structed is 40 feet wide with 6-foot artificial stone sidewalks. 
The contractor did the grading, set the edgestone, laid a 6-inch 
Portland cement base and paved the roadway with granite 
blocks. He also furnished and laid the artificial stone sidewalks. 
The recut granite paving blocks were furnished by-the city and 
hauled by the contractor. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Park Vale avenue, from Brighton avenue to Glenville 
avenue, is about 890 feet in length. A contract to pave the 
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surface of this street with asphalt was awarded to the Bermudez 
Company July 2, 1918. Work was started July 9, 1918, and 
completed August 31, 1918. This is a 40-foot street with side- 
walks 7 feet in width. The contractor did the subgrading, set 
the edgestone, furnished and laid the 6-inch concrete base and 
laid the asphalt pavement. Artificial stone sidewalks were con- 
structed where necessary to complete the street. The city 
furnished the edgestone required and the contractor furnished 
all other material. The asphalt pavement and artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Pontiac street, from Tremont street to Hillside street, is 
about 936 feet in length. A contract to construct this street was 
awarded to J. C. Coleman & Sons Company October 22, 1917. 
Work was begun October 26, 1917, and suspended June 19, 1918. 
This street when constructed is to be 40 feet wide and have 
7-foot sidewalks, granite edgestone and 3-foot granite block 
gutters. The street as laid out called for a heavy rock cut 
and earth fill. Most of the work has been done by the contractor 
who has built two heavy rubble retaining walls and wooden 
fences on top of same. Work was suspended to allow the 
Water and Sewer Departments to put in their underground 
structures. 

Radford lane, from Carruth street, across Bushnell street, is 
about 4382 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
artificial stone sidewalks on this street was awarded to Frank 
Drinkwater July 2, 1918. Work was started July 8, 1918, and 
completed July 25, 1918. All materials were furnished by the 
contractor and the sidewalks laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Ralston street, from Dorchester avenue to Old Colony 
avenue, is about 1,127 feet in length. A contract for construct- 
ing this street was awarded to William J. Rafferty & Co. on 
October 9, 1917. Work was begun October 18, 1917, and sus- 
pended December 15, 1917. Work was resumed April 11, 1918, 
and completed May 21, 1918. It is a 40-foot street with granite 
edgestones, 5-inch crushed stone sidewalks, 7 feet in width, 
flagging crosswalks at Dorchester avenue, and has a 6-inch 
bituminous macadam roadway. Concrete retaining walls were 
constructed on each side for a short distance near Dorchester 
avenue. The work this year consisted mainly in constructing 
the 6-inch macadam roadway. The tar binder for the roadway 
was furnished by the city on the line of work and all other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Southwick street, from Neponset avenue to Freeport street, 
is about 359 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company July 28, 1916. Work was started August 8, 1916, 
and suspended November 4, 1916. Work was resumed July 19, 
1917, suspended December 14, 1917, again resumed March 27, 
1918, and completed March 29, 1918. It is a 40-foot street 
with a 26-foot sheet asphalt roadway on a 4-inch concrete base, 
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granite edgestone and 7-foot artificial stone sidewalks. A part 
of the sidewalk was omitted on the easterly end of the street on 
account of the continual settlement of the fill. The work done 
this season consisted of laying the sheet asphalt pavement. 
The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of work. The asphalt road- 
way and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Stratton street, from Lucerne street across Lyford street, is 
about 916 feet in length. A contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo October 5, 
1917. Work was started April 11, 1918, and completed July 23, 
1918. It is a 40-foot street with a tar macadam roadway, 
granite block gutters and 6-foot crushed stone sidewalks on the 
north side and 7-foot artificial stone sidewalks with granite 
edgestone on the south side. The straight edgestone and granite 
paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. The circular edgestone and tar binder were fur- 
nished by the city on the line of work. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks’ 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Wilmington avenue, from Milton avenue to Nevada 
street, is about 616 feet in length. A contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo 
October 5, 1917. Work was started May 16, 1918, and com- 
pleted August 19, 1918. Itis a 50-foot street with a 34-foot tar 
macadam roadway, granite edgestone and 8-foot artificial stone 
sidewalks. The straight edgestone and corners were furnished — 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
stone and tar binder were furnished by the city on the line of 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. |

ARTIFICIAL STONE SIDEWALKS. 

Amory street (north side), from east side of Bragdon street 
about 384 feet westerly. A contract for constructing an arti- 
ficial stone sidewalk, 8 feet in width, was awarded to Joseph 
A. Singarella June 21, 1918. Work was begun June 20, 1918, 
and completed July 9, 1918. The artificial stone sidewalk was 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. Eleven tree 
pits were also constructed. The contractor furnished all 
material. 

Atlantic avenue (easterly side), from Summer street to 370 
feet north of Congress street, is about 950 feet in length. <A 
contract to construct artificial stone sidewalks on this street 
was awarded to John Landis & Co. October 17, 1917. 
Work was started November 5, 1917, and suspended December 
7, 1917. Work was resumed March 19, 1918, and com- 
pleted April 26, 1918. All material necessary to do the 
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work was furnished by the contractor. The sidewalks were 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Back street—on the southerly side of this street near Hereford 
street, for a length of 123 feet, a sidewalk was constructed. A 
contract to construct this sidewalk was awarded to the Pignat- 
Vicenzi Mosaic Company July 238, 1918. The contractor 
omitted the cinder foundation and laid the new artificial stone 
walk on top of the old sidewalk which was low for grade. All 
material was furnished by the contractor. The sidewalk was 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Beach street, from Harrison avenue to Atlantic avenue, is 
about 1,247 feet in length. It is a 50-foot street with a road- 
way 32 to 34 feet in width and sidewalks 8 to 9 feet in width. 
A contract for paving this street with special cut granite blocks 
on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base was awarded to 
Bernard E. Grant August 26, 1916. The contractor did the 
excavating, reset the edgestone, paved the roadway and re- 
placed the existing brick sidewalks with artificial stone. The 
car tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway were set to grade 
and the space between the rails was paved with special cut 
granite blocks on a 6-inch concrete base. In 1917 the south 
roadway was paved with special cut granite blocks, pitch 
joints, on a 6-inch concrete base, and in 1918, due to a bad 
settlement of the paving caused by the construction of the new 
Sub-Postal Station, the blocks were relaid with grout joints by 
Coleman Brothers. On August 16, 1918, a contract to complete 
the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to VY. Grande. The 
contractor completed the walks September 11, 1918. The 
straight edgestone and corners were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor; the circular edgestone was furnished 
by the city on the line of work. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractors. The granite block pavement 
and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Brookside avenue, from Boylston street to Green street, is 
about 2,041 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to Warren Brothers 
Company August 16, 1917. Work was started November 
6, 1917, and suspended December 11,1917. Work was resumed 
May 20, 1918, and completed July 9, 1918. Work this year 
consisted of setting a part of the edgestone, laying a part of the 
granite block gutters, and constructing artificial stone side- 
walks. The straight edgestone, corners and granite paving 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Brown avenue, from Poplar street to Blakemore street, is 
about 2,311 feet in length. A contract for constructing arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks on this street was awarded to Charles J. 
Jacobs Company August 7, 1917. Work was begun August 
15, 1917, and suspended October 22, 1917. Work was resumed 
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and completed August 10, 1918, the street being practically 
completed in 1917. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Canal street, from Haymarket square to Washington street, 
is about 1,125 feet in length. It is a 74-foot street with a 
50-foot roadway and sidewalks varying in width from 10 to 15 
feet in width. A contract for repaving this street with the 
existing granite block was awarded to Bernard E. Grant August 
26, 1916. Under the contract it was the intention to relay the 
existing granite block, but at the request of the abutters special 
cut granite block with grout joints was laid on the existing 
concrete base. The straight edgestone was furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor; all other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The car tracks were set to grade 
and the space between the rails was paved with special cut 
granite blocks on a concrete base, grout joints. Artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid where directed. Work on this con- 
tract was suspended July 9,1917. On August 16, 1918, a con- 
tract to complete the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to 
V. Grande. The contractor began work on the artificial stone 
sidewalks September 9, 1918, and completed them September 
10, 1918. The granite block pavement and artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Cleveland place, from Margaret street to Snow Hill street, is 
about 255 feet in length. The contract for constructing arti- 
ficial stone driveway in this place was awarded to V. Grande 
October 16, 1917. Work was started April 30, 1918, and com- 
pleted May 29, 1918. A small amount of edgestone was reset 
and the brick sidewalks were relaid on the approaches.  Arti- 
ficial stone driveway (extra depth) was constructed under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. One small corner was fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Evergreen street (westerly side), from South Huntington 
avenue to Day street, is about 847 feet’ in length. <A contract 
for constructing artificial stone sidewalks on this street was 
awarded. to Warren Brothers Company August 16, 1917. 
Work was started July 18, 1918, and completed August 12, 1918. 
Edgestone was set and reset, granite block gutter was laid and 
relaid and an artificial stone sidewalk 7 feet in width was laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The straight edge- 
stone, corners and second-hand granite blocks were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. 

Hanover street, from Court street to Commercial street, is 
about 3,309 feet in length. The contract for construct- 
ing artificial stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to 
V. Grande October 9, 1917. Work was begun October 16, 1917, 
and suspended December 14, 1917. Work was resumed April 
30, 1918, and completed June 4, 1918. The sidewalks were 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
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Ridge street, from Brown avenue to Sycamore street, is 
about 740 feet in length. The contract for constructing arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to Charles J. 
Jacobs August 7, 1917. Work was started October 10, 1917, and 
suspended December 8, 1917. Work was resumed July 12, 
1918, and completed August 10, 1918. All materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The sidewalk was laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Sherwood street, from Ashland street to Florence street, is 
about 1,561 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
artificial stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to Charles 
J. Jacobs August 7, 1917. Work was started August 30, 1917, 
and suspended October 18, 1917. Work was resumed and 
completed August 8, 1918, most of the work being done in 1917. 
All materials were furnished by the contractor. ‘The sidewalks 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Sycamore street, from Florence street to Ashland street, is 
about 1,263 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
artificial stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to Charles 
J. Jacobs August 7,1917. Work was begun October 19, 1917, 
and suspended December 8, 1917. -Work was resumed June 
19, 1918, and completed August 6, 1918. The straight edgestone, 
corners and second-hand granite blocks were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
was furnished by the city on the line of work. All other mate- 
rials were furnished by the contractor. The sidewalks were 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Washington street, from Haymarket square to Elm street, 
is about 738 feet in length with a roadway from 40 to 65 feet in 
width and sidewalks 10 feet in width. A contract for paving 
this street with special cut granite blocks on a 6-inch Portland ° 
cement concrete base, grout joints, was awarded to Bernard 
E. Grant August 26, 1916. The contractor did the excavating, 
reset the edgestone and paved the roadway. The straight 
edgestone and corners were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor; the circular edgestone was furnished by the 
city on the line of work. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway 
were brought to grade and the space between the rails paved by 
the company. Work on this contract by Bernard E. Grant 
was suspended September 24, 1917. By order of the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works this contract was cancelled with Grant 
and the city paving force was ordered to complete the granite 
block paving. A contract to construct the artificial stone 
sidewalks was awarded to V. Grande August 16, 1918. The 
city force completed the roadway with specia! cut granite 
blocks, grout joints, on a 6-inch concrete base. The artificial 
stone sidewalks were completed by V. Grande September 3, 
1918. The granite block pavement and artificial stone side- 
walks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty.

DEFECTS IN SIDEWALKS AND ROADWAYS. 


Two hundred forty notices were sent to property 
owners to make repairs to sidewalks for the maintenance

Twenty-five thousand six hundrel fifty notices were 
sent to district foremen, contractors, public service cor- 
porations and others to make repairs in the streets where 
defects existed on account of work for which they were 
responsible.

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF THE 
SEWER AND SANITARY DIVISION. 





Boston, February 1, 1919.

DEAR Sir,—I submit herewith a statement of the 
activities, operations and expenditures of the various 
services of the Sewer and Sanitary Division for the year 
ending January 31, 1919. 

The maintenance expenditures of the Sewer and 
Sanitary Division for the year were as follows:

SEWER SERVICE. 


During the year 1918-19, owing to the decrease in the 
annual appropriation for the construction of sewers, 
only 6.94 miles of sanitary sewers and surface drains were 
built in the City of Boston. In the city proper the work 
was chiefly confined to construction of sewers in streets 
that were to be permanently repaved by the Paving 
Division, the principal ones being those built in Atlantic 
avenue, Commercial street, Causeway street, Leverett 
street and Portland street. In East Boston, Saratoga 
street; in Brighton, Washington street; in Charlestown, 
Chelsea street and Rutherford avenue, and in South 
Boston, the extension of Dorchester brook sewer and 
the D street outlet. 

In the cleaning of catch-basins a new arrangement has 
been made; that is, contractors have been paid by the 
cubic yard removed instead of by the basin as was done 
in former years. The results have been entirely satis- 
factory and the number of complaints materially reduced. 
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There were 7,628 catch-basins and 156 drop inlets 
cleaned and a total of 28,767 cubic yards of material 
removed. 

Plans have been prepared for repairs at the Calf 
Pasture pumping station, also for the renewal of the 
gates at the Moon Island reservoir. 

The cleaning and flushing of old sewers has received 
the constant attention of the day-labor force and at 
the present time are in fairly good working condition. 


SANITARY SERVICE. 


Owing to war conditions and the prevalence of 
influenza, the forces in the Sanitary Service were greatly 
reduced during the past year and I would respectfully 
recommend that 100 laborers be added to the present 
working forces. 

Studies have been made as to the substitution of a 
day-labor force in the so-called sanitary districts in East 
Boston, Dorchester, Hyde Park, West Roxbury and 
Brighton. 

I would also recommend that the question of separa- 
tion in certain sections of the city receive more attention 
during the coming year as this nonseparation of garbage 
and ashes has been the source of a great deal of complaint 
on our inland dumps. At the present time we have a 
number of wooden garbage wagons and these should be 
replaced with iron carts in order to collect the garbage 
in a sanitary manner. 

The question of the collection of garbage and ashes in 
the unimproved alleys of the South End should receive 
the attention of the department and these alleys should 
be made public by an act of the Street Commissioners, 
so that our teams can be driven through and the col- 
lection made regularly and in a sanitary manner. 

The purchase of new horses for this service should 
receive your earliest consideration as the horses are 
rapidly decreasing in number and wearing out under the 
hard work of this service. 


STREET CLEANING AND OILING SERVICE. 


During the past year an electric car sprinkler and 
flusher has proven entirely satisfactory for the sprinkling 
and flushing of streets on which there are car tracks. 
Owing to the refusal of the Government to allow the oil 
companies to use tank cars for furnishing oil, very little 
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oil was applied to the macadam highways, and I would 
respectfully recommend that at least 1,000,000 gallons 
of oil be asked for in the coming budget. 

An investigation has been made as to the merits of 
various pick-up machines for sprinkling, brooming and 
picking up the dirt on our streets, and I would recommend 
that an Elgin street sweeper be purchased during the 
coming year, which I think is the most improved type of 
street cleaning machine on the market at the present 
time. The continuation of the use of motor-driven 
flushers and sprinklers in our paved streets have proven 
entirely satisfactory. 

I would recommend that the forces of the Street 
Cleaning Service in their various districts be increased, 
especially as the improved type of paving due to the 
paving program of the Public Works Department is fast 
becoming a matter of record. This will apply to the 
so-called push-cart men, which should be increased from 
about 100 routes to at least 200. This would mean an 
increase of at least 150 men to the present force to give 
daily cleaning to our paved highways.

Entrance fees to the amount of $1,880.26 have been 
deposited with the City Collector for collection from 
estates upon which no sewer assessment was ever paid, 
in accordance with the Ordinances of 1910, chapter 9, 
section 10. 

Bills for sewer assessments amounting to $1,229.90 
have been deposited for collection, representing those 
estates assessed under chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889, 
and other acts, which have been connected during the 
year with the sewers for which they were assessed. 

Eleven hundred and thirty-three permits have been 
issued, viz., 248 to district foremen, 221 to contractors 
and 664 to licensed drainlayers, for repairing or laying 
house drains and the work done under these permits has 
been inspected. 

Plans for the assessment of estates for sewer con- 
struction have been furnished the Street Commissioners, 
representing 39,248 feet of sewers and appurtenances,

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF THE 
WATER DIVISION. 


February 1, 1919. 


To the Commissioner of Public Works: 


I respectfully submit the following report of the 
operation, income, and expenditures of the Water Divi- 
sion for the past year: 

Owing to conditions resulting from the world war, 
new building construction practically ceased throughout 
the city and the work of this division was confined to 
maintenance, extensions of the high service for sprinkler 
and fire pipe purposes, pipelaying in advance of new 
street construction, relaying for the general improve- 
ment of the system, particularly in the line of fire protec- 
tion, pipe cleaning, etc. 

During the year 2.76 miles of pipe were laid and 5.27 
miles were relaid, making a total of 8.03 miles of new pipe 
installed. 

Two thousand one hundred twenty-six linear feet of 
16-inch pipe was laid in Commercial street, between Wash- 
ington Street North and Clark street, affording a much 
needed reinforcement to the high service system north of 
State street. 

Due to the relocation of Commonwealth avenue, 425 
feet of 48-inch main was relaid at Charlesgate East. 

Due to the widening of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad cut in South Boston, and the con- 
struction of new bridges at Fifth street, Silver street, 
Broadway, Athens street, Third street, Bolton street and 
Second street, the old cast-iron pipes at these points were 
replaced by steel pipes with concrete protection. The 
pipes crossing the new bridges at Fourth street and Gold 
street were replaced with cast iron. 

The fire and general service supply at the Boston Con- 
sumptives’ Hospital and in the area northeast of the 
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hospital was greatly strengthened by a second feed laid 
from Sanford street through Cedar street, Manchester 
street and private land. 

The private pipe system in the area in West Roxbury 
known as Boston Heights was rearranged and repaired 
in such a way that a fairly satisfactory domestic service 
was afforded to this area. The system is, at best, a make- 
shift and does not afford any degree of fire protection. 
The question of an adequate water supply for this area, 
together with the areas in the same portion of West 
Roxbury known as Grove Street Grove and West Rox- 
bury Highlands, is a serious one which should be settled 
without delay. At present there is no fire protection in 
these areas and the domestic supply is entirely inade- 
quate. It may fail at any time and is sure to fail in 
the winter time. 

A 16-inch connection was made on Faneuil street at 
Brooks street with the new 20-inch main laid through 
Brighton to Watertown by the Metropolitan Water and 
Sewerage Board. This connection is of the greatest value 
to the Brighton high service as it affords the possibility 
of an efficient independent supply to the system which 
is now fed by a single 16-inch connection at Cleveland 
circle near Chestnut Hill Reservoir. Under normal con- 
ditions the gate on this connection is kept closed. A 
branch was left by the Metropolitan Water Board in its 
20-inch main for a second 16-inch connection on Lake 
street at Commonwealth avenue. This connection has 
not yet been made. 

Seventeen thousand feet of main pipe was cleaned in 
Hyde Park resulting in a marked improvement in the 
service. | 

A number of small pipes in private ways throughout 
the city which for many years past have been the source 
of revenue and which had worn out were relaid with 
cast-iron pipes after the necessary releases had been 
obtained from the owners. 

The most outstanding feature of the past year from a 
waterworks point of view was the unprecedented cold 
of the winter of 1917-18. ‘The cold was the most severe 
recorded by the United States Weather Bureau at Bos- 
ton. The average mean temperature for December, 1917, 
January and February, 1918, was 24 degrees. The aver- 
age mean temperature for the same three months for the 
past forty-eight years was 28.9 degrees. This unusual 
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cold, aided and abetted by the scarcity of snow, caused 
a wholesale freezing of main pipes, services, meters and 
hydrants throughout the whole northern part of the 
country. 

In Boston the situation was acute and serious danger 
to the community, from the points of view of fire protec- 
tion and public health, was only averted by prompt 
action. 

At the time of maximum effort the following thawing 
equipment was in service: 2 storage batteries operated by 
the department; 3 storage batteries operated by the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company; 8 overhead 
electrical outfits operated by contractor; 10 small steam 
boilers and 2 large steam boilers; 2,633 service, 6,720 
linear feet of main pipe (principally dead ends and pipes 
on bridges), 479 hydrants and 6,812 meters were frozen. 
In such an emergency as that of last winter electricity 
is an invaluable means of relief, but intelligence must be 
employed in its use if damage to the pipe system is to be 
avoided. ‘Trouble will surely result if too much current 
is used.

REPORT OF THE BOSTON AND CAMBRIDGE 
BRIDGE COMMISSION. 


Boston, February 1, 1919. 


To the Honorable the Mayor: 

Str,— As commissioner for the City of Boston I 
respectfully submit herewith the annual report of the 
Boston and Cambridge Bridge Commission for the year 
ending January 31, 1919. 

This commission is composed of two members, one 
appointed by the Mayor of the City of Boston, and the 
other by the Mayor of the city of Cambridge, under 
provisions of chapter 467, Acts of 1898. 

The commission has charge of the maintenance of the 
following-named bridges connecting Boston and Cam- 
bridge: Anderson, Brookline Street, Cambridge, Har- 
vard, Prison Point, River Street and Western Avenue to 
- Cambridge. 

As there is no separate appropriation made for the 
City of Boston’s portion of the expenses of this commis- 
sion, same is taken from the appropriation for the 
Bridge and Ferry Division, Bridge Service. The amount 
expended during the fiscal year ending January 31, 1919, 
was $23,942.63. 


BROOKLINE STREET BRIDGE. 


The under planking on this bridge, over the tracks of 
the Boston & Albany Railroad, is getting in a bad con- 
dition and in the near future will have to be replaced. 
A large amount of patching has been done on this bridge 
during the past year. 


CAMBRIDGE BRIDGE. 


The lamp-posts on this bridge, which have been a 
constant source of trouble, were repaired during the past 
year. 
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HARVARD BRIDGE. 


The roadway of Harvard Bridge, on account of the 
bad condition of the stringers and under planking, was in 
such condition that a contract for replanking and re- 
paving the bridge was awarded by the commissioners to 
the Rowe Contracting Company on August 138, 1918. 
On account of the difficulty in obtaining materials the 
work could not be completed in 1918 but will be finished 
in the spring of 1919. Nearly all the stringers and deck 
planking have been found to be rotten and very little 
of this material can be used again. <A new type of floor 
of beech and maple strips, nailed together in slabs, is 
being placed for the wearing surface with the expectation 
of adding to the strength of the floor, which is very light 
for the heavy motor traffic now using the bridge. 

The floor of the draw span needs entire reconstruction 
and the sidewalks are in bad condition and should be 
rebuilt. The draw span is worn so that it is lower than 
the approach spans and should be raised to correspond 
to the grades of the approach spans. 


Prison Potnt BRIDGE. 


Iron railings have been substituted for the old rotten 
and unsightly wooden fences and a new steel stairway, 
In a more convenient location, was built to replace the 
old wooden one. This work was done under contract 
with the Boston Structural Steel Company for the sum 
of $2,291 and was completed April 25, 1918. A new 
operating house was built in a more accessible location 
and electrical and mechanical appliances were over- 
hauled and repaired. 

This bridge was resheathed during the past year.

APPENDIX V. 


INSTRUCTIONS TO ARCHITECTS. 


ARCHITECTS’ SERVICES. 


Every Architect employed by the Schoolhouse Commissioners 
of the City of Boston, as the architect for erecting a building, 
is to perform the duties hereinafter provided. 

This Agreement, made day of 

in the year one thousand nine hundred and 
by the City of Boston, acting through the Board of Schoolhouse 
Commissioners, party of the first part, and 
party of the second part, hereinafter designated the Architect. 

Witnesseth, That the Architect, in consideration of the agree- 
ments herein made by the City, agrees with the said City as 
follows: 

Section 1.— The Board.— (a.) Is to furnish the Architect 
with the requirements and information for the design and con- 
struction of the building for which he is the Architect, and give 
the approximate cubical contents and proposed cost per cubic 
foot thereof: | 

(b.) Is to provide the services of domestic engineers to con- 
fer with the Architect during the preparation of preliminary 
studies, and when these are accepted by the Board to advise the 
Architect in the details of their work and make the necessary 
working drawings and specifications for (excepting plumbing), 
and have the direction of, the plumbing, heating, ventilating 
and electric work for the building, said work being hereinafter 
designated as the domestic engineering. 

(c.) Is to give the grade and lines of streets and adjoining 
lots; 

(d.) Is to give all information regarding the lot, and on 
request of the Architect, or of any person doing work on the 
building, furnish him full information relating to the above, the 
sewer, water, gas and electric*service, and to the rights, restric- 
tions and boundaries of the lot on which the building is to be 
constructed. 

Srcr. 2.— The Architect.— (a.) Is to consult and advise 
with the Board and make such preliminary studies as will 
acquaint the Board with the contemplated arrangement, 
design, construction and cubical contents of the building, and 
enable it to agree with the Architect upon a definite limit of 
cost therefor, and to accept said preliminary studies as the basis 
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of working drawings and specifications; he shall submit the 
preliminary studies to the Board not later than fifteen (15) 
days after the receipt by him of the plan of the site on which 
the building is to be erected: 

(b.) Is to make upon the basis of said preliminary studies 
one complete set of working drawings in ink on tracing cloth, 
floor and framing plans, sections and elevations at a scale of 
one-quarter of an inch to the foot, plumbing drawings and such 
detail drawings on a larger scale as are necessary to explain 
the specifications; he shall submit the complete, finished 
drawings and specifications not later than ninety (90) days 
after the acceptance of the preliminary study by the Board; 
| (c.) Is to furnish one complete typewritten set of specifica- 

tions for everything, including plumbing, to be furnished or 
done in constructing the building, except the domestic engineer- 
ing, and is to revise and correct'the printer’s proofs. 

(d.) Is to cause the drawings and specifications furnished by 
him to conform to all regulations of law and public authorities, 
and to be in accordance with established methods of building 
construction, faithfully carry out all the foregoing provisions, 
use all proper knowledge, skill and care therein, and be 
accountable in damages for any failure so to do. 

(e.) Is to loan to the Board, to make blueprints therefrom, 
the said set of working drawings; 

(f.) Is to restudy, and if necessary redraw, without charge, 
any or all of said drawings and specifications, if the lowest bid 
for doing the work in accordance therewith overruns the limit of 
cost agreed upon by the Architect and the Board; 

(g.) He shall have the certification of a Construction 
Engineer approved by the Board for the construction plans and 
details; and then shall make application for a building permit 
to the Building Department on a form signed by the chairman 
of the Board, and deliver to the Building Department two sets 
of such blueprints from the said set of working drawings as may 
be required by the Building Department (the Board furnishing 
specifications to the Building Department) ; 

(h.) Is, upon the signing of the construction contract, to 
deliver to the Board, to remain their property, two sets of cloth 
blueprints taken from the said set of working drawings, a 
perspective drawing of the exterior of the building and such 
floor plans as the Board may request suitable for reproduction, 
and at the conclusion of the werk a complete set of working 
drawings on tracing cloth, either the set previously referred to or 
a copy therefrom, which shall be corrected to agree with and 
embody all changes made during construction; 

(7.) Is to have general supervision of the domestic engineer- 
ing and be the Architect of all other work to be done under any 
written contract for the construction of the building, and render 
the full usual Architect’s services and superyision for such other 
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work; he shall personally visit the work at least twice in each 
week, and shall render a weekly report on the form furnished 
by the Board; 

(7.) Is, in the form prescribed by the Board, to make all 
estimates and allowances for payments under any contract in 
which he is made the Architect of the work, and such estimates 
for the domestic engineering are to be accompanied by certifi- 
cates of said Engineers as to their accuracy, subject to approval 
of the Board. 

(k.) Is to advise with the Board on any changes in the 
building contemplated by the Board, and is to order changes 
when required by the Board so to do; 

Sect. 3.—(a.) The City, as full compensation for the serv- 
ices aforesaid, is to pay the Architect 22 per cent upon the 
cost of the domestic engineering, exclusive of plumbing, and 6 
per cent upon the cost of all other work; 

(b.) Payments to be made as follows: Three and three-fifths 
per cent upon all contracts other than those for domestic 
engineering is to be paid on the signing of such contracts, and 
thereafter 2% per cent upon the value of the materials and 
labor, as specified in each estimate for payment under the con- 
tract, is to be paid on the making of the estimate. Final 
payment is not to be made until the work is completed and 
the building finally accepted and a final release given to the 
city for all claims of any nature under the contract by the 
Contractor or his subcontractors or their employees. When 
preliminary studies are completed, the value of the Architect’s 
services to date shall be reckoned one-sixth of the estimated 
total commission; when working drawings and specifications 
are ready for contract, if for any reason the signing of 
contracts is delayed, the value of his services to date shall 
be reckoned at 32 per cent of cost based on allowance for 
building given by the Board to the Architect. If the Board 
discontinue the services of the Architect at any intermediate 
stage the value of his services shall be reckoned proportionately, 
and payment for said services shall be made at the discretion 
of the Board. Five per cent on cost of domestic engineering, 
exclusive of plumbing, and 10 per cent on other work will be 
paid to Architects on all changes and alterations made within 
or to existing buildings. Additions and extensions made out- 
side of such buildings to be regarded as new work and the 
commission to. be reckoned on that basis. 

Secr. 4.—When for any reason other than those stated in 
section 2, paragraph (f.) page 32, the Board shall set aside the 
whole or any part of an Architect’s studies, drawings and speci- 
fications while retaining him to prepare corresponding new 
studies, drawings and specifications for the same school build- 
ing, the city shall pay the Architect for the work thus set aside 
a sum not exceeding three times the actual cost of draughting 
and the new work shall be paid for on a commission basis, as

stated in section 3, page 33. Payments for all work thus set 
aside under this section shall be made at the discretion of the 
Board. 

Sect. 5.— In the above agreement the term ‘“‘building”’ is 
used to define not only the structure itself but all work in 
connection with it committed to the Architect by the order of 
the Board, as fencing, grading, roads, walks, planting, decora- 
tive painting and sculptural decoration. 

The Architect will further render all services of any kind 
mentioned in the contract executed for the construction of said 
school building and incidental to or necessary for the perform- 
ance thereof, until the builder shall be released from all respon- 
sibility in respect thereof. 

The Architect will not order any variations or extras without 
the sanction of the Board of Schoolhouse Commissioners in 
writing, nor in any way exceed his authority as laid down in 
the building contract. 

No rule of any society or any custom of engineers, architects 
or surveyors shall be binding on the party of the first part. 

In witness whereof, the said hereunto set 
their hand and seal, and the City of Boston has caused these 
presents to be signed by the chairman of the Board of School- 
house Commissioners, hereunto duly authorized, the day and 
year as ‘above written.

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APPENDIX VI. 


GENERAL INFORMATION AS TO STANDARD RE- 
QUIREMENTS FOR SCHOOL BUILDINGS AND 


YARDS. 





YARDS. (1.) Grading.— Grade the yards as deter- 
mined after consultation with the commis- 
sioners. 


(2.) Fences.— Provide fences, planting, etc., 
as determined after consultation. 

(3.) Gates— Provide the gates in fences 
inclosing the yards with hasp and staple to 
receive the Department Standard yard pad- 
lock, which will be furnished by the Depart- 
ment outside of the general contract. 

(4.) Play-yards.— Play-yards located on 
the sunny side of the building are desired and 
approximately 30 square feet per pupil should 
be provided. Play-yards are to be paved with 
hard-burned bricks, laid flat in sand and 
sloping at proper grades to catch-basins con- 
necting to sewer. 

(5.) Walks— Pave the walks and ap- 
proaches with hard-burned brick laid flat in 
sand. 

(6.) Curbs.— Curbs forming borders may 
be paved with brick laid on edge. Bull-nose 
brick may be used for curbs. 

(7.) Sidewalks.— Sidewalks for public use 
outside of the lot line and curbs for same are not 
to be included in general contract for building 
as an allowance. 

(8.) Basement Entrances.— Separate  en- 
trances are to be provided for boys and girls 
from their respective yards to the play-room. 
Areas, steps and inclines are to be avoided 
wherever possible. A separate entrance for 
janitor to boiler-room may be provided. A 
proper entrance for coal and exit for ashes 
should be provided. 

(9.) Driveways.— Driveways such as_ for 
coal and ash teams are to be paved with vitri- 
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fied pavers laid at the proper pitches, and in 
cement mortar on a sufficiently thick concrete 
base. 

(10.) Flagstaff— Provide a flagstaff 20 feet 


-long extended from a wall of the building with 


halliards, truck, etc., complete. 
Notr.— All the above items except as noted 
to be included in the general building contract. 


ELEMENTARY AND JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL. 


In General.— Elementary schools are sub- 
divided into upper and lower. Lower includes 
Grades I. and II. and are to have 12-inch 
by 18-inch desks and Grade III. is to have 
13-inch by 21-inch desks. The buildings for 
the lower grades are to have besides the class- 
rooms required, rooms for teachers, nurse, 
book storage and emergency closets. Sufficient 
storage room for supplies, etc., shall be pro- 
vided in the basement. The upper elementary 
buildings are to contain Grades IV. to IX., 
inclusive, and are to have besides the class- 
rooms required an assembly hall and rooms for 
master, teachers, nurse, book storage and 
emergency closets. 

Grades IV., V. and VI. are to have 15-inch 
by 21-inch desks and Grades VII. and VIII. 
are to have 16-inch by 23-inch desks. 

Junior High School rooms are to have 
20-inch by 26-inch desks. 

Desks are to be spaced according to standard 
seating plan. 

The building will be either ‘‘ Lower Elemen- 
tary,” ‘‘Upper Elementary”’ or ‘‘Upper Ele- 
mentary and Junior High,’’ as above men- 
tioned. This will be determined by the 
commissioners, who will act as an interme- 
diary between architects and the school 
authorities and committee. Relations between 
commissioners, architects and contractors to 
be as defined by a contract. Commissioners 
are to determine the type of construction of 
the building, and shall furnish all necessary 
information to the Architect. 

Orientation. It is desired to place the 
building so that each class-room should receive 
sunlight during some portion of the day. 

Setting.— Set the building above grade so 
that the play-rooms are well lighted and 
entrances are provided into basement play- 
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rooms as before mentioned. (See Basement 
Entrances.) Boiler-room floor wash to drain 
direct to sewer wherever possible. 

Heat and Vent Flues.— To be of galvanized 
iron or masonry, as determined by the commis- 
sioners. If of masonry, to have joints neatly 
struck and the inner surface fairly smooth. 

Fireproofing.— Doors for boiler-room and 
coal-pocket to be metal covered. Boiler-room 
doors to be self-closing. Closets should be 
provided for electrician as needed for batteries, 
switch boards, ete. 

A paper burner should be provided in con- 
nection with the boiler room as directed. 

Bulletin boards should be included in general 
contract.

requirements for the lower elementary, should 
contain an assembly hall with its necessary 
rooms, and a master’s room with waiting room, 
if so directed. Rooms for cooking, manual 
training, etc., are to be provided when called 
for by the commissioners. 

This type of building includes rooms for 
first year high school and upper elementary 
schools, and except for certain large class-rooms 
is practically the same as upper elementary 
building. 

(1.) Size will be 23 by 29 for lower and upper 
elementary grades, 26 by 32 for junior high 
and not less than 12 feet high in clear. Modi- 
fication allowable only after consultation with 
the Board. Desks should be laid out on the 
preliminary plans. (See drawing.) Every 
class-room shall be consecutively numbered on 
the plans to designate it. These numbers to 
be for the doors, as noted below, and for the 
annunciator. Other rooms that appear on the 
annunciator to be named on the plans, as 
assembly hall, teachers’ or master’s room, 
cooking room, manual training room. ‘The 
kindergarten shall be counted as a class-room. 
In high schools, both class and recitation rooms 
to be numbered, other rooms named. 

(2.) Windows will be on the long side for 
left-hand lighting. The glass measured inside 
the sash shall contain not less than one-fifth of 
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floor area; neither double run of sash nor 
double glazing nor weather strips will be 
required, the head square and close to the 
ceiling; the sill about 2 feet 6 inches from the 
floor where a gravity indirect system of heat- 
ing is installed and 2 feet 11 inches where there 
is to be plenum system; the windows divided 
with muntins, no large sheets of glass. Fin- 
ished with plastered jamb, metal corner bead, 
without architrave. 

(8.) Doors—— One to corridor, 3 feet 6 
inches by 7 feet, partly glazed, to open out, 
placed preferably near the teacher’s end; 
all as per standard details (two doors may 
be desired under certain conditions); brass- 
plated, ball-bearing steel butts, 4-lever mortise 
lock, master keyed; cast brass knobs, flush 
marble thresholds to corridors for first-class 
construction. Doors to have 2-inch plain 
painted numbers, cardholders, 35 inches by 5 
inches, and hooks to hold open. 

(4.) Floors will be maple. 

(5.) Walls will be painted burlap up to top 
of blackboards, or of tack boards, and above 
this plaster tinted in water-color,— a warm 
gray green or buff gives the best results,— the 
blackboards 4 feet high, 2 feet 2 inches from 
floor in kindergarten, 2 feet 4 inches to 2 feet 
6 inches in Grade IV., and 2 feet 8 inches in 
Grades V. to VIII., behind the teacher’s desk 
and on the long side. ‘These will be of best 
black slate + inch thick. At end, in place of 
blackboard, soft wood sheathing with cork 
carpet securely attached to it for a tack board, 
to extend from line of chalk trough to the 
moulding at top of blackboards, to have wood 
strips to cover tacks. In lower grades a card 
rack is required above the blackboard only. 
A picture moulding at top of burlap and also 
near ceiling in all rooms. (See drawings.) 

(6.) Cewlings will be level, plaster tinted a 
hight cream color. Ceiling angles square. 

(7.) Artificial Iight— Nine stiff pendent, 
60-watt electric fixtures on three switches, 
and one cord drop over teacher’s desk. No 
gas. 

(8) Heating and Ventilation.— The inlet 
for heat about 5 square feet, the outlet for 
ventilation about 5 square feet. 

(9.) Bookcase.— Provide a bookease in any 
convenient position, about 5 feet 9 inches 
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long; upper doors fitted with cylinder locks, 
and latch and knob; drawers fitted with locks 
and small brass pulls. Lower doors to have 
knobs and cylinder locks; same lock in each 
bookcase; all bookcase locks master keyed. 
(See drawing.) Special equipment for care 
of books where school is held day and evening 
is desired, similar to that existing at the 
Charlestown High School, so that the books 
of the day pupils will be put away in pigeon- 
holes, leaving the desk free for evening use. 

(10.) Teacher’s Closet— Provide a_ small 
closet for teacher’s coat and hat, preferably 
opening from the class-room, but allowable 
from the wardrobe, closet to have about 4 
hooks and one shelf. 

The School Committee is responding to the 
more general demand for fresh-air rooms for 
children who are anemic or of tubercular 
tendencies. At present all that the Board is 
advising to meet this new demand is that a 
sunny room, preferably a corner room, be 
chosen for this work, and that the windows 
on one or on two sides be made casement, to 
open out, or as the Board may direct; and that 
the heat be largely direct, so that the tem- 
perature can be quickly raised, if necessary, 
when the windows are closed. Otherwise these 
rooms will be the same as other class-rooms. 

(a.) (1.) Size— Wardrobes will adjoin 
school-rooms and be from 4 feet 6 inches to 
5 feet wide in the clear; 6 feet where com- 
partments are used. The Board is to be 
consulted as to the type of wardrobe, as in 
certain cases they may prefer the approved 
standard type of Chicago wardrobe. 

(2 and 3.) Windows and Doors.— Outside 
light, two doors, both connecting with school- 
room, and not to corridor, and having no 
thresholds. Doors, double swung, 2 feet 6 
inches wide, brass double-acting butts, foot and 
hand plates, hooks or adjustable stops to hold 
open, ventilation under door farthest from 
vent. 

(4.) Floors— Maple. For all cases, to 
have a drip gutter for umbrellas, lined with 
heavy zine, all joints soldered and tight. 

(5.) Walls.— Painted hard finish plaster to 
a height of 6 feet, poles on brass-plated iron 
brackets with hooks under and pins over, 44 
in number; umbrella clips and drip gutter 
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below. -(See drawing.) Walls above, plaster, 
tinted. Height of lower pole, kindergarten, 
thirty inches from floor; lower grades, 36 
inches to 40 inches; upper grades, 44 inches, 
48 inches and 52 inches; distance between 
poles, 8 inches for elementary, 12 inches for 
upper grades. Pins and hooks, 6 inches to 12 
inches on centres for elementary and 16 inches 
to 18 inches for upper grades. Each hook to 
have a painted number 14 inches high. 

(6.) Cetling.— Plaster. 

(7.) Artificial LInight— One stiff pendent, 
40-watt, electric fixture. Switch in class- 
room. 

(8.) Heating and  Ventilating.— Heating 
direct. Ventilation, vent duct, 14 square feet 
area cross section. 

(1.) Szze— Not less than 8 feet wide for 
four rooms on a floor; not less than 10 feet 
for over four rooms, governed by length, 
access to stairs, etc. 

(2.) Windows.— Outside light essential. 
Where necessary provide windows through 
class-room walls over the blackboard moulding. 

(3.) Doors.— Main outer doors to open out, 
heavy butts, standard, master keyed, school 
lock; lock set to be furnished by the depart- 
ment but set by the contractor; door check; 
heavy hooks to hold open. Vestibule doors 
open out, heavy butts, pulls, push plates, hooks 
to hold open, door checks, no locks. Other 
doors to basement open out, and fitted with 
mortise lock with knob on inside only. Other 
hardware as above. All outside doors to be 
2+ inches thick, and to be made solid, no 
veneer. 

(4.) Floors.— Terrazzo divided into areas 
not to exceed 80 square feet, by set joints, 
and to have terrazzo or marble base for first- 
class construction. Wood floor and_ base 
second-class construction. 

(5 and 6.) Walls and Ceilings.— A light, 
glazed brick, tinted walls and ceilings. If 
walls of common brick, to have smoothly 
struck joints and painted; if walls of plaster, 
to have burlap 7 feet high — painted. Put 
picture moulding at ceiling in corridors if 
plastered. 

(7.) Artificial Light.— Stiff pendent electric 
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fixtures, 40 or 60 watt, for corridors and vesti- 
bules, and one-light brackets for stairway, 
also gas for emergency in corridors, on stairs, 
and in vestibules. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation.— Heat direct, 
supplemented by foot warmers on first floor. 
Ventilation where possible. 

(9.) Sinks and Closets— On each floor 
above the first, one or two 4-foot sinks, with 4 
fountains and 1 faucet. 

(1.) Number and Arrangements.— Deter- 
mined by the Board, and not over 5 feet wide 
or less than 4 feet wide in the clear. 

(2.) Material— The treads, North River 
stone on iron string. Rails of a simple pattern, 
easily cleaned; wall rails are desired. 

(3.) Steps.— Rise about 63 or 7 inches, 
treads about 103 inches. Rail not less than 
2 feet 8 inches on runs and 3 feet on landings. 

(4.) Haits—— Exits from the lower landings 
of stairs are desired. These may have emer- 
gency bolts where so desired. Fire escapes 
may be desired when recommended by the 
Building Department and after consultation 
with the Board. 

(1.) Stze— General toilet-rooms in_ base- 
ment, in’ size approximating space for 1% 
water-closets for each school-room, 7. ¢., 3 boys 
and 1+ for girls, and 33 inches of urinal for 
every school-room, arranged for convenient 
supervision and _ circulation. Slate — sinks, 
length from 10 inches per class-room in small 
buildings to 6 inches per class-room in large 
buildings, located preferably in the play-rooms. 
The above refers to mixed schools. 

(2.) Windows.— Ample outside light; 
glazed where exposed to view outside with 
ribbed glass; to have wire guards. 

(3.) Doors— The doors arranged “‘in”’ and 

“out,” with spring or door check and stout 
brass hooks to hold open; glazed with ribbed 
glass; half doors to water- closets. 

(4.) Floors.— Asphalt. Boys’ drained to 
urinal, girls’ to floor washes. 

(5.) Walls.— Salt-glazed brick or other 
nonporous inexpensive surface, 7 feet high; 
above, brick painted and enameled. 

(6.) Ceiling— Untinted plaster or white- 
washed concrete. Basement ceiling need not 
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be furred level for first-class construction. For 
second-class construction ceiling should be 
plastered. 

(7.) Artificial Light.— Ceiling or short pen- 
dent electric fixtures. 

(8.) Heat and Ventilation.— Heat direct. 
Ventilation through water-closets and space 
back of urinals, allow 10 square inches local 
vent for each water-closet and 8 square inches 
for each lineal foot of urinal. 

(1.) Water-closets— The pupils’ water- 
closets for elementary schools are wash down 
closets; siphon action; upper classes, 164 
inches high; lower classes, 135 inches high. 
Teachers’ same, with raised rear vent 164 
inches high. (See drawing.) 

(2.) Partitions— To be ¢{-inch slate, sup- 
ported at ends with iron pipe about 8 feet 
high, fastened together and to the wall, to which 
doors are hung. Back partition of water- 
closets to be slate. (See drawing.) 

(3.) Urinals— The urinals will be of slate 
floor slab, trough and back, with partitions 
where requested, flushed automatically from 
special tank, through {-inch perforated pipe, 
with cold water; vented at bottom into space 
behind. (See drawing.) 

(4.) Sinks of black slate, two self-closing 
cocks, and jet drinking fountains, set 20 inches 
on centres. A sink is desired for janitor 
unless there is one near by. 

(5.) Floor Washes in sanitaries and play- 
rooms as already mentioned. (See drawing.) 

(6.) Prping.—(a.) Cast iron must be laid 
on good footing in basement, clean-outs at 
every change of direction. Soils and vents 
exposed as far as possible, no asphaltum, red 
lead and three coats of paint. 

(b.) Swpplies.— Exposed as far as possible; 
where covered may be plain brass, elsewhere 
polished brass; nickel plate where desired. 
Hot water for janitor’s use in basement, 
cooking-room, pupils’ sinks, and for master’s, 
nurses’, and teacher’s rooms. Supply from 
boiler and from summer boiler, if any, or from 
an independent hot water heater. No aux- 
iliary supply wanted for water-closet tanks. 

(c.) Fire Lines—— In building three stories 
high or over, one or more lines of 3-inch pipe 
if requested by the Board.

SCHOOLHOUSE DEPARTMENT. 43 


All free basement space to be arranged as 
play-rooms for boys and girls. Walls to be of 
selected hard brick painted with cold water 
paint, granolithic floors, plaster ceilings or 
whitewashed concrete. Basement doors and 
windows to have wire guards in channel iron 
frames; guards to be hinged and padlocked. 
Doors are desired from the play-rooms to the 
play-yards. Areas at doors are not desired. 

(1.) In each school of the upper grades a 
room of about 240 square feet for the master, 
with a water-closet and bowl and a _book- 
closet adjoining. This room should be near 
the centre of the building, 7. e., on the second 
floor, in a three-story building. In all schools 
a room or rooms for teachers, averaging about 
300 square feet for ten teachers, with water- 
closet and bowl. Doors to be clearly marked 
“Master” or “Teachers” in painted letters and 
one water-closet and bowl on each floor of 
six rooms for teachers’ emergency. 

(2.) Where’ men as well as women are 
teachers, provide a separate room with toilet 
accommodations for men. 


SPECIAL ROOMS. 


Assembly halls should accommodate from 
400 to 800 as the Board may direct. It is not 
considered necessary to seat the full number 
of pupils in schools of greater capacity. The 
floor to be level and of wood like class-rooms. 
The windows to be fitted with rebated mould- 
ings to take opaque shades, and so designed 
as to make the operation of shades practical 
and simple. (See department standard detail.) 
The platform should be capable of accommo- 
dating one, or, in the large schools, two classes. 
Galleries may be used where the hall is two 
stories in height. Anterooms near the plat- 
form are desirable. A dignified architectural 
treatment of the walls and a studied color 
scheme for walls and ceiling shall be submitted 
to the Board for approval. The lighting, 
acoustics and exits should be such as belong 
to a small lecture hall. Artificial lighting to 
be under control from at least two points, 
one of which must be near an exit. Electric 
outlet for 30-ampere projection lantern, 25 feet 
from curtain. Provide recess in ceiling over 
platform for spring-rolled curtain, 13 feet long.

MANUAL

For assembly hall an allowance in cubing is 
made by the Board of two class-rooms for 
schools of medium size, that is, about sixteen 
class-rooms, and four class-rooms for schools 
of larger size, 2. e., sixteen class-rooms, to 
represent the added area for this purpose. 

(1.) Szze— Room, generally located in 
basement if floor can be above grading, should 
be approximately 900-1,000 square feet, pref- 
erably a corner room, and the larger of the 
two allowed sizes of rooms and arrangement 
shown by drawing, for number of benches 
there given, 25. In elementary schools for 
boys 22 benches are sufficient. 

If in basement this room is not to be counted 
as one of the class-rooms. 

(2.) Light The windows should be as 
near full length as possible and on two sides. 
Artificial light in stiff pendent electric fix- 
tures, one light to every four benches. 

(3.) Floors.— Of wood. 

(4.) Walls— A basement room should be 
finished as a shop; salt-glazed brick up to 
7 feet where exposed, and above blackboard 
brick walls painted with cold water paint. 
If above basement, finished as a class-room. 

(5.) Ceilings.— Like basement. 

(6.) Heating and Ventilation The same 
as in class-rooms. If in basement provide 
some direct radiation. 

(7.) Fittings — (a.)  Stock-room.— Stock- 
room should contain at least 80 square feet, 
preferably rectangular. Eighteen-inch shelves 
should run around the room, 5 feet 6 inches 
and 6 feet 6 inches from the floor. 

(b.) Wardrobes.— Wall space for 26 double 
coat and hat hooks, in a separate room. 

(c.) Teachers’ Closets. — Teachers’ closet 
should be small for personal belongings, with 
shelf and hooks under. 

(d.) Storeroom.— For finished work and 
hardware should be fitted with all shelving 
possible; an area 40 square feet is adequate. 

(e.) Bookcases.— Like those in class-rooms, 
150 capacity. 

(f.) Sink.— A 3-foot soapstone sink, with 
hot and cold water, with drinking fountain if 
desired. 

(g.) Display Frames.— Four display frames, 
size and position as indicated of cork carpet 
over soft wood back, with 2-inch moulding 
around. 
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(h.) Demonstration Steps.— Demonstration 
steps are desired. 

(.) Furniture.— (Not included in the build- 
ing contract.) The furniture comprises 25 
benches and stools, teachers’ desk, table, 4 
feet by 23 feet, with unfinished top, 1 desk 
chair and 2 common chairs, a clock. (See 
drawing.) Lay these out on preliminary draw- 
ings. Lower benches to set toward the 
front and nearer the windows. 

(7.) Blackboards.— Provide about 15 linear 
feet of slate blackboards, 4 feet high. 

(k.) Glue Pot.— Provide electric or gas 
connections for same. 

(1.) Szze— Should have an area of 900- 
1,000 square feet, preferably a corner room on 
top floor, but generally in basement, and the 
larger of the two allowed sizes of room, and 
arranged for 24 stations. If in basement 
this room is not to be counted as one of the 
class-rooms. 

(2.) Light. Windows as in a class-room, 
if located in a corner, from two sides. Arti- 
ficial light as in a class-room. 

(3.) Walls— Above basement, similar to 
school-rooms, blackboards, 4 by 10 feet, back 
of teacher’s desk. Walls painted in oils. A 
basement room shall have salt-glazed brick 
walls up to 7 feet and painted brick above. 
(See drawings. ) 

(4.) Floors.— The floor to be wood, except 
space occupied by ranges, which is tiled. 

(5.) Ceilings.— Ceilings like basement, or, 
if above basement, like class-rooms. 

(6.) Heat and Venttlation.— Less heat is 
required than in a class-room, but the ventila- 
tion should be the same, with additional vent 
from the demonstration ranges. Hoods over 
ranges if Board so desires. 

(7.) Fittings—(a.) | Wardrobes.— Provi- 
sion for 24 pupils, double coat and hat hooks 
in separate lighted closet, and teacher’s small 
closet. 

(b.) Work Benches, accommodating 24 pu- 
pils, fitted with compartment for utensils, 
bread-board, ete., a special gas burner with a 
hinged iron grille over it, set on aluminum 
plate at each station; benches arranged in the 
form of ellipse, or oblong, with access to centre 
from two sides; top of pine 24 inches wide; 
open underneath and supported on pipe stand- 
ards. One section detached and fitted as a 
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demonstration bench; a clear space of 4 feet all 
around. Dining table (furnished under another 
contract) is to be set in centre. (See drawings.) 
Lay these out on preliminary drawings and 
include in final drawings and contract. 

(c.) Dresser.— Ten feet long in 3 sections, 
4 adjustable shelves and glazed sliding or 
hinged doors at top; one set of 3 drawers and 
2 cupboards on lower part. A shelf should 
be put in each cupboard about 12 inches 
from top. 

(d.) Fuel-box.— In 2 compartments, each 
about 24 inches square and 30 inches deep, 
with hinged lids; small shelf in one section. 
Accommodations in the main coal room for a 
supply of range coal and kindling wood. 

(e.) Bookcase.— Similar to those provided 
in class-rooms. 

(f.) Sink.— Soapstone, 4 feet long; 2 cold 
and 2 hot water cocks; soapstone drip shelves, 
24 inches long, at each end of sink, provided 
with grease trap Sink should be near ranges. 

(g.) Hot Water Supply.—(See instructions 
in plumbing.) 

(h.) Coal and Gas Ranges A_ six-hole 
coal range and a similar gas range, with hood 
provided, and set on a hearth previously men- 
tioned. 

(7.) Outlet for electric cooking apparatus. 

(7.) Refrigerator— Location to be shown. 
Furnished under another contract.

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(1.) Size— The rooms can be contained 
in the space of class-room and wardrobe, but 
a slightly larger area, 800 to 900 square feet, is 
desirable, and preferably the larger of the two 
allowed sizes of room. ‘They comprise a large 
room, a small room, a supply closet, a wardrobe 
and a water-closet. The large room should 
take a 20-foot circle, regulation lines painted 
on the floor with at least 4 feet all round it. 
(See drawing.) The small room, about 200 
square feet. 

(2.) Inght— Windows should be as in a 
class-room, if on a corner, on both sides. 
Exposure should be sunny. Artificial light of 
the class-room type arranged for the different 
rooms. 

(3.) Doors.— Door to corridor as in class- 
rooms. Wide doors should open from small . 
room into large room. 

(4.) Floors— Wood, with painted lines 
as above. 

(5.) Walls.— As in class-rooms, with black- 
board as in lower grades. 

(6.) Ceilings.— As in class-rooms. 

(7.) Heat and Ventilation As in class- 
rooms. 

(8.) Fittings. (a.) Wardrobe.— Hooks for 
60, arranged as in ordinary wardrobes. 

(b.) Teachers’ Closet.— For clothing of two 
or three teachers. 

(c.) Totlet-room.— Immediately adjoining 
with two low-down seats and bow] or sink. 

(d.) Bookcase.— As in lower grades. 

(1.) Size— From 200 to 400 square feet, 
according to size of school. 

(2.) Windows.— Outside light as in class- 
rooms. 

(3.) Shades.—Set to roll from window- 
sill upward. Not in building contract. 

(4.) Doors. One door to corridor, as in 
class-room, marked ‘‘ Nurse.”’ 

(5.) Walls— Upper two-thirds plaster, 
smooth finish, round corners, painted with 
light green oil paint. Lower one-third to floor, 
glazed white tile with sanitary base. 

(6.) Floor.— Terrazzo or ceramic tile for 
first-class construction. 

(7.) Heat and Ventilation As in class- 
rooms. 

(8.) Artificial Light.— Stiff pendent, 100- 
watt electric fixture with special shade. Wall 
receptacle for hand portable. 
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(9.) Nurse’s Closet for Supplies.— Size, 3 
by 4; one shelf; 6 hooks for clothing. 

(10.) Bathtub and Water-closet— Water- 
closet same as for teachers’ room. Leave out- 
let in plumbing for bathtub. 

(11.) Bowl.— Vitreous ware, hot and cold 
water faucets with shampoo cock. Hot water 
must be available all the year. 

(12.) Stove.— Gas or electric heater. 

(13.) Fittengs.— (Not in building contract.) 
(a.) Cabinet.— Oak finish medical cabinet, 
adopted as standard by Schoolhouse Commis- 
sion. (b.) Stool— White enamel revolving 
stool. (c.) Table— Dressing table, _ white 
enamel frame, glass top and shelf; size, 16 to 
20, rubber crutch tips. (d.) Filing Case for 
Nurse’s Records.— Oak finish, to hold 1,000 
cards, 4 by 6; lock and key; guide cards. (e.) 
Writing Table Oak finish with drawer and 
lock; size, 20 by 30. (f.) Chair.— Oak to 
match table. (g.) Couch.— Flat frame oak, 
canvas adjustable top. (h.) Murror.— Size, 
2% by 3, set over bowl. 


HIGH SCHOOLS. 


High school class-rooms are laid out for 
classes of thirty-six or forty-two, generally the 
latter. A room 26 feet by 32 feet will accom- 
modate forty-two high school desks. The 
larger class-rooms are to accommodate from 
sixty to eighty pupils; the larger number can 


-be accommodated in a room 33 feet 8 inches 


by 43 feet. Recitation-rooms, which to a cer- 
tain extent will be used also as class-rooms, 
should be about 16 by 26. These rooms, if 
equipped with continuous desks and seats as 
in a lecture-room, or with double desks, such 
as are used in the Charlestown High, would 
accommodate about thirty pupils each. Lay 
out desks in one room of each type on pre- 
liminary plans. 

For a high school would not differ materially 
from that already described for elementary 
schools, except that provision shall be made for 
a motion picture booth. 

For accommodation of the principal there 
should be an outer office, that is, a waiting- 
room or reception-room, and an inner office, 
and rooms for both men and women teach- 
ers which might well be concentrated in the 
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neighborhood of the reception-room and the 
principal’s room. 

The Rooms in General Required. — Labora- 
tory, separate from lecture-room, may be 
used as recitation-room, but better to use 
lecture-room and keep laboratory free from 
desks and demonstration table. Lecture-room 
separate from laboratory, but easy of access, 
may be used for recitation; in that case should 
have facilities for demonstration. Combined 
lecture-room for physics and chemistry admis- 
sible. Three rooms for administration pur- 
poses, store-room for dry chemicals and 
apparatus, room for storage of liquid chemical 
and preparation of reagents, which may also 
be used as a teacher’s laboratory and an office. 
The total area of the laboratory and adminis- 
tration rooms should be about 1,200 square 
feet and of the lecture-room about 600 square 
feet. 

(1.) Szze— Should accommodate a class of 
forty to fifty pupils, with apparatus. Accom- 
modation for three such classes. 

(2.) Light— On two sides artificial lhght 
as in a class-room. 

(3.) Heating and Ventilation— On same 
basis as for class-rooms, but removal of gases 
should also be provided for by a hood, each 
compartment of which should be ventilated by 
9-inch hole at top, venting into elbow or T of 
drain pipe, thence connected by drain pipe into 
main flue, in which should be a fan operated 
by a motor. , 

(4.) Walls and Ceilings— Walls of brick 
ideal, but not generally feasible, except on out- 
side walls; plaster walls painted in oils and 
ceiling of plaster, covered with water-resisting 
surface containing no lead. All woodwork to 
have natural finish— except tops of desks. 

(5.) Floor.— May be of hardwood in nar- 
row strips, filled in by asphalt; should slope 
very slightly between desks, interspaces again 
trending to common corner, which may be 
drained. 

(6.) Equipment.—Working desks at right 
angles to greater length of room, in sections 
back to back between windows; sections mov- 
able when top is removed. Each section 21 
feet to 24 feet 6 inches long, 2 feet wide, 3 feet 
to 3 feet 2 inches in height. Distance between 
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double sections about 5 feet, same distance at 
least between ends of sections and hood, which 
should be opposite longer line of windows and 
at right angles to direction of desk sections. 
Other ends of sections near enough to wall to 
allow for drain at right angles to sections and 
under windows. Desks to be of ash or any 
durable wood, natural finish. Top of narrow 
pine strips, treated with aniline black and 
waterproof lead finish. Individual desks pro- 
vided with 3 lockers and 3 sets of drawers 
each, each set of drawers operated by bar from 
locker, combination lock to fasten locker. 
Each double section of desks provided with 
soapstone sink, placed between sections and 
flush with section top, which should slope 
slightly to sink.* Sink 8 inches wide at least 
and should begin within 1 foot of the pen, 
toward hood, depth here to be 6 inches, run- 
ning nearly to other end, where depth should 
be 8 inches. Each pupil to have working 
space of 3 feet 6 inches by 1 foot 8 inches. 
Each double section of desks provided with 
shelf for reagents, running length of desk, 
10 inches to 12 inches above desk, supported 
by metal standards at suitable intervals, of 
whitewood, 14 inches thick, 9 inches wide, 
natural finish, covered with glass plates, } inch 
thick, 9 invhes wide, suitable lengths, clamped 
to wooden shelf with as few clamps as possible. 
Wooden shelf at free end of each section, 1 inch 
to 15 inches thick, 3 feet to 4 feet long, not 
over | foot 3 inches wide, height of 2 feet 8 
inches to 2 feet 10 inches, for holding blast 
lamps, reagent jars, etc. Finish off top of 
shelf in aniline black. Floor space under 
second row of windows taken up with line of 
extra desks, built like sections, furnished in 
similar way, but without necessarily a drain 
to be used for emergency or general utility. 
Wall space not otherwise occupied may be 
used for shelves or cabinets. Fixed slate 
blackboards at end opposite second set of 
windows and parallel to desk sections, sliding 
battery blackboards where directed. Liquid 
waste may be thrown into desk sink, dry waste 
into earthen jars. Hood should run at right 





* Individual sinks are preferred by the teachers, although the long trough is apparently 
adequate for teaching elementary chemistry, and is less expensive. 
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angles to desk sections and along wall opposite 
free ends of sections. In the construction of 
hood, protection against fire should be con- 
sidered. Should be built against brick wall. 
Floor of hoods to be slate; wood, inside and out- 
side, to be finished natural. Space divided into 
three or four compartments, closed by sliding 
windows. Space against wall not occupied 
by hood for general sink. 

(7.) Gas. Lead from gas main at free 
end of centre of double desk sections, branch 
into two leads along back of. each section. 
Take-offs between each working desk space in 
form of pillar with two 4-inch cocks, at each end 
desk a single cock. Two 4-inch gas nipples at 
each side of each compartment of hood. Cocks 
of these outside of hood. Wall desk fitted 
with single gas taps at intervals of two feet. 

(8.) Water— Lead from water main at 
free end of centre of double desk sections. 
Size, large enough to fill section sink rapidly. 
Lead of ordinary size along length of section 
underside of shelf, take-off at free end of section, 
to which blast and suction pump may be 
attached. At junction of each four working 
desk spaces take-off, carrying two valves with 
hose bibb delivery 4-inch, the two valves or 
cocks facing opposite sides. Suction pump 
attached to these bibbs if desired. 

(9.) Drains.— Section desk sink to have 
open drain and mercury arrester, into which 
should be set movable concave netting of wide 
mesh to arrest larger solid matter. Main desk 
drain at right angles to sections along and 
under windows, between windows and sections 
should be of heavy cast iron; may be supported 
on brackets against wall and left open, or cov- 
ered and provided with movable top. Into this 
drain will drip the lead pipes coming from 
section sink. Slate floor of each hood com- 
partment should deepen slightly in centre, 
where there should be a hole 1 inch in diameter, 
into which is fitted short lead drain pipe, closed 
by perforated plug; drain pipes to be con- 
nected with sloping drain pipe, open or closed, 
running toward and delivering into general 
sinks. 

(10.) Electricity — Current of electricity on 
section desks need not exceed ten volts, may 
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be supplied from source common to physical 
and chemical side. Plugs between each work- 
ing space placed under desk top on frame. 
LECTURE AND (1.) Size. Area to depend on number of 
RECITATION  seatings required or number of pupils in 
ROOM. | classes; should be large enough for two classes 
and should occupy a position between the 
laboratories for physics and chemistry. 

(2.) Inght— As much glass area as class- 
room, preferably from left. Fit windows and 
other openings admitting lght with dark 
curtains as specified for Assembly Hall. 
Electric lighting from top, controlled at point 
convenient to demonstration table. 

(3.) Floor stepped up in fireproof construc- 
tion and finished in wood, like floor. 

(4.) Heating and Ventilation.— As for class- 
rooms, with extra ventilation to remove fumes. 
Space at left end of desk provided with regis- 
ter and flue of at least 10 inches diameter. 
Flue carried under floor to nearest wall, flue 
and draught actuated by motor if not sufficient. 

(5.) Equipment.— Demonstration table, not 
less than 12 feet long, not more than 3 feet nor 
less than 30 inches wide, height 32 inches. 
Placed 4 feet distant from wall, material same 
as that of room, top made of pine plank and 
finished like chemical laboratory desks. Pneu- 
matic sink at right hand of desk, of soapstone 
in two depths. Not to exceed 30 inches long, 
20 inches wide. Depth, 4 inches to 6 inches 
minimum; 16 inches to 18 inches maximum. 
Length of minimum depth not to ‘exceed 60 
per cent of total length. Sink to be depressed 
in table and provided with flush cover. Sink 
to have screened drain with mercury trap and 
overflow. Supply hot and cold water under 
reduced pressure and cold water under street 
pressure for quick filling, 2 goosenecks with 
3-inch hose bibbs, to one of which combined 
blast and suction pump may be attached; 
steam supply direct from boiler main with a 
by-pass to summer boiler; supply gas air suc- 
tion, and gas taps not exceeding 6 in number. 
Over demonstration table, secured to ceiling, 
provide a plank with heavy screw hooks. 
Behind lecture table provide sliding battery 
blackboards of not less than 50 square feet, and 
canvas curtain on heavy spring roller for attach- 
ing charts. Drawers and fireproofed closets 
for lesser lecture apparatus and chemicals 
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in body of table, wall on either side provided 
with shelves for reagent bottles under glass, 
and side wall provided with cabinets for larger 
pieces of permanent apparatus, if there is no- 
special room for this. Lifting seats with 
desk for taking notes arranged on platforms, 
so that the successive tiers will rise one above 
the other to insure an unobstructed view of 
demonstration table. (See drawing.) 

(6.) Electricity — Provide three (3) forms of 
current, viz., primary or storage battery 
current variable by unit cells up to ten cells, 
direct current at 110 volts, 30 amperes and 
alternating current at 110 volts, 30 amperes. 
Provide regulating rheostat for the 110-volt 
direct current. Provide two 50-ampere amme- 
ters, one a. c. and one d. c., and two 125-volt 
volt-meters, one a. c. and one d. ¢., all with 
extra large illuminated dials. Current to be 
brought to a special slate distributing panel 
upon which the rheostat and measuring 
instruments shall be mounted. Panel shall be 
located conveniently to table and so that 
instruments shall be in full view of class and 
instructor. Panel to be provided with suitable 
means for switching instruments to any circuit, 
and any or all circuits to table. Terminate 
table circuit in four 50-ampere d. p. s. t. knife 
switches on a slate panel under table. A pro- 
jection lantern and receptacles for same at 
end of table and at rear of room. Lantern 
screen on spring roller at side of room, width 
of screen usually 12 feet, but dependent on 
distance and lenses used. 


ADMINISTRATIVE (1.) Apparatus Store-room.— Should give 


FACILITIES. 


ample space for storage of extra and reserve 
apparatus and original packages of stock chemi- 
cals. These should be kept in dust-proof 
cabinets with glass doors and in drawers. 

(2.) Preparation-room.— This should adjoin 
the above. Primarily for storage of liquid 
chemicals in bulk and preparation of liquid 
reagents and storage of supply bottles, also 
fitted for teachers’ laboratory. Should have 
wide centre table with gas in centre, working 
desks, with drawers and closets along two 
sides, also gas, water, sink, blast, suction, 
steam and electricity. Shelves along desks 
for storage of liquid chemicals, supply bottles 
and smaller reagent bottles. An adequate 
hood should be provided. — 
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(3.) Office and Balance Room.— Adjoining 
store-room and preparation-room should be 
small room to contain desk, book shelves, 
table and a good grade balance. 

(1.) Size-——JIn a space about 30 by 40 feet. 
A laboratory, apparatus-room and shop. 

(2.) Light.— The same basis as for class- 
rooms, one wall having as direct a southern 
exposure as possible for porte lumiére studies. 
Artificial light as in a class-room. Dark 
curtains in addition to regular shades for 
darkening room. Windows and all openings 
admitting light fitted as specified for Assembly 
Halls (page 43). 

(3.) Heating and .Ventilation— On same 
general basis as for class-rooms. 

(4.) Hquipment.— Small laboratory tables 
to accommodate two or four pupils at each, 
built of hard .wood, white pine tops, fitted 
with four drawers, supports and adjustable 
cross-bar. Wall tables around room on sides 
where there are windows, with one or two 
shallow drawers under, but not deep enough to 
interfere with comfort of pupil. Soapstone 
drip sinks with cold water to be provided at 
these tables, one to every: six or eight pupils. 
Instructor’s table, fitted with hot and cold 
water, Richards’ pump, numerous cupboards 
and drawers of various depths and widths. 
Two-inch plank bolted to ceiling over this 
table, with space of 2 or 3 inches between 
plank and ceiling for attachment of pendulums 
and other apparatus. Provide electric outlet 
for stereopticon and screen for same. 

(5.) Furnture.— Provide adjustable stools 
for all the tables and a sufficient number 
of tablet arm chairs to accommodate the 
entire division during demonstration exercises. 
Chairs to be placed in rectangle formed by 
pupils’ tables and demonstration table. These 
are not in building contract, but to be laid 
out on preliminary plans. | 

(6.) Hlectricity— Provide three (3) forms 
of current, viz., primary or storage battery 
current variable by unit cells up to ten cells, 
direct current at 110 volts, 30 amperes and 
alternating current at 110 volts, 30 amperes. 
Provide regulating rheostat for the 110-volt 
direct current. Provide two 50-ampere amme- 
ters, one a. c. and one d. ¢., and two 125-volt 
volt-meters, one a. c. and one d. c., all with 
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extra large illuminated dials. Current to be 
brought to a special slate distributing panel 
upon which the rheostat and measuring instru- 


, ments shall be mounted. Panel shall be 


loeated conveniently to table and so that 
instruments shall be in full view of class and 
instructor. Panel to be provided with suitable 
means for switching instruments to any circuit 
and any or all circuits to demonstration table, 
pupils’ tables or wall benches. Terminate 
demonstration table circuits in four 50-ampere, 
d. p. s. t. knife switches on a slate panel under 
table, and the other circuits in special polarized 
receptacles, or multiple series connection boards 
at each pupil’s station. 

(7.) Gas.— Pupils’ tables to be equipped 
with gas, four cocks to each table. Wall tables 
to be equipped with gas. Demonstration table 
to be provided with gas. 

(8.) Bulletin Board.— 25 .to 50 square 
feet of bulletin board, covered with cork 
carpet, secured at edges, glued on like wall 
paper. 

(9.) Blackboards— As much _ blackboard 
space as possible. Sliding battery blackboards 
back of demonstration tables. 

(1.) Stze— One large or several small 
rooms, to open directly out of laboratory, and 
connected with lecture-room. 

(2.) Equipment.— To be fitted with dust- 
tight cases with adjustable shelves and sliding 
glass doors, 7 feet high; cabinets of drawers 
of various widths and depths, mostly narrow 
and shallow. Some of these cases may be in 
the laboratory if there is sufficient wall space. 
A small sink and hood should be provided. 

A small shop is desirable, though not abso- 
lutely necessary. This should be equipped 
with work bench, motor-driven lathe and 
shelving for tools and stock, and may be 
set up in apparatus-room. 


BOTANICAL AND (1.) Size.—In a space about 30 by 40 feet. 


ZOOLOGICAL 
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Laboratory and apparatus-room. 

(2.) ILight— Windows the same as for 
class-rooms, one wall with southern exposure. 
Artificial light as in class-rooms. 

(3.) Equipment.— (a.) Twenty-one pupils’ 
tables, 54 inches by 24 inches by 30 inches 


- high, each to accommodate two pupils, to have 


plate glass tops. 
(b.) Soapstone sink, 72 inches by 30 inches, 
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10 inches deep, accessible on all sides. Sup- 
ply with cold water, about 8 bibbs and 2 hose 
bibb cocks. 

(c.) One aquarium, 30 inches long, 20 
inches wide and 20 inches high, with supply, 
gooseneck cock with aspirator and standing 
waste. 

(d.) Ice chest, 36 inches by 24 inches. 

(e.) Botanical laboratory provided with 
Wardian case, 72 inches long, 27 inches wide 
and 36 inches high, fitted with electrical heat- 
ing apparatus .automatically controlled by 
thermostat. 

(f.) Cases built wherever practicable. 
Three sections to contain 42 pigeonholes, 3 
inches by 3 inches by 8 inches, for storage of 
instruments. A liberal supply of cases to con- 
tain drawers and cupboards in lower compart- 
ments, and shelves above, for exhibition of 
specimens, storage of material, instruments, 
books, charts, ete. 

(4.) Furniture — Forty-twoadjustable 
screw revolving chairs, not in building con- 
tract. 


GYMNASIUM AND (1.) To be used in common for gymnasium 


DRILL HALL. 


exercises, athletic games and the drilling of 
the school cadets. On account of its size and 
for structural conditions to -be_ generally 
located in the basement, with clear span of 
ceiling and combined height of basement and 
first story. Visitors’ gallery generally provided 
at one end, entered from first floor. 

(2.) Size-— The classes exercising in the 
gymnasium are from fifty to one hundred, and 
a suitable floor space for this number, as well 
as floor space for a full company of cadets at 
drill, is from 3,750 to 4,000 square feet. The 
height should not be less than 24 feet. 

(3.) Light— Ample outside light in all 
cases. Artificial light from special electric 
ceiling fixtures protected with wire guards. 

(4.) Heat and Ventilation— The former 
sufficient to guarantee a temperature of about 
60 degrees, and about twice as much ventila- 
tion as is customary for the ordinary class- 
room. This is, of course, insufficient for the 
number of people who might occasionally 
occupy the gymnasium for exhibitions, but it 
is more than enough for the ordinary number 
using it for class exercises. 
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(5.) Equipment.— The standard gymnastic 
apparatus consists of the following fixtures, 
which may be slightly modified in particular 
cases:

2 Brown mats, 5 feet by 5 feet by 2 inches. 
2 Brown mats, 5 feet by 10 feet by 2 inches. 
3 Basket balls. 
2 Strike balls, 12 inches. 
12 Medicine balls, 24 pounds. 
4 Indoor baseballs. 
2 Indoor baseball bats. 
4 Volley balls. 
24 Bean bags (green and red). 
4 Bean bag boards. 
75 Pairs 3-lb. maple dumb bells. 
6 Ring foil standards. 
75 Pairs 3-lb. maple Indian clubs. 
1 Tennis net. 
1 Volley net. 
36 Rope quoits, 9 inches, 
75 Maple wands, 2 inch diameter. 
4 Basket ball whistles (tin). 
6 Paper baskets. 
6 Ring toss stands. 
75 Solid rubber bounding balls, 24 inches diameter. 


(6.) Gun Racks.— Racks for holding the 
gun carried by the cadets should be provided 
on walls. These racks should be protected by 
locked doors. 

(7.) Special Rooms.— Adjoining gymna- 
sium and drill hall two small rooms about 10 
feet square should be provided for school 
matron and director of gymnasium. 

(8.) Dressing-rooms, Baths and Lockers.— 
(a.) System.— The clothing of all the pupils 
shall be placed in a central locker-room, each 
unit being numbered, and all being under the 
control of the attendant in charge. Dressing- 
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rooms shall be provided in number equivalent 


to the number of a class. 

(b.) Lockers.— The locker-room shall con- 
tain a pigeonhole case, 10-inch cube, one for 
each pupil in the school, and a counter over 
which to deliver the clothing. Adjoining this 
provide a dry-room, capable of being heated 
to a high temperature and thoroughly venti- 
lated. This shall be fitted with hooks and 
wire clothesline. 

(c.) Dressing-rooms.— The  dressing-rooms 
are small cabins, about 3 feet square, with 
a locked door, a seat and hooks. Partitions 
shall stop 2 inches from the floor for ventila- 
tion. 

(d.) Showers.— The shower baths are to 
be 3 feet square, divided by slate or marble 
partitions, similar to those for water-closets, 
each having a bar at the front, over which a 
cotton sheet can be dropped. Each compart- 
ment to have two sprays in opposite corners. 

Rooms shall be provided for drawing, and 
in boys’ schools for shop work in addition. 

(1.) Size— The space for each subject 
should be about 1,500 to 1,800 square feet. 

(2.) Light Windows and artificial lght 
by special fixtures. North light preferable in 
the drawing-rooms. 

—(3.) Floors.— Of wood. 

(4.) Walls As in a manual training-room. 

(5.) Ceilings— As in a manual training- 
room. 

(6.) Heating and Ventilation. Same as in 
manual training-rooms. 

(7.) Stock-room.— The lumber stock-room 
should contain at least 80 square feet, and 
preferably be rectangular. Shelves as directed. 

(8.) Teachers’ Closets— As in manual train- 
ing-room. 

(9.) Fittings.— (a.) Bookeases, like those 
in class-rooms, 150 capacity. 

(b:) Cases— For work in process, extra 
tools, supplies, drawing boards, models, paper, 
finished drawings, etc. (For all of these get 
directions and see former High School draw- 
ings.) 

(c.) Display Frames.— Size and position as 
directed, to be of cork carpet, over soft wood 
back with 2-inch moulding around. 

(d.) Sink.— A 5-foot sink, with hot and 
cold water, fountains as directed. 
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(10.) Equipment of Free-hand Drawing- 
room.— Provide for at least 25 oak drawing 
tables of approved type to be used by boys 
and girls in common. 

(11.) Equipment for Ricchanical Drawing- 
room.— (For boys only.) See Appendix XI. 
and former High School drawings. 

(12.) Hquipment of Woodworking Rooms.— 
(For boys only.) Provide for at least 20 
cabinet benches of approved type with quick — 
action, iron vises. Provide glue pot with 
electric or gas connections as_ directed. 
Machinery if directed. 

(18.) Equipment of, Metal-working anes 
(For boys only.) Six double benches 8 feet by 
2 feet, fitted with 12 iron vises, 34-inch 
jaw; wall bench fitted with 10 stations, tool 
drawers and 5 tool holders; one #?-inch gas 
hose cock terminal above each bench sta- 
tion; 2 gas blast burners, 1 large, 1 small; 
metal-covered bench with ventilated hood; 1 
muffle furnace, ventilated; 1 drill; 1 grind- 
stone; pair bench shears. Machinery if 
directed. 

(14.) Motor.— If directed. 

(15.) Blackboards.— For each class-room for 
above subjects provide about 15 running feet 
of slate blackboard 4 feet high. 

(1.) Size— The space should be about 
1,200 square feet, and should accommodate the 
kitchen, two small rooms for showing the care 
of a dining-room and of a bedroom, and a china 
closet and pantry. 

(2.) Inght, Heat, etc—'The same as that 
for other rooms, with additional ventilation in 
the kitchen. 

(3.) Equipment— The kitchen to contain 
an equipment as may be decided upon by 
the Board after consultation; a kitchen pantry 
fitted with shelving and a china closet fitted 
with a sink; drawers, cupboards and shelves 
enclosed with glass doors. The dining-room 
and bedroom simply finished rooms, having 
no equipment except the furniture. 

(1.) In General.— The lunch-rooms in Bos- 
ton schools have usually been located in the 
basement and where these are high and well 
lighted this location seems to serve satis- 
factorily. They should, however, have the 
special ventilation that is provided in a base- 
ment cooking-room. In size they should 
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accommodate comfortably, seated at benches 
or small tables, that proportion of the pupils 
in the school which takes advantage of the 
luncheon facilities. 

(2.) Hquipment.— (a.) The counter should 
be set at height as required, and should have 
a rail 2 feet from it, with openings at intervals 
to keep children in single file, and there should 
be accommodation under the counter for 
dishes. 

(b.) Range— A six-hole gas range, with 
ample oven space. 

(c.) Sinks— Two good-sized soapstone 
sinks. 

(d.) Ice-box.— Of sufficient size to take 
care of milk supply. 

(e.) Lockers.— Sufficient to care: for the 
clothing of the attendants, and for mops and 
brooms, etc. These should not be under 
the counter or near any place where food 
is kept. 

.(f.) Furniture.— In some cases the children 
are provided with camp chairs and small round 
tables to seat four. In others ordinary school 
benches have been provided. Both seem fairly 
satisfactory in operation. 

A space equivalent to a small class-room is 
ample for library purposes. The book accom- 
modation will depend somewhat on the size 
of the school. The library is planned as a 
reading-room, that is, with the books in the 
room and not in a separate stack-room. 

(1.) In high schools large locker rooms — 
one for girls and one for boys — are to be pro- 
vided, preferably in basement, fitted with 
metal lockers as the Board may direct; metal 
lockers are to be under separate contract. 

(2.) Light— The rooms should have out- 
side light. Artificial light by ceiling or short 
pendent electric fixtures. 

(3.) Heat and Ventilation.— This should be 
thoroughly well heated and ventilated similar 
to class-rooms. 

(4.) Hquipment.— The poles, hooks, etc., 
will be similar to those used in other schools, 
but more space should be given the girls, 2. e., 
about 1 foot 6 inches on centre. It has been 
found desirable to have some locked pigeon- 
holes, 20 by 20 by 12 inches. These are not 
required when metal lockers are used. 


ELECTRIC 
WORK. 
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(1.) Service-— This should enter basement 
underground at location to be determined by 
reference to stréet mains and should terminate 
on a switchboard located in a fireproof closet, 
opening if possible into the basement corridor. 

(2.) Conduits— All wires to be run in 
wrought iron or steel conduit concealed, except 
basement runs larger than 1 inch, I. P. S. 
All joints to be made with standard couplings, 
using red or white lead. Each conduit run to 
terminate in a suitable iron or steel outlet or 
junction box. 

(3.) Wire Slot— Obtain from electrical 
division the location of slots and openings for 
conduits and panel boards. 

(4.) Cabinets.— All cabinets to be of steel 
and shall be furnished and set in place by wir- 
ing contractor, but the general contractor will 
provide and install doors and trim. 

(5.) Cutting.— All cutting and patching to 
be done by the general contractor. 

(6.) Outlets — Class-rooms to be provided 
with nine single-light ceiling outlets, controlled 
by three switches, and one cord drop over 
teacher’s desk. Wardrobes to have one 
ceiling outlet, controlled by switch in class- 
room. Corridors to be lighted from ceiling 
wherever possible. Height of side outlets in 
rooms and corridors to be 6 feet 6 inches. 
Switch outlets in class-rooms to be 6 feet, else- 
where 4 feet. Switches in corridors, play- 
rooms and pupils’ toilet-rooms to be operated 
by private key. 

(7.) Fixtures.— Fixtures in class-rooms to 
be of special design to combine a direct and 
diffused light. 

(8.) Projection Lantern All grammar 
schools and high schools to be provided with 
an electric projection lantern with reflectoscope 
attachment, and high schools shall in addition 
to above be provided with a motion picture 
projector enclosed im a suitable booth. 

(9.) Clocks and Bells.— All schools to be 
provided with an electric system of clocks, 
operated by a master clock. All primary 
schools to be provided with a system of sig- 
nal bells, operated by push buttons. In all 
grammar and high schools the bell system to 
be operated automatically by master clocks 
according to prearranged program. 
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(10.) Telephones—In all schools, each 
class-room, hall, teachers’ room, nurse’s room, 
and boiler-room to be connected to master’s 
office or to room occupied by the first assistant 
by a telephone system. 

(11.) Gas and Air.— Gas outlets to be pro- 
vided in all corridors, vestibules, stairways, 
boiler-room and assembly hall exits; all to be 
wall outlets. High schools shall in addition 
to above have laboratory tables piped with 
systems of gas and compressed air. Gas- 
piping to be included in the electrical engineer’s 
work. 

(12.) Vacuwm Cleaner System.— All schools 
to be provided with a vacuum cleaner machine 
connected by means of suitable piping to 
various inlet valves distributed throughout the 
building.

NEW BUILDINGS. 


Item 13.— Roger Wolcott District. This two story 
building is to be erected on Harvard street, between Brookview — 
and Fabian streets. 

The basement contains boys’ and girls’ toilet-rooms, girls’ play- 
room, store-room, boiler, fan, janitor’s room and coal pocket. 
The first floor contains four regular class-rooms, 23 feet by 29 
feet; two kindergarten-rooms, a master’s room and store-room. 
The second floor contains four regular class-rooms, nurse’s and 
teachers’ room. 

The building is lighted throughout with electric lights, bi- 
lateral system, 9 lights, and teacher’s light in each class-room. 
It is also furnished with master clock, electric clocks in class- 
rooms, and telephone connection from teacher’s room to each 
class-room. 

Heating and Ventilating System.— This building contains a 
plenum system of ventilation. One horizontal return tubular 
boiler supplies steam to the heating system at a pressure of 
from one to five pounds, the water of condensation returning to 
the boilers by gravity. 

The fan, belt-driven by an electric motor, furnishes air for 
ventilation. The air is heated through a primary stack of 
indirect radiators, temperature being maintained at 68 degrees - 
Fahrenheit by mixing dampers controlled automatically by a 
thermostat with graduated action and located in the fresh-air 
duct. 

The building is warmed by direct radiators. Those in the 
class-rooms are the wall pattern, placed under the windows and 
automatically controlled by positive thermostats. 

All water-closets in the basement toilet-rooms are provided 
with outlets for seat ventilation, which are brought together 
by galvanized-iron ducts and are connected to suction side of 
electric fans. These fans discharge the air through separate — 
galvanized-iron flues to the top of the main ventilator. Con- 
nection is also made to the space back of the urinal.

Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— I have the honor to submit herewith the annual 
report of the Soldiers’ Relief Department for the year 
ending January 31, 1919, as required by chapter 3, 
section 24, of the Revised Ordinances. 


DUTIES. 


The allotment and payment of state aid, military 
aid and soldiers’ relief to veterans of the Civil, Spanish 
and Philippine Wars comprised the chief duties of this 
department up to the entrance of the United States into 
the European War in April, 1917, when, by the passage 
of chapter 179 by the Massachusetts Legislature of 
that year, state aid was allowed to the dependents of 
soldiers and sailors engaged in that war. From that 
time the work of the department increased by leaps and 
bounds until in August, 1918, the climax was reached 
with a German war pay roll alone of $69,067.63. Since 
then there has been a gradual but steady decrease, the 
pay roll for February last being only $35,157.83. ~This 
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decrease will undoubtedly continue until the final 
muster out of our Boston men now in the service. 
From present appearances, however, it looks as if new 
laws will be enacted by the present Legislature for the 
benefit of disabled soldiers and the families of those 
deceased, which will entail large expenses upon our 
city, thereby continuing the strenuous work of this 
department. 

Chapter 179, Acts of 1917, mentioned above, which 
limited the allowance to $40 per month, was succeeded 
by chapter 108, Acts of 1918, increasing the limit to $50. 

Owing to the large number of beneficiaries and the 
danger of accidents on the elevators, payments are now 
made in the basement of the City Hall on the five pay 
days in each month. 

State aid and military aid can be paid only to soldiers 
who served to the credit of Massachusetts and only 
those having legal settlements in Boston are entitled 
to soldiers’ relief. 

. Applicants for soldiers’ relief who are residents of 
Boston but whose legal settlements are elsewhere in 
this state are referred to the proper city or town authori- 
ties and every assistance possible rendered them. 

Applicants who are unable to appear at this office are 
visited at their homes where sworn statements are taken 
and all necessary blanks filled out. 

All applicants who are able to work are assisted in 
securing employment through the Industrial Aid Society 
and the State Employment Bureau, whose officers 
always stand ready to help the unemployed.

VISITATIONS. 


Notwithstanding the addition to the department force 
the visitations to beneficiaries were restricted by the 
remarkable increase in office work and, as a result, but 
813 visits were made, resulting in 37 being reduced in 
allowances and 31 being dropped from the pay roll. 

In addition to the above, 1,441 calls have been made 
for necessary information in relation to taxes, service 
and other records. Two hundred ninety-eight original 
application papers have been filled out at the homes of 
disabled applicants and payments of aid have been taken 
to 100 beneficiaries who were too ill to call at this office. 

Despite the comparatively small number of visits 
mentioned above, the department has kept in close 
touch with the beneficiaries by requiring those who were 
able to come to this office every two or three months 
and make sworn statements as to their condition and 
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necessities. During the year 8,875 of these sworn 
statements were taken and, as a result, 1,022 were 
discontinued as being no longer eligible. 


STaTE AID, CIVIL AND SPANISH WARS.

SOLDIERS’ HomMEs. 


The officials of the department are instructed to 
influence all soldiers with no homes of their own to 
become inmates of the National and State. Soldiers’ 
Homes for the betterment of their condition and to save 
the city from the expense of their support. 

In the past year eighty-seven soldiers have been sent 
to the National Soldiers’ Home in Togus, Maine, at the 
expense of this department, and twenty-eight to the 
State Soldiers’ Home in Chelsea, eight of whom were 
taken in ambulances kindly furnished by the Superin- 
tendent of Public Buildings. 


EMERGENCY FUND. 


By means of this small fund, so wisely provided by 
the City Council, the department is enabled to furnish 
temporary relief to many veterans and dependents, thus 
keeping them off the pay roll and saving the city from a 
large expense. ‘The transportation of veterans to the 
Soldiers’ Homes, as mentioned in the preceding para- 
graph, was furnished from this fund, and, in addition, 
temporary aid was given to 144 veterans and twenty- 
nine dependents. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 


All recommendations for aid from this department are 
subject to the approval of the Committee on Soldiers’ 
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Relief of the City Council, which consisted last year of 
James A. Watson, John J. Attridge, Francis J. W. Ford, 
Daniel J. McDonald and James T. Moriarty. 

Monthly meetings were held and kindness and courtesy 
shown to applicants and to the officials of this depart- 
ment, which we acknowledge with appreciation and 
gratitude. 

The department acknowledges its deep obligation to 
the Superintendent of Public Buildings for the readiness 
with which he has furnished ambulances for the removal 
of helpless veterans to the Soldiers’ Home in Chelsea and 
to other hospitals. 

The assistance rendered by the Industrial Aid Society 
and the State Employment Bureau in securing 
employment for a number of our applicants is also deeply 
appreciated and gratefully acknowledged.

FOR THE YEAR 1918-19. 


Boston, March 1, 1919. 
Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— The undersigned, the Trustees of the Statistics 
Department, have the honor to submit the following 
report of the work of the department for the year 
ending January 31, 1919: 

The appointment of Mr. John Koren as Trustee for 
a second term was duly confirmed in July, 1918. 

At a meeting of the Board held on July 31, 1918, Mr. 
John Koren was unanimously elected Chairman and 
Edward M. Hartwell Secretary for the ensuing year, 
or until the choice of their successors. 


PUBLICATIONS DISCONTINUED. 


On account of a reduction of the usual allowance for 
printing in the annual appropriation for this depart- 
ment, for the last five financial years, the two serial 
publications, viz., ‘‘Monthly Bulletin”? and “ Receipts 
and Expenditures of Ordinary Revenue,’”’ were not pub- 
lished during the period 1914-18. They had been 
published regularly since 1898 and distributed widely 
among municipal officials and public and college libraries 
in the United States and Europe, ranking among the 
leading statistical publications. 
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COLLECTION AND COMPILATION OF STATISTICS. 


The financial tables for 1917 in the annual series of 
‘Receipts and Expenditures of Ordinary Revenue’’ were 
prepared as usual, and exist in manuscript in the office 
of this department. They contain information not 
collected by any other municipal department and will 
be kept intact for ready reference by City officials and 
other inquirers. 

The actual receipts of the City (viz., the ordinary 
and extraordinary receipts) in the fiscal year 1917-18 


amounted to $43,824,515, a decrease of $751,636 from 


the previous year’s total. This decrease was mostly due 
to the reduction in the loans issued, as compared with the 
year 1916-17. Balance unexpended from previous year, 
$7,647,874; total available for expenditure, $51,472,389. 

The actual expenditures (ordinary and extraordinary) 
in 1917-18 amounted to $46,311,983, or $3,180,549 more 
than in the year preceding, the balance carried forward 
to 1918 being $5,160,406. 

In the ten-year period 1907-16, the actual receipts of 
the City (ordinary and extraordinary) ranged between 
$32,893,734 (the lowest total) in 1907-08 and $45,174,647 
(the highest total) in 1915-16, showing a yearly average 
of $39,076,894, or $4,747,621 less than the amount of 
such receipts in the fiscal year 1917-18. 

In the comparison of the actual expenditures (ordi- 
nary and extraordinary) it appears that the total for 
1917-18 (7. e., $46,311,983) exceeded the yearly average 
of $38,817,597 for the preceding decade by $7,494,386, 
and the average for the preceding five years (2. eé., 
$43,569,383) by $2,742,600. 

Taking the ordinary receipts alone (7. e., exclusive of 
loans, rapid transit revenue, etc.), the total in 1917-18 
was $37,085,147 against $37,592,068 in 1916-17, a 
decrease of $506,921. 

The ordinary expenditures alone in 1917-18 amounted 
to $39,430,923 or $4,013,196 more than in 1916-17, an 
unexpended balance of $2,766,395 having been brought 
over from the latter year. 

Additional receipts, $1,000,000, being about one-eighth 
of the 1917 temporary loans in anticipation of taxes due. 
This amount remained unpaid at end of fiscal year 
because of the unusual number of deferred tax payments 
in 1917. 

In the ten-year period 1907-16, ordinary receipts 
alone ranged between $26,774,753 in 1907 (the lowest 
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total) and $37,592,068 in 1916 (the highest total), their 
yearly average for the ten-year period being $32,401,379 
and for the last five years $35,188,443. 

Taking ordinary expenditures alone, these ranged 
between $27,731,308 in 1907 (the lowest total) and 
$36,422,064 in 1915 (the highest total), showing a 
yearly average for the decade of $32,252,330 and for 
the last five years of $35,410,014. 

The three principal objects of expenditure, to the 
payment of which the ordinary receipts are applied, are 
shown in the following summary:

The total expenditure for the three specified objects 
in the ten years 1907-16, viz., $150,216,265, was 46.58 
per cent. of the aggregate ordinary expenditure for that 
period, or $322,523,298. 

Comparing the average yearly expenditure for these 
objects in the decade and the latter half of it, with the 
single year 1917-18, the increase appears as follows:

Norr.— In the totals of Streets (now Public Works) are included those of the Engi- 
neering Department, Street Laying-Out Department and of the former Lamp Department. 
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In the five-year period 1913-17, ordinary receipts 
amounted to $180,463,045, an increase of $26,601,910, 
or 17.29 per cent. over similar receipts in the preceding 
five years (2. e., 1908-12), while extraordinary receipts 
(pee; HHOATS, rapid transit revenue, etc.) in the five-year 
period 1913-17 amounted to $39, 827, 193, or $13,278,843 
more than in the five years preceding (4. é., 1908- 12), 
an increase of 50 per cent. 

Taking the loans only for these two five-year periods, 
their total 1913-17 was $32,640,850, or $10,344,367 more 
than in the earlier period (including the $477,333 loans 
for Suffolk Co. Courthouse in earlier period), an increase 
of 46.39 per cent. This increase was largely due to the 
loans contracted for the construction of new subways 
and tunnels, amounting to $13,955,000 in the later 
period, or $6,215,000 more than in the earlier period. 

The total of loans in the later period for other than 
rapid transit purposes (7. e., $18,685,850) was $4,129,367 
more than in the earlier. 

Comparing the ordinary expenditures in the same 
five-year periods, their total 1913-17 was $182,690,445, 
an increase of $30,975,374, or 20.42 per cent. over the 
corresponding expenditures in the period 1908-12, while . 
extraordinary expenditures increased from $23,899,234 
in the five years 1908-12 to $42,131,848 in the five 
years 1913-17, or 76.29 per cent. 

The yearly average of ordinary expenditures for Debt 
Requirements, Schools, and Streets, Etc., for the two 
five-year periods ending with 1917 and 1912 are as 
follows:

INCREASE IN DEPARTMENT EXPENDITURES, 
1917 to 1918. 


Department expenditures in the fiscal year 1917-18 
amounted to $24,249,305. In the following year, 
1918-19, the total of same was $25,626,513, a net 
increase of $1,377,208, one of the largest annual increases 
in the 15-year period 1903-17, inclusive. The average 
yearly increase for the period 1903-16 was $521,610. 

Of the department increases in 1918, over the expen- 
ditures for 1917, the Soldiers’ Relief Dept. showed the 
largest, viz., $453,151; School Depts., $418,100; County 
of Suffolk, $157,299; City Hospital, $108,759; Over- 
seers of Poor, $91,700; Police Dept., $76,277; Library 
Dept., $55,402; Infirmary Dept., $53,948; Fire Dept., 
$36,485; Public Works Dept., $33,351; Consumptives’ 
Hospital, $20,616; Public Buildings Dept., $16,700; 
Children’s Inst. Dept., $15,750. 


SPECIAL APPROPRIATIONS FROM Tax LEVY, ETC., 
SEGREGATED. 


It has been the practice of this department to show 
separately, in its financial publications, that class of 
receipts and expenditures covered by the annual tax 
levy and the annual budget and called Ordinary, as 
distinguished from the class covered by loans and the 
revenue applying to payment of same, and called 
Extraordinary. ‘The fact is little known that in the 
last five years 1914-18 the Ordinary expenditures for 
permanent public improvements such as were formerly 
(prior to 1909) paid from loans amounted to $6,086,182 
(of which total $361,175 was transferred from the 
Parkman Fund income). ‘That information has resulted 
from the segregation by this department of the new 
class of Special Appropriations from Tax Levy and 
General Income. The effect of this use of current 
revenue to pay for such permanent additions to the 
City’s active assets as the City Hall Annex, new school- 
houses, new playgrounds, etc., has been noted in a 
serious curtailment of needed department appropria- 
tions. But it has resulted in a reduction of the loan 
account, the total of loans for other than rapid transit 
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purposes in the five-year period 1914-18 being 
$15,392,850, or $6,934,950 less than in the period 1904-08. 
Such expenditures for public improvements, 7. e., from 
Ordinary receipts instead of Ex‘raordinary, are here 
shown by years.

SOURCES OF ORDINARY INCOME SEGREGATED. 


The consideration of new ways of increasing the 
miscellaneous revenue of the City can but include a 
detailed account of those at present producing such 
revenue, showing by comparison of different years 
where the increases and decreases of the different kinds 
are affecting the total yield. By this department alone 
has such necessary information concerning the sources 
of revenue been furnished from year to year. By 
reference to our Revenue tables it appears that in 1913 
the total miscellaneous Ordinary income, 7. e., exclusive 
of City taxes and water rates, was $5,968,431 net, 
and in 1918 it had increased to $6,446,285 net, a gain 
of only 8.01 per cent., while the net receipts from taxes 
increased in the same period $6,064,501, or 21.49 per 
cent. The income of the Water Service increased 
from $3,031,600 in 1913 to $3,049,453 in 1918. Other 
sources of income showing increases are: Miscellaneous 
Licenses (exclusive of Liquor), from $118,164 in 1913 
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to $140,930 in 1918, a gain of 19.27 per cent.; Interest, 
from $343,631 in 1913 to $379,271 in 1918, a gain of 
10.37 per cent.; Schools, from $109,186 in 1913 to 
$175,090 in 1918, a gain of 60.36 per cent.; Jnstitu- 
tions, Hic. (for board, care and relief), from $253,114 in 
1913 to $481,630 in 1918, a gain of 90.28 per cent. (62.86 
per cent. being due to receipts from State and cities in 
1918 for their share of new Mothers’ Aid Law payments) 
Public Works Dept. Collection of Commercial Waste, 
from $60,530 in 1913 to $72,141 in 1918, a gain of 19.18 
per cent.; Fees, Wire Dept., from $5,067 in 1913 to 
$20,939 in 1918, a gain of 313 per cent. 

- The noteworthy decreases of income from 1913 to 
1918 are:— Ferry Tolls, from $103,800 in 1913 to $86,947 
in 1918, a loss of 16.24 per cent.; Fees, Registry of Deeds, 
from $43,613 in 1913 to $30,801 in 1918, a loss of 29.87 
per cent.; Permit Fees, Building Dept., from $43,404 in 
1913 to $15,930 in 1918, a loss of 63.30 per cent.; Permit 
Fees, Public Works Dept., from $31,573 in 1913 to 
$10,630 in 1918, a loss of 66.33 per cent.; Liquor Licenses, 
from $1,071,668 in 1913 to $1,020,395 in 1918, a loss of 
4.78 per cent.; Institutions Industries, from $32,147 in 
1913 to $12,861 in 1918, a loss of 60 per cent.; The City 
Record, from $9,636 in 1913 to $8,695 in 1918, a loss of 
9.76 per cent. 


TRANSFERS FROM RESERVE FUND SEGREGATED. 


During the years 1911-18 the annual Reserve Fund 
played an unusually prominent part in supplementing 
both regular and special appropriations by means of 
Transfers, most of which are made at or near the close 
of the fiscal year. It is, of course, desirable to note 
what portions of the Reserve Fund respectively have 
been used to square up the department deficits and 
piece out, or provide for new, special appropriations, 
those from loans (Extraordinary) and those from the 
tax levy, etc. (Ordinary), being kept strictly separate. 
The total of the Reserve Funds in the last eight years 
was $3,625,065, of which $2,773,478, or 76.51 per cent., 
was transferred. In the preceding eight years, 1903-10, 
their total was only $1,823,824, or about one-half as 
much, of which $1,125,407, or 61.71 per cent. was trans- 
ferred. The takle on page 8 shows the disposition of 
the Transfers, 1911-18.

BULLETIN STATISTICS FOR 1918 COMPILED. 


Although not published as in former years, the regular 
monthly tables belonging to the Bulletin were con- 
tinued in manuscript during the year 1918. In sum- 
marizing the record the following facts appear, viz.: 

The total number of permits issued by the Building 
Department in 1918 was 11,235 or 4,860 less than in 
1917; for new buildings alone, 476, or 718 less than in 
1917. Of this number, 189 were for brick or other first 
class buildings and 287 for wooden. Alteration (of 
building) permits numbered 3,503, while 1917 showed 
1,011 more. ‘There were also 6,275 permits for gasfitting 
and plumbing and 577 for installing engines, boilers, ete. 

The number of cremations at Forest Hills in the year 
1918 was 487 and at Mount Auburn 394, a total of 881, 
or 115 more than in 1917. Of interments in City-owned 
cemeteries, the total was 2,671, or 680 more than in 1917, 
the large excess due to the high mortality during the 
influenza epidemic. 

The total number of ‘‘Immigrant Aliens” arrived in 
Boston from trans-Atlantic (7. e., Mediterranean) ports 
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during the year 1918 was 1,344 (2. e., 6381 males and 
713 females), or 5,182 less than in 1917. Those re- 
porting their destination to be Massachusetts numbered 
293 or 21.80 per cent. Immigrants from South Italy 
made up the largest part of the total, viz., 702. Greeks 
were next in number, 2. e., 241, and Scandinavians third, 
or 90. 

In 1913, the year before the European War, the total 
number arrived in Boston was 70,264, or about 52 times 
as many. 

The total number of individual cases of aid by munici- 
pal institutions in 1918 was 72,624 (2. e., 1,031 more than 
in 1917), or 22,649 in City Hospital and its branches; 
3,327 in Consumptives’ Hospital (2,189 in Out-Patient 
Dept.) ; 1,804 children; 1,950 in Infirmary; 5,176 Soldiers 
or families of same; 37,718 by Overseers of Poor, includ- 
ing 14,782 in Wayfarers’ Lodge, also 4,311 families, of 
which 1,692 were of widows with dependent children, 
recelving regular allowances under Mothers’ Aid Law; 
persons confined in House of Correction, 3,048, or 2,342 
less than in 1917; in County Jail, 8,941 or 3,295 less than 
in 1917. 

According to the records of the Fire Department 
there were 5,062 alarms in the year 1918 (284 more than 
in 1917) of which 618 were needless and 271 were false 
alarms. Total fires, 4,173 (7. e., 386 more than in 1917) 
of which 2,507 were in buildings, 1,627 outside buildings 
and 39 out of City limits. Losses, $1,295,271 on build- 
ings and $1,526,838 on contents, a total of $2,822,109, 
which is $1,159,119 less than in 1917, said total including 
$178,136 losses not insured. 

The Public Library issued to borrowers in 1918 a 
total of 2,006,083 volumes; total volumes added during 
the year, 15,382; total volumes. belonging to lhbrary, 
January 1, 1919, 1,172,294, or 884,206 in Central Library 
and 288,088 in 14 branch libraries. 

The real estate transfers in 1918 numbered 7,569 
(1,681 less than in 1917), while the mortgages on real 
estate numbered 5,940 (2,654 less than in 1917) with 
ageregate value of $33,133,524, or 74.63 per cent. 
decrease from 1917 total. 

The records of the Police Department show a total of 
90,380 arrests in the calendar year 1918, or 17,600 less 
than in 1917; drunkenness the cause of 54,845 arrests 
or 60.68 per cent. of total number; 42.24 per cent. of all 
persons arrested were not residents of Boston. Foreign- 
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born persons arrested, 37,139; boys under 15 years of 
age, 2,791; women and girls, ‘all ages, 8,278. Arrests | 
for homicide, 126, or 18 more than in 1917. Sick and 
injured persons assisted, 6,290; insane persons taken 
in charge, 447; lost children restored to their homes, 
2,000. 

The total of bank clearings or exchanges in 1918, as 
recorded by the Boston Clearing House, was $15,501,- 
085,308, an increase of 22.4 per cent. over 1917 and 
44.11 per cent. over 1916. Highest single day’s clear- 
ings, $101,059,681, on June 17, 1918. 

“According to the figures furnished by the Boston Cus- 
tom House the total value of imports in calendar year 
1918 was $295,907,047, or $66,665,716 (7. e., 29.08 per 
cent.) more than in 1917; of exports $221,477,295, or 
$12,509,458 (7. e., 5.99 per cent.) more than in 1917; 
total foreign commerce in 1918, $517,384,342, an increase 
of $79,175,174, or 18.07 per cent. over that of 1917. 

Receipts of fresh fish in Boston, 109,227,021 pounds 
(7. e., 11,072,892 pounds more than in 1917), the value of 
same being $6,556,383 (wholesale) or $1,483,815 more 
than in the previous year. Of the total receipts, there 
were 52,185,806 pounds of haddock, 35,921,089 pounds 
of cod, 6,565, 613 pounds of fresh mackerel, 686,955 
pounds of fresh halibut and 521,652 pounds of swordfish. 

The figures compiled by the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce show total receipts of coal in Boston in calendar 
year 1918 were 7,335,816 tons, or 1,180,858 tons more 
than in 1917. Of said total, there were 5,843,277 tons 
of bituminous and 1,492,539 tons of anthracite coal. 
The total retained for local consumption was 4,335,588 
tons of bituminous and 1,482,623 tons of anthracite. 
Largest receipts on record for a single month, 838,175 
tons in August, 670,124 tons being bituminous. 

Receipts of flour, D 908,312 barrels (2. e., 803,534 more 
than in 1917), of w hich, 1, 313,264 barrels were exported 
and 1,516,212 barrels were retained for local consump- 
tion. 


ANNUAL PARAGRAPH Statistics, 1918, wirH Brier 
REview oF Municrpat AFFAIRS IN 1917. 


In the annual handbook entitled ‘‘Organization of 
the City Government,” issued by the City Council, 
has appeared since 1910 a collection of the latest avail- 
able statistics of Boston, so edited and arranged in 
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concise paragraphs as to furnish the maximum of infor- 
mation in the minimum of print. In this compilation 
there have been brought together for the first time a 
very large number of facts concerning the finances of 
the City, the population, elections, yearly review of 
departments, public improveménts, industrial activities, 
_ete., also information regarding ‘‘Greater Boston” and 
important lines of public business other than municipal. 

In 1910 a beginning was made, and owing to the short 
time allowed for preparation of material, the collection 
was limited to 37 paragraphs occupying 63 pages. In 
1912 there were 52 paragraphs occupying 12 pages. 
By 1918 the required space in the City Council’s docu- 
ment had increased to 44 pages with 101 paragraphs or 
summaries, some of them one-half page to more than a 
page in length, also an index of same. The historical 
items include these, viz.: Settlement in 1630 — Incor- 
poration as a city in 1822 — Annexations, from East 
Boston to Hyde Park, with areas of districts and years 
when annexed. Population items: Census of 1915, by 
wards, by geographical districts, by nativity, etc. 
Census of 1910, by districts, with per cent. of inhabitants 
in each, also various social statistics — Men listed by 
Police in 1917, by wards — Population of various cities, 
1915, also of United States, New England and Mass. in 
1917 (estimated). Election items: City and State 
elections in 1917, State primary in 1917, vote for Presi- 
dent and Congressmen in 1916. Taxation, etc.: As- 
sessed valuation in 1917, same in other cities per capita, 
ranking from Boston as highest — Tax rate in 1917 and 
same for other large cities — Tax levy in 1917, with per 
capita receipts from taxes in various cities, ranking 
from Boston as highest — Income tax (State) on 
intangible property — Real estate exempt from taxation. 
City Finances: Expenditures and receipts in fiscal 
year 1917-18— Treasury transactions, 1917-18 — 
Loans and objects of same, 1917-18 — Public Debt, 
with brief analysis of same — How the City Dollar was 
spent in year, 1917-18 — Totals and per cents. by main 
objects, of all expenditures, 1916-17 — Increase of 
ordinary expenditures and income compared, 1912 to 
1917 — Financing of some public improvements from | 
general revenue instead of loans, thus decreasing debt — 
Net Debt per capita in ten leading cities, 1916, by 
rank — Assets of the ten leading cities, by rank, and 
Boston’s separately in detail, 1916 — Maintenance 
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expenditures per capita in ten leading cities, 1915 — 
Segregated Budget for 1917-18 — Budget increases, 
1906 to 1916 — Boston’s share of Metropolitan debt, 
1917 — Public Debt of U. 8S. with national appropria- 
tions in 1917 because of war, also Liberty Loan subscrip- 
tions, 1917 and 1918.- Department equipment and 
activities: Fire, Police, Park and Recreation, Public 
Works, Library, Public Institutions, Public Schools, 
County Courts, etc., also statistics of City and County 
officials, with amount of pay roll and pension payments 
in 1917. Vital statistics for 1917 — Trust funds and 
bequests — Public improvements, 1913-17, with cost of 
each and whether from loans or revenue — Real estate 
and building statistics for 1917 — Manufactures of Bos- 
ton in 1916, with leading products and values — Under- 
ground rapid transit, with cost of each tunnel and sub- 
way, date of opening, etc. — Port of Boston, advantages 
and latest improvements, with costs, etc. — Exports 
and Imports, Mass. Customs District, 1917, also prin- 
cipal commodities of foreign trade, with values and 
countries to and from — Foreign trade of United States 
in 1917, with nine leading ports and per cent. of total 
for each — Receipts of fish, milk, flour and coal in 
Boston, 1917 — Boston Banks, 1917, clearings, resources, 
ete. — Local Labor Unions, 1918 — Aid to the unem- 
ployed in 1917 — Places licensed to sell intoxicating 
liquors in 1917, with number of saloons by districts, 
etc. — Metropolitan District or ‘‘Greater Boston,” 
with location of its 14 cities and 26 towns, also popula- 
tion, valuation, debt, tax rates, manufactures, area, 
etc. — Automobile statistics, 1917— Telephone sta- 
tistics — Travel and transportation statistics — Im1ni- 
gration in 1917— American crop statistics, 1917 — 
Weather in Boston in 1917 — Mayors of Boston during 
its 96 years as a city, with years of service, etc. — 
Boston’s rank among American cities in fourteen 
branches of municipal and business development — 
Notes relating to municipal year, school year, office 
hours of departments, legal holidays and flag days. 

This department issued in 1918 a small book of 64 
pages containing these statistics, together with 20 pages 
of historical items concerning memorable sites and 
buildings in Boston, also public memorials. About 
2,000 copies were distributed in the public schools, civic 
and business organizations, to libraries and public: offi- 
cials. So far as known, no American city has provided 
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for its public such a comprehensive and concise showing 
of up-to-date municipal and business facts as is con- 
tained in this pocket booklet. 


THE ANNUAL MUNICIPAL REGISTER FOR 1918. 

This department by vote of the City Council on 
February 4, 1918, was authorized to prepare and have 
printed, under the direction of the Committee on Rules, 
the Municipal Register for 1918. As usual, a document 
edition bound in heavy cardboard supplemented the 
regular cloth-bound edition, the total number issued 
being 2,300 copies. 

It contained besides the customary official matter, a 
survey of the departments, commissions, etc., 12 pages 
of population tables, 18 pages of valuation, tax, appro- 
priation, expenditure and debt tables, 47 pages of elec- 
tion tables, the full text of the City Ordinances enacted 
in the five years 1913-17, and to July 1, 1918, the new 
ward and new precinct boundaries, occupying 56 pages, 
also 16 pages of Additions and Corrections and a copious 
index of 11 pages, the whole book containing 360 pages. 
All the tables except those concerning population were 
taken from other City documents, but many of them 
were augmented and made more informative by this 
department. 

Persistent effort has been made to improve the 
Municipal Register from year to year, especially by 
including more and more of the latest obtainable infor- 
mation regarding the City’s business, current affairs, 
etc. This improvement is especially noticeable in the 
final chapter of the 1918 book, viz., Additions and Cor- 
rections, containing these articles prepared just before 
completion of the printing: Tax Limit Raised for Year 
1918 — Assessed Valuation and Tax Rate, 1918 — 
Appropriations, etc., for 1918-19, with list of changes 
from preceding year — Special Committee on Street 
Improvements, 1918 — Committee on Housing, 1918 — 
Emergency Health Committee and Influenza Epidemic 
— Legislative Acts of 1918 Relating to Boston — Men 
Listed by Police in 1918, by wards — Men of City and 
State for the World War — Recent Department Changes 
— City Officials and Ex-Officials Deceased in 1918. 


City REcOoRD SUBSCRIPTION BUSINESS. 


Since this department took charge of the mailing list, 
and payments and renewals of subscriptions to the City 
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Record the business has had more attention than before. 
During the calendar year 1916 the amount received for 
subscriptions was $1,167, or 54 per cent. more than in 
the year 1915, when the business was in other hands. 

In the year 1917 the receipts for subscriptions 
amounted to $714, about 225 old subscribers not caring 
to renew, many of them complaining of delay in mail 
delivery of the paper. 

In 1918, as a result of the persistent solicitation of 
renewal subscriptions, the total receipts from subscribers 
increased to $942. 


INFORMATION AND UNPUBLISHED WORK, ETC. 


During the past year, the department furnished a 
considerable amount of statistical material to the Mayor, 
the Corporation Counsel, the Health Commissioner, 
investigating committees, also public officials in other 
cities, answered a large number of letters of inquiry on 
various subjects referred to it by the Mayor’s Office and 
many that came direct to its own office, much time being 
required for the investigations, tabular work, ete., 
involved. The Mayor’s address on Metropolitan Fed- 
eration (Doc. 125, 1918) includes an outline map of the 
Greater Boston cities and towns and an appendix of 
tabular matter prepared in this office. 

The department has continued its studies of munic- 
ipal finances as administered in the cities and towns 
of the Metropolitan District, in comparison with those 
of Boston. From the extensive tables worked out, the 
following little-known facts appear and they make 
a creditable showing for Boston as to tax rates, per cent. 
of net debt to valuation, maintenance cost per capita and 
per cent. of latter to municipal revenue. Notwithstand- 
ing Boston’s unprecedented tax rate in 1918 (. e., 
$21.20) there were 10 of the 13 cities in the District 
outside of Boston having a higher rate, 7 of these exceed- 
ing it by $2 or more. In 1917, the same 13 cities showed 
a mean tax rate of $22.60, or $4.90 more than Boston’s 
rate for that. year. In the five-year period 1913-17 
inclusive, the mean tax rate for those 13 cities was 
$21.66, or $4.02 in excess of Boston’s average rate for 
the same period. In only one instance did any city 
of the District have a lower rate than Boston’s during 
the said period, viz., in 1916, when Quincy’s rate was 
down to $17.20, or 60 cents under Boston’s. 


~ 
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As to per cent. of net debt to valuation, this was 3.7 for 
Boston in 1915 (omitting the Rapid Transit debt, which 
is a 45 per cent. investment) or lower than the showing 
of 5 of the cities and 9 of the towns in the District. 
Chelsea’s per cent. was 6.2, the highest; Cambridge’s 
5.38; Lynn’s, 4.7; Quincy’s, 4.5; Everett’s, 3.9. It is 
generally supposed that Boston’s maintenance cost per 
capita, or $30.84 in 1915, is extremely high. But there 
are in the District ten municipalities which exceeded 
that figure in the said year. The town of Hull more 
than doubled it, viz., $73.99 per capita; Cohasset showed 
$60.88; Milton, $42.98; Brookline, $36.71; Wellesley, 
$35.22; Newton, $30.99. In computing the per cent. 
of maintenance cost to revenue it was found that Boston 
ranked surprisingly low, 7. e., 66.14, all but 7 of the 39 
other municipalities showing a higher proportion, for 
instance: Dedham, 79.27 per cent.; Stoneham, 77.42; 
Chelsea, 75.09; Milton, 73.38; Revere, 73.33; Malden, 
71.90; Waltham, 71.77; Somerville, 71.53; Everett, 
71.07. 

To the critics who habitually regard Boston as an 
extravagantly managed city, the following comparison 
of its public debt record in the 10-year period 1908-18 
with eight other principal cities, can but modify their 
opinion considerably :

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Misgoverned (sic) Boston at the enviable foot of 
such a list!—is it possible? Not only that, but, as all 
of Boston’s debt increase was Rapid Transit debt, a 
A? per cent. investment for a profitable public service 
enterprise, there was no comparable increase. Instead, 
the record shows (omitting the Rapid Transit invest- 
ment) a decrease in net debt of $3,849,927, or 5.23 per 
cent. in the said 10 years. 

Considerable material has been prepared for the pro- 
posed Municipal Year Book, which will be completed and 
printed when the necessary appropriation of about 
$2,000 is provided. 

Many of the tables appearing in the Municipal 
Register can be removed therefrom and made more 
comprehensive in this book, containing a larger-sized 
page. Comparative statistics showing the growth of 
population, expenditure, valuation, debt, etc., by five- 
year and ten-year periods, with percentages, since 1875, 
also various financial, commercial and industrial sta- 
tistics of Boston and other large cities presented in a 
similarly attractive form, would certainly be a valuable 
addition to the stock of comprehensive municipal 
information needing permanent inclusion in our local 
history. 

London, Paris, Liverpool, Glasgow, Stockholm, 
Amsterdam, Milan and many other European, likewise 
Australian, South American and Japanese cities are 
issuing annually large volumes of municipal statistics. 
Our Government and Siate statistical publications, 
while satisfactory as far as they go, do not include 
enough municipal information, especially the compara- 
tive exhibits covering periods of years which are needful 
for the study of municipal progress. 

Should Boston continue to lag behind all these foreign 
cities in this important branch of municipal develop- 
ment?

STREET LAYING-OUT DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1919. 


Boston, February 1, 1919. 
Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str,— The Board of Street Commissioners presents 
the following report of the Street Laying-Out Depart- 
ment for the year ending January 31, 1919: 

Under orders for laying out, widening and extending 
streets, passed by the Board during the year, land to the 
amount of 167,109 square feet was taken for street 
purposes. Streets having a total length of .145 mile were 
made public ways. 

Under authority of the Acts of the Legislature for the 
assessment on property of the benefits derived from the 
laying out and construction of highways there has been 
assessed on streets a total of $132,416.01. For benefits 
from sewerage works construction, assessments to the 
amount of $80,415.48 have been made. The total of 
benefits assessed for streets, public alleys and sewerage 
works during the year was $212,831.49. 

The Board issued eight orders of notice to lay out, 
widen, relocate, extend and discontinue streets or parts 
of streets, calling for public hearings. In the settlement 
of damages for the taking of land, etc., for various 
changes in the city’s streets, forty-three cases were 
acted on, including claims for damages for sewers and 
surface drains ordered. 
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Under the provisions of the act of the Legislature 
giving the Street Commissioners authority to take land 
for and order the construction of sewerage works, 
thirty-nine orders were passed.

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ENGINEERING DIVISION. 


The work of the Engineering Division for the past 
year has consisted of the making of such surveys and 
plans as have been required by the several city depart- 
ments, and giving lines and grades of public streets for 
abutters intending to build. 

Nine hundred thirty-five orders were attended to for 
the Public Works Department; these consisted of staking 
. out of new streets for construction, giving lines and 
grades for repairs and reconstruction of old streets, 
testing lines and grades after completion of work, 
measuring the amount of work performed and making 
plans showing the quantities to be assessed upon the 
abutting owners. Among these orders were: 

Three petitions requesting that catch-basins should 
be constructed were reported upon to the Sewer Service. 

Seventy-five plans of streets showing proposed loca- 
tions for future catch-basins were furnished to Sewer 
Service. 

Two hundred twenty-six catch-basins were staked out 
on request of the Sewer Service and duplicate sketches 
were furnished showing the locations of spikes, ties, etc. 

Measurements have been obtained for the Sewer 
Service for the purpose of making sewer assessments on 
fifty-nine streets. | 

Ninety-eight plans of proposed underground conduits, 
pipes, etc., were examined for the Sewer Service, and 
when necessary, locations for proposed future catch- 
basins were marked on plans. 

Fifty-seven notices of contracts to lay artificial stone 
sidewalks on seventy streets were received, lines and 
grades marked, the work measured when completed 
and reported upon to the Paving Service. In twenty- 
three cases the Paving Service was notified that the 
existing edgestone should be reset to line and grade 
preparatory to the laying of artificial stone, and on 
completion of the work edgestone were tested and 
reported upon. Three hundred thirty-nine notices of 
completion of repairs to artificial stone sidewalks were 
received, the work measured and reported upon to the 
Central Office, Public Works Department. 

Eighteen requests for edgestone were received, line 
and grade was marked and measurement of the amount 
of edgestone required was reported to the Paving Service. 
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Twelve notices requesting that lines and grades be 
given were received from the Park and Recreation 
Department, acted upon, and when necessary sketches 
showing lines and grades were furnished. Lines and 
grades were furnished for the setting of edgestone 
at five estates. In two cases measurement of amount of 
edgestone required was reported. 

Plans were made for the Paving Service, showing the 
estates, owners’ names and the quantities to be assessed 
upon thirty-one estates. Four miscellaneous reports 
were made in relation to sidewalk assessments. 

Thirteen petitions for permission to make sidewalk 
openings for areas, bulkheads, etc., were received, line 
and grade of sidewalks were tested and reported upon 
to the Paving Service. 

Sidewalk grades furnished to engineers and architects 
for plans of new buildings on five streets. 

The lines and grades of nine streets, for which the 
Street Commissioners were petitioned for authority to 
open as private ways, were examined and reported upon. 

Fifteen estimates of the amounts of damage caused by 
changes made during the construction of streets were 
made for the Street Commissioners.

Surveys and plans have been made for the taking of 
land for schoolhouse purposes on Medford street, 
Charlestown, for an addition to the Polk Street Primary 
School in the Prescott School District and on Gibson 
street, Dorchester, for the erection of a new schoolhouse 
in the Mary Hemenway School District. 

A survey and plan has been made for the Park and 
Recreation Department for park purposes on Washing- 
ton street and Ashland street, West Roxbury. 

Surveys and plans have been made of land belonging 
to the City of Boston for the purpose of sales on Condor 
street, East Boston, Massachusetts avenue and South- 
ampton street, Roxbury, and Water street, Hyde Park. 

Plans have been made of Gallop’s Island and the part 
of Deer Island acquired by the United States. 

Forty-one plans of streets to be laid out, widened or 
altered and twenty-eight estimated benefit plans have 
been made for the Board of Street Commissioners. 

Among the more important plans made for the Street 
Laying-Out Department may be mentioned the widening 
of Kneeland street, between Lincoln street and Atlantic 
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avenue, Boston proper; the laying out of Mt. Vernon 
street, from Columbia road to the Pumping Station, 
Dorchester; the widening of Centre street, from South 
street to Spring street, and the widening of Beech street, 
from Anawan avenue to Washington street, West Rox- 
bury, and the widening of North Beacon street, from 
Market street to the Charles river, Brighton. 

Petitions for the registration of land in the Land Court 
are referred to the Mayor whenever the City of Boston is 
an interested party. These cases are examined by the 
Law Department and the Engineering Division of the 
Street Laying-Out Department for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the city’s interests. During the year thirty-five 
such cases have been investigated. 

There were eighty-five accident and other plans made 
for the Law Department. 

In connection with the Engineering Division there 
have been 3,688 titles examined, 3,237 deeds and 476 
plans copied from the Registry of Deeds. 

Six thousand four hundred twenty-nine blueprints 
have been made during the year. 

Three plans of easement to be taken for sewerage 
works have been made during the year.

ORDINANCES OF 1914, CHAPTER 35, ESTABLISHING A SUPPLY 
DEPARTMENT. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 
Section 1. The Supply Department shall be under the 

charge of the Superintendent of Supplies, who shall upon 

requisition in writing, signed by the head of any department, 
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supply materials, apparatus and other supplies required by 
such department, except furniture and those supplied by the 
Superintendent of Printing. Said superintendent shall on the 
- fifteenth day of each month send to the City Auditor a detailed 
statement of the purchases made for each ‘department during 
‘the preceding month, which statement shall be approved by 
the official in charge of the department. 

Srcr. 2. Every officer in charge of a department requiring 
materials, apparatus and other supplies, except furniture and 
those supplied by the Superintendent of Printing, shall obtain 
the same of the Superintendent of Supplies by means of a 
requisition therefor on blanks to be prepared by said superin- 
tendent. 

SEecT. 3. Said superintendent shall keep proper books of 
account, and when satisfied of the legality of any requisition 
shall at. once comply with it and make proper entries on his 
book. He shall require suitable evidence that the materials 
and supplies furnished are accepted by the officer issuing the 
requisition. 

Snot. 4. Said superintendent shall in his annual report 
include a statement of the cost of all supplies furnished each 
department or officer. .. 

Srcr. 5. Chapter two of the Revised Ordinances of eighteen 
hundred and ninety-eight is hereby amended in section one by 
inserting after the words ‘‘the Superintendent of Streets,” 
the words ‘‘the Superintendent of Supplies.” 

Sect. 6. Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of eighteen 
hundred and ninety-eight is hereby amended in section five by 
inserting after the words “‘the Superintendent of Streets, 
seventy-five hundred dollars,’ the words “the Superintendent 
of Supplies, three thousand dollars.”

* Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Sir,— In accordance with the requirements of the existing 
ordinance, the Transit Department respectfully submits the 


following report: 
Chapter 185 of the Special Acts of the Legislature for the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts for the year 1918 reads as 


follows: 


An Act To PROVIDE FOR THE TRANSFER OF THE POWERS OF THE BOSTON 
TRANSIT COMMISSION TO THE CiTy OF BosTON. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. Upon the expiration of the term of office of the Boston 
transit commission the city of Boston shall have all the powers and privi- 
leges, and be subject to all the duties, restrictions and liabilities heretofore 
conferred or imposed upon the commission and remaining in effect at the 
date of the passage of this act, the said powers and duties to be exercised 
and performed by the mayor, commissioner of public works, and city 
treasurer, or by such person or persons, not exceeding three, as may be 
appointed by the mayor, subject to the provisions of chapter 486 of the 
acts of nineteen hundred and nine and acts in amendment thereof and in 
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addition thereto. The persons so appointed shall receive such com- 
pensation for their services as the mayor and city council shall determine. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
Approved June 3, 1918. 


The term of the Boston Transit Commission expired by limi- 
tation on June 30, 1918. 

On Monday, July 1, 1918, in accordance with the provisions 
of the foregoing act, the Mayor, Hon. Andrew J. Peters, Com- 

missioner of Public Works Thomas F. Sullivan and City 
- Treasurer Thomas W. Murray organized as an ex-officio Board, 
the Mayor being chosen Chairman and B. Leighton Beal, 
Secretary. 

It was voted that the secretary, chief engineer, and all other 
employees of the Boston Transit Commission, except the com- 
missioners, at the date of the expiration of its term of office, as 
shown by its last pay roll as approved by the City Auditor, be 
temporarily continued in the performance of the duties here- 
tofore performed by them respectively and at the respective 
salaries and rates of compensation heretofore paid to them. 

Chapter Three of the Ordinances of the Sey of Boston for 
the year 1918 reads as follows: 


Section 1. The transit department shall be under the charge of a 
board of three commissioners, appointed by the mayor, for the term of 
one year each. The chairman shall be designated by the mayor and shall 
receive a salary of five thousand dollars a year. The other members 
shall serve without pay. The board shall appoint a secretary, engineers, 
subordinates, and employees, define their powers and duties, and fix 
the amount of their compensation. 

Section 2. The board shall exercise the powers and perform the duties 
formerly exercised and performed by the Boston Transit Commission as 
defined by chapter 185 of the special acts of the year 1918. 

Passed. In City Council, July 1, 1918. 

Approved by the Mayor, July 2, 1918. 


On July 26, 1918, Josiah Quincy, Chairman, Thomas F. 
Sullivan and Thomas W. Murray, having been duly appointed 
Commissioners of the Transit Department qualified as such 
commissioners. 

The Board organized on July 29, 1918, meeting in the rooms 
previously leased by the Boston Transit Commission. A 
report having been received from the Public Buildings Depart- 
ment that there was not sufficient space available in the City 
Hall or City Hall Annex, it was voted to continue to occupy 
from month to month the 8th and 9th floors of 15 Beacon street.

It was voted that employees of the Board be continued at 
their present rank and ratings.

There are still many takings for which a settlement has not 
yet been agreed upon, as well as claims of contractors for extras 
in connection with the construction of the tunnel. 

The work of paving on Dorchester avenue in the vicinity of 
Andrew square was completed July 30, 1918, and at and near 
Broadway on November 9, 1918. 

Work on the intercepting sewer, relocated because of the 
tunnel, was carried on until cold weather. It will be resumed 
as soon as conditions permit. 


‘BOYLSTON STREET SUBWAY. 
Massachusetts Station. 


The prepayment area at Massachusetts station is still under 
construction, the work being done by employees of the depart- 
ment. 

A settlement has been made for the taking of the property at 
356 Newbury street formerly owned by A. M. Jordan. A final 
settlement has been made with the City of Boston for damages 
to the City yard, Engine House 33 and Police Station 16. 


Proposed Station at Arlington Street. 


On July 30, 1918, a communication was sent to the Trustees 
of the Boston Elevated Railway calling their attention to the 
provisions of chapter 342, special acts of 1916, and action here- 
tofore taken in regard to authorizing the building of a station 
at Boylston street, asking if they were willing to accept the act. 
On August 7th a reply was received stating that “owing to war 
conditions and the financial status of the company it is inexpe- 
dient at this time for the board to enter into any contract under 
the provisions of chapter 342 of the special acts of 1916.” 
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Recently the question of the expediency of doing certain work 
in connection with this project has been again brought to the 
attention of the trustees of the company.

A conference was 
held with representatives of those doing business on Winter 
street, most of whom expressed a belief that such use of the 
passageway would be of little value asa relief to congestion and 
of no value to the abutters in increasing business.

GENTLEMEN ,— I beg to submit the following report for seven 
months, covering the period from July 1, 1918, to January 31, 
1919. 


DORCHESTER TUNNEL. 


PAVING DorcHESTER AVENUE FROM HuMBOLDT PLACE TO 
ANDREW SQUARE, ANDREW SQUARE, BOSTON STREET TO 
THE N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R. Bripak anv PORTIONS OF 
INTERSECTING STREETS. 


Construction Data. 


Contractor: Central Construction Company. 

Amount of Bid: $22,665. 

Date of Contract: April 26, 1918. 

Date of beginning work: May 6, 1918.

Paving with granite blocks and grout joints, 851 sq. yds.; paving with 
granite blocks and gravel joints, 179 sq. yds.; cement sand bed, 7,408 
sq. yds.; concrete base, 6,697 sq. yds.; edgestone reset, 1,600 lin. ft.; 
brick sidewalk relaid, 1,609 sq. yds.; grout in broken stone ballast, 158 
cu. yds.; heavy timbers under car tracks removed, 1,554 lin. ft.; tem- 
porary paving with granite blocks and gravel joints, 49 sq. yds.; cutting 
granite blocks and paving with grout joints, 6,130 sq. yds.

The work on this contract was on July 1, 1918, nearly 80 per 
cent. done, the work remaining being mostly in Boston street. 
When the contract was awarded it was intended to have Dor- 
chester avenue and Andrew square paved with recut granite 
blocks and grout joints on a cement sand bed and concrete 
base, but to have the old paving in Boston street relaid on a 
gravel base. By request of the Commissioner of Public Works, 
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Boston street, asfar as the N. Y., N. H. & H.R. R. bridge, was 
also paved with recut blocks, grout joints, cement sand bed 
and concrete base, and the time for completion named in the 
contract was extended to July 17, 1918. The Public Works 
Department made an agreement to pay the cost of the improve- 
ment of the paving done under the contract, except in the 
tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway Company. In addi- 
tion to paving the roadway the edgestone and sidewalk were 
generally relaid. Most of the work in the contract was done 
July 30th, but because of delays in paving Boston street near 
the bridge the work was not wholly completed until September 
5, 1918. 


Pavine DoRCHESTER AVENUE BETWEEN WEST SECOND STREET 
AND OLp CoLony AVENUE AND PoRTIONS OF ADJOINING 
STREETS.

Paving with granite blocks and grout joints, 2,716 sq. yds.; paving with 
granite blocks and gravel joints, 236 sq. yds.; cement sand bed, 12,620 
sq. yds.; concrete base, 11,886 sq. yds.; edgestone set, 4,057 lin. ft.; 
brick sidewalk relaid, 3,575 sq. yds.; granolithic sidewalk laid, 93 sq. 
yds.; grout in broken stone ballast, 92 cu. yds.; heavy timbers under 
tracks removed, 1,242 lin. ft.; temporary paving with granite blocks 
and gravel joints, 276 sq. yds.; cutting granite blocks and paving with 
grout joints, 9,743 sq. yds. 

Assistant Engineer in charge of work: James T. Frame (until June 12, 
1918), Robert B. Farwell (after June 12, 1918). 


The work on this contract was on July 1, 1918, about 10 per 
cent. done. The old granite block pavement was on a gravel 
base. By agreement with the Public Works Department the 
new pavement was laid with recut granite blocks with grout 
joints on a cement sand bed and concrete base, the Public 
Works Department to pay for the increase in the expense 
except in the Boston Elevated Railway Company’s tracks. A 
portion of West Fourth street westerly of Dorchester avenue, 
repaved because of change of grade, was paved with the old 
granite blocks with grout joints on a gravel base. The work 
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on the contract was considerably delayed because of the general 
shortage of labor. Various track changes were made by the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company in connection with the 
work. ‘The edgestones were reset and the sidewalks as a rule 
relaid throughout the work. 


REPAIRS TO INTERCEPTING SEWER IN DORCHESTER AVENUE, 
Viciniry OF MiIppLE AND WooODWARD STREETS. 


The Public Works Department having reported that the 
intercepting sewer in Dorchester avenue had been damaged 
by the construction of the Dorchester Tunnel, especially that 
there were longitudinal cracks in the arch, the Transit Depart- 
ment has built a new 12” reinforced concrete arch over the 
old arch for a distance of about 220 feet. This reconstructed 
arch is between Middle and Woodward streets and a short dis- 
tance south of Woodward street. Previous to the date when 
this report begins the Boston Transit Commission had taken 
out and had rebuilt two sections of the arch in the vicinity of 
Middle street, 22 and 18 feet long respectively, making about 
260 feet the total distance where the sewer has been repaired. 
Repairs have also been made to the manholes. 


BOYLSTON. STREET SUBWAY. MASSACHUSETTS 
SURFACE STATION. 


A general description and plan of the Massachusetts Surface 
Station and the progress of the work to July 1, 1918, was given 
in the twenty-fourth and final report of the Boston Transit 
Commission. 

The concrete piers for the bridge over the Boston & Albany 
Railroad tracks have been completed: ‘The excavating for 
these piers had to be made to a depth of 18 feet: below the 
railroad tracks to a hard sand and gravel bottom for founda- 
tions. Considerable water was encountered during the exca- 
vation and it required one three inch and one four inch 
electric pump, operating ae in each excavation 
to take care of this water. 

The stringers or large timbers used for supporting the two 
railroad tracks adjacent to the piers during construction, have 
been removed, and the tracks restored to their former condition. 
The piles which were driven to support the stringers and tracks 


have been left in place. 
\ 
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The steel girders for the bridge were placed on the piers 
December 8, 1918. There are eight parallel girders, each 
weighing about 15 tons and 663 feet in length, spanning diag- 
onally the five B. & A. R. R. tracks. These girders are to be 
encased in concrete. They were fabricated at the Transit 
Department’s steel shop in South Boston, placed on flat railroad 
cars, hauled to the work and plaiced in position by the use of a 
50-ton wrecking crane by the B. & A. R. R. Co. The girders 
were placed in six hours without interrupting the railroad 
traffic. There is a clearance for trains under the bridge of 16 
feet 8 inches over the tracks of the B. & A. R. R. 

All of the rough concrete upon which the granolithic floor 
will be placed and the trough in which the tracks of the Boston 
Elevated Railway will be laid is in place excepting the bridge 
portion over the B. & A. R. R. 

The toilet rooms, passageways, etc., are nearly ready for the 
interior finish of terrazzo wainscot and white Portland cement 
plaster for the walls above the wainscot and for the ceilings. 

The Newbury street front of the station was finished on 
November 7, 1918. The design is of reinforced concrete 15 
inches thick with panels, all rubbed to a smooth finish, and an 
ornamental balustrade on the top. 

Eight of the steel roof trusses supported by steel columns at 
the sides have been erected, together with the purlins resting 
on the trusses. 

About 3,500 sq. ft. of the reinforced concrete roof, which 
rests on the purlins, is in place, at the northerly end of the 
station. The roof is 2’’ in thickness, reinforced with 2” x 16” 
mesh welded wire cloth, together with 2” steel rods, 2’ center to 
center. 

Openings for skylights, each approximately 4’-4” x 9’-8” 
are being left at intervals in the roof. 


STOCKYARD AT C AND CYPHER STREETS, SOUTH 
BOSTON. 


The stockyard, which originally occupied an area of about 
64,000 square feet, has been reduced in area about 10,500 feet 
on account of the widening of Cypher street on its northerly side 
to permit the laying of two railroad tracks leading from the 
tracks of the N. Y., N. H. & H. Railroad at West First street to 
the U. 8S. Boston Army Supply Base. The street widening 
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necessitated the removal of the two story portion of the office 
and laboratory building, the air-compressor plant and the shop 
for the fabrication of structural steel. The buildings were 
moved by Soley & Blair Inc. from the southerly to the northerly 
portion of the yard. One of the sheds for the storage of steel 
rods was torn down. 

In this stockyard the steel rods for the reinforcement of 
concrete are cut and bent into such shapes as required. The 
concrete balusters for the parapet around the top of the Massa- 
chusetts Surface Station were cast in moulds at this place. 
The stairs for the station were also cast here, each unit consist- 
ing of one tread and riser of reinforced concrete cast in one 
piece. 

There have been furnished from this stockyard for the work in 
Dorchester avenue and for the Massachusetts surface station 
6,024 barrels of Portland cement since the first of July. 

The work at this yard is being done under the direction of 
Harry L. Whitney, Superintendent. 

The following is the report on work done by the Structural 
Steel Shop under the supervision of 8. C. Lyman at 14 Cypher 
street, South Boston, since July 1, 1918. 

All steelwork used by the Transit Department and on city 
bridge repairs where requested by the Public Works Department 
was fabricated in the shop, and erected by men from the shop. 

The work for the Transit Department has been the fabrication 
and erection of about 1314 tons of the steelwork for the Massa- 
chusetts surface station which includes the steel framework 
of the building and a plate girder bridge about 52 feet in width 
with a span of about 66% feet diagonally over the tracks of the 
Boston & Albany railroad, the building and erection of the steel 
gates, about 32 tons, for the Andrew Surface Station, also fences, 
stair treads, ladders for the pump wells, etc., for the Dorchester 
Tunnel. 

The work performed for the Bridge Division of the Public 
Works Department consisted of repairs to fence on Summer 
street bridge over Fort Point channel, repairs to floor beams and 
diagonal brace rods on the Allston bridge over Boston & Albany 
R. R. tracks, and replacing worn out floor stringers and repair- 
ing floor beams on the Broadway bridge over the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford R. R. tracks. Most of this was field 
work. The expense of doing all such work is charged to the 
Public Works Department. 
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The total number of skilled iron workers employed in the 
shop and on erection is 13 men. | 

On account of the removal of the steel shop to its new location 
considerable time was spent in moving machinery and setting 
it up in the new location. 


OFFICE AT 15 BEACON STREET. 


In connection with the law suits and claims brought against 
the City of Boston on account of subway and tunnel con- 
struction the engineering division has given considerable time 
to the preparation of plans, diagrams and tables used in the 
different cases. It has also furnished answers to interroga- 
tories, searched through records and accounts collecting data, 
etc., used in settling claims and in preparation for the defense 
of suits. 

In October, 1918, the quarters occupied by the engineering 
division were reduced in area about one third. This neces- 
sitated moving plans, miscellaneous records and equipment 
and rearrangement of the part of the office retained. The 
furniture and some of the records for which there was no room 
in the smaller office were moved to a room over a part of the 
“Park Street Under” station which was built in connection 
with the construction of that station for the Cambridge Con- 
nection under the Boston Common. A large number of the 
older plans and blueprints of other plans have also been moved 
to this storeroom and placed in suitable racks for safe keeping.

FOR THE YEAR 1918-19. 


Boston, February 1, 1919. 
Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of Boston: 


Sir,— I respectfully submit to you the annual report 
of the Weights and Measures Department for the year 
1918-19. 

The past year has been one in which the utmost care 
and caution had to be exercised in our work in order that 
the prevailing conditions affecting the cost of living to 
the public and the abnormal conditions under which the 
merchants were forced to do business would be met ina 
manner which would do no injustice to any parties con- 
cerned and yet allow us to do our protective work in an 
efficient and thorough manner. The effects of the world 
war in this city, while no worse than in other large centers, 
had a fearful and discouraging influence on the purchas- 
ing public during the past year. The shortage of flour, 
sugar, coal and meat — those things that are the impor- 
tant daily factors in the lives of all — caused this general 
feeling of unrest and the least infraction of the laws 
regulating the sale of these commodities was the cause of 
the public being ever ready to forward their protests and 
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demand that the complained of merchant be prosecuted. 
While many of these complaints were found to be of a 
nature that would result in the discontinuance of the 
practices complained of, others were found to be wholly 
without foundation, brought to us by suspecting pur- 
chasers who believed that they were not being treated in 
the right way and wanted us to investigate conditions 
and explain the laws. The general high prices, shortage 
of food and fuel and this spirit of unrest has kept the 
force of this department extremely active during the past 
year, in order to protect the public of this city against 
all manner of fraud. ‘The idea for which this depart- 
ment was originally established — that is, the sealing of 
weights and measures — today forms but one branch of 
the service. The work consists now of sealing all types 
of measuring devices which are found to conform to the 
standard,— and these types are constantly being added 
to by the invention of new measuring machines and other 
devices,— inspecting sales made by merchants, enfore- 
ing the net weight and package laws of the state and 
nation, and a general supervision of practically every 
form of a business transaction that is carried on in this 
city. We have been called upon to ally ourselves with 
the Federal Coal and Food Administrators and much 
time has been put into this branch of war work. Im- 
measurable results have come from this service and 
the people of Boston have been the recipients of many 
advantages and benefits because of the preciseness and 
promptness in the way that the members of this depart- 
ment handled the manifold disputes and misunderstand- 
ings that were bound to occur as a result of so many new 
ways in which the public were forced to purchase their 
goods. New laws affecting the luxuries as well as the 
necessities have been enforced. ‘Taxicab meter inspec- 
tions have increased in great proportions as have gaso- 
lene pumps. The new idea of charging for laundry 
work by weight has been put into practice during the 
past year by the launderers of this city and this trivial 
change in the life of the business world has caused this 
department a vast amount of labor because of the inces- 
sant complaints on the part of families who felt that the 
new rates were exorbitant. So that from year to year 
the work of a department of this kind is bound to 
increase, especially under the conditions that we have 
found ourselves during the past few years. The entire 
staff has gone ahead on this work and met every obstacle 
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in a way that spelled complete success because of the 
unity in which they performed their duties, the personal 
interest which they displayed and the desire to help their 
fellow men through the hardest test of living that they 
as a community have ever experienced, and in their 
official work do all in their power to bring the war to a 
successful conclusion. 


EXPENDITURES FOR THE YEAR. 


The amount granted us on the budget for the year 
was $26,615.82, but on account of the repeated appeals 
from your Honor during the year to save all we possibly 
could of this amount, and to put off any new purchases 
or improvements that would necessitate additional 
expense so that all the money possible could be used for 
war needs, we were able to turn back to the treasury 
$444.85, making a total expenditure for the year of 
$26,170.97. The expenses were as follows:

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ORGANIZATION OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The membership of the department is the same as 
last year and consists of a sealer, ten deputy sealers, a 
clerk and a mechanician. The work is divided into 
three sections: | 

1. The inspection of food weighings, reinspections 
of store conditions as regards measuring devices, 
complaint investigations, coal reweighings while in 
transit and the necessary court work resulting from 
these labors. No income is derived from any of this 
work. 

2. Sealing of all measuring devices wherever found 
within the city at least once a year and oftener, if nec- 
essary, for which service a fee is charged varying in price 
with the device sealed. 

3. Sealing of all devices brought to the testing 
bureau at Room 105, City Hall Annex. No fees were 
received from this class of work. The ten deputy 
~ sealers are all provided with standards and other nec- 
essary paraphernalia by which the devices are tested. 
A fleet of five Ford ton trucks, one Ford touring car and 
a Kelley-Springfield ton and a half truck furnishes the 
means of covering the city for the deputy sealers, six 
of whom are constantly sealing measuring devices in 
the various stores, shops and factories. ‘Two deputies 
are always in attendance at the testing bureau, while 
two more are assigned to the reweighing of coal, inspect- 
ing store conditions, sealing drug and jeweler scales, 
taxicab meters and following up complaint investiga- 
tions. The staff is small for the enormous amount of 
work expected from a department of this kind and while 
. peace conditions may lighten the duties somewhat, 
the normal conditions call for an additional number of 
assistants, either deputy sealers or inspectors. The only 
_ branch from which we derived an income was from the 
sealing done on the outside. During the past year this 
income has been:reduced owing to the interpretation of 
the existing laws by the Attorney General of -Massa- 
chusetts and by new laws which have changed in many 
instances the amount of money that we could legally 
charge for the sealing of devices. For instance, we 
have been advised to charge but three cents per measure 
for the sealing of gasolene pumps, while in the past 
we charged fifty cents per pump. Beam scales and 
large pan scales have been reduced from fifty cents to

three cents. We have found that these reductions have 
made a considerable difference in our total income. We 
have done all in our power to keep these fees as fair to 
the public as possible, but at the same time do justice 
to the city treasury by collecting a fee that would be in 
proportion to the amount of work necessary. The fee 
schedule which has been in operation for many years and 
is established by statute is today very badly in need of 
amendment. Certain parties in the state have brought 
influence to bear and have tried to have the fee system 
entirely eliminated, but we have successfully fought this 
plan in the State Legislature for the past three years 
and believe that the time has now arrived when a new 
schedule should be put in effect to meet the conditions 
as they exist today and charge prices more in proportion 
with the services rendered and thereby increase the 
annual income to the city treasury. The schedule in 
effect which is merely nominal in amount is summarized 
as follows: 


Platform scales (over 5,000 pounds) . : ; : ; . $1 00 
Platform scales (under 5, 000 pounds) : ’ 50. 
All other forms of measuring devices . ’ ; : 03 


Adjustments — a reasonable charge. 


For many years scales were tested and if found 
incorrect were ‘‘tagged”’ and if they could be subse- 
quently repaired to meet the requirements of the 
standards, they were later sealed. On.large dormant, 
railroad and team scales and many of the other smaller 
types of devices much time is spent before the capacity 
of the scale is tested. Many times hours are spent 
testing only to find that the scales must be tagged and . 
the same performance must be repeated at a later time 
before the seal can be applied. A great loss of time 
is therefore lost and no charge canbe made. This change 
in the laws has reduced our fees this year by $540 and 
the reduction of fees on the sealing of scales mentioned 
previously has reduced the total about $85, making 
a total reduction from last year of $625. We feel that 
this reduction is an imposition on the city and will 
make a strong appeal during the next year to have a 
revised schedule submitted to the General Court for 
their approval and passage which will be more equitable 
to all parties concerned. With this reduction, however, 
we have received and paid into the city treasury 
$8,602. The total sealing charges amounted to $7,055.93

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consumers feel much more at ease while they have paid 
the high prices asked for household requisites, and the 
fact that we paid particular attention to the new rules 
and regulations, under which the merchants were obliged 
to do business, kept the public informed through the 
Press of our activities and made sure that all devices 
were plainly and conspicuously sealed, made the buyers 
realize that everything possible was being done to 
protect their interests. To show results by figures of 
our work is in a sense impossible as the effects and 
consequences are far reaching and the protective features 
are continually existing.

War DuvtTIES IN CONNECTION WITH THE FEDERAL 
AND STATE FuEL AND Foop ADMINISTRATORS. 


The slogan during the war that ‘‘Food will win the 
War” was one of the reasons why our duties multiplied 
so much during the last fiscal year. The Federal and 
State Government Administrators came to us for our aid 
in our local district, as they did in other communities. 
The flour and fuel as well as the sugar situation was for 
a number of months at a critical stage, and the duties 
falling upon us were to constantly inspect and keep a 
watchful eye on the supply of these articles in the city 
and see that they were being used and sold in strict 
accordance with the rules laid down by the Fuel and 
Food Administrators at Washington. The shortage of 
coal and the poor quality of that to be had kept us active 
trying to keep an ill-tempered public pacified until 
conditions might right themselves. The complaints 
were numerous and the results from our labors were 
of a far-reaching nature. The needed protection was 
given and the public were gratified. The dealers, in 
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most instances, did all in their power to help lighten 
the sufferings of the coalless public and whenever 
called upon would do everything possible to meet our 
requests and avoid the certain details that seemed to 
irritate the consumer. We had much to do with the 
newly established Fuel Distribution Department of the 
City of Boston and worked in conjunction with the head 
of that department to see that all laws and rules were 
enforced in the sales of the small quantities of coal in 
which they dealt. The flour situation was at a crisis 
during the year and the various rules sent out by Wash- 
ington relating to the percentage of white flour and the 
various substitutes that were to be used and the size of 
bread that bakers were allowed to make and sell were 
for a time misunderstood by many of the bakers, espe- 
cially those of the foreign element, and it was no little 
task to see that these rules were strictly complied with 
and that the amount of wheat flour sold in the stores 
and used by the bakers did not exceed that amount 
governed by the laws laid down. ‘The size and mixture 
of the bread loaves were constantly examined and the 
deputies working with the special representatives of the 
Flour and Bakers’ Committees appointed by the Food 
Administrator did a great service in this district in 
carrying out the mandates of these national officials. 
During this campaign the deputies visited 471 bakeries, 
many having more than one inspection. Hundreds of 
flour inspections were made as well as hundreds of 
reweighings of bread loaves. Sugar shortage and the 
high price quoted on this commodity made the public 
critical in the extreme. Shortages in the amount of - 
sugar purchased were reported in great numbers and the 
investigations exacted much of our time. The value of 
a department of this kind was never before in the 
history of our city realized by the citizens as it has been 
during the last twelve months, and the general verdict 
with those ‘who have been in close touch during this 
crisis was that our services were a blessing to the average 
householder in the community. The figures given 
below show in a way the number of sales inspected, 
reinspections of stores to see that merchants and clerks 
were using their seales in the right manner, reweighing 
of large team loads of coal, inspections of coal certifi- 
cates, rewelghs of ice and other general inspections. 
The list includes a variety of articles that were investi- 
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gated and reweighings made after complaints had been 
made by some citizen. Among the items are found 
loads of crushed stone, packages of twine, candy, soap 
powder, oats, wood, ice cream, in fact, almost every 
article that the business man sells to another.

COMPLAINT DEPARTMENT. 


To investigate every complaint that was communi- 
cated to us was our sole desire, and whilé we found .on 
many occasions that the dealers were entirely innocent 
of any wrong, yet there were many of these com- 
plaints that were of high value and the investigations 
led to conditions that were at once regulated and if 
necessary the offender was prosecuted. The high ten- 
sion under which the customers were buying made them 
feel an anxiety lest they would not be used right and 
many times complaints were brought in that were found 
to be without foundation and the result of irritated 
customers giving vent to their feelings after the steadily 
increasing prices had caused them great alarm. We 
proved to be the clearing house for all of these com- 
plaints between customer and merchant and many 
people of Boston profited by these complaints and the 
subsequent investigations. The list of complaints that 
we found to be of value contains all manner of cases. 
We had nineteen coal and coke complaints that we 
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brought to court and convicted all cases. In the thirty- 
seven coal complaints that were found to be of value we 
experienced all manner of methods used by the unscru- 
pulous dealer to defraud, among which was a case of a 
dealer using an empty third team to deliver two loads 
of coal and thereby defraud his fellow man out of 4,100 
pounds of coal. The three teamsters were brought to 
court and a substantial fine was given them for the 
extraordinary method of cheating their customer. 
Coffee sold by mail order by a Boston concern to a party 
in another state who wrote us complaining of short 
weight led to the detection of the Boston merchant and 
restitution and discontinuance of the methods used 
resulted, and made this concern realize that we were 
protecting customers of Boston concerns, whether they 
resided in this city or elsewhere. Paper bags made for 
the sale of coal, with the name of a coal merchant and 
the number of pounds printed thereon, according to law, 
found their way into the hands of another coal dealer 
who wished to defraud at another’s expense and sold 
- coal short weight in the bags. The complaints led us to 
the party whose name appeared on the bags, only to find 
that he was innocent and that another was the offending 
merchant. The affair was settled out of court to the 
satisfaction of the offended parties and a close watch 
was kept on the guilty merchant. Ice complaints were 
not as numerous as in the past, because we believe that 
all ice dealers realize that we intend to prosecute every 
shortage, no matter how small, as warnings and explana- 
tions of the ice laws have been thoroughly covered in the 
past. Thirty-seven ice cases were investigated and 
righted. The so-called ‘‘wet wash laundry” business 
caused us much trouble and resulted in many investi- 
gations. The custom of charging for wet wash by 
weight has become a custom with the Laundry Men’s 
Association and the public complained when the custom 
was established that the laundry was weighed when wet 
and that the charges were therefore excessive, much of 
the weight recorded being water. We investigated 
many of these cases and found them in many instances 
to be true and the laundrymen were watched, reweigh- 
ings made and conditions rectified so that today we find 
that the ‘‘wet wash laundry” has taken its place among 
those other matter that at one time were of a trouble- 
some nature but which are now highly satisfactory to all 
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concerned. Short weight on stalks of bananas, short 
bottles of liquor, false measure on cord wood, short 
weight on the sale-of sheep manure, short measure on 
the sale of paper-hangers’ paste, smoking tobacco and 
other articles too numerous to mention, complaint from 
distant poultry raisers who sent their chickens to a 
Boston commission merchant and who complained 
that they did not receive full value for the weight 
shipped, and a variety of other troubles that we were 
called upon to rectify which were continually troubling | 
the people interested, were investigated. The list of 
complaints that were found to be of merit numbered 
142, forty-nine of which were brought to court and the 
others were settled out of court to the mutual satisfaction 
of all parties interested. 


Court PROCEEDINGS. 


The cases brought to court after a thorough investi- 
gation of the above-mentioned complaints were those 
which showed a flagrant intent on the part of the mer- 
chant to defraud. No case is brought to court unless it 
is evident that the defendant had an evil intent in his 
methods at the time of the act. The idea that at one time 
prevailed among some merchants that this department 
was out to prosecute and persecute has been expelled 
and the dealer as well as the customer now realize that 
we are enforcing the laws of the state in a manner that 
will give full protection to all and favoritism to none. 
The dealers who are summonsed into court know that 
the inevitable has happened and that at last they have 
been interrupted in their corrupt practices and that 
they must suffer. Generally speaking the first case 
against a man is the last, as he is henceforth always ready 
and willing at all times to codperate with us in not only 
acting the part of honesty himself but advising others to 
do likewise. Some of our past convictions have made 
the merchants the best in our city, and others who have 
been convicted and who need further watching are 
eventually lost sight of, as they remove to other com- 
munities outside of our jurisdiction to try their methods 
where the weights and measures laws are not so forcibly 
carried out. Of the forty-nine cases brought into court 
forty-eight were convicted and one discharged. The 
case discharged was on a technicality regarding a stalk 
of bananas. There was paid into the county on fines 
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$780. Thirty-seven defendants were fined and eleven 
eases were filed. The court cases were as follows:

Propuce PEDDLERS, JUNK DEALERS AND COAL 
PEDDLERS. 


As in past years all peddlers selling fruits and vege- 
tables had to obtain a certificate from this office showing 
that their scales had been sealed before they could 
obtain their licenses from the Health Department. 
During the past year we have approved 807 of these 
certificates. The coal and ice peddlers, while not being 
obliged to obtain a paid license to peddle, had to secure 
a permit after obtaining our certificate. During the year 
we granted 67 of these certificates. The same holds true 
with the junk dealers, whose licenses are obtained from 
the Police Department. Before they obtain their 
license they must have all their devices sealed at this 
office. Much of our time is devoted to the inspection 
of the methods used in the daily business of these 
classes of merchants and many were the complaints 
that had to be settled regarding their acts. The city 
ordinances provide that all peddlers of produce must 
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pay a fee of $5 for their license. This not only keeps 
the peddler under strict obedience to the laws and rules 
of this and other municipal departments, but makes 
it easier to see that he is doing a strictly honest business 
with his customers. A few years ago the city ordinance 
that regulated the coal and ice dealers, in a similar 
manner, was repealed. Since then these peddlers 
have caused a great deal of trouble that was previously 
averted. I suggest and strongly urge that a new ordi- 
nance be enacted that will restore the licensing of coal 
and ice peddlers and keep them under the same restraint 
as the produce peddlers. These dealers are in many 
ways a blessing to the poorer people and do a great deal 
of good in their daily business, but it is the minority 
in this line, as well as in other business, that cause the 
trouble for the majority. If the city ordinances should 
be amended giving this department the full control 
over the licensing of fruit, vegetable, fish, coal, ice 
and junk dealers, the same as is done in the State 
Department, the problem would be solved and much 
trouble eliminated. As we are daily in touch with all 
these vendors, in the matter of scales, weighings and 
general business conditions, I feel that full control 
over them would result in better service to the public 
and much more satisfaction to the dealers and the depu- 
ties combined. All fruit, nuts and vegetables are now 
sold by weight in this city and state. The schedule 
of weights for each vegetable, established by law, is well 
known now to all dealers and the use of the dry measure 
is now no longer needed in the sale of these articles. 
We have tried and I believe have successfully estab- 
lished in the minds of the public the necessity to make 
sure that all their fruit and vegetables are sold either 
by numerical count or by weight. Printed schedules 
of these weights for the benefit of the merchant as well 
as the customer have been distributed, printed in the 
press and in our annual reports for the past few years 
and I think that it cannot be recalled too often to the 
minds of the public to read and memorize these figures 
for the benefit of their purses. Dealers.and their 
clerks have learned these weights and it is very rarely 
that we are forced to summons a man into court for 
selling these commodities otherwise than by weight. 
The figures here shown give the weights established for 
the bushel or any multiple or fractional part of a bushel 
of all fruits and vegetables.

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LEGISLATION AFFECTING THE DEPARTMENT. 


The Department of Weights and Measures was 
established by city ordinance. The work is conducted 
under the existing laws of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts and these laws are being amended and increased 
with every new General Court. Much new legislation 
was enacted last year which had great bearing on our 
work and there is a great deal of anticipated legislation 
that is at the present time being discussed which will, 
if accepted, affect our general welfare. The national 
and state net weight laws affecting all package goods 
not only relate to food commodities sold in paper 
packages, but also barrels of fruit and vegetables. The 
standard dry pint and one-half pint have been estab- 
lished, and berries now sold by the basket must be sold 
in quart, pint or one-half pint baskets that conform 
to the standard measures. The ice laws have been 
strengthened, making it mandatory for an ice dealer to 
deliver ice to a customer who tenders the price for same 
unless he is delivering a load under contract. This 
law will eliminate much trouble from customers who 
have suffered during the warm months after being 
refused ice by dealers because of some previous mis- 
understanding. The laws regarding the sale of coal, 
coke, charcoal and kindling wood have been amended, 
which will give better satisfaction to the consumers. 
The ‘weights of vegetables”’ schedule has been changed 
because of questions that have been brought up in rela- 
tion to the multiples and fractional parts of a bushel 
and these have been included in the law, so that now 
the bushel, multiple or fractional part of the bushel 
of vegetables have been established. Each year we 
have been obliged to advertise in the daily press the 
necessity for the public to bring in their measuring 
devices and have them sealed. We would then start 
about the city on our annual sealing trip, which would 
occupy the entire year. The law has been so amended 
that we must now advertise as usual and then give the 
people thirty days to comply with the request before 
we can go about the city to seal at the various stores, 
shops, houses and vehicles. The work done at the 
office or other established headquarters during the 
thirty days must be done free of charge. After this 
period we are then free to go about the city and those 
bringing in their devices are charged the usualfees. This 
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‘law went into effect at this office the first of the new 
fiscal year of 1919-20 and did not affect the business 
of the year herewith reported. _The change will forbid 
in a way the charging of fees for the first month of the 
year for any work performed, unless the owners wish 
to pay a fee, but the work wherever done will be charged 
for during the remaining eleven months of the year. 


GASOLENE Tanks, TaxicAaB METERS AND LEATHER- 
MEASURING MACHINES. 


A feature of our every-day work that would possibly 
cause the average person surprise is the fact that every 
gallon of gasolene sold in Boston is delivered from a 
measuring pump which has been given a thorough test 
and sealed by this department. Today the use of gaso- 
lene is almost universal and the trouble caused by the 
pumps in the past has been almost wholly eradicated 
since the manufacturers, sealers and garage men have 
joined forces to stand by the established rules regarding 
the kinds of pumps which were to be used, the methods 
in their use and the way of repairing them. Now we are 
testing and sealing pumps in as easy a manner as are 
other devices which we are called upon to seal. The 
number of pumps sealed during the past year was 944, 
against 880 of last year. In this number of pumps it 
was necessary to give the test for accuracy to 2,192 
measures, some pumps having two, others three and 
some a greater number of measures. In the 944 pumps 
sealed, 102 were used for the sale of kerosene, 42 for 
paint, 3 for molasses and 797 for gasolene. The person 
using a taxicab in his travels through the city is being 
protected, inasmuch as all meters used by the taxicab 
companies in Boston are tested and sealed before they 
can be put in use. The taxicab meters are increasing 
daily and this meant additional testing and sealing during 
the past year. There were 508 meters given what is 
termed the first test, a very exacting test of the mechani- 
cal workings of the meter. Of these, 429 were sealed and 
allowed to be put in use. Last year we sealed 363, 
showing the large increase in this branch of the depart- 
ment. New machines for the measuring of cloth have 
been installed in the larger stores and we have been 
called upon to test the accuracy of this new invention 
and seal same. This new device is a money saver for 
the merchant who on the sale of high priced cloths and 
textures has constantly lost money by the negligent 
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way in which the yardstick was used. This automatic 
measuring and computing machine takes the same place 
in the dry goods store that the computing scale does in 
the grocery and provision store. During the last two 
months of the year this machine was introduced into 
Boston and we have sealed, up to date, fifty-seven of 
them. The leather-measuring machine, which is grow- 
ing more popular every day with the dealers in hides, 
skins and leathers, is another device which we are testing 
and sealing. ‘These machines are so constructed that 
every skin, no matter how rough or complicated in 
shape, can be accurately measured by running the skin 
through a roller and registering the measurements. By 
the use of this machine the market is better able to 
determine the values of a bundle of skins, shoe cutters 
are better enabled to figure on their stock in cutting 
same and merchants have an accurate figure of the 
measurements of their purchases. While the machine 
is an expensive contrivance, the dealers are adding them 
gradually to their plants. During the year we sealed 
twelve machines against four of last year. 


DRUG AND JEWELER SCALES AND WEIGHTS. 


Every scale and weight in use in Boston in the drug 
stores has been tested and sealed. This work alone 
was a tremendous task when one thinks of the total 
number of devices done. The care that must be exer- 
cised in the testing of these devices is apparent to all, as 
the least infraction from the prescription is apt to cause 
trouble that will be far reaching, so that in conducting a 
campaign that took in every scale and weight in use in 
every drug store in the city, we feel that we have done 
our part by helping the druggist to keep his work up to 
the 100 per cent efficiency point. When the people 
realize this condition under which the druggist is working 
they know that there is not the slightest cause for fear, 
so far as the measuring devices are concerned. ‘The 
scales and weights used by the jewelers have also been 
tested and sealed and have been found to be in a very 
satisfactory condition. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR THE BETTERMENT OF 
Our DEPARTMENT. 


In the reports of the past two years, I have requested 
that the city ordinances be changed so as to allow the 
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appointment of additional help in this department, which 
is a sorely needed acquisition. ‘The work has increased 
in such great proportions that it is almost impossible to 
continue under the shortage of help and give the 
satisfaction to the citizens of Boston that we have in 
the past and complete the work at the end of the year 
which we are obliged by law to do. I recommend the 
appointment of three more deputy sealers or inspectors; 
and hope that during the coming year the finances of the 
city will allow this addition to our now small force. 
Another matter which is of great importance in our 
work is the matter of public scales. Chapter 9, section 5, 
of the Revised Ordinances of the City of Boston pro- 
vides that ‘‘the city council shall from time to time 
cause a sufficient number of public scales for the weigh- 
ing of hay and of other articles, to be erected and fur- 
nished with decimal weights which shall be used in all 
cases.’’ At the present writing there is but one public 
scale under the jurisdiction of a public weigher in the City 
of Boston that is in the service. That one at Hay- ~ 
market square is the only one which we can depend 
on for our public weighings. One in the Roxbury 
district has not been in repair for the past two years; 
and this fact creates much inconvenience and trouble 
for the business men of the southern end of Boston. I 
strongly recommend that the City Council, through 
your Honor, start a movement that will provide 
public scales in the various sections of the city, under 
the care of a public weigher, and that these said 
public weighers shall be under the jurisdiction of this 
department. Another matter of importance that should 
be changed for the better is that of the appointments 
of public weighers. I urge that all candidates for the 
appointment of sworn weighers be made through this 
department and that the jurisdiction over them be in 
the hands of the Weights and Measures Department. 
In this way we will be able to keep track of the work of 
the coal weighers and others who have in the past given 
us more or less trouble and in the event of their being 
found incompetent refuse them the privileges which 
they seek. As the case now stands the candidates are 
_ booked in the City Clerk’s office; they are then sworn 
and their services are not in any way criticised while 
they hold their commissions; and there is a laxity which 
is apt to lead to trouble in our branch of the service 
which could be avoided if we had full control over them 
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from the start. I hope that the public, who have in 
the past had great confidence in our force, will continue 
to hold the confidence and do all in their power to 
codperate in the work in which we are engaged. We 
realize that all that is done is of a protective nature for 
the upbuilding of honesty in our city and the protection 
of the purchasing public. To have the public continue 
to show this increasing interest that they have dis- 
played in the past two years will be a great help to us 
in the future. 


CONCLUSION. 


Before closing I wish to thank those who have aided 
in any way toward the successful year that we have 
just finished. First, to my assistants who, as I have 
previously stated, have worked with an enthusiasm and 
vim to do all possible to keep conditions, under such 
trying times, as easy for the people as possible. To these 
men I share the success that we have had. Each man 
can justly say that during the war he, in his official capac- 
ity, ‘‘did his bit to win the war.”’ Of our force, one 
man, Deputy Sealer Charles E. Walsh, joined the service 
and was assigned to the Aviation Corps in the United 
States Army. He was absent about three months when 
the armistice was signed and has since returned to his 
official duties in the department. To the merchants of 
Boston, who have proved their worth when matters of 
rearrangements were necessary and who are ever ready 
to codperate, I wish to extend my thanks; also to the 
Press of Boston, whose efforts in publishing the details 
of the work of the department not only brought pro- 
tection to the citizens of this city but also to those people 
of outlying cities and towns into whose confines the 
newspaper is circulated. These codperations have made 
our work more easy and have helped us complete most 
successfully the most strenuous year in the existence of 
the Weights and Measures Department of the City of 
Boston.

The following tables and data give the details of the 
work done by the department during the year. The 
insurance losses for fires during the year due directly or 
indirectly to electrical causes were $48,718.16, one fire 
causing a loss of $38,198. The electrical equipment of 
theaters, hotels, department stores and other buildings 
where there is danger to life have received particular 
attention during the year. 

The violations of the law relating to the notification to 
and the obtaining of a permit from this department in 
connection with the installation of electrical apparatus 
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and wiring within buildings have been very few, and it has 
not been necessary to have any prosecutions made under 
the law. 

The greater portion of the work of preparing this 
report was done by the late Commissioner of Wires, 
James E. Cole. Commissioner Cole entered the service 
of the City of Boston May 23, 1891, and died February 
22, 1919, while holding the office of Commissioner of 
Wires.

In the selection of new pole locations our engineers 
have accompanied the engineers of the various com- 
panies for the purpose of passing on such locations. 
Sketches are made of the locations agreed upon, which 
are kept on file for comparison with plans filed later 
when application is made to the Board of Street Com- 
missioners, or in the case of terminal poles to the Com- 
missioner of Wires, for permission to set the poles. 

All poles standing in the streets are stenciled by this 
department for purposes of identification. All poles 
standing in the city are inspected and tested yearly by 
the inspectors of this division and at the same time a 
general inspection is made of all overhead construction. 
This work, of course, is in addition to the regular 
inspection work necessary on account of new con- 
struction. 

Poles found to be leaning or in process. of decay are 
reported to companies owning same, and where con- 
ditions warrant it, poles are condemned. Also such 
defects as are found on overhead construction are 
reported to the companies for correction. 

During the past year the inspectors of this division 
reported two hundred fifty-nine (259) poles decayed 
at base and one hundred twenty-five (125) poles leaning, 
or a total of three hundred eighty-four (384) poles, 
which were replaced by new poles or reset by the various 
companies at the request of the Wire Department. 

Thirty-eight (38) abandoned poles were also reported 
by the inspectors of this division which were removed by 
the various companies at the request of this department.

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INTERIOR DIVISION. 


During the year several additions and changes have 
been made to generating and distributing systems of the 
public service corporations in this city. The most 
important changes or additions referred to are as 
follows: 

The Edison Electric Wluminating Company have com- 
pleted the installation of the new turbo generator of 
30,000 k. v. a. capacity, which was referred to in last 
year’s report as being under way. New boilers and 
auxiliaries for this unit were also installed. 

A temporary installation of transformers between 
the 6,900 and 13,800 volt busses was made at L street, 
the bank consisting of six 1,500-k. v. a. and three 1,000- 
k. v. a. units, making a total of 12,000 k. v. a. 

Twenty-first station, Chauncy street. A new D. C. 
substation was started, taking load from the stations in 
that district and making available additional capacity 
for new business. The ultimate capacity of this station 
is six 2,250-k. v. a. rotary converters, but only two units 
are installed at present. Two 4/0, 13,800-volt trans- 
mission lines were installed from the L street station to 
this new station, each having a capacity of 5,000 k. v. a. 
Sixteen D. C. feeders were installed from this station to 
locations in the district, each of 230 kilowatt capacity 
and ten D. C. tie lines to other stations. 

Kighth station, East Boston. A new 1,500-k. v. a., 
3-phase, 13,800 to 2,300-4,000-volt transformer was 
installed for additional capacity. 

Two new industrial substations were put in operation: 

No. 55. The Factory Building Trust, Wormwood 
street, South Boston, with one 525-k. w. rotary converter. 

No. 103. The Tileston, Hollingsworth Company, 
East River street, Hyde Park, with three 400-k. v. a., 
single-phase transformers. 

A new 3/0, 25,000-volt transmission cable (operating 
now at 13,800 volts) was installed from the Dorchester 
station to the Tileston, Hollingsworth Company station, 
and from there to the Dedham station. 

Two 4/0, 15,000-volt transmission cables, each having

a capacity of 5,000 k. v. a., were installed from the L 
street station to the Victory Shipbuilding Plant at 
Squantum. 

Four 4/0, 15,000-volt cables, each having a capacity 
of 5,000 k. v. a., were installed from the L street station 
to the Watertown Arsenal. 

Chapter 450 of the Acts of 1904 relating to the 
inspection of theatres and halls has been complied with, 
careful inspection having been made of the electrical 
equipments of theatres and halls, and records of same 
kept on file at this office. In carrying out the provisions 
of this law inspections to the number of 1,202 have been 
made during the year. At the time these inspections 
were made tests were also made to ascertain the insula- 
tion resistance from ground of the installations and 
where such tests showed conditions less than those 
required in the interests of safety, further tests were 
made for the purpose of locating faults, and when 
located defective portions of installation were ordered 
out of service until necessary repairs had been made. 

In addition to the inspections referred to above, 
weekly inspections were made of the electrical equipment 
of traveling theatrical companies and shows fulfilling 
engagements at the various theatres and places of 
amusement, also of such temporary work as had been 
installed by or under the authority of the proprietors 
or managers of the premises. 

Inspections of old electrical equipments have been 
carried on in so far as practicable with the limited force 
of inspectors available for that purpose. 

During the year ending January 31, 1919, 4,912 
permits were issued granting the right to turn current 
on new interior wiring or apparatus for light, heat or 
power purposes, and under authority of chapter 571 of 
the Acts of 1910 a charge of fifty cents was made for 
each permit, fees collected in connection with these 
permits amounting to $2,456. Permits to install wiring 
or electrical apparatus within buildings were granted to 
the number of 9,673. In connection with the granting 
of these permits, and as authorized by chapter 262 of the 
Special Acts of 1915, fees were collected amounting to 
$17,810.04, making a total of $20,266.04 collected on 
account of permits granted by this department during 
the fiscal year. 

During the year all fires and accidents supposed to be 
due to electrical causes were carefully investigated and

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reported upon by the department. The record for the 
year of fires and accidents to property due to electricity 
shows fifty-six in number. The number of accidents 
to persons, both fatal and non-fatal, was fifteen, of which 
number three had fatal results.

TRICITY FEBRUARY 1, 1918, To JANUARY 31, 1919. 


February 12, shortly after 11 p. m., opposite 19 Pearl 
street. Burn-out occurred in so-called 13,200-volt trans- 
mission line of the Edison Electric Uluminating Com- 
pany, followed. by explosion in manhole, same being 
sufficient to slightly raise cover of manhole. No damage 
except to transmission circuit. 

February 26, 5-11 Bennet street. Engine 26 called 
on still alarm at 9.20 p.m. Five and five tenths amperes 
electric flatiron left on cloth-covered wooden board, 
current being left on iron. Iron became overheated 
and board upon which same rested was ignited. No 
damage except to ironing board.

Damage confined to cable and conduit and 
adjacent woodwork. Fire Department called on still 
alarm.

Lutheran Church. Breakdown occurred in insulation 
of branch-circuit feeding wall bracket at point where 
wires were in contact with an abandoned electric gas- 
lighting circuit. Current passed from lighting wires to 
abandoned gas-lighting wires, thence to gas pipe, 
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melting hole in same, and igniting gas, which set fire to 
neighboring woodwork. Members of Fire Department 
called on still alarm.

ACCIDENTS TO PERSONS DUE TO ELECTRICITY. 


May 12, 6.20 p. m., William W. Toland, an employee 
of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, received 
burns to face and hands as a result of short circuit 
which took place in stub of distributing box, cover of 
said box being taken off at the time Toland received his 
injuries. 

July 15, Claude P. Germany, meter tester in the 
employ of the Edison Electric [luminating Company, 
received slight burns to palm of left hand as a result of 
short circuit caused by terminal of wire upon which he 
was at work being permitted to come in contact with 
wire of opposite polarity. Injuries slight. 

July 17, 2.30 p. m., Thomas Ellwood, 763 East Fifth 
street, South Boston, a lineman in the employ of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, at work on bridge 
sign at Charlestown side of Charlestown Bridge, while 
taking base of lamp from socket made an accidental 
short circuit, as a result of which he received burns to 
the back, fingers and palm of hand. Injuries not serious. 

August 5, about 2.15 a. m., Bernard M. Gaffney, 
employed by the Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
while at work sweeping floor in bus room at their power 
house on Southampton street, received burns and 
injuries, resulting in his death, short circuit occurring 
between disconnective switches of opposite polarity, 
potential of current on same being approximately 
13,200 volts. 

August 14, 3.05 p. m., Raymond L. Wood, at the 
tenth station of the Edison Electric [luminating Com- 
pany, through error, placed test lamps (2—116-volt 
lamps in series) across circuit carrying current at a 
potential of 6,900 volts, resulting in short circuit which 
caused burns to both hands, forearms and face. 

August 16, at about 9.20 p. m., Walter Daly, fourteen 
years of age, and residing at 382 Geneva avenue, climbed 
a pole of the Edison Electric Uluminating Company on 
the opposite side of Adams terrace from No. 9, and when 
he attempted to descend pole came in contact with one 
of the wires of said company, receiving shocks and 
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burns and falling to ground, receiving injuries resulting 
in his death later at the hospital. 

August 26, about 9.25 a.m., Mrs. Charlotte McDonald, 
while attempting to extinguish fire in basement of 838 . 
Huntington avenue (referred to in list of fires above) 
came in contact with an iron cot which was electrically 
charged, receiving shocks and slight burns therefrom. 

September 19, about 9.25 p. m., Morris Maranofsky, 
an employee of the Gillette Safety Razor Company, 
while in basement of their factory, First street, South 
Boston, while attempting to look into a washing machine, 
conditions about which were wet and damp, he holding a 
portable electric lamp in one hand at the time, made 
contact with grounded metal work, received shock and 
was removed to the City Hospital where he was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival. Normal potential of circuit 
about 115 volts. 

October 29, 3.30 a. m., opposite 1399 Commonwealth 
avenue, Allston, Thomas Fleming, an employee of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, while engaged on 
trolley work received slight burn to face as a result of 
short circuit when dinging iron which he was using made 
simultaneous contact with trolley wire and grounded 
iron bracket on trolley pole. 

November 6, William Reisfelder, an employee of the 
Carleton-Mace Engineering Corporation, while at work 
at the twenty-first station of the Edison Electric [lumi- 
nating Company, received burns to third and fourth 
fingers of left hand as a result of short circuit caused by 
wrench which he was using making simultaneous contact 
between live metal and grounded frame of metal work. 

November 15, George T. Clark, an employee of the 
Lundin Electric Company, while at work on negative 
control switch of No. 6 machine at the Canton Street 
Station of the Edison Electric [luminating Company, 
received burns to left hand and lower part of forearm 
as ea result of short circuit at said switch. Injuries not 
serious. | 

November 18, 6.30 a. m., James Baia, an employee of 
the Generating Department of the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company, while on duty at their station
